Trinity  Church,  Janesvillc,  June  i),  1858. 
This  being  the  place  and  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Twelfth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin, 
and  the   Clergy  and  Laity  beintf  duly  assembled,  Morning 
Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Hugh  M.  Thompson,  of  Portage 
and  the  Rev.  James  B.  Britton,  of  Madison.     The  Ante-Com- 
munion Service  was  then  read  by  the  Rev.   Dr.  Adams,  of 
Nashotah,  and  the    Convention   Sermon  preached   by  Rev. 
David  Keene,  of  Milwaukee,  from  the  text :     I.  Cor.  IV,  2  : 
"  Morever  it  is  required  in   stewards  that  a  man  be   found 
faithful.,, 

The  offertory,  appropriated  to  Diocesan  Missions  was  then 
taken  up,  the  Rector  of  the  Church  reading  the  sentences;  after 
which  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Richmond,  of  Milwaukee,  proceeded  in 
the  Communion  Office,  the  elements  being  consecrated  by  the 
Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop,  and  administered  by  him,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Hugh  M.  Thompson,  Millett,  of  Beloit,  and 
Richmond.  The  Post- Communion  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Millett. 

The  Convention  was  then  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and 
the  Roll  of  Clergy  furnished  by  him,  having  been  called  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  the  following  answered 
to  their  names  :

It  was  moved  by  the  Rev.  David  Kcene,  that  the  Rev. 
George  B.  Eastman,  of  Fond  du  Lac,  be  re-elected  Secretary 
of  the  Convention  ;  which  was  carried  unanimouslv. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop,  announced  the  following  Canon- 
ical Committees  :

The  Rev.  Mr.  McNamara  moved  that  a  Committee  on  Un- 
finished Business  be  appointed  ;  which,  having  been  seconded, 
was  agreed  to.  The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  J.  McNamara 
and  P.  R.  Morgan,  Esq. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  2 J  o'clock,  p.  ni. 


A  FTEKNOON    SESSION. 

2}  o'clock,  p.  m. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  roll  of  Clergy  was  called,  and.  in  addition  tu  those 
present  this  morning,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Barton  and  Do  Kovcn 
appeared  and  took  their  scats. 

Messrs.  T.  S.  Ansley,  G.  W.  Pcrrine,  M.  D.,  Ilozckiah 
Wells,  and  Elisha  Wells  appeared  and  took  their  seats  as  Lay 
Delegates. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman  declined  to  serve  again  as  Secretary 
and  nominated  the  Rev.  John  H.  Egar,  of  Waukesha.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Britton  nominated  the  Rev.  L.  W.  Russ.  of  Water- 
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town.     The  Rev.  Dr.  Adams  nominated  the  Rev.  Mr.  Britton, 
of  Madison. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  ballot  for  a  Secre- 
tary ;  the  Chair  appointed  as  tellers,  Messrs.  Ford  and  Payne. 
The  ballot  being  had,  the  Rev.  John  H.  Egar,  of  Waukesha, 
was  declared  elected. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Committee  (Appendix  C)  was  presented  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McNamara  moved  that  the  Rules  of  Order  of 
the  last  Convention  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  order  of  this 
Convention ;  which  was  agreed  to. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Park,  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Morgan,  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Keene  be  invested  by  this  Conven- 
tion with  authority  to  report  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Funds  and  Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
"Wisconsin.     Which  was  adopted. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  next  delivered  his  Annual  Ad- 
dress. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Phelps,  and  seconded,  that 
so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  referred  to  the  Organization 
of  Parishes,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Canons.  Which 
was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  MeNainara  moved  that  the  Diocesan  Mis- 
sionary Committee  be  authorized  to  engage  an  agent  to  visit 
the  Parishes  on  behalf  of  the  Committee.    Which  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Park,  from  the  Special  Committee  appointed 
at  the  last  Convention  to  report  At  this  Convention  on  the  best 
means  of  electing  or  appointing  Delegates,  so  as  to  secure  a 
more  general  lay  representation,  and  who  were  also  required 
to  report  to  this  Convention  a  set  of  instructions  to  Parishes 
how  to  apply  for  union  with  this  Convention,  reported  on  the 
latter  subject  as  follows  : 

The  Special  Committee  who  were  required  by  the  last  Annual 
Convention  to  report  to  this  Convention  "  a  set  of  Instructions  to 
Parishes,  how  to  apply  for  union  with  this  Convention,  to  be  printed 
fin]  the  Journal,  after  the  Instructions  for  [the]  Organization  and 
Incorporation  of  Parishes,"  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Article  X,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese,  contains  the  only 
prescribed  conditions  of  admission  of  New  Parishes  into  union  with 
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this  Convention  ;  one  of  which  conditions  is  that  the  Parish  applying 
for  admission  shall  have  adopted  a  Constitution  embodying  certain 
stipulations.  As  the  Constitution  of  the  Parishes  in  this  Diocese, 
adopted  in  Primary  Convention  in  1847,  and  since  annually  published, 
with  amendments,  does  embody  the  required  stipulation;  and  as 
neither  the  Constitution  nor  Canons  of  the  Diocese  declare  this  Con- 
stitution to  be  binding  on  the  Parishes,  while  yet  uniformity  appears 
to  be  highly  desirable  ;  this  Committee  would  therefore  recommend 
first  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  "Constitution  of  the  Parishes  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  adopted  in  Primary 
Convention  in  Milwaukee,  June  25, 1847, "  and  amended  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Diocesan  Convention,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  binding  on 
all  new  Parishes,  as  a  condition  of  their  admission  into  union  with 
this  Convention,  and  also  that  it  is  binding  on  all  in  union  with 
this  Convention,  except  so  far  as  in  any  case  it  may  conflict  with  any 
special  law  of  the  Territory  or  State,  under  which  any  of  the  older 
Parishes  may  have  been  organized. 

If  this  resolution  be  adopted,  the  Committee  recommend  the  follow- 
ing as  instructions  for  the  Admission  of  Parishes  into  union  with  this 
Convention. 

ADMISSION. 

When  any  new  Parish,  being  duly  organized  and  incorporatetl,  de- 
sires to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  the 
Wardens  of  the  same  should  forward  or  present  to  the  President  of 
the  Convention  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  their  Parish,  according 
to  the  form  prescribed  for  the  Constitution  of  all  the  Parishes,  in  the 
Journal  of  *the  last  preceding  Convention ;  certifying  that  said 
Constitution  has  been  duly  adopted  by  the  Parish  making  application, 
and  subscribing  the  same  in  their  official  capacity  as  Wardens.  They 
should  also  forward  or  present  to  the  Convention,  through  its  Presi- 
dent, a  certificate  that  the  Parish  so  applying  is  duly  incorporated 
and  regularly  organized  by  the  election  of  two  Wardens  and  at  least 
three  Vestrymen ;  which  certificate  should  also  be  signed  by  the 
Rector  or  Minister  of  the  Parish,  if  there  be  one.  These  papers  may 
properly  be  forwarded  by  one  or  more  Deputies,  elected  to  represent 
the  Parish  in  Convention,  provided  it  be  admitted  into  union.  These 
steps  being  taken,  it  only  remains  for  the  Convention  to  act  upon  the 
application,  after  referring  it  to  the  proper  Committee  for  examination ; 
and  should  their  report  be  unfavorable  to  the  admission,  it  is  deemed 
courteous  that  they  should  state  their  reasons  for  such  conclusions.

The  report  was  accepted. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  reconsider  the  motion  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Phelps  to  refer  a  certain  part  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress to  Committee  on  Canons. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Park  moved  as  a  substitute  to  this  motion  to 
reconsider  : 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  subject  of  the  Organization  and  Incor- 
poration of  Parishes  be  referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  Rev. 

Messrs.  Ingraham  and  Pradt  and  Mr.  Worthington,  with  instructions 
to  revise  the  same,  and  have  the  directions  therefor  printed  in  the 
forthcoming  Journal  of  this  Convention. 

Which  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Davis,  from  the  Canonical  Committee  on  the 
Admission  of  Parishes,  reported  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  Parishes  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  examined  the  Constitution  of  the  Parish  of  S.  Paul's 
Church,  Plymouth,  together  with  the  papers  of  Incorporation,  and 
find  said  Parish  entitled  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Con- 
vention. 

The  Committee  further  report  that  there  has  been  laid  before  them 
a  paper  signed  by  the  Rector  and  Wardens,  certifying  to  the  organ- 
ization and  incorporation  of  the  Parish  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  Two 
Rivers ;  but  the  Committee  do  not  deem  said  Parish  duly  entitled  to 
admission,  until  it  shall  have  presented  to  this  Convention  the 
documents  required  by  Article  X,  of  the  Diocesan  Constitution.

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried,  that  the  report  be 
accepted. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Vermilye,  and  seconded,  tha£  so  much 
of  the  report  as  referred  to  the  Parish  at  Plymouth  be  adopted. 
Carried  and  the  Parish  admitted  to  Union. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  so  much  of  the  -report  as 
related  to  the  Parish  at  Two  Rivers,  be  referred  back  to  the 
Committee,  to  report  after  the  transaction  of  other  business. 
Carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  resolution  contained  in* 
the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Instructions  to  Par- 
ishes, how  to  apply,  &c,  be  adopted.     The  motion  was  lost. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Davis,  from  the  Canonical  Committee  on  the 
Admission  of  Parishes,  made  the  following  report  on  the  mat- 
ter referred  back  to  it  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  Parishes,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred back  so  much  of  their  former  report  as  related  to  the  Parish  of 
S.  Paul's  Church,  Two  Rivers,  report  by  referring  to  the  Convention 
the  following  certificate,  which  is  all  that  ha&  been  laid  before  them 
from  said  Parish ;    viz : 
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This  is  to  certify,  that,  during  the  month  of  April  or  May,  A.  l>. 
1855,  a  church  was  duly  organized  at  Two  Rivers,  County  of  Man- 
itowoc, and  State  of  Wisconsin,  by  the  name  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  by 
the  election  of  two  Wardens  and  the  requisite  number  of  Vestrymen. 
Also,  that  on  the  26th  of  May,  A.  D.  1856,  the  Rector,  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  became  a  body  corporate  by  the  election  of  two  Wardens 
and  five  Vestrymen,  according  to  an  act  made  and  provided  for  that 
purpose.  And  further,  that  in  the  Act  of  Organization  they  agreed 
to  accede  to,  and  to  be  governed  by  the  laws,  rules  and  usages  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  adopted 
for  their  government  the  Constitution  provided  by  the  Convention  of 
said  Church  for  Parishes.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  this  Parish  be  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Convention.  The  vote  being  taken  viva 
voce,  the  Chair  declared  the  motion  carried. 

A  division  of  the  house  was  called  for,  and  the  motion  lost. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  delegates  from  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Two  Rivers,  be  allowed  seats  but  not  votes  in 
this  Convention.     Carried. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  reported  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  McNamara,  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  respectfully  report,  that 
they  found  on  page  8  of  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  :  Resolved,  That  Art.  Second,  of  the  Constitution 
of  this  Diocese,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  :  "There  shall  be  an  An- 
nual Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  be  holden  the 
first  Friday  after  Trinity  Sunday." 

Also  on  p.  1G,  the  following  resolution  :  "Retolvwl,  That  a  special 
committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report  to  the  next  Annual  Con- 
vention, on  the  best  means  of  electing  or  appointing  delegates,  so  as 
to  secure  a  more  general  lay  representation.     Which  was  adopted." 

The  Committee  respectfully  recommend  that  the  resolution  on  page 
8,  referring  to  a  change  in  the  Constitution,  altering  the  day  of  hold- 
ing Convention,  may  not  be  adopted  ;  and  express  the  hope  that  the 
Special  Committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  attendance  of  lay  dele- 
gates, will  be  prepared  to  report.  J.  McNamara,

The  Report  was  accepted. 

The  question  being  on  the  final  adoption  of  the  first  resolu- 
tion contained  in  the  above  Report,  it  was  lost. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Park,  from  the  Committee  on  the  attendance 
of  Lay  Delegates,  made  the  following  report : 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Convention 
to  report  to  this  Convention,  "on  the  best  means  of  electing  or  ap- 
pointing delegates,  so  as  to  secure  a  more  general  lay  representation," 
respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

They  believe  that  in  securing  a  general  attendance  of  Lay  Dele- 
gates from  the  several  Parishes,  more  depends  on  increasing  an  inter- 
est in  the  exercises  of  the  Convention,  than  on  any  particular  mode 
of  election  or  appointment,  and  that  the  best  mode  of  creating  such 
an  interest  will  be  to  extend  the  religious  and  devotional  services  of 
the  Convention  itself.     They  regard  it  also  as  a  special  duty  of  each 
Rector  to  excite  an  interest  in  the  Convention  among  his  own  people, 
by  preaching  or  speaking  in  relation  to  it,  and  to  see  that  Deputies 
are  duly  appointed,  who  will  attend  and  represent  his  Parish  in  Con- 
vention, if  the  thing  be  possible.     They   think,  moreover,  that  the 
expenses  of  Lay  Deputies  to  the  Convention  should  be  borne  by  their 
respective  Parishes,  as  a  means  of  inducing  them  to  attend.     They 
believe  farther,  that  if  Deputies  be  elected,  at  the  Annual    Parish 
Meeting  on  floater  Monday,  the  appointment  will  be  more  conspicu- 
ous, and  more  likely  to  be  appreciated  than  if  it  be  made  by  the 
Vestry  atone ;  while  ample  provision  should  be  made  for  the  contin- 
gencies of  non-election,  or  non-attendance.     The  committee  therefore 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution ;  simply  adding 
that  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Parishes  can  go  into 
operation  at  once,  and  be  amended  at  any  Convention ;  whereas  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  must  lie  over  one  year 
before  it  can  be  adopted,  and  then  is  hard  to  be  repealed,  if  found 
unsatisfactory. 

R'?'jh'*J%  That  the  following  be  added  as  a  second  section  to  Article 
V.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Parishes  of  this  Diocese. 

Sko.  1.  The  Lay  Deputies  of  this  Parish  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention -hall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Parish  Meeting  on  Easter 
Monday  ;  or,  in  default  of  this,  by  the  Vestry,  at  their  first  regular 
meeting:  after  the  annual  Parish  election,  or  at  a  special  meeting 
rilled  tor  the  purpjse.  If  there  be  no  election  after  the  notice  given, 
or  if  the  Deputies  elected  cannot  attend,  the  Hector  and  Wardens 
shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancies.

The  Report  was  accepted,  and  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Egar  offered  the  following  resolution,  and 
moved  that  it  be  made  the  special  order  for  to-morrow  morn- 
ing at  10  o'clock  ;  which  was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cole, 
and  agreed  to. 

Resolred,  That   (1anou  VI..  of  this    Diocese  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows  : 
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Canon  VI, — Dioce*an  Mission*. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Missions  for  this  Diocese  shall  consist  of 
the  Bishop,  together  with  the  Standing  Committee  ;  of  which  Board, 
the  Bishop  shall  be  es  officio  President. 

Sec.  2.  The  Standing  Committee  may  at  any  time  resolve  itself 
into  the  Board  of  Missions,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  ;  and,  in 
case  this  request  be  made  by  letter,  then  the  Board  may  act  upon 
such  business  only  as  the  Bishop  may  designate. 

Sec.  3.  No  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  unless 
he  shall  first  have  been  nominated  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  4.  No  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  for  a  longer  term  than 
one  year ;  nor  for  that  term,  until  there  is  sufficient  money  paid  into 
the  Treasurer's  hands  to  assure  him  his  salary  for  the  whole  year, 
and  such  salary  shall  be  paid  to  the  Missionary  quarterly  in  advance. 
But  the  appointment  of  any  Missionary  may  be  renewed  as  often  as 
the  Board  see  fit,  subject  to  the  above  regulation. 

Sec.  5.  No  Missionary  receiving  a  salary  from  the  Board,  shall 
receive  any  salary  from  the  Parish  or  Missionary  Station  to  which  he 
may  be  appointed,  nor  from  any  other  source,  except  such  proportion 
of  his  salary  as  may  be  furnished  by  the  Domestic  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  6.  No  pews  or  seats  shall  be  rented  in  any  Church  or  place 
of  worship,  of  which  a  Missionary  of  the  Diocese  is  Minister ;  but 
an  offertory  shall  be  taken  up  onj^thc  morning'of  each  Lord's  Day 
when  there  is  divine  service,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  use  of  the  Board,  in 
return  for  the  Board's  supplying  that  place  with  the  services  of  the 
Missionary.  Collections  for  special,  canonical  and  all  necessary  pur- 
poses, may  be  taken  up  at  other  times. 

Sec.  7.  No  Parish  whose  Minister  is  a  Missionary  of  the  Dio- 
cese shall  be  entitled  to  sever  its  connection  with  the  Missionary,  or  to 
elect  a  Rector  without  the  consent  of  the  Board,  until  its  returns 
from  the  offertory  for  one  year  previous,  amount  to  the  salary  paid  for 
that  year  by  the  Board  to  the  Missionary.  But  the  Board  may  re- 
move its  Missionary  from  any  place,  when  it  shall  see  reasonable 
cause. 

Sec.  8.  No  Parish  whose  Minister  is  a  Missionary  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  entitled  to  lay  representation  in  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  9.  The  Bishop  .shall  appoint,  at  every  Annual  Convention, 
a  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  as  agent  for  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
the  Diocese,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  every  Parish  in  the  Dio- 
cese, to  preach  on  behalf  of  the  Bo?rd,  and  procure  subscriptions 
and  collections  for  its  Missionary  Funds. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman  offered  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  a  blank  be  drawn  up,  containing  all  the  conditions 
necessary  for  the  legal  and  canonical  admission  of  parishes  into  union 
with  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  leaving  all  portions 
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of  such  form  blank,  which  may  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  par- 
ishes wishing  admission. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  resolution  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
of  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham  is  Chairman. 

Which  were  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Russ,  from  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, reported  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Diocesan  Missions,  to  which  was  referred  the 
Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Mission  Fund,  (Appendix 
C.)  with  the  vouchers  thereof,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  ex- 
amined the  same,  and  find  them  in  all  respects  correct.

The  Rev.  Henry  M.  Thompson.  Secretary  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  read  the  Report  of  that  Committee,  (Appen- 
dix A.) 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
Canon  : 

Caxox  X. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  parochial  clergy- 
man of  the  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  to  employ  the  sa- 
cred season  of  Lent  as  a  solemn  and  stated  season,  wherein  it  is  his 
duty  to  occupy  himself  earnestly  and  peculiarly  in  the  conversion  of 
souls  to  Christ — that  is  to  say  in  preaching  to  the  unbaptized,  repen- 
tance true  and  real  from  sin,  faith  in  Christ  our  Lord,  and  baptism 
into  the  Church  of  Christ ; — and  to  those  within  the  Church,  and 
who  are  either  careless  or  have  fallen  away,  the  same  duty  of  true 
conversion  to  the  ways  of  God,  and  of  a  restoration  to  the  full  enjoy- 
ment of  the  privileges  of  the  Church  in  her  Holy  Communion. 

Sec.  2.  This  shall  be  done  regularly  under  the  laws  and  canons 
of  the  Church — and  also  under  the  advice  and  pastoral  direction  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.     Canon  X.  shall  be  entitled  Canon  XI. 

Pending  the  discussion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  to- 
morrow morning  at  8  o'clock. 


In  the  evening,  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  last  Convon- 
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tion,  a  Missionary  Meeting  was  held,  at  which  speeches  were 
made  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop,  and  several  of  the  clergy, 
A  collection  was  taken  up  at  the  close  for  Diocesan  Missions.

SECOND   DAY. 

Thursday  Morning,  June  10,  8  A.  M. 

The  Convention  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  John  0.  Barton,  and 
Rev.  William  Greene. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  following  clergy  and  laity  were 
found  to  be  present  : 

Clergy. — The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Kemper,  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  Rev.

Greene,  Humphrey,  Ingraham,  Keene,  McNamara,  Rev.  Dr.  Park ; 
Rev.  Messrs.  Phelps,  Pradt,  Ruger,  Russ,  Smedes,  Henry  M.  Thomp- 
son, Hugh  M.  Thompson. 

Laity.—  Messrs.  Adams,  Cothren,  Doe,  S.  Ford,  Jr.,  Jones,  Little- 
John,  Milton,  Payne,  Perrine,  Place,  Roddis,  8tewart,Vennilye,  Wor- 
thington,  Hezekiah  Wells,  Elisha  Wells. 

The   minutes    of    the    last   meeting  were  read    and    ap- 

proved. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McXamara  moved  that  the  speaking  be  limited 
to  five  minutes  for  each  speaker.  Which  was  seconded  and 
carried. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Canon  offered  last  evening  by  Rev.  Dr.  Adams.  It  was 
moved  and  seconded  that  said  Canon  be  adopted. 

Pending  the  consideration  of  this  motion,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention  Fund,  and  Fund  for  the  Bishop's  salary  asked 
permission  to  report ;  which  was  granted.  (Appendix  D.) 
This  report  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Rev.  Mr..  Ingraham  offered,  as  a  preamble  to  the 
Canon  under  consideration,  the  following,  which  was  accepted 
by  the  mover  : 

Inasmuch  as  the  Church  has  from  the  bet/inniny  provided  for  the 
yearnings  of  the  human  heart  ir.  every  form,  and  whereas  many  for- 
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getting  or  ignorant  that  she  has  such  provisions,  do,  in  certain 
seasons,  turn  from  the  Church  to  other  religious  bodies,  which  they 
imagine  answer  these  yearnings,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Clergy  be  requested  to  remind  their  people 
that  the  season  of  Lent  is  intended  to  answer  these  spiritual  wants, 
and  that  this  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Church,  do  hereby  enact  the  following  Canon  : 

TUe  Rev.  Mr.  Prarit  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the 
words  designating  it  as  a  Canon  be  stricken  out,  and  the  word 
Resolved,  inserted  before  each  section.  The  amendment  was 
lost ;  and  the  Canon  adopted. 

The  Special  Order  for  the  day,  being  the  amendment  to 
Canon  VI,  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Egar,  was  taken  up. 

It  was  nioved  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman,  and  seconded  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Park,  that  the  Canon  as  amended,  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next 
Annual  Convention.     The  motion  was  carried. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  the 
Organization  and  Incorporation  of  Parishes,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

First,  That  they  recommend  that  the  draft  of  Instructions  now 
printed  in  the  Journal  be  changed  in  the  following  particulars  :  First 
that  the  Instructions  relative  to  the  election  of  a  Minister  be  placed 
At  the  end  of  Instructions  upon  the  Organization  and  Incorporation 
of  Parishes. 

Secondly,  That,  inasmuch  as  the  Committee  cannot  find  authority 
for  the  declaration  that  "  a  Parish  wishing  to  hold  real  estate,  collect 
subscriptions,  <kc,  and  to  be  represent  3d  in  the  Convention  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese,  must  give  evidence  of  its  permanency  to  th».« 
Church,  by  an  existence  of  twelve  months/'  they  recommend  that  this 
be  stricken  out  from  these  instructions.  But  as  the  Committee  believe 
the  above  words  to  express  an  important  principle,  they  respectfully 
recommend  the  following  as  the Canon  : 

Parishes  wishing  admission  to  union  with  the  Convention,  under 
the  10th  Article  of  the  Constitution  shall  give  at  least  one  month's 
notice  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  of  their  intention. 
Delegates  may  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  at  the 
fame  session  of  the  Convention  at  which  the  Parish  is  admit- 
ted ;  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  vote  until  the  ensuing  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  I)e  Koven  the  report  was  ac- 
cepted. 

On  motion  of   the  Rev.  Mr.  Barton,  it  was  referred  to  \\w 
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Committee  on  Canons,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next 
Annual  Convention. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Pradt  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  all  places  desiring  regular  services  under  the  ec- 
clesiastical authority  of  the  Diocese,  but  in  which  no  organized  Par- 
ishes exist,  shall  be  considered  Missionary  Stations. 

The  Board  of  Missions  shall  have  authority  to  require  each 
parochial  Clergyman  to  devote  four  Sundays  in  each  year  to  visiting 
unsupplied  Missionary  Stations  and  vacant  Parishes  nearest  to  them, 
and  holding  services  therein,  and  shall  give  at  least  one  month's 
notice  thereof,  both  to  the  Clergyman  and  the  place  or  places  to  be 
visited. 

The  expenses  of  such  visits  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  Stations  or 
Parishes  visited. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Adams  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  : 

Canon  XII. 

It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Bishop,  according  to  his  judgment, 
to  detail  any  Clergyman  of  the  church,  four  Sundays  in  each  year  at 
equal  intervals,  to  officiate  in  any  station  he  may  think  advantageous 
to  be  visited.  The  expenses  of  such  visit  to  be  paid  by  the  Parish  or 
Station  visited. 

Which  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  reported  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  present  their  report  of  the 
following  Funds  :  Convention  Fund  (Appendix  D.)  and  Fund  to  de- 
fray the  Bishop's  expenses  (Appendix  E.)  On  examining  vouchers, 
they  find  the  reports  correct.  We  have  also  examined  the  vouchers 
of  said  Fund,  by  request  of  the  Treasurer,  for  last  year,  and  find  the 
report  of  that  year  correct  also.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submit- 
ted, with  vouchers.  Daniel  Jones,  ~)

On  motion  the  report  was  accepted. 

The  Eev.  Mr.  DeKoven  moved  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  Clergyman  shall,  on  the  1st  Sunday  in 
July,  lay  before  his  congregation  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Missions, 
and  take  up  a  collection  therefor. 

The  JJev.  Mr.  Ingraham  offered  as  a  substitute  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  instructed  to  direct 
their  agent  to  canvass  the  Diocese  within  four  months  after  Con- 
Ten  tion. 

Which  was  adopted. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Barton  moved  that  this  Convention  proceed 
to  elect  a  Standing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  which 
was  agreed  to.  The  chair  appointed  Messrs.  Payne  and 
Vermilye,  Tellers. 

Pending  the  election,  the  Finance  Committee  reported  by 
Mr.  Jones,  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  present  their  report,  and 
state  that  they  have  examined  the  Treasurer's  Report  of  the  Diocesan 
Mission  Fund  (Appendix  C.)  and  find  it  all  correct,  as  per  the 
vouchers  attached  to  this  report ;  all  of  which  are  very  respectfully 
submitted.

The  proposition  being  that  the  Convention  meet  next  year 
in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fond  du  Lac  ;  it  was  adopted.

Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  will  meet  in

Bishop. 

The  calling  of  the  Roll  and  reading  of  the  Minutes  were 
dispensed  with. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Keene,  proposed  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution,  which  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Diocese  of  "Wisconsin,  by  the  Lord's  blessing,  has 
so  increased  in  population,  and  in  the  number  of  the  Parishes  con- 
nected with  the  Church,  as  fully  to  occupy  the  time,  and  task  the 
strength  of  our  beloved  Diocesan. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  request  him,  as  soon  as  consistent 
with  his  sense  of  duty  to  the  Church,  to  resign  all  other  jurisdic- 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  appoint  a  Committee  to  devise 
means  for  the  entire  support  of  our  Bishop,  after  the  1st  of  July, 
1859,  and  report  thereon  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Keene,  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Funds  and  Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
Wisconsin,  made  the  following  Report  : 
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The  undersigned,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Funds 
and  Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Wisconsin,  respectfully  reports  to  the  Convention,  that  your  Board 
was  convened  a  short  time  subsequent  to  their  election  ;  at  which 
meeting  it  was  unanimously 

Resolved,  That  it  was  inexpedient  to  act  under  the  instructions  of 
the  resolution  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention  ;  (under 
which  resolution  they  were  required  to  invest  the  funds  committed  to 
their  trust,  in  wild  lands  at  Government  price)  believing  that  it  would 
be  to  endanger  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Church  in  this  I>iocese  ; 
and  therefore,  they  declined  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  said  res- 
olution. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Board,  was  ap- 
pointed to  wait  upon  E.  Cram,  Esq.,  the  late  Treasurer  of  the  Funds, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  their  charge  the  papers  and  securities 
of  said  Fund,  if  they  should  deem  it  expedient  so  to  do. 

This  Committee  took  an  early  day  for  this  duty ;  and,  after  due 
deliberation  on  all  the  circumstances,  they  felt  it  to  be  necessary, 
and  for  the  interest  of  the  funds,  to  request  the  late  Treasurer  to  re- 
tain charge  of  them,  for  the  purpose  of  collection,  with  the  under- 
standing that  they  should  be  paid  over  into  the  hands  of  the  pre- 
sent Treasurer  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  in  order  that  they  may 
be  re- in  vested. 

It  is  the  intention  of  your  Board  of  Trustees  to  re-invest  these 
funds  as  they  shall  come  to  hand,  upon  good  security  at  12  percent, 
per  annum,  and  on  such  short  time  as  will  make  the  funds  available 
at  any  moment.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Capron  offered  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  he  requested  to  appoint  a  Missionary  or 
Missionaries,  to  itinerate  in  this  Diocese,  with  a  view  to  seeking  out 
members  of  the  Church  residing  in  places  where  they  cannot  enjoy 
the  privileges  of  the  gospel  and  the  Church,  and  to  holding  services 
in  such  places  as  may  be  desirable. 

Provided,  That  funds  necessary  to  carrying  out  this  object  be  se- 
cured by  special  means,  or  as  means  additional  to  the  funds  for  car- 
rying on  the  ordinary  Diocesan  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  the  several  Rectors  and  Ministers  of  the  Parishes 
of  the  Diocese  will  endeavor  to  raise  at  least  fifty  cents  for  each  com- 
municant, for  the  support  of  the  above-named  Missionary  or  Mission- 
aries. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to,  that  the  resolutions  be  consid- 
ered separately. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Cole,  the  first  resolution  was  refer- 
red to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  McNainara,  the  second  was  laid 
on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pradt,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  carry  into  effect  the  res- 
olution of  a  former  Convention  in  regard  to  convocations  of  the  Cler- 
gy, in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  advisable. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Egar,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  required  to  complete 
their  Report,  on  all  matters  referred  to  them  to  be  reported  on  at  the 
next  Annual  Convention,  as  early  as  possible,  and  that  the  same  be 
printed  and  sent  by  mail  to  each  Rector  and  Parish,  at  least  six 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  Convention. 

On  motion  the  Convention  proceeded  to  elect  Deputies  to 
the  General  Convention.  The  Chair  appointed  as  Tellers, 
Messrs.  Ford  and  Stewart. 

Pending  the  election,  the  Hon.  Judge  Cothren  offered  the 
following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  detail  some  suitable  per- 
son to  act  as  an  itinerant  Missionary  throughout  the  different  parts  of 
the  State,  and  that  his  labors  be  confined  to  particular  districts  of  the 
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State,  during  particular  periods  of  the  year,  as  the  Bishop  shall  des- 
ignate. 

Which  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Hon.  Judge  Cothren.  the  following  reso- 
lution was  also  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  before  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  travelling  Mission- 
ary for  any  district  of  the  State,  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  neces- 
sary compensation  for  such  services  will  be  raised  by  the  district  and 
paid  into  the  Missionary  Fund. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Adams  moved  that  this  Convention  now  elect 
five  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  ;  which 
was  agreed  to. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McNamara  moved  that  the  Rev.  David 
Keene  be  re-elected  Conservator  of  Church  Documents  for 
the  ensuing  year  ;  which  was  agreed  to.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to  the 
Rector  and  members  of  Trinity  Church,  Janesville,  for  their  hospital- 
ity to  the  members  of  this  Convention.

Dijlr  Brethren  : 

I  will  begin  this,  my  Annual  Address,  by  reading  to  you  the  1st  and 
2d  Sections  of  the  Xllth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1853  : 
"  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church  from  time  to 
time  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  every 
Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens 
Bhall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where 
there  is  no  Bishop  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of 
the  number  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  and 
of  the  number  of  Communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  also  the 
state  and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish,  also  of  the 
amount  of  the  Communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  Missions,  do- 
mestic and  foreign,  for  Parochial  Schools,  for  Church  purposes  in 
general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of 
the  same.  And  every  other  Clergyman,  not  regularly  settled  in  any 
Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the  occasional  services  he  may 
have  performed ;  and  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the 
causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports, 
or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in 
Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journals  thereof. 

"  At  every  Annual  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Bishop  shall  deliver 
an  Address,  stating  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Convention  ;  the  names  of  the  Churches  which  he  visited  ;  the 
number  of  persons  confirmed ;  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  re- 
ceived as  Candidates  for  Orders,  and  of  those  who  have  been  ordained, 
suspended,  or  degraded ;  the  changes  by  death,  removal,  or  other- 
wise, which  have  taken  place  among  the  Clergy;  and,  in  general,  all 
matters  tending  to  throw  light  on  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  ;  which 
Address  shall  be  inserted  on  the  Journals."

persons  ;  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Superior,  and  confirmed  4  persons  ;

I  have  likewise  con- 
firmed 3  persons  at  Baraboo,  3  at  Applet  on,  1  at  Waupacea,  3  at 
Kingstou,  3  at  Plymouth,  and  20  at  La  Crosse.  Besides  the  above 
named  Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations,  I  have  visited  Columbus, 
Beaver  Bam,  Berlin,  Ripon,  Green  Lake,  Prescott,  Prairie  du  Chien, 
River  Falls,  Horicon,  Hudson,  Dcpere,  Little  Duck  Creek,  Oconto, 
Menasha,  Green  Bay,  Weyauwcga,  Mifflin,  and  Waterloo.  The 
number  of  persons  confirmed  since  last  Convention  is  477.

To  the  Sacrid  Office  of  Priests,  I  admitted  the  following  deacons, 
viz  :  Rev.  Fayette  Purlin,  on  14th  June,  1857,  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Delafield ;  the  Kcv.  Octavius  Perinchief,  on  5th  of  July,  in  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Racine;  the  Rev.  Luther  Gregory,  on  18th  Oct'r, 
in  St.  Alban's  Church,  Lisbon  ;  and  the  Rev.  William  Greene,  on 
1st  November,  in  Christ  Church,  Green  Bay. 

There  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese  four  Clergymen — the 
Rev.  William  Greene,  from  Pennsylvania,  now  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Green  Ray  ;  the  Rev.  Octavius  Perinchief,  from  New  York, 
who  removed  to  Kansas ;  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Peabody,  from  Mississippi, 
who  is  now  officiating  as  a  Missionary  at  Apple  Creek  in  Polk 
County,  and  at  Star  Prairie  in  S.  Croix  County ;  and  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Corlett,  from  Ohio,  who  settled  at  Baraboo,  and  while  offi- 
ciating there  with  much  acceptance,  was  not  only  visited  with 
deep  family  afflictions,  but  shamefully  defrauded.  He  has  returned 
to  the  Diocese  from  whence  he  came,  with  the  esteem  of  every  lion, 
orablc  person  who  knew  him. 

Besides  the  return  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Corlett  to  Ohio,  to  which  I 
have  rctransfcrred  him,  I  consider  the  Rev.  Octavius  Perinchief  as 
belonirint:  to  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Kansas.  The  Rev. 
Charles  15.  Stunt,  who  officiated  for  some  time  at  Waukesha  has  re- 
moved to  Illinois,  to  which  Diocese  he  now  belongs. 

Three  Churches  have  been  consecrated.  Th>-  Church  uf  the  lh - 
iUr,,,.r  nt  Snjnrior — considering  the  newness  of  the  place  and  the 
expen^iveness  of  materials,  this  edifice  does  groat  credit  to  the  little 
band  ««f  Churchmen  who  made  this  distant  place  their  home.  Hero 
the  R»-\\  J. dm  0.  Barton  continues  his  faithful  labors.  Trinity 
Ch>r>l'.  0>A/,W/,  i<  a  beautiful  building.  The  Rector,  the  Rev. 
l>a\id  W.  Tolford.  deserves  the  highest  praise  for  his  zeal,  energy  and 
r»or^vorancr  in  securing  lots  and  erecting  an  edifice  that  for  many 
year<  mu<t  be  an  ornament  to  the  important  and  rapidly  growing  city 
of  h:s  adoption.  Among  the  many  kind  friends,  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  who  cheered  and  aided  him  in  his  labors,  he  desires  par- 
ticularly to  mention  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bollcs,  of  Cleveland.  (Iron* 
t'hnr.],,  M,flistm%  when  completed,  will  be  in  all  respects  an  admira- 
ble structure.  The  Churchmen  of  that  city  can  truly  say  :  This, 
under  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  is  the  offering  we  have  made  to 
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the  honor  and  praise  of  the  Redeemer.    The  Rector,  the  Rev.  James 
B.  Britton,  has  abundant  cause  to  rejoice  and  be  glad. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  among  the  Clergy,  I  am  happy 
to  Bay  have  been  fewer  than  usual,  though  I  greatly  fear  that  the 
want  of  adequate  support  may  compel  some  of  my  beloved  brethren 
in  the  Ministry,  to  look  to  other  fields  of  usefulness.     The  Rev.  Wil- 
liam D.  Christian  is  now  a  tutor  at   Nashotah,  and  officiates  at  two 
Missionary  Stations  in  its  neighborhood,  one  of  which,  I  am  assured, 
is  of  much  promise.     The  Rev.  John  H.  Egar  has  retired  from  Prairie 
du  Chien  and  officiates  at  Waukesha.     The  Rev.  Thomas  Greene  is 
now  the  Missionary  at  Wausau  and  parts  adjacent,  and  is  much  en- 
couraged.   The   important  Parish  which   he  resigned    at  Stevens' 
Point  is  vacant.     The  Rev.  Luther  Gregory  officiates  at  Beaver  Dam 
as  well  as  Columbus,  and    other  places.     The  Rev.  John  McNamara 
has  added  Elkhorn  to  his  Mission,  and  is  faithful  in  the  discharge  of 
his  Parochial  duties,  both  there  and  at  Geneva.     The  Rev.  J.  B. 
Pradt,   has  commenced  a  Parish  at  Plymouth   with   encouraging 
prospects,  and  officiates  statedly  there   as  well  as  at   Sheboygan, 
where  the  Church  has  been  enlarged.    The  Rev.  James  C.  Richmond 
is  now  one  of  us,  and  is  ready  with  his  large  and  flourishing  Parish, 
to  unite  in  all  our  labors  of  love.     The  Rev.  Henry  C.  Shaw,  having 
worked  beyond  his  strength,  has  retired  from  Lisbon, and  is  engaged, 
to  the  extent  of  his  abilities  in  the  admirable  Parochial  School  at 
Delafield.     You  will  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Studly, 
that,  though  compelled  by  a  severe  affection  of  his  throat  to  relinquish 
the  exercise  of  the  Ministry,  he  is  anxious  to  return  to  his  sacred 
duties  as  soon  as  his  health  permits.     I  was  hurt  at  the  sudden  relin- 
quishment of  his  Parish,  and  so  expressed  myself  a  few  years  since. 
I  now  regret  I  did  so ;  for  it  is  evident  that  disease  compelled  him  to 
cease  his  Ministerial   labors   without   delay.     Of  the  seven  Deacons 
lately  admitted  to  Holy  Orders,  but  two,  in  all  human  probability 
will  remain  with  us.      They  all  modestly  and  most  correctly  desired 
to  officiate  for  some  time  in  the  capacity  of  primitive  Deacons,  in 
connexion  with  Rectors  of  Parishes,  and  under  their  guidance  and 
direction.     The  Rev.  Thomas  Smith  takes  that  position  with  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Keene  at  Milwaukee,  and  the  Rev.  Louis  Y.  Jessup  is  to  assist 
the  Rev.   Hugh  M.  Thompson  at  Portage.     Of  the  others  I  am  not 
prepared  to  speak.     They  still  belong  to  my  jurisdiction,  although 
they  have  been  united  toother  fields.    According  to  the  true  Catholic 
principle  upon  which  Nashotah  was  founded,  and  upon  which  I  have 
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always  acted,  I — while  we  are  unable  to  sustain  theui — will  cherfully 
transfer  them,  when  requested  so  to  do,  to  those  Dioceses  where  doors 
of  usefulness  have  opened  before  them,  and  their  sound  theological 
views,  and  correct  deportment  will  make  them,  under  the  Divine 
guidance  and  support,  able  Ministers  of  the  New  Testament. 

I  take  pleasure  in  recording  that  the  venerable  Aaron  Humphrey 
still  continues  among  us.  He  was  one  of  the  early  Missionaries  to 
Wisconsin.  Loss  of  voice,  and  advancing  age,  compelled  him,  after 
two  or  three  years  to  retire  from  the  work  he  evidently  loved.  Not 
having  been  transferred  from  New  York,  the  ecclesiastical  authority 
of  that  Diocese,  view  him  as  one  of  her  disabled  clergymen,  and 
kindly  extend  to  him  that  aid  which  makes  his  declining  years  com- 
fortable. He  is  evidently  ripening  for  eternity.  Deeply  interested 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Church,  and  blessed  with  lively  and  devout  feel- 
ings, he  is,  amidst  all  his  infirmities,  a  beautiful  example  of  the  in- 
fluence of  divine  grace. 

The  Rev.  James  B.  Britton  has  been  instituted  by  me  into  the 
Rectorship  of  Grace  Church,  Madison 

The  corner  stone  for  a  second  edifice  for  Racine  College  was  laid 
by  me  on  the  4th  of  July. 

The  small  but  zealous  company  of  Churchmen  at  Plymouth,  have 
at  last  began  their  long  contemplated  Church.  I  was  there  on  the 
17th  of  April  to  lay  the  corner  stone. 

Some  Churches  have  been  organized  and  will  doubtless  apply  for 
admission  into  Convention.  Are  not  the  terms  too  difficult  ?  I 
think  they  ought  to  be  made  as  easy  as  possible,  whenever  we  are  con- 
vinced that  no  improper  motives  have  indicated  the  step. 

I  have  baptised  six  infants,  all  of  which,  excepting  two,  will  be  in- 
serted in  the  parochial  reports. 

To  the  institutions  which  have  arisen  up  among  us,  and  in  which 
we  have  so  much  cause  to  glory,  I  have  paid  as  much  attention  as  my 
time  permitted.  Racine  College,  the  Oconomowoc  Female  School, 
and  Nashotah  House,  challenge  your  confidence  and  deserve  your 
warmest  support. 

The  crisis  which  occurred  last  fall  in  the  money  affairs  of  the  coun- 
try, was  severely  felt  throughout  the  Diocesa,  and  many  noble  de- 
signs have  necessarily  been  suspended  to  an  indefinite  period.  Some 
of  the  Clergy  were  severely  tried,  and  scarcely  knew  how  to  obtain 
food  for  their  families.  But  our  Divine  M  aster  has  graciously  over- 
ruled this  severe  visitation   for  good.     The  season  of  Lent,   and   es- 
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pecially  its  close,  has  been  improved  to  the  utmost  extent,  by  most  of 
my  fellow-laborers ;  the  influences  of  the  Holy  Sprit  have  descended 
upon  their  flocks;  and  I  am  enabled  with  much  delight  and  grati- 
tude to  state  that  the  number  of  the  confirmed  is  nearly  double  that 
of  last  year.  I  pray  my  brethren  to  continue  their  untiring  efforts 
in  this  direction.  Let  them  always  have,  if  possible,  a  class  in  pre- 
paration,  consisting  especially  of  the  young,  but  likewise  of  those  of 
whatever  age,  who  are  seeking  the  paths  in  which  martyrs  and  con- 
fessors of  old  trod,  when  pressing  towards  the  prize  of  their  high 
calling.  Let  these  classes  be  taught,  line  upon  line  and  precept  upon 
precept,  the  hallowed  truths  of  the  gospel  as  inculcated  in  the  Cate- 
chism, the  ordinances  and  the  worship  of  the  Church  of  the  Living 
God,  which  is  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth.  -I  know  I  am 
making  great  demands  upon  the  Clergy ;  but  I  likewise  know  it  is 
their  earnest  desire  to  win  souls  to  Christ  and  establish  them  in  the 
faith  :  and  to  accomplish  this  sacred  duty  in  the  best  way,  they  will 
cheerfully  be  instant  in  season  and  out  of  season. 

You  will  learn  from  the  parochial  reports,  that  some  Churches  are 
to  be  built  and  others  enlarged,  and  that  adult  baptisms,  as  well  as 
confirmations,  have  been  more  numerous  than  heretofore.  But  many 
stations  are  feeble,  while  not  a  few  are  unsupplied,  although  anxiously 
asking  for  help.  The  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund,  to  with  T  alluded 
in  my  last  address  with  so  much  gratification,  is  now  exhausted.  This, 
therefore,  is  to  us  all,  a  very  critical  and  important  period.  Wo  have 
Missionaries  in  the  field, — must  they  be  withdrawn  ?  We  have  sta- 
tions of  much  promise, — must  they  be  abandoned  ?  Xew  settlements 
are  forming — new  villages  arc  rising  in  strength  aud  beauty  ;  while, 
scattered  over  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land, are  to  be  found  attach- 
ed and  devout  Members  of  our  Communion.  The  conservative  prin- 
ciples of  our  most  holy  faith  are  generally  acknowledged.  And,  did  we 
reliaze  the  value  of  our  piivileges — were  we  sensible  of  our  vast  respon- 
sibilities, each  one  of  us  would  feel  and  know  that,  if  not  a  standard- 
bearer  he  is  at  least  a  co-worker  with  Christ  Jesus,  our  adorable  Lord  : 
md  that  no  rest  should  be  given  to  our  eyelids,  nor  slumber  to  our  eye*, 
mtil  every  christian  measure  is  adopted  to  establish  our  beloved 
Zion  in  every  vicinity  ;  until  the  true  heralds  of  the  Crass  have  vis- 
ted  the  newest  and  most  distant  portions  of  the  State  ;  and  the  or- 
linances  of  the  Church,  so  precious  and  consoling,  so  strengthening 
ind  re  fresh  ins:  to  all  who  name  the  name  of  Christ  in  sinceiitv'and 
;ruth,  are  freclv  offered  to  tho^c  who  once  onioved,  but  arc   now   do- 


prived  of  tho*e  inestimable  benefits.     There  is,  indeed,  much  laud  to 
be  possessed.      Our  advancement  for  a  few  years  past  has  been  shame- 
fully slow.     Why  have  I  not  encouraged  clergymen  from  the  east  to- 
join  us  ?     Many  of  true  worth  and  large  experience  have  looked  with 
longing  eyes  to  our  Diocese.     Why  did  I  not  retain  the  seven   Dea- 
cous  who  have  been  trained  among  us  for  years,  and  are  attached  to 
our  soil  ?     Our  treasury  is  empty.     I  am  powerless.     Is  this  state  of 
things  to  continue  ?     Can  it  not — ought  it  not — be  said  of  us  as  St. 
Paul  wrote  of  the  Macedonians,  "  The  abundance  of  their  joy  and 
their  deep  poverty,  abounded  with  the  riches   of  their  liberality  ?  " 
We  know  as  well  as  the  primitive  christians  did,  the  grace  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that,  though  lie  was  rich,  yet  for  our  sakes  He 
became  poor,  that  we,  through  Ilis  poverty,  might  be  rich.     Let  our 
hearts  be  touched  with  a  live  coal  from  the  altar  of  divine  love — the 
love  of  the  Redeemer,  and  by  our  exertions  and  our  own  free  contri 
butions,  we  shall  be  enabled  to  respond  to  every  call  and  send  the  bless- 
ings of  the  Gospel  of  Truth  and  Peace  to  every  village.     Let   us  re. 
solve  to  raise  this  year,  §3,000.     That  sum   at  least  is  necessary  to 
strengthen  the  things  that  remain  that  are   ready    to    die,  to  support 
and  encourage  those  who  are  now  laboring  successfully  in  the  vine- 
yard of  our  Divine  Master,   and  to  fulfil  the  promises   which    have 
been  made  in  the  name  upon  God,  and  in  reliance  of  your  generous 
contributions.     Perhaps  it  was  inexpedient  to  have  sent  out  an  agent 
during  this  Spring.     At  all  events  it   was  not  done,  and  hence  it  is 
that  our  pecuniary  resources  arc  exhausted.     Will   you  exert  your- 
selves each  in  his  respective  sphere  ;  or  shall  the   parishes  be   again 
visited  by  a  messenger  to  stir  up  your  pure   minds  by  way   of  a  re- 
memberaucc  ?     Compel  me  not  I  beseech  you,  compel  me  not  to  with- 
draw the  few  Missionaries  who  have  been  sent  forth  by  our  Diocesan 
Missionary  Board. 

There  are  a  few  topics  of  deep  interest  to  myself  upon  which  I 
contemplated  touching  at  this  time.  But  silence  and  forbearance  arc 
occasionally  not  only  expedient  but  wise  and  beneficial.  Bishops 
must  be  prepared,  like  the  ancient  martyr,  to  stand  as  an  anvil 
struck. 

On  former  occasions  I  have  alluded  to  the  importance  of  congrega- 
tional singing,  audible  responses  in  worship,  the  duty  and  privilege  of 
kneeling  in  prayer,  the  necessity  of  erecting  sacred  edifices,  not  ac- 
cording to  our  wishes,  but  according  to  our  means,  and  other  kindred 
subjects,  which,  perhaps,  can  be  better  discussed  among  ourselves    in 
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private;  than  in  this  address.  We  should  aim  at  doing  all  things  de- 
cently and  in  order,  and  especially  should  we  cherish  with  the  utmost 
assiduity;  that  reverential  spirit  which  has  always  characterized  the 
assembly  of  the  saints,  but  which  is  now,  in  this  age  of  rebuke  and 
blasphemy,  forgotten  if  not  despised.  Oh  !  that  we  might  be  a  pecu- 
liar people,  zealous  of  good  works.  Oh  !  that  we  might  adorn  the 
doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour  in  all  things — and,  in  obedience  to  His 
command,  Reverence  His  Sanctuary. 

Brethren,  the  time  is  short.  Let  us  do  whatever  our  affections  and 
a  conscientious  sense  of  duty  prompts  us  to  do,  with  all  our  might* 
for  Christ  and  His  Church.  I  commend  you  to  the  protection  and 
guidance  of  the  Holy  One,  and  I  pray  that  your  deliberations  on  this 
occasion  may  result  to  the  glory  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church, 
and  the  eternal  interests  of  ourselves  and  others.

Collections  for  Domestic  Missions,  $1,50;  Sunday 
School  Library,  100  volumes.  The  congregation  seems  to  be  on  the 
increase ;  many  who  heretofore  took  very  little  or  no  interest  in  our 
services,  now  begin  to  attend.  During  the  past  year  one  of  the  most 
active  members  of  the  congregation  was  taken  from  us  by  death.    His 
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loss  will  be  seriously  felt,  not  only  by  the  Church,  but  by  the  com- 
munity at  large.  Our  greatest  draw  back  here  seems  to  be  the  want 
of  a  Church  building  of  our  own.  The  progress  of  the  Church  must 
necessarily  be  slow  until  we  get  it ;  the  probability  is  that  we  shall 
make  an  effert  next  year  to  put  up  a  small  one. 

In  addition  to  my  Missionary  labors  at  Beaver  Bam  and  Fox  Lake, 
I  have  officiated  at  the  following  places,  namely :  At  Christ's  Church, 
Green  Lake,  16  times ;  Baptised  one  adult  and  one  infant ;  buried 
one  infant ;  at  Ripon,  12  times ;  at  Markesan,  4  times ;  Baptised  one 
infant — here  a  lot  has  been  given  for  a  Church — at  Juneau,  once,  and 
baptised  one  adult  and  one  infant;  also,  I  buried  one  adult  at 
Burnett's  Corners.

Pews  have  been  sold  in  the  Church  to  the  amount  of  $16,000,00 — a 
portion  of  which  has  been  paid,  and  about  $1,500  remain  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  further  sales,  to  cover  the  entire  cost  of  the  Church 
edifice  as  far  as  completed.  On  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  Feb. 
16th,  1858,  our  noble  Church  edifice,  accommodating  about  500  per- 
sons, and  completed  in  its  interior  was  solemnly  consecrated  by  Rt. 
Rev.  Dr.  Kemper,  assisted  by  Rev.  N.  H.  Schenck,  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Chicago,  who  preached  the  sermon,  Rev.  Jas.  C.  Richmond, 
Rector  of  S.  Paul'?,  Milwaukee,  and  the  Rector,  who  was  at  the  same 
time  instituted.  This  was  truly  a  high  day,  and  crowded  congrega- 
tions were  in  attendance.  Large  congregations  have  been  in  attend- 
ance since,  and  all  the  pews  are  sold,  rented,  or  kept  free,  and  more 
are  wanted.  This  building  is  a  perfect  success  for  sound  proportion, 
and  all  that  is  desirable  in  a  Parish  Church  edifice,  and  reflects  great 
credit  on  the  architect  and  building  committee. 

Harmony  and  good  feeling  prevail  in  our  midst,  and  although  the 
religious  interest  manifested  in  many  parts  of  our  land  has  not  been 
specially  apparent  here,  there  has  been  steady  growth,  and  we  bide 
our  time  in  faith  and  prayer. 

In  connection  with  Grace  Church,  Madison,  a  country  Parish, 
styled  Immanuel  Church,  Middleton,  Dane  Co.,  has  been  formed  un- 
der very  favorable  auspices,  composed  of  some  12  or  15  families,  and 
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has  been  kept  up  by  lay  reading.  Other  place?  in  the  County  need 
services;  and  a  Missionary  to  be  assistant  to  the  Rector  of  Grace 
Church,  is  much  needed.  Baptisms  :  adults  3  ;  infants,  ft  ;  Com- 
municants, 10. 


Rev.  William  D.  Christian.  Deacon. 

Since  my  ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  I  have  been  employed  a> 
follows :  During  the  summer  of  last  year,  after  officiating  several 
times  ia  other  Parishes,  I  took  temporary  charge  of  S.  Alban's, 
Lisbon,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector.  I  officiated  in  this  Parish  until 
nearly  the  beginning  of  October,  since  which  time,  up  to  the  present, 
I  have  been  acting  as  a  tutor  at  Nashotah,  and  also  have  been  offi- 
ciating at  two  different  stations  in  the  adjoining  country.  One  of 
these  is  a  village  called  Hartland,  between  four  and  five  miles  from 
Nashotah,  and  in  the  limits  of  the  Parish  of  S.  John  Chrysostom, 
Delafield.  Service  has  been  held  in  this  place  once  a  fortnight,  save 
two  omissions,  since  last  fall.  Although  the  Church  has  met  with 
considerable  opposition  here,  the  congregations  have  been  encouraging, 
and  we  trust  the  interest  in  the  services  is  increasing.  My  other 
station  is  a  place  called  Utica,  about  seven  miles  from  Nashotah,  and 
in  the  limits  of  the  Parish  of  S.  Sylvanus,  of  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cole 
is  the  Rector.  Here  there  is  a  good  deal  of  encouragement.  The 
congregations  have  been  good  for  the  locality.  There  are  several 
Church  families  in  the  vicinity,  who  regularly  attend  the  services. 
There  have  been  five  Baptisms,  one  adult  and  four  infants.  A  Sun- 
day School  has  been  recently  organized ;  number  of  scholars  about  20; 
teachers,  4.  The  offerings  have  been  :  On  Easter  Sunday,  for  Do- 
mestic Missions,  87,49 ;  other  offerings  for  support  of  the  officiating 
Clergyman,  $30,50.

The  Missionary  has  held  services  and  preached  in  Oconto  at  stated 
times  up  to  the  last  of  November,  when  he  was  obliged  to  give  up 
that  station,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  there  ;  in  Monomonee, 
up  to  the  middle  of  October ;  Depere,  through  the  entire  year  to 
the  present  time  ;  Duck  Creek,  up  to  the  last  of  February,  when  it 
**s  given  up  ;  lloward,  during  a  part  of  the  fall  and  winter ;  Ap- 
pieton,  throughout  the  year  up  to  the  present  time  ;  Menasha,  from 
the  latter  part  of  November  to  the  present.  During  the  first  half  of 
the  year,  with  a  few  exceptions,  he  preached  twice  every  Sunday,  aud 
*bo  twice  or  three  times  in  the  week  ;  during  most  of  the  last  six 
months  he  has  preached  three  times  every  Sunday. 

He  has  administered  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  to  14  children  and 
3  adults — total  17.     There  have  been  confirmed  at  Appleton,  3  ;    he 
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has  married,  2 ;  buried  4  adults.  He  has  received  from  the  Diocesan 
Missionary  Fund,  a  salary  of  three  hundred  dollars  ;  from  the  Mis- 
sionary stations  themselves,  $114,20 — total,  $414,20.  From  this  is 
to  be  deducted,  for  travelling  expenses,  for  cash  in  purchasing  a 
horse,  vehicle,  horse-feed,  &c,  which  the  nature  of  the  work  made 
absolutely  necessary,  $218,73,  leaving  the  Missionary,  $195,47. 
From  which  is  further  to  be  deducted,  for  nine  months  house  rent, 
$72,00.  The  actual  amount  then  left  to  him  for  a  year's  work,  and 
on  which  to  support  a  family,  being  $123,47. 

The  field  in  which  the  Missionary  has  labored,  is  a  good  one,  and 
should  by  all  means  be  further  cultivated.  Appleton,  especially  is 
promising  for  the  future.

During  the  past  year  I  have  had  charge  of  this  parish,  offioiating 
once  on  each  Lord's  day,  unless  prevented  by  inclement  weather. 
The  congregations  have  been  generally  large — oftentimes  too  great  for 
their  proper  accommodation.      The  church  edifice  will  probably  be 
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enlarged  this  season.  The  Vestry  design  to  lengthen  the  nave  and 
to  add  transepts.  By  so  doing  the  sittings  will  be  doubled.  Nearly 
all  of  the  pews  which  are  to  be  added,  are  engaged. 

The  ladies  of  the  parish  have  enclosed  both  the  church  and  the 
future  parsonage  lots  with  a  beautiful  fence  this  spring.

On  my  return  to  Racine,  in  September,  1857,  I  immediately  en- 
tered npon  my  duties  as  Professor  of  English  Literature  in  Racine 
College,  and  have  been  constantly  occupied  with  the  same  to  the  pre- 
sent time.  On  Sunday  mornings  I  have  officiated  regularly  at  the 
Mission  Chapel,  in  the  northern  suburb  of  the  city,  called  Canada ; 
said  on  the  afternoon  of  every  Lord's  day,  I  have  assisted  the  rector 
of  St.  Luke's  Church,  by  reading  prayers,  and  occasionally  supplying 
his  place  in  the  pulpit. 


RACINE  COLLEGE. 
Rev.  Boswell  Park,  D.  D.,  President. 

During  the  past  year  the  President  Las  devoted,  as  heretofore, 
about  five  hours  per  day,  during  six  days  of  the  week,  to  the  duties 
of  his  office  ;  hearing  five  or  six  recitations  daily.  He  has  been  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Nichols,  A.  M.,  Professor  of  English 
Literature;  Rev.  George  Cowell,  A.  M.,  acting  Professor  of  the  Greek 
and  Latin  languages  ;  and  by  Mr.  Warren  J.  Durham,  A.  B.,  Prin- 
cipal of  the  English  department.  The  moral  condition  of  the  College 
is  believed  to  be  quite  satisfactory  ;  though  the  number  of  students 
has  diminished  to  35,  owing  chiefly  to  the  financial  depression  of  our 
country,  and  partly  to  other  causes,  the  effects  of  which,  it  is  hoped, 
will  not  long  continue.  During  the  past  year  a  second  college  build- 
ing has  been  erected,  on  which  nearly  $12,000  have  been  expended  ; 
all  this  sum  having  been  contributed  by  citizens  of  Racine,  excepting 
one  hundred  dollars,  generously  given  by  Samuel  B.  Scott,  Esq.,  now 
of  Milwaukee.  ■  The  building  is  not  yet  completed,  the  plastering  and 
painting  remaining  yet  to  be  done  ;  and  the  funds  raised  having 
been  exhausted,  the  work  is  for  the  present  suspended.     The  College 
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has  Dot  yet  received  such  efficient  aid  as  was  hoped  for ;   and  its 
friends  would  still  appeal  to  the  Church  in  its  behalf.

The  church  edifice  was  enlarged  last  summer,  at  an  expense  of 
$2700,  of  which  sum  $900  remains  yet  unpaid.  It  was  re-opened  for 
divine  service,  on  the  last  Sunday  m  October.  The  number  of  pews 
was  increased  from  sixty-two  to  ninety-two ;  so  that,  including 
the  gallery,  the  church  will  now  comfortably  seat  five  hundred 
persons. 

Assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Nichols  and  Cowell,  the  Rector  has 
been  enabled  to  maintain  the  services  of  the  church  since  the  begin- 
ning of  last  August,  in  the  North  Ward  of  Racine,  in  an  old  Sehool 
House,  now  called  the  Mission  Chapel.  Twelve  persons  were  con- 
firmed there,  at  the  Bishop's  last  visitation  ;  and  the  Holy  Communion 
was  administered  there,  for  the  first  time,  on  the  first  Sunday  after 
Easter,  by  the  Rector,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Prof.  Nichols,  to  ten  lay 
communicants.

Families,  33;  Communicants,  14.  This  Parish,  during  the  past 
conventional  year,  has  suffered  from  circumstances  of  the  moat  pain- 
ful nature.  Our  late  Recter,  B.  F.  Hutchinson,  continued  with  us 
until  the  12th  day  of  January  last,  when  he  renounced  the  ministry 
to  the  Bishop  of  Iowa,  to  whose  jurisdiction  he  belonged.  This  fact 
will  alone  assure  you  of  the  difficulties  and  hindrances  with  which  we 
have  had  to  contend.  The  usual  offerings  were  made  in  the  church 
at  various  times,  and,  as  we  supposed,  for  church  purposes ;  but  we 
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cannot  record  theni,  from  the  fact  that  we  are  unable  to  obtain  any 
information  in  regard  to  them ;  hence  we  must  conclude  that  Mr. 
Hutchinson  appropriated  the  avails  thereof  to  his  own  private  use. 
From  bis  vacation  of  the  church,  until  Trinity  Sunday,  with  but  the 
exception  of  the  annual  visit  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  we  were 
without  services  till  the  Rev.  John  Blair  Linn  assumed  the  charge  of 
the  Parish.  Though  having,  as  we  think,  had  our  share  of  discour- 
agements, we  trust  in  the  future,  by  the  favor  of  God,  we  shall  ob- 
tain some  good  degree  of  spiritual  and  temporal  strength.

Besides  the  above  I  have  in  my  Missionary  work, 
baptised  2  infants.  I  begun  my  labors  here  on  the  first  of  May, 
1857,  but  my  canonical  connection  with  the  Diocese  commenced  on 
the  first  of  June  last.  I  have  had  regular  services  in  this  parish,  in 
Fremont,  and,  till  the  beginning  of  winter,  in  Star  Prairie.  I  have 
within  the  last  three  months  made  a  regular  appointment  for 
St.  Croix  Falls,  which,  it  is  now  my  design  to  continue  through  the 
vear. 


He  v.  J.  B.  Pedelupe. 

In  my  first  report  as  a  City  Missionary  to  the  foreign  population  of 
the  city  of  Milwaukee,  I  expressed  the  hope  that  before  the  end  of  the 
year  we  could  count  a  small  number  of  families  as  belonging  to  the 
Mission.  I  have  the  happiness  to  state  that  my  feeble  efforts  have 
been  blessed.  Considering  the  disadvantages  under  which  my  Mis- 
ison  is  placed,  I  dare  hope  that  you  will  thank  God  for  what  He  has 
done.  The  first  difficulty  I  had  to  contend  with  was  that  I  had  no 
one  to  help  me  to  bring  people  to  our  services.  Another  was  the  be- 
lief that  we  were  Roman  Catholic.  This  opinion  began  with  the 
Lutheran  ministers,  and  was  spread  by  them.  I  know  this  to  a 
certainty ;  even  the  surplice  was  for  them  a  means  to  prove  what  they 
advanced.  A  third  difficulty,  and  not  the  least  one,  was,  I  had  no 
church,  properly  speaking.  I  know  of  several,  who  attend 
now  our  services,  who  looked  a  long  time,  before  they  could 
find  where  I  officiated.  The  fourth  and  last  was  that,  in 
order  not  to  turn  entirely  the  Lutherans  against  me,  I  was 
forced  to  refrain  from  visiting  till  I  had  found  an  occasion  which  would 
authoriie  me  to  do  so.  This  occasion,  I  could  not  find,  but  in  visiting 
and  helping  the  poor.  In  the  course  of  the  summer,  I  visited  and 
helped  20  families.    The  winter  gave  me  a  new  field ;  in  order  to 
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facilitate  inc  in  becoming  acquainted  with  Germans,  I  became  general 
visitor  for  the  soup  house,  and  the  Relief  Society.  In  this  capacity, 
I  visited  and  helped  over  eighty  families.  I  most  say  here,  I  never 
profited  by  the  power  which  the  help  I  gave  to  the  poor,  gave  me,  to 
force  them  to  attend  our  services ;  and  if  some  come  to  us  now, 
I  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  they  come  freely.  The  num- 
ber of  persons  who  attend  regularly  the  German  service  is  between 
twenty-five  and  thirty.  The  number  would  be  certainly  greater  if 
man  and  wife  could  come  together ;  but,  when  the  man  comes,  the 
wife  must  remain  at  home,  and  vice  versa. 

The  number  of  families  belonging  to  the  Mission  is  15  ;  Communi- 
cants, 14.  Baptisms:  infants,  10;  Burial,  1 ;  Confirmations,  3 ; 
Marriages,  2 ;  the  Sunday  School  scholars  number  58 ;  the  average 
number  in  attendance  is  between  35  and  40 ;  Sunday  School  teachers, 
3.  The  number  of  those  who  attend  the  French  service  is,  these  last 
three  months,  between  30  and  35.  The  most  of  them  are  French, 
Belgians  or  Canadians. 

The  expenses  for  the  place  of  worship  have  been  $102,50  ;  $45,00 
were  given  by  the  City  Mission  Committee ;  the  rest  was  given  by  our 
English  church  people,  whom,  I  must  say,  I  found  always  ready  to 
help  me.  It  is  by  their  help  that  I  have  been  able  to  clothe  during 
the  winter,  20  persons ;  to  give  15  comforters,  without  counting 
sheets,  pillow-cases,  and  20  pairs  of  boots  or  shoes.  By  the  same 
means,  I  obtained  $19,50  to  pay  the  reut  for  some  unfortunates, 
to  take  the  baggage  of  others  from  the  Railroad  depot,  to  procure 
flour,  <fec.

Regular  morning  and 
evening  services  have  been  held  by  the  Rector  on  alternate  Sundays, 
during  the  past  six  months.  The  corner-stone  of  the  church  was 
laid  by  Bishop  Kemper,  on  the  17th  of  April  last.  The  building, 
which  will  consist  of  a  nave  48>^  24  feet,  a  tower,  chancel  and  vestry- 
room,  is  expected  to  furnish  about  two  hundred  sittings,  and  to  be 
ready  for  consecration  before  winter.  It  is  also  intended  to  erect 
without  delay  a  comfortable  parsonage,  contiguous  to  the  church. 
The  following  statement  of  the  contribution  already  nude  to  the  fore- 
going objects  has  been  furnished  me  by  the  Secretary  of  the  vestry : 
Two  lots  for  church  and  parsonage,  donated  by  Hon.  H.  N.  Smith, 
$200  ;  subscriptions  for  the  same  in  the  parish,  $1165 ;  collected  by 
Mrs.  H.  N.  Smith  at  the  east,  $225 ;  collected  by  Hon.  H.  N.  Smith, 
in  Boston,  $125 — total  contributions,  $1715 ;  estimated  cost  of  church 
and  parsonage,  including  lots,  $2500. 

The  parish  arc  desirous  of  securing  the  services  of  a  resident 
clergyman.  The  prospect  may  be  considered  inviting ;  the  church  is 
first  in  the  field,  and  is  received  with  favor.  Her  services  have 
been  established  in  the  midst  of  a  large  and  thriving  ^agricultural 
population,  and  no  places  of  worship  in  the  vicinity.

Subscriptions  paid  and  donations  to  the  City  Missions,  for  Mis- 
sionaries, buildings,  rents  and  repairs,  81420.  Several  ladies,  with 
great  zeal  and  diligence,  collected  over  8400  of  this  sum.  The  good 
works  in  the  parish  are  chiefly  sustained  by  the  energy  of  this  de- 
voted band,  the  liberality  of  their  fathers,  husbands,  brothers  and 
Jons,  seldom  turning  a  deaf  ear  to  their  charitable  calls.  They  are 
the  rector's  right  hand.  They  have  dispensed  great  stocks  of  cloth- 
ing among  32  poor  families ;  taught  on  Saturdays,  from  twenty  to 
twenty-five  little  girls  to  sew  and  take  care  of  their  own  clothes ;  and 
one  of  them,  assisted  by  her  truly  charitable  mother,  and  sustained  by 
the  citizens  of  Milwaukee,  opened  a  soup  house  during  more  than  four 
months,  aud  provided  a  warm  .meal  daily  for  many  hundreds  of  the 
starving  poor.  This  pious  zeal  cannot  be  too  highly  commended, 
and  it  stirred  up  some  hearts  in  a  neighboring  city  to  the  same 
good  work.  The  names  need  no  record  here.  They  are  in 
the  book  of  remembrance.  But  let  the  light  of  the  good  works 
shine,  and  others,  giving  God  the  glory,  may  go  and  do  likewise. 

The  following  is  also  worthy  of  notice  and  imitation.  One  of  the 
vestry  proposed  to  establish  a  voluntary  weekly  offering  for  the  poor. 
The  plates  were  placed  at  the  doors,  and  the  vestry  men  and  wardens, 
two  on  every  Sunday  morning,  stood  at  the  entraucc,  while 
the  worshippers  cast  their  gifts  into  the  treasury.  From  these 
alms  of  the  yate,  the  poor  received  8196,42  ;  in  addition  to  the  Com- 
munion offertory,  $529,87 ;  given  to  the  poor,  $720,20  ;  Ladies'  So- 
ciety, $60,70;  Sunday  School,  §62 ;  Orphan  asylum,  885 ;  Convention 
fund,  137,55;  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions,§150,64 — total,  $1122,- 
18;  add  to  this,  for  City  Mission,  &1420 ;  grand  total,  $2542,18. 
The  church  is  to  be  enlarged  by  the  additiou  of  42  pews.

been  enabled  to  continue  my  labors  in  the  new  field,  and  though  1 
have  nothing  of  special  interest  to  report,  I  trust  that  wo  are  making 
steady  and  sure  progress.  During  the  past  winter,  I  have  confined 
my  labors  chiefly  to  Waupaca,  with  occasional  services  at  Lind  and 
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Farmington,  where  there  are  a  few  church  families.  I  had  hoped  to 
be  able  to  build  a  church  here  at  Waupaca  this  summer;  but  owing 
*o  the  present  stagnation  in  business,  and  consequent  scarcity 
of  money,  I  have  been  compelled  to  give  up  the  idea  at  present. 

This  spring  I  have  commenced  to  have  services  once  a  month  at 
Scandinavia,  8  miles  north  of  Waupaca,  where  there  is  a  large  Nor- 
wegian settlement.  I  preach  in  Norwegian  in  the  morning, 
and  in  English  in  the  afternoon;  and  as  there  are  several 
communicants,  and  ninny  who  wish  to  have  the  church  established 
among  them,  I  hope  that  a  parish  will  be  organized  thereat  no  distant 
day.

Since  my  last  report,  we  have  settled  with  our  contractor  for  the 
erection  of  our  church  edifice,  having  paid  him  85,379,04,  and  taken 
his  receipt  in  full.  In  order  to  do  this,  we  borrowed  a  small  balance 
9400,  which  we  laid  over,  and  secured  upon  the  parsonage  property, 
thus  freeing  the  church  for  consecration.  The  church  has  since  been 
consecrated.

On  the  whole,  we  have  reason  to  be  thankful 
for  the  general  success  which  has  attended  the  good  work  of  the 
church  hen.1. 


FREE  CHURCH  OF  THE  ATONEMENT,  MILWAUKEE.

Since  la?t  Convention  I  have  laloied  as  a  Missionary  in  this  city 
and  I  feel  that  1  have  great  reason  to  thank  God,  take  courage,  and 
go  on.  Our  people  manifest  an  earnest  desire  to  see  the  good  work 
progress ;  and  I  bear  them  witness  that  up  to  their  ability,  yea,  and 
in  many  eases  beyond  their  means,  they  have  given  to  advance  the 
cause  of  the  Redeemer  of  men.  Tn  April  of  last  year,  the  services  of 
our  loved  church  were  begun  in  our  part  of  the  city,  under  the  favor 
of  the  Board  of  City  Missions,  and  through  the  aid  of  the  ladies  and 
others,  who  had  the  love  of  Christ,  and  the  salvation  of  souls  at  heart. 
A  building  was  procured,  which  will  seat  from  80  to  100 ;  said  build- 
ing has  been  fitted  quite  church-like,  and  is  generally  well-filled  on  the 
Lord's  day.  But  still  there  is  room  for  improvement  on  every  hand 
around  us ;  and  1  trust,  through  the  blessing  of  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church,  by  a  year  from  this  spring,  that  ways  and  means  may  be 
opened,  whereby  more  accommodations  may  be  found  for  those  who 
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now  desire  to  worship  God  in  His  Holy  temple.  Id  fulness  of  heart, 
we  can  B&y,  as  did  some  of  old,  that  "  God  hath  done  great  things  for 
us  already,  whereof  we  are  glad/'  and  most  humbly  do  we  pray  that 
He  may  still  guide  us,  and  bless  our  labors. 

Our  Mission  here  has  resulted  in  the  formation  of  a  new  parish,  by 
the  name  found  at  the  head  of  this  report.  We  have  now  a  Melodeon, 
which  Mr.  Richard  Kastall,  Jr.,  plays  for  us,  and  he  has  trained  our 
little  Sunday  School  children  to  chant  the  praises  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  as  appointed  by  the  church.

The  great  features  of  the  year  is  the  making  the  church  free  to  all 
who  choose  to  come,  and  the  adoption  of  the  offertory  as  a  means  of 
support.  It  is  a  result  the  Rector  feels  thankful  he  has  been  able  to 
see. 


Rev.  Ebenkzer  Williams. 

Since  my  last  report,  until  a  very  late  date,  I  have  officiated  con- 
stantly at  4  stations,  several  miles  apart,  across  a  bleak  prairie. 
During  the  most  severe  weather  in  November  last,  we  were  favored 
with  a  visitation  from  our  Christian  Bishop,  who  preached  at  two  sta- 
tions extemporaneous,  with  more  than  usual  zeal  and  earnestness, 
leaving  a  most  happy  impression  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  all 
who  heard  him.  For  9  long  years  I  have  officiated  in  this  and  the 
adjoining  Counties  in  school  houses,  and  to  many  people  of  foreign 
countries.     The  Trustees  of  school  nouses  are  generally  men  of  pre-

judice  and  unchristian  feelings,  which  has  given  mc  much  trouble,  as 
I  have  had  to  reprove  them  of  violating  the  Lord's  day ;  they  having 
their  teams  at  work  within  a  short  distance  to  the  place  of  service, 
and  some  even  have  gone  to  this  extreme,  bringing  their  carpenter's 
tools  into  the  very  house  on  Sunday  where  we  were  wont  to  hold  our 
stated  prayers ! 

Others,  calling  themselves  Christians,  under  a  gross  and  unscriptural 
delusion,  will  occupy  the  house  until  the  hour  becomes  too  late  for  my 
congregation  to  have  time  to  return  to  their  respective  homes,  several 
miles  off — and  as  to  the  foreigners,  they  act  most  inconsistent — com- 
bining ignorance,  deception,  and  depravity  with  most  of  their  church 
doings.  Upon  catechizing  them,  they  are  most  ignorant  of  sound 
gospel  principal,  equally  so  of  church  discipline  ;  partake  of  the 
u  Holy  Eucharist"  with  the  utmost  indifference  and  irreverences — are 
unwilling  to  subscribe  to  a  Clergyman's  salary,  or  to  the  church  at 
large,  you  may  as  well  ask  them  for  the  last  drop  of  blood  that  keeps 
the  heart  in  existence.  Where  is  the  fault  ?  Must  we  ascribe  it  to 
the  Clergy's  lukewarm  teachings  of  their  former  homes,  many  of  whom 
live  as  rich  incumbents ;  still,  will  not  render  a  helping  penny  to  en- 
lighten the  ignorant  flock,  whom  they  send  to  seek  a  shelter  upon 
soil  less  oppressive  than  that  of  their  births. 

Amidst  the  divisions  that  surround  many  natives  of  our  happy 
and  prosperous  land,  who  were  members  of  our  holy  church  in  other 
♦States,  with  several  who  have  witnessed  our  "  decent "  and  scriptural 
descipline,ha  vc  become  warmly  attached  to  our  church  and  doctrine,and 
notwithstanding  prejudices  inherited  by  their  fathers  against  the  old 
church.  And  my  Christian  brethren  of  the  Clergy  aud  Laity,  must  we 
continue  unaided  in  this  vast  portion  of  Christ's  vineyard  ?  Cannot 
we  get  sustained  in  collecting  about  $500  to  build  us  a  small  house 
of  worship  ?  I  will  repeat,  what  I've  insisted  fur  years,  that  what  God  in 
mercy  spare  of  my  time  on  earth,  I  will  continue  to  devote  gratutously 
to  the  church,  (here,  however,  I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  thanks 
of  acknowledgment  to  Mrs.  <i.  M.  Tibbits,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  for  an 
annual  donation  of  twenty  dollars.)  In  hopes  that  this  desire  of  my 
heart  to  have  a  house  erected  to  the  sole  service  of  the  Almighty,  I've 
refused  more  than  one  kind  invitation  from  other  quarters ;  but,  as 
some  one  ought  to  look  after  the  scattered  flock  up  and  down  in  this 
region,  who  more  appropriate  than  the  one  who  welcomed  them  to 
the  wilderness  of  the  wide  prairie,  and  warned  and  admonished  of  a 
future  and  more  enduring  land  beyond  the  tomb.

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  WISCONSIN: 

ADOPTED  Iff  FBIXAEY  COffVEffllOff,  Iff  MILWAUKEE,  JTJffE,  1847. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

Acceding  to  the  General  Conttitution. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  desirous  of  entering  into  federal  uniou  with  the  Protest- 
ant Bpteeopal  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America,  docs  accordingly  accede  to,  recognize  and 
adool  the  General  Constitution  and  Canoa-  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledge  its  authority  ac- 
cordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Annual  Convention. 

There  shall  be  an  Ana.;a'i  (oaventiMii  of  the  Chun-h  in  tbbi  ttucvo.  to  l>  *  hoM  »a  01  the  Second 
Wednesday  of  June. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Member*  of   Conventi'j'".

S*r.  1.     The  Convention  >lia!l  be  combed  of  C»'r.ry  itii>i  Laity. 

$xc.  2.  Every  Qergyman  canonically  connected  w.th  this  Diocese,  and  ha v.ns,  charge  of  som? 
Parish,  (or  officiating  an  a  Missionary  within  it -*  bound- .  or  having  spiritual  ch.irjje,  as  president, 
profecttor,  tutor  or  instructor  in  some  college,  academy,  or  seminary  of  learning  constituted,  or 
countenanced  by  ecclesiastical  authority,  or  being  a  chaplain  in  the  navy  or  army  of  the  United 
State*,)  hhall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention.

Secretary  and  Treaturer  of  Convention. 

At  each  annual  Convention,  a  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  from  among  it*  members,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  till  a  successor  be  appointed.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  the  pro  • 
ceedings,  and  when  approved,  to  enter  them  in  a  proper  book;  to  preserve  the  journals  and 
records;  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  Into  the  hands  of  the  Btebop 
all  originals,  and  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relating  to  the  concerns  of  the  Convention, 
which  may  be  in  his  possession.  An  assistant  Secretary  may  also  be  chosen,  if  requested  by  the 
Secretary. 

Sac.  2.  A  Treasurer  of  this  Convention  shall  bo  appointed,  who  shall  continue  in  office  during 
its  pleasure.  He  shall  give  satisfactory  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  bis 
office,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  Tor  the  use  of  the  Convention,  and  sliall  present  a  state- 
ment of  his  accounts  at  each  annual  Convention. 

Sac.  3.  In  case  the  Treasurer  die,  remove  from  the  Diocese,  or  be  inculpable  of  acting,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  apjxrfnt  a  Treasurer,  till  the  next  succeeding  Convention 
who  is  authorized  to  receive  all  money,  bouds,  mortgages,  wo'e-*,  or  other  property  and  paper*, 
that  may  be  in  the  Treasury  nt  the  time  of  such  decease,  resignation,  removal  or  tax- 
capacity.

Sec.  3.  The  I„ay  members  of  the  Committee  must  be  communicants  of  somo  church  in  the 
Diocese  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Sic.  4.  The  Committee,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall  choose  a  President  from  among  the 
Clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary,  either  Clerical  or  lay.  The  Secretary  shall  record  their  pro- 
ceedings in  a  book  provided  tor  this  purpose,  which  book  and  all  papers  in  their  hands 
relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

Sac,  6.  The  Bishop  sliall  have  the  power  to  supply  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  this  body 
during  the  recess  of  the  Convention. 

Sac.  «.  The  whole  being  summoned,  three  of  the  Committee,  both  orders  being  represented, 
sliall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business . 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Deputies  to  General  Convention.     Amended  in  1857. 

Sec.  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention,  four  Clerical  and  four  Lay  Deputies  shall  be  elected,  by 
ballot,  to  represent  this  Dioccso  to  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chorea  tn 
tho  United  States  of  America. 

Sac.  2.  Tho  Clerical  Deputies  shall  be  rrcsbysters,  canonically  connected  with  this  Diocese,  and 
having  seats  in  this  Convention. 

Sic  3.  In  case  of  a  failure,  or  neglect  of  the  Convention  to  elect  Deputies,  those  already  in 
office  shall  continue  until  successors  are  chosen. 

Sbc.  4.  The  Convention  shall  also  elect,  by  ballot,  a  like  number  of  Supplementary  Deputies  of 
each  order,  to  serve  as  deputies 'contingently. 

Bk.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishop  in  writing,  at  least  six 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  tho  General  Convention,  their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and. 
intention  to  perform  its  duties;  in  default  of  which,  tho  Bishop  shall  designate  so  many  of  the 
Supplementary  Deputies  as  shall  be  necessary  to  insure  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese;  and. 
the  persons  eo  designated  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Special     Conventions. 

Sec.  1.    The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  Convention. 

Ssc  2.  There  shall  be  no  less  than  six  weeks  notice,  previous  to  the  day  appointed,  given  to 
tho  several  Churches  by  a  circular  letter. 

Ssc  3.  Such  special  Convention  shall  be  holden  at  a  place  designated  by  the  BcclesiasticaJ 
Authority  calling  it;  and  at  such  special  Convention,  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than 
that  stated  in  the  notice  calling  the  Convention.

ARTICLE  X. 
Admission  of  Parishes. 

New  Parishes  may  be  admitted  into  onion  with  this  Convention,  on  motion,  by  a  majority  of 
vote*:  provided  they  than  hare  laid  before  the  Convention  a  Constitution,  subscribed  by  the 
Wardens,  wherein  they  expressly  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrines,  Discipline  and 
Worship  of  the  Protestant  Ipiacopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canona  of  the  Proteetant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  are  duly 
incorporated,  and  regularly  organized  by  the  election  of  two  Wardens  and  at  least  three  Vestry- 
men. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Election  of  a  Bishop. 

Sac.  1.  After  the  first,  no  other  election  of  a  Bishop  for  this  Diocese  shall  be  made,  unless  in 
an  annual  Convention,  or  in  a  special  Convention  called  for  the  purpose  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  time  appointed,  the  object  being  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Standing  Committee  to  every  Clergyman  and  Vestry  of  the  Diocese. 

Sb&  2.  The  election  shall  be  made  in  the  following  manner  : — The  order  of  the  Clergy  shall 
nominate  and  appoint,  by  ballot,  some  nt  and  qualified  Clergyman  for  that  office;  and  if  this  ap- 
pointment be  approved  by  the  Lay  order  he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  If  two-thirds  of  all 
the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote  be  present,  and  two-thirds  of  all  the  congregations  entitled 
to  vote  be  represented,  then  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  determine  a  choice.  Should 
there  not  be  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy  and  congregation  present,  then  two-thirds  of  the  vote 
of  each  order  shall  be  nece«sary  to  determine  a  choice. 

.  ARTICLE  XII. 
Alteration  of  Constitution. 

This  Constitution,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  altered  in  the  following  manner  : — The  pro- 
posed alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  annual  Convention ;  and  if  approved  of  by 
a  majority  of  both  orders,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by 
a  majority  of  each  order,  shall  become  valid  and  obligatory. 

ARTICLE   XIII. 

The  Funds  and  Property  of  the  Protestant  Fpiscopnl  Church  in  Wisconsin. 
Sac.  1  All  r«*al  estate  granted,  personal  property,  or  monies  given  or  bequeathed  to  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,  for  any  specified  object,  shall  forever  be  and  remain 
invariably  appropriated  to  sueh  specified  object,  and  s hall  not  by  authority  of  the  Convention,  or 
any  other  power,  be  diverted  from  sucli  specified  object,  or  employed  by  the  "Trustees  of  the 
Funds  and  Property  of  the  l*rotcsiant  Kpiscopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,"  in  any  commercial  bus- 
iness whatever. 

Snc  2.  Thif»  article  shall  in  no  case  be  altered  or  amended,  except  its  it  is  provided  in  Art. 
XII  of  this  Constitution  ;  and  in  addition  thereto,  a  vote  o:  two-thirds  ot  each  order  shall  be  required 
to  make  such  alteration  or  amendment.

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Presbyters,  who  shall  make  inquiries  into  the  truth  of  the  charges  alleged,  and  tholl  make  a  re- 
port thereof,  with  their  opinion  thereon,  to  the  Bishop.  

All  Rector*,  or  Ministers  of  Parishes,  in  the  Diocese,  shall  hereafter,  before  receiving  into  the

If  the  accused  shall  not  appear  at  the  trial,  without  assigning  sufficient  cause,  the 
judgment  of  the  Court  sliall  proceed  against  him  for  contempt,  and  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  fur  the  spice  of  six  months  '•  and  if  during  that  period  he  shall 
not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then  be  degraded  from  the  Ministry. 

Sac.  5.  *n»e  judgment  of  the  Court  shall  in  all  cases  he  made  known  in  writing  to  the  accused. 
and  to  the  Warden*  and  Vestrymen  of  this  Parish,  together  witli  the  charges  and  specification./, 
and  an  outline  of  the  evidence  produced  on  the  trial,  if  it  sliall  be  demanded  by  the  accused. 

Sac.  6.  If  the  Bishop  ap|>rove  the  judgement,  he  shall  within  thirty  days  proceed  to  administer 
the  discipline  prescribe  by  the  Court. 

Sac.  7.  Should  the  Bishop  disapprove  the  deeMon  of  tlie  Court,  he  may  summon  a  new  Court, 
and  order  a  new  trial,  and  the  judgment  or  the  »«.*<'•  >ud  Court  shall  be  liual,  and  the  Bishop  shall 
then  proceed  to  execute  it  jus  above. 

Sec  8.  In  case  of  the  suspension  of  any  Clergyman.  *uch  suspension  may  be  either  for  a  lim- 
ited period,  or  until  the  otfender  give  the.  Bishop  satisfactory  evidence  of  contrition  and  re- 
formation. 

Sac  9.  Suspension  trom  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of  the  Ministry  shall,  ipso  facto,  sever 
the  connection  between  the  Clergyman  so  suspended  and  his  Parish. 

Bar.  10.  In  all  cases  were  cliarges  are  canonically  preferred  against  a  Clergyman  of 
this  Church,  the  accused  »hall  hare  the  right  to  demand  a  trial,  which  demand  must  be  made  in 
wr.ting,  and  if  not  granted  within  three  months,  the  charge  shall  be  discontinued. 

CANON  VIII. 

RitiMl  Cu'/urai'ty  in  this  iJio'tuc.     Adopted  in   1SJ0.     Auinidtd  in  1832. 

Sac  1.  In  the  perf«»rmaiiee  of  the  Ritual  and  ceremonien  of  the  Church,  where  there  i«  no 
positive  interpretation  of  existing  law,  either  by  Canon,  or  by  solemn  ltoclaration,  or  by  opinion 
of  the  llounc  of  Bisliop*.  the  Clergy  of  this  I>io<  cse  nhajl  be  bound  to  the  rule  of  what  is  usually 
called.  "  Comnum  Lau\" — that  in  to  say  :  they  *hall  not.  for  themselves  and  for  their  congrega- 
tions, in  their  public  and  official  ministrations,  act  according  to  private  judgement,  but  according 
to  the  general  usage  of  ih»  PntrMaM  Episcopal  Church  in  these  I'nitcd  States. 

Sac.  2.  And  in  case  there  be  in  the  mind  of  any  Clergyman  a  doubt  as  to  what  that  "  General 
Usage  "  is,  he  shall  not  decide  it  for  himself  and  for  bin  congregation  by  his  private  opinion,  but 
shall  refer  it  to  the  Interpreters  in  this  Canon  appointed,  who  shall  givej  to  liim  an  authoritative 
dedsion  thereupon,  founded  upon  the  same  principle  of  "General  Usage."  Provided,  always, 
that  there  be,  as  aforesaid,  no  positive  interpretation  upon  the  point  in  question,  cither  by  Canon, 
or  by  Declaration,  or  by  Opinion  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sac  3.  The  Bishop,  or  Bishop  in  charge  of  the  Diocese,  in  council  with  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, are  hereby  established  as  Interpreters  for  this  Diocese  of  the  Ritual  Usage  of  the  Church. 
And  their  decisions  so  pronounced,  and  given  in  writing,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Clergy  of  the 
Doicese  in  their  performance  of  the  Services  of  the  Church. 
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Sic.  4.  All  decision*  shall,  for  the  in  format  ion  of  tbc  Clergy,  bo  giren  in  writing,  by  the  Se- 
cretary of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  all  Clergymen  canonically  connected  with  the  Dioeeta, 
*&d  shall  alto  be  printed  along  with  the  Journal  of  the  lYocoedings  of  the  Annual  Dincann 
Convention,  under  the  head  of  "Pkusiojw  or  TnCumra  w  Wiscoswic  131  Ronftrci  to  Ritcsi 
V8-agk,  BiKPisfU  trow  ma  Clkruy,  Aoqoriung  to  Canon  \1II,  of  this  Diocmx." 
tine.  5  Thid  Canon  shall  in  n>  whs  bi  Uken  to  refjr  to  any  q'leuion  of  doctrine,  bat  solely  ani 
entirely  to  ritual  interpretation  as  it  affects  practice.  Aud  it  »hall  be  considered  ai  bind- 
ing uiNin  and  referring  to  tliosc  Clergy  only  who  are  eanonically  connected  with  this  Diocese. 

ifLT.  0.  Transgressions,  of  this  Canon  are  hereby  declared  offences  for  which  a  minister  may 
be  tried  and  punched. 

8kc.  7.  Il  shall  be  the  duty  of  t'.)«  Standing  Comnitttee,  upon  being  legally  apprised,  in  the 
manner  a*  required  by  Canon  VII.,  Sec.  1.  of  this  Diocose.  of  any  breach  of  Kitual  Uniformity,  to 
notify  the  Bishop  of  .such  complaint.  And  if  the  comiuaint  is  for  Uie  violation  of  a  solemn  inter- 
pretion  nlrcady  given  and  made  known,  the  Bishop  shall  thereupon,  by  letter,  notify  said  Clergy- 
man that  complaint  has  been  made  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  a  breach  of  Kitual  Uniformity 
upon  his  part.

ADOPTED  I1T  PBIMABT  CONVENTION,  IN  MILWAUKEE,  JUNE  85,  1847. 

ARTICLE  I. 
Acceding  to  the  General  and  Dioceean  Constitution,  Canon*,  dc. 

Tbto  Pariah,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wiscon- 
sta,  expressly  accedes  to,  recognizes  and  adopts  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrines,  Discipline  and 
Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  ot  America,  and  the  Constitution 
«ssl  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  tub  Diocese,  and  acknowledges  their  authority 
accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Use   of  the  Church   Building. 

The  Church  Building  or  House  of  Worship,  belonging  to  this  I*arl-di,  may  be  opened  for  all  ser- 
vices, ritea,  ceremonies,  or  other  purposes,  either  authorized  or  approved  of  by  the  Protestant 
Eptsoopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  or  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Diocese. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Hector  and   Minister. 

Sec.  1.  The  Rector  i-  ex-offlcio  President  of  the  Vestry,  and  of  the  Congregation,  and  had  tbe 
casting  vote  in  awe  of  a  tie,  on  all  questions  brought  before  it. 

fisc.  2.  Ttie  Minister  has  the  spiritual  oversight  of  thU  Parl-h,  and  the  Church  Building  shall  bo 
open  to  him  for  Public  Common  Prayer,  Catechetical  or  other  religious  instruction,  for  Marriage*. 
Baptisms,  Funerals,  and  all  other  rites  and  ceremonies  authorized  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Cburch,  at  such  times  a*  he  may  deem  proper. 

8tc.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  to  enter  in  the  Church  Register,  all  Baptisms,  Mar 
riages,  Burial*,  and  Confirmation)*,  occuring  within  his  cure  -  to  keep  an  accurate  list  of  Commu 
nicants,  and  also  a  register  of  the  families  and  individuals  belonging  to  tho  Parish. 

Sac  4.  The  Minister  of  this  Parish  shall,  at  the  end  of  every  civil  year,  present  to  tho  Wardon  * 
a  full,  faithful  and  accurate  written  account,  of  all  Offerings  received  and  disbursed  by  him  in  his 
official  capacity  aa  almoner  of  the  Church,  which  account  the  Wardens  shall  present  to  the  Vestry, 
to  be  by  them  examined  and  entered  in  the  "  Record  Book  "  of  the  Church,  and  tho  original  shall 
be  placed  upon  file  among  tho  Parish  Documents.  This  annual  account  shall  distinctly  state  tho 
govces  from  whence  the  offerings  came,  and  the  persons  or  objects  to  which  thoy  wero  applied. 
It  Is  left  discretionary  with  the  Minister  to  withhold  names,  where  prudence  or  a  regard  for  tho 
feeling*  of  individuals  renders  it  expedient. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Wardens. 

Sac.  1.  It  is  recommended  that  Uie  Wardens,  as  advisers  to  tho  Minister,  be  Communicant!  of 
tbe  Church. 

8bc  8.  Tbe  Senior  Warden,  or  in  ease  of  his  inability  to  act,  then  the  Junior  Warden  shall  hare 
the*  care  of  the  "  Record  Book  "  of  the  Parish,  and  shall  cause  to  be  copied  therein  all  Documents 
bearing  upon  the  history  of  the  Parish. 

8fec.  3.    The  Wardens  shall  have  a  care  that  the  Church  Building  bo  kept  from  all  secular,  or 
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other  u*>os  dm  authorised  by  Art.ele  II  of  thir  Constitution  ;   and  that  it  be  kept  in  goad  repair  as 
becometh  the  House  of  God. 

8m.  4.    In  caw  there  be  no  Rector,  or  of  absance  or  inability  to  act  on  hi*  part,  the 
according  to  seniority,  shall  preside  at  ul!  meetings  of  the  Vestry,  and  of  the  Congregation, 
cate  both  the  Rector  and  Wardens  be  absent,  a  Vestryman^hall  be  chosen  to  preside. 

Sec.  6.  In  caw  there  be  any  clergyman  of  the  Church,  residing  within  this  Parish,  who  shall 
conduct  himself  in  such  a  way  as  L*  contrary  to  the  Rule*  of  the  Church,  and  disgraceful  to  his 
office,  the  Wardens  shall,  in  writing,  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bwhop. 

Sic.  6.  In  th«-  absence  of  the  Warden*,  their  several  duties  shill  devolve  upon  the  Vestry- 
men. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Annual  Election. 

The  Congregation  of  this  rarisb  shall  meet  annually  on  Monday  of  Easter  week,  mad  alect  two 
Church  Warden*;,  and  not  lers  than  three  nor  wore  than  eight  Vestrymen,  who  shall  continue  to 
discharge  the  functions  of  their  office  during  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  on  the  subject. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Vestrymen.    Amended  in  I860. 

Sic.  1.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Vestry  be  chosen  from  the  Communicants,  in  all  Parishes 
where  the  number  is  sufficient. 

Sic.  2.  The  Vestrymen,  together  with  the  Wardens,  shall  transact  all  the  temporal  business  of 
the  Parish  ;  Khali  collect  and  disburse  all  money  due  for  Church  purposes,  and  shall  at  the  and  of 
every  civil  year— if  the  Treasury  be  deficient— collect  as  far  as  practicable,  by  subscriptions  or 
otherwise,  a  sura  sufficient  to  liquidate  all  the  current  ex]>enses  of  tho  Church. 

Sac.  3.  The  Vesftry  shall,  on  or  before  Easter  Monday,  cause  to  bo  written  and  placed  In  the 
hands  of  the  Minister,  but  if  there  be  no  Minister,  then  tho  Senior  Warden— a  foil,  accurate  and 
faithful  statement  of  the  temporal  condition  of  the  Parish,  as  a  body  corporate :  and  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Congregation  on  Easter  Monday,  the  Minister  or  Senior  Warden  shall,  before  balloting 
for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  present  and  read  the  same  to  the  Congregation,  and  after  deliver  it 
to  the  now  Vestry,  to  be  by  them  examined  and  entered  in  the  Record  Book  of  the  Church,  and 
the  original  shall  be  placed  on  file  among  the  1'arinh  Document*.  Tho  said  statement  shall  de- 
clare what  money,  binds,  or  other  property  have  been  received  during  their  term  of  offlice,  and 
from  what  nource.  It  shall  further  declare  what  money  has  been  expended,  and  for  what  ob- 
jects ;  what  property  h;is  b««n  purchased,  exchanged,  mortgaged,  sold  or  otherwise  alienated  or 
encumbered,  and  t««r  what  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

titcretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sic.  1.  A  fc»'urti«ry  and  Treasurer  fchall  he  annually  elected  by  the  Vestry,  who  sbail  serve 
till  their  successors  in  office  are  chosen. 

Ssc.  2.  It  shall  be  tho  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  attend  all  meeting*  of  the  Vestry  ;  to  take 
minutes  of  its  proceedings*,  and  when  approved,  to  enter  and  attest  tho  same  in  tho  "  Book  o 
Minutes  "  of  the  Vestry  ;  it  *hall  be  his  further  duty  to  entor  in  tho  "  Record  Book  "  of  thej 
Church,  tho  Minister'*  annual  account  of  offering**,  and  tho  Vestry's  annual  account  of  the  tem- 
poral condition  of  the  l*ari*li,  and  to  preserve  on  flle  all  the  originals. 

Sic.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  oi  tho  Treasurer  to  receive  all  money  collected  under  the  authority 
of  the  Vestry,  the  reception  and  disbursement  of  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for;  and  in 
cose  there  bo  no  collector  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  himself  fchall  also  collect  the  same. 

Ssc.  4.  No  money  shall  bo  iMiid  by  the  Treasurer,  except  on  an  order  from  the  Vestry,  signed 
by  one  of  the  Wardens.  The  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Vestry,  at  least  two  weeks  before 
Easter  Monday,  a  full  and  accurate  statement,  accompanied  by  vouchers,  of  all  monies  received 
and  paid  by  his  department,  since  the  last  annual  statement. 

Ssc.  6.  The  Treasurer,  if  he  be  not  a  member  of  the  Vestry,  shall  attend  its  meetings  when 
requested,  and  be  guided  by  its  advice  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  he 
ready  to  answer  all  questions  as  to  the  Rtatc  of  the  Treasury. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Vestry   Meeting*. 

Sic.  1.  Quarterly  Meeting*  of  the  Vestry  shall  bo  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  August, 
November,  and  February. 

Special  Meeting*  may  be  held  at  such  times  as  the  Minister  or  any  two  of  the  members  may 
desire.

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards 
stand  up,  except  to  address  the  chair 

8.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Convention,  unless  he  have  leave  of 
the  chair. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall,  with 
due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 
6.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  leave  of  the  Con- 


6.  WhQe  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and 
shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention,  unless  seconded,  and,  when  requir- 
ed, reduced  to  writing. 

8.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made,  except  to  amend,  to 
divide,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  postpone  it ;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in 
order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.     A  question  on  amendment  shall  be  decided  before 

the  original  motion. 

9.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

10.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  sliall  keep  his  seat  until  th  Presiden 
eaves  his  chair.

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1*55,  *• to  obUia  a  correct  laterpntation 
of  the  I  aw  providing  for  tho  Incorporation  of  Churches  or  Congregations,  and  to  appeM  t»  the 
Journal  full  instructions  as  to  every  step  necessary  to  be  taken  In  the  Organisation  and  Jtaosfptro- 

(ion  of  Parishes,''  respectfully  report. 

ORGANIZATION. 


No  Parish  or  Church  is  ever  organised  except  with  the  Intention,  sooner  or  later,  of  obtaining  the 
service*  of  a  Clergyman  to  minister  at  its  Altar.  Care  should  therefore  be  taken,  not  to  Interfere 
with  the  Canonical  rights  of  any  other  Clergyman  by  organizing  within  the  bound*  of  hi? 

Pariah. 

'  'Where  Parish  boundaries  are  not  defined  by  law  or  otherwise,"  the  Qtntral  Canon  IX,  of  1863, 
provides  that,  1.  "If  a  city,  village,  town,  township,  or  Incorporated  borough,  or  aay  ward, 
district,  or  other  subdivision  of  cither  of  the  same,  shall  contain  but  one  church  or  congregation, 
the  minister  having  charge  of  such  church  or  congregation  shall  be  deemed  to  have  the  parochial 
cure  within  the  name.  2.  Any  city,  village,  town,  township,  or  incorporated  borough,  or  the 
smallest  sub-division  of  either  of  the  same,  in  which  there  arc  two  or  more  churches  or  congrega 
tions,  shall  he  deemed  the  jiarochial  cure  of  the  ministers  of  such  churches  or  congregations,  and 
the  assent  of  a  majority  of  xuch  ministers  shall  be  necessary." 

The  tame  Canou  forbids  any  Clergyman,  belonging  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  to  offi- 
ciate, "either  by  preaching,  reading  prayers,  or  otherwise,  in  the  l*arish  or  within  the  parochial 
cure  of  another  Clergyman,  unless  he  bus  received  express  permission  for  that  purpose  from  the 
Minister  cf  the  Parish  or  cure,  or  in  his  absence  from  the  church  wardens  and  vestrymen,  or  trustees 
of  the  congregation,  or  a  majority  thoreof. 

The  course,  therefore,  to  be  taken,  when  about  to  organize  a  Parish,  is. 

1st.  Obtain  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  minister,  or  ministers,  within  whose  parochial  bounds 
it  i-»  proposed  to  organize  a  new  Parish. 

This  consent  will  prevent  the  i*wsibility,  on  the  part  of  tho  Minister  who  may  be  called  to 
the  new  Parish,  of  his  being  presented  lor  violating  the  requirements  of  the  General  Canon  above 
referred  to. 

Consent  having  been  obtained  to  organize,  or  if  the  proposed  l*arbah  or  Church  is  not  within  the 
(Vuionical  bounds  of  another  Parish,  then : 

2*1.    I*t  those  interested  meet,  decide  upon  the  name  or  title  by  which  their  Parish  or  Church 
Khali  be  known,  and  elect  ''two  Wardens,  and  at  least  three  Vestrymen.'"    (Diocesan  Constitu 
tion,  Art.  X.)* 

4th.  Give  notice  of  your  organization  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Dioccie.  asking  him  to  take  the  Purish 
under  bis  Episcopal  charge. 

The  organization  of  the  Parish  is  now  complete  and  Canonical;  and  the  Parish  or  church  u  in 
uaion  tcith  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

One  other  step,  although  not  coming  within  the  matter  of  organizing  a  Parish,  yet,  as  being  a 
Canonical  obligation,  closely  connected  with  it,  is  here  subjoined.  The  following  te  an  extract  from 
General  Canon  XIV  of  1853: 

Skc  1.  It  is  hereby  required,  that  on  the  olection  of  a  Minister  into  any  Church  or  Parish,  the 
Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  bo  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or  to  this 
elect: 

"We,  the  Churchwardens,  (or  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Minister.  We,  the  Rector  and  the  Church- 
wardens,) do  certify  to  tho  Bight  Rev.  (naming  the  Bishop,)  or  to  the  Rev.  (naming  the  Prmidcr^

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of  the  Standing  Committee,)  that  (naming  the  person,)  has  boon  duly  chosen  Rector  (or  Assistant 
Mintottr,  <u  the  cam  may  be,)  of  (naming  the  Parish,  or  Church  or  Churches.") 

"Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  with  the  names  of  those  who  certify." 

The  Organisation  «f  a  Parish  is  strictly  and  solely  an  Bcdena$tical  procedure,  constituting  the 
Parish  a  component  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  as  such,  only  entitling  it  to 
'  Eccieriaitical  rights  and  privileges;  i.  e.  to  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  General  and 
TMooeaan  Constitutions  and  Canons.  The  Ecclesiastical  organization  gives  no  Civil  or  Corporate 
powers  to  the  Parish.  The  right  to  purchase  and  hold,  or  take  by  gift,  or  to  lease  any  real  estate, 
or  to  sue  for  and  to  collect  subscriptions,  Ac,  can  only  bo  acquired  by  grant  from  the  State ; 
which  right  the  Btate  docs  grant  to  all  Parishes  that  avail  themselves  of  her  Act  providing  for 
their  Incorporation. 

And  farther:  Organisation  simply,  although  it  admits  a  Parish  into  Union  with  the  CAurca, 
does  not  admit  it  into  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  (Diocesan  Constitu  - 
tion,  Art  X.) 

A  Parish  wishing  to  hokl  real  estate,  collect  subscriptions,  &c,  and  to  be  represented  in  the 
Convention  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocoso,  must  give  evidence  of  its  permanency  to  the  Caurch,  by 
an  existaooe  of  twelve  months;  and  when  duly  organised  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Church,  it  may  then  incorporate  itself,  and  thereby  acquire  all  the  rights  and  privileges  en- 
joyed by  any  Parish  or  Church.    The  manner  of  affecting  this  is  as  follows : 

INCORPORATION. 

The  only  law  now  in  force  providing  for  tho  Incorporation  of  Churches  or  Congregations,  is 
Chap.  47  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  thLs  State;  the  Act  of  the  late  Territory  of  Wisconsin, 
approved  February  8th,  1847,  hiving  been  repealed  by  Sec.  9  of  chap.  157  of  the  Revised 
statutes. 

Sec.  23  of  Chap.  47  of  the  Revised  Statutes  provides,  that1  "  Whenever,  by  the  Constitution,  rules 
and  usages  of  any  particular  Church  or  religious  denomination,  the  minister  or  ministers,  elders 
and  deacons,  or  other  officers  elected  by  any  Church  or  Congregation,  according  to  such  Constitution, 
roles  or  usages,  arc  thereby  constituted  the  Trustees  of  such  Church  or  Congregation;  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  such  minister  or  ministers,  elders  and  deacons,  or  other  officers,  to  assemble  together 
and 'execute,  under  their  hand  and  seals,  a  certiflcUe,  stating  therein  the  name  by  which  they  and 
their  successors  in  office  shall  forever  thereafter  be  called  and  known,  which  certificate  shall  be 
acknowledged  or  proved,  and  recorded  as  herein  before  directed;  whereupon  such  persons,  and 
their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  expressed  in  such  certificate,  with 
all  the  right*,  powers  and  privileges  of  other  religious  corporations,  constituted  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter. ' ' 

The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  being,  in  virtue  of  their  office,  constituted  tho  Trustees  of 
the  Church,  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  they  are  the  proper  persons  to  assemble  and  execute 
tho  certificate  required  by  the  Act. 

The  manner  of  proceeding,  in  order  that  a  Church  or  Congregation  may  become  Incorporate i 
under  the  provisions  above  recited,  is  as  follows: 

1st.  When  a  Church  or  Congregation  has  been  duly  organized ,  according  to  the  Constitution 
and  Cinon*  of  the  Church,  as  a  Pariah  or  Church  in  communion  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Pii>ce*c  of  Wisconsin,  the  Hector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  will  assemble  together, 
and  execute  under  their  hands  and  seals  a  certificate,  in  the  following  form: 

To  all  to  whom  the-«e  presents  shall  come:    Know  ye,  that  we,  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry 
mcu  of  (iiams  of  the  Church  )  Church,  of  (name  of  the  town  or  place,)  duly  elected  and  qualified 
is  such,  according  to  the  Constitution,  rules  and  usages  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
IMncese  of  Wisconsin,  that  ia  to  say,  the  Rev.  W.  A.,  Rector,  J.  M.  and  C.  H.,  Wardens,  and  J.  II.. 
D.  V..  I..  ^.,  and  I).  K.,   Vestrymen,  have  on  this  day  of  ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 

oue  thousand eight  hundred  and  ,  assembled  in  our  aforesaid  capacities,  for  the  purpoaeof 

becoming  iucori>orated  under  and  pursuant  to  Chapter  47  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Wisconsin,  do 
hereby  make  knowu  and  declare,  that  we  the  said  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  our  suc- 
•*esK>rit  in  office,  shall  forever  hereatter.be  called  and  known  as  'the  Rector,  Wardens  and 
Votrym *n  of  (name  the  Chunk.)  Church"  of  (nam?  the  foum  or  place,)'1  to  the  end  and  intent 
that  we,  the  «ud  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  our  successors  in  office,  may  become  a 
body  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  (name  tht 
iJhurxh)  Church,  of  (name  th*  tou.-n  or  place)-'  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  by  law  appertaini- 
ng thereto.

2d.  The  certificate,  thus  duly  acknowledged,  roost  then  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  the  county  within  which  the  Church  is  situated,  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  kept  for 
that  purpose,  and  who  i*  entitled  to  receive  seventy-five  cents  for  such  recording.  An  Act  entitled 
'An  Act  to  Amend  chapter  forty-seven*  title  thirteen  ef  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  April  2, 1858,  provides  that  the  several  Clerks  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  this  Mate, 
not  yet  supplied  with  suitable  books  for  recording  the  certificates  aforesaid,  shall  immediately  pro 
cure  such  book  at  the  expense  of  the  county. 

The  certificate  thus  recorded,  the  act  of  Incorporation  is  complete,  and  the  Church  by  the  name 
expressed  in  the  certificate,  is  a  body  corporate,  invested  wtth  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges 
of  religious  corporations,  constituted  according  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  47  of  the  Revised 
Statutes;  which  rests  in  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  power,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  "to 
take  Into  their  possession  and  custody  all  the  temporalities  of  the  Church,  whether  the  same  shall 
consist  of  real  or  personal  estate,  and  whether  the  same  may  bave.been  given,  granted  or  devised, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  such  Church,  or  to  any  other  person  or  persons  for  its  use." 

The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  may  also,  "in  their  corporate  name,  sue  and  be  sued  in 
all  courts  and  places,  and  they  may  recover  and  hold  all  the  debts,  demands,  rights  and  privileges, 
all  churches,  buildings,  burying  places,  and  all  the  estate  and  appurtenances  belonging  to  such 
church,  in  whatever  manner  the  same  may  have  been  acquired,  or  in  whose  hands  soever  the 
same  be  held,  as  fully  and  amply  as  if  the  right  and  title  thereto  had  been  originally  vested  in  the 
said  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen;  and  they  may  hold  other  real  and  personal  estate,  and  de- 
mise, lease  and  improve  the  same;  but  the  whole  of  such  estate,  real  and  personal,  shall  not 
exceed  the  yearly  value  or  income  of  three  thousand  dollar)*."  They  may  also  "alter  or'  repair  the 
church,  and,  under,  the  direction  of  the  congregation,  erect  churches  and  dwelling  houses  for  their 
ministers,  and  other  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  church  or  congregation.'' 

They  liavo  afro  "authority  to  make  ruta  and  orders  for  managing  the  temporal  affairs  of  such 
church  or  congregation,  and  to  dispose  of  ail  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  to  order  and  regulate 
the  renting  of  pews  or  slips  in  their  churches,  and  the  pcrquteiUes  for  the  breaking  of  the  ground 
in  the  cemetery  or  church  vord.  and  in  the  churches,  lor  burying  the  dead."

ADMISSION.  •> 

When  any  Parish,  being  duly  organized  and  incorporate^  desires  to  be  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Diocesan  Convention,  tho  Wardens  of  the  fame  should  forward,  or  present  to  the  President  of 
the  Convention  a  copy  of  tin:  Constitution  of  the.r  Parth,  certifying  that  said  Constitution  has  been 
duly  adopted  by  the  Parish  inakiug  application,  uid  subscribing  the  fame  in  their  official  capacity 
as  Wardens.  They  should  also  forward,  or  present  to  the  Convention,  through  iw  President,  a 
certificate  that  the  Parish  so  applying  is  duly  incorporated,  and  regularly  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  two  Wardens  and  at  least  three  Vestrymen;  which  certificate  should  also  be  signed  by  the 
Rector  or  Minister  of  the  Parish,  if  there  be  one.  These  papers  may  properly  be  forwarded  by 
one  or  more  deputies,  elected  to  represent  the  Parish  in  Convention,  provided  it  be  admitted  into 
union.  These  steps  being  taken,  it  only  remains  for  the  Convention  to  act  upon  the  application, 
after  referring  it  to  the  proper  Committee  for  examination,  and  should  their  report  be  unfavora- 
ble to  the  ailinif- ion,  it  is  deemed  courteous  that  they  should  state  thtir  reasons  for  such  con- 
clusion.

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Council  and  Home  of  Representative,*  of  the  Territory  of  Wu- 
conriri : 

£w,  l.  That  Paraclote  Potter,  John  Catlin,  J.  A.  PelfenMein,  A.  II.  Smith  and  John  R.  Phelps, 
of  Wisconsin,  and  their  successors  duly  elected  and  appointed  in  the  minaer  hereinafter  provided, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  orpofate,  by  'ho  nurao  or  'The  Truvtkss  ok  ths  Funds  and  Pro- 
psktt  op  ths  Protwtavt  EreorAi.  Chi'rcii  iv  Wisconsin.''  and  by  that  nam 3  shall  have  perpetual 
sucecssioo,  and  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  c  infracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  answer 
and  be  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  an  1  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  by 
gift,  grant  and  devise,  and  of  purchasing.  hoMing  and  conveying  real  estate  and  psrsonal  property, 
Provided,,  th»  yearly  income  of  such  property,  b  rtli  real  ami  personal,  shall  not  exceed  fifteen 
thousand  dollars. 

8k*.  2.  The  object  of  said  corporation  shall  be  the  management  and  care  of  any  funds  which 
are  now  provided,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  contributed  or  acquired  for  the  use  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,  the  income  whereof  to  be  appropriated  by  the  said  Trustees  ac- 
cording to  the  directions  to  be  from  time  to  time  given  by  the  Convention  of  said  Church  in 
Wisconsin.  .    1 

Sec.  3.  The  said  Trustees  shall  be  five  in  number,  to  be  hereaftor  elected  at  each  annua 
meeting  of  the  Convention  of  said  Church,  and  ho'.d  their  offices  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  and 
after  such  elections,  and  until  other  Trustees  shall  have  been  elected  and  entered  upon  their  duties. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  Trustees  Hhall  make  a  report  at  each  annual  Convention,  exhibiting  the 
amount  and  condition  of  the  said  funds  and  property  under  their  charge.  t 

Sbt.  6.  The  said  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  hold  his  appointment 
during  their  pleasure,  and  to  be  subject  at  all  times  to  their  control  and  directions,  whose  duty  ie 
shall  be,  under  the  direction  of  said  Trustees,  to  receive  and  pay  out  all  money,  and  take  charge 
of  and  manage  all  the  property,  real  and  personal,  which  may  be  intrusted  to  the  care  of  sal . 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  church  aforesaid,  and  to  keep  their  books,  ac 
counts  and  records;  and  who  shall  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
assigned  to  him,  as  may  from  time  t » time  be  deemed  sufficient  by  said  Board  of  Trusteees. 

Sue.  6.  The  said  Trustee-*,  hereby  incorporated,  shall  be  bound  to  conform  to  any  instructions 
that  may  be  given  to  then*  by  the  said  Convention,  touching  the  management  of  said  funds  and 
property,  aod  the  di«i>o«ition  of  the.  income  thereof:  Prorvfat,  such  instructions  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  e.hall  be  entered  on  the  Journals  of  the  Convention.

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Thirteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jackson  K&n- 
per,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  with  Clergy  and  Laity,  assem- 
bled in  St.  Paul's  Church,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  R.  Bartlett,  assist- 
ed by  the  Rev.  L.  W.  Russ.  The  Ante-communion  service  waif 
read  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  James  De 
Koven,  Associate  Rector  of  the  Church  of  St.  John  Chrysostom, 
Delafield,  and  Warden  of  St.  John's  Hall,  from  the  text,  St.  Mat- 
thew x,  32,  33:  "  Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess  me  before" 
men,  him  will. I  also  confess  before  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 
But  whosoever  shall  deny  me  before  men,  him  will  I  also  deny 
before  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven." 

The  Offertory,  appropriated  to  Diocesan  Missions,  was  theif 
taken  up,  the  Rector  of  the  Church,  the  Rev.  George  B.  East- 
man, reading  the  sentences;  after  which,  the  Rev.  L.  W.  Russ 
proceeded  in  the  Communion  office,  the  elements  being  consecra- 
ted by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop,  and  administered  by  him,  assist^ 
ed  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Eastman,  Russ,  and  Bartlett. 

Divine  Service  being  ended,  the  Convention  was  called  to  or- 
der by  the  Bishop.  The  Secretary  being  absent,  the  liev.  F,  R. 
Haff  wag,  on  motion,  elected  Secretary  pro  tern.

The  Rt.  Rwr.  the  Bishop  then  delivered  his  Annual 


&Uxm: 


DXJLB  BbETHRKN,    THE    CLERICAL  AND  LaY-MeMBERS 

OF  THIS  CONVENTION: 

I  am  happy  to  meet  you  again  on  the  concerns  of  onr  Diocese,  and 
I  pray  that  our  deliberations  may  be  over-ruled  by  the  great  Head 
of  the  Church  to  the  glory  of  His  Name,  and  the  welfare  of  souls. 

We  adjourned  last  year  on  the  evening  of  10th  June.  The  follow- 
ing day  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  as  the 
Board  of  Missions;  and  had  then  an  opportunity  to  bid  farewell  to 
our  excellent  brother  the  Be  v.  David  Keene,  who  was  about  starting 
to  visit  bis  native  country  after  an  absence  of  seventeen  years. 

The  13th  June  I  visited  Manitowoc,  preached,  confirmed  four  per- 
sons, and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
rector.  That  evening  I  read  prayers  and  preached  at  Two  Rivers. 
The  Rev.  M.  Hoyt  believing  that  a  removal  would  be  beneficial  to  his 
health,  soon  after  left  these  important  stations,  which  are  only  six 
miles  apart,  and  went  to  Iowa.  I  regret  to  state  that  from  that 
period  to  the  present,  both  Manitowoc  and  Two  Rivers  have  remain- 
ed vacant. 

The  16th  June,  I  preached  at  Oshkosh  in  the  afternoon  and  con- 
finned  two  persons. 

The  17th  June  I  preached  at  Appleton.  The  congregation  was 
quite  small.  Mr.  Edmunds  being  discouraged  soon  after  left  the  stas 
tion. 

The  20th  June  I  was  among  the  Oneidas.  Amidst  many  difficul- 
ties the  Rev.  Mr.  Goodnough  perseveres  and  labors  faithfully.  The 
Church  was  crowded  and  the  singing  good.  Nine  persons  renewed 
their  baptismal  vows,  and  about  ninety  participated  of  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

I  found  the  parish  at  Green  Bay  in  a  flourishing  state.  The  rector, 
the  Rev.  W.  Green,  presented  twelve  candidates  for  confirmation. 

On  22d  June  I  was  at  Plymouth,  when  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Pradt,  presented  three  persons  for  the  Apostolic  rite  of  laying  on  of 
hands. 
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23d  Juno,  at  a  service  in  the  evening,  five  persons  were  confirmed 

at  Sheboygan. 

25th  June,  I  transferred  the  Rev.  John  O.  Barton  from  Wisconsin 
to  Illinois. 

At  a  neighborhood,  called  TJtica,  a  few  miles  from  Nashotah,  lad- 
ministered  confirmation  to  five  persons.  They  had  been  prepared  bj 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Christian,  who  had  statedly  [officiated  there  under  the 
direction  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cole.  There  were  twenty  communicants. 
During  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  27 th  June,  at  St.  John's  Church, 
Delafield,  eight  persons  were  presented  for  confirmation. 

At  this  period  I  attended  the  examinations  at  Nashotah  and  like- 
wise those  of  the  parish  school  of  Delafield,  and  was  much  gratified. 

St.  Peter's  day  is  now  celebrated  at  Nashotah  as  well  as  at  the 
Missionary  College  of  St.  Augustine,  Canterbury,  in  England.  At 
a  morning  service  I  administered  the  holy  Eucharist,  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Bosfeldt,  of  Canada,  preached.  We  were  favored  with  the  pres- 
ence of  many  other  friends,  and  earnest  addresses  were  delivered 
upon  the  most  imperative  duty  of  the  Church,  to  prepare  able  mini* 
ters  to  proclaim  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation,  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth. 

The  4th  July  was  spent  at  Milwaukee.  In  the  morning  I  preached 
at  St.  John's  Church  and  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy 
Communion.     At  night  I  preached  at  St.  Paul's. 

Oh  9th  July  the  Rev.  John  Blair  Linn  was  transferred  from  Con- 
necticut to  this  Diocese.  He  settled  as  a  Missionary  at  Prairie  do 
Chien,  but  became  discouraged  and  left  the  place  this  spring. 

After  visiting  several  stations  in  Minnesota,  I  went  to  Hudson,  on 
the  St.  Croix,  and  admitted  on  18th  July,  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Peabody 
to  Priest's  Orders.  On  this  occasion  there  were  present  and  assisting, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Patersou,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wilcoxson  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Russell  of  Minnesota,  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Clarke  of  Illinois,  and  the  Rev . 
J.  Phelps  of  Wisconsin.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Patersou.  At  a  second  service  the  !iev.  Mr.  Clarke  preached,  and 
at  night  we  had  a  sermon  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Phelps.  Daring  this 
visit  I  con  finned  four  persons,  who  were  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Russell,  who  has  visited  Hudson  statedly  from  Stillwater,  in  Minne- 
sota. 
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The  next  day  I  went  with  Mr.  Peabody  to  one  of  his  stations  at 
Apple  Greek,  in  Polk  County,  wherevat  the  house  of  Mr.  Kettle  we 
had  a  delightful  service.  I  preached  and  confirmed  three,  while  the 
Lord's  Sapper  was  administered  to  ten  persons. 

At  the  close  of  the  month,  having  returned  from  Minnesota,  I  at- 
tended, on  the  28th  and  29th,  the  examinations  at  Racine  College, 
the  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  and  the  commencement.  The  foundation 
of  a  noble  Institution  has  been  laid  here  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Park. 
Have  we  done  our  duty  towards  it  ?  It  is  yet  struggling  for  exist- 
ence. Besides  the  great  acquirements  of  the  President,  which  are 
most  freely  bestowed,  there  are  faithful  Professors,  who  under  their 
deep  responsibility  as  Christian  men  and  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  will 
unite  in  making  the  College,  if  duly  sustained,  an  ornament  to  Racine, 
and  a  blessing  to  the  Church. 

-  The  1st  of  August  was  spent  at  home.     On  that  day  I  preached  at 
Nashotah  in  the  morning,  and  at  Delafield  in  the  evening. 

On  the  5th  I  attended  the  funeral  of  the  Rev.  Albert  Bingham,  of 
Indiana.  He  spent  many  years  at  Nashotah,  and  amidst  all  his  trials 
sod  afflictions,  was  earnest  and  faithful.  It  was  his  dying  request  to 
be  buried  amidst  those  scenes  where  ho  had  been  prepared  for  the 
ministry  of   reconciliation. 

One  of  the  students  of  Nashotah,  who  had  come  from  England, 
William  S.  Rowe,  was  received  by  me  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders, 
on  the  same  day. 

The  8th  of  August  was  devoted  to  Waukesha.  Here  I  preached 
twice,  baptized  an  infant,  and  administered  the  Communion  to  forty 
persons.  This  parish  to  my  great  regret  still  remains  vacant,  but  is 
almost  constantly  supplied  with  divine  services,  by  the  clergy  and 
students  of  Nashotah. 

On  the  15th  I  assisted  at  the  services  of  Nashotah,  preached,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Eucharist. 

The  following  Sunday  was  spent  at  Lancaster  in  Pennsylvania,  where 
I  assisted  at  three  services  and  preached  twice. 

On  the  25th  of  August,  in  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia,  by  ap- 
pointment of  the  presiding  Bishop,  and  assisted  by  Bishops  De  Lancey, 
Lee,  Williams  and  Potter  of  New  York,  I  consecrated  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Samnel  Bowman,  Assistant  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania. 
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The  29th  was  spent  among  relations  at  Eaaton,  in  Pennsylvania 
where  I  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Elsegood,  and  preached  twice. 

The  Rev.  De  Lancey  G.  Rice,  deacon,  was  transferred  by  me  to  the 
Diocese  of  Connecticut,  on  31st  of  August. 

Haying  paid  my  respects  to  onr  venerable  presiding  Bishop  at  his 
own  residence  and  passed  a  day  in  Norwalk,  Conn.,  from  which  parish 
I  was  sent  forth  by  the  Church  nearly  24  years  ago,  I  hastened  home, 
and  on  my  way  devoted  Sunday,  the  5th  of  Sept,  to  Pittsburgh,  a 
city  in  which  I  had  officiated  as  early  as  1812.  Here  I  preached 
twice  and  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

On  the  10th,  I  transferred  the  deacon,  the  Rev.  John  G.  Gasmaaa, 
to  the  Diocese  of  Illinois.  I  rejoice  to  say  that  he  has  just  returned 
to  us. 

The  12th  was  devoted  [to  Portage,  where  I  preached  twice  and 
laid  hands  on  sixteen  persons,  at  the  renewal  of  their  baptismal 
vows. 

On  the  19th  I  was  at  Nashotah,  where  in  the  morning,  I  preached 
and  administered  the  Lord's  Snpper,  and  in  the  evening  lectured  to 
the  students. 

The  Rev.  Melancthon  Hoyt  having  removed  to  Sioux  City,  in 
Iowa,  I  transferred  him  to  the  jurisdiction  of  Bishop  Lee,  on  the 
23rd  inst. 

At  Mineral  Point  on  the  26th  of  Sept.,  ten  persons  were  confirmed. 
I  preached  here  in  the  morning  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Phelps,  and  in  the 
evening  at  a  school  house  in  Linden,  Grant  Co.,  one  of  the  stations 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Williams.  On  my  return  the  next  day  to  Mineral 
Point,  I  confirmed  two  more  persons. 

The  29th  and  30th  of  this  month  were  spent  at  Janesville  with 
four  Presbyters,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Richmond,  Millett,  Durlin  and 
Edmonds,  all  belonging  to  the  Diocese  having  been  duly  summoned, 
in  an  effort  to  reconcile  difficulties  which  existed  between  the  Rector 
and  vestry.  The  rector  was  fully  sustained.  He  has  since  resigned 
the  parish. 

8d  Oct.,  I  was  at  Waukesha  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eiheridge.  I  as- 
sisted in  both  services,  administered  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  and 
baptized  two  infants.  On  the  following  Sunday  I  was  at  the  same 
place  alone,  celebrated  both  morning  and  evening  prayer,  and  preach- 
ed twice. 
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The  deacons,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Smith  and  the  Rev.  Lewis  T.  Jes- 
sup,  were  admitted  bj  me  to  the  Holj  Order  of  the  Priesthood,  in 
St.  John's  Church,  Milwaukee,  the  17th  of  Oct.  The  Rer.  Messrs. 
Iugraham,  Kemper  and  Henrj  M.  Thompson  were  present  and  assist- 
ing. The  sermon  was  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kemper.  That  night  I 
preached  in  the  same  Church. 

Having  made  a  short  visit  to  Kansas,  I  preached  as  I  was  return- 
ing home,  at  Jefferson  City,  being  requested  to  do  so  by  Bishop 
Hawks,  whom  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  on  the  Missouri  River, 
while  on  a  visitation.  The  Rev.  R  H.  Weller,  once  a  student  at  Na- 
•Kotah,  welcomed  me  most  kindly  at  Jefferson  City,  of  which  Church 
he  is  now  the  rector. 

Sunday,  the  14th  November,  was  given  to  my  own  neighborhood. 
In  the  morning  I  preached  at  Nashotah  Chapel  and  administered  the 
Eucharist,  and  in  the  afternoon  I  preached  at  Delafield. 

Mr.  Henry  W.  Spalding  was  transferred  to  Wisconsin  from  the 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  I 
received  him  on  the  16th. 

On  the  18th  I  transferred  the  deacon  the  Rev.  William  D.  Chris- 
tian, to  Alabama,  and  on  the  same  day  the  deacon  the  Rev.  George 
G  Hepburn,  to  Pennsylvania. 

On  the  21st,  I  again  supplied  Waukesha,  where  I  preached  twice. 

At  St.  John's,  Delafield,  I  delivered  a  lecture  to  the  preparatory 
students,  the  23d  day  of  November,  and  on  the  day  appointed  by  the 
Governor  as  a  day  of  Thanksgiving,  I  preached  in  the  same  church, 
and  administered  the  Eucharist. 

The  parish  at  Kenosha  being  vacant,  I  devoted  to  it  Sunday  the 
x&th,  where  I  celebrated  divine  service  twice,  and  preached  two  ser- 
mons. 

On  the  2nd  day  of  December,  I  had  the  gratification  of  consecra- 
ting St.  Paul's  Church,  Plymouth.  The  missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Pradt,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman  were  with  me  on  this  interesting 
occasion.  We  united  in  several  services.  I  preached  once  and  con- 
firmed one  person.  For  this  neat  and  comfortable,  though  small,  ed- 
ifice, we  are  in  a  great  measure  indebted  under  God  to  the  untiring 
exertions  of  a  grand-daughter  of  the  late  Bishop  Chase  of  Illinois. 

The  next  day  I  preached  at  Sheboygan  and  confirmed  one  person. 
That  night  I  preached  at  Sheboygan  Falls, 
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Sunday,  the  5th  of  December,  was  devoted  to  Fond  da  Lac.  At 
this  flourishing  parish  I  preached  twice  and  confirmed  fourteen  pa- 
sons.  Four  adults  and  one  infant  were  baptised  by  the  rector. 
There  were  about  eighty  communicants. 

On  the  8th,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  at  Geneva,  the  Be?. 
Messrs.  Nichols,  Millett  and  Clarkson,  besides  the  missionary  the  Be?. 
Mr.  McNamara.  We  unitod  in  the  services  that  evening.  Two  can- 
didates were  presented  for  confirmation.  I  preached,  while  several  of 
the  clergy  delivered  addresses  on  Missions. 

The  next  day  the  Ohurch  of  the  Holy  Communion  waa  consecra- 
ted. About  forty  members  participated  in  the  Lord's  Supper.  Tin 
sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clarkson  of  Chicago. 

The  same  evening  at  Elkhorn,  I  confirmed  two  persons,  and  bap- 
tized conditionally  an  adult.  The  sermon  was  by  the  Bey.  Mr.  Bgar. 
The  result  of  the  labors  of  the  Bev.  John  McNamara  have  thus  ftr 
been  truly  gratifying,  for  at  Geneva  there  is  a  suitable  Church,  while 
that  at  Elkhorn  has  been  greatly  enlarged. 

On  the  12th  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Asbippun,  preached,  and 
confirmed  five  persons. 

On  the  15th,  I  transferred  the  Rev.  Thomas  Smith  to  Michigan, 
and  about  the  same  time  I  received  William  Dafter  as  a  candidate. 
He  is  pursuing  his  studies  at  Nashotah.  And  a  day  or  two  after,  I 
was  called  upon  to  transfer  the  Rev.  Alexander  Capron  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  Illinois.  I  am  sure  we  all  parted  from  this  excellent  brother 
with  much  reluctance.  The  health  of  his  family  demanded  his  remo- 
val to  a  milder  climate. 

The  19th  I  gave  to  Oshkosh.  Here  I  preached  three  times,  visited 
and  addressed  the  Sunday  School,  and  laid  hands  on  four  persons  who 
renewed  their  baptismal  vows. 

On  the  Festival  of  our  Lord's  Nativity,  I  was  at  home.  At  an 
early  hour  I  participated  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cole  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
De  Koven  in  some  appropriate  services  at  Nashotah  House.  In  the 
same  chapel,  at  the  usual  hour  of  worship,  I  preached,  administered 
the  Holy  Eucharist,  and  confirmed  ten  young  persons.  At  night  I 
was  present  at  St.  John's,  Delafield,  and  addressed  the  children  who 
were  assembled  to  receive  presents,  and  unite  in  singing. 

The  next  day  I  gave  a  full  service  to  Waukesha,  preached  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 
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On  the  2d  day  of  this  year  I  was  delightfully  employed  at  Baetne. 
In  the  morning  I  preached  and  confirmed  thirty-seven  persons.  la 
the  afternoon  I  preached  again  and  visited  the  Sunday  School,  and 
addressed  the  Bible  Class.  At  night,  in  the  upper  district  of  the 
city  called  Canada,  and  in  a  very  crowded  room,  where  a  large  San- 
day  School  is  tanght  immediately  before  public  worship,  five  more 
persons  were  presented  to  me  by  the  indefatigable  rector  for  the 
apostolic  rite  of  laying  on  of  hands. 

The  festival  of  the  Epiphany  was  celebrated  as  usual  at  Nashotah. 
I  united  with  several  of  the  clergy  in  divine  service.  The  sermon 
was  by  the  Rev.  J.  P.  T.  Ingraham,  of  Milwaukee. 

Having  heard  that  there  were  some  encouraging  prospects  for  the 
Church  at  Sparta,  a  new  place  not  far  from  La  Crosse,  I  spent  Sun* 
day  the  9th  January  there,  and  celebrated  divine  service  and  preach- 
ed twice.     At  an  early  day  it  ought  to  be  made  a  missionary  station. 

I  was  in  Milwaukee  on  the  16th.  In  the  morning  I  preached  at 
St.  John's;  in  the  afternoon  I  visited  the  flourishing  Sunday  School 
of  St.  Paul's,  and  talked  to  the  children.  Then  I  went  with  the  rec- 
tor and  confirmed  a  young  woman  who  was  lying  dangerously  ill. 
Afterwards  I  attended  in  St.  James*,  the  French  service  which  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Pedelupe  occasionally  holds  there;  and  at  night  I  was 
again  at  St.  John's  Church,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed  seven 
persons. 

On  the  18th  I  visited  the  excellent  female  school  at  Oconomo- 
woc. 

The  Rev.  Homer. Wheeler  having  accepted  the  Professorship  of 
Ancient  Languages  at  Racine  College,  was  transferred  at  this  time 
from  Ohio. 

I  was  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Edmunds  on  the  23d;  I  preached  for  him 
in  the  morning  at  Menasha.  Here  there  were  five  persons  confirmed; 
twelve  participated  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  We  worshipped  in  a  neat- 
ly fitted  up  room,  which  was  well  filled,  although  the  weather  was 
excessively  cord.  The  Missionary  has  good  reason  to  be  encouraged. 
In  the  afternoon  I  preached  at  Neenah,  and  at  night  I  read  prayers 
at  a  second  service  at  Menasha. 

On  the  30th  I  was  at  Manitowoc  in  the  morning,  where  I  preached, 
baptised  an  infant,  and  found  twenty-five  communicants  at  the  Lord's 
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Table.    In  the  evening  I  officiated  and  preached  at  Two  Rivers;  on 
my  return  that  night  to  Manitowoc,  I  baptized  a  lady. 

The  Bey.  J.  £.  C.  Smedes,  having  become  interested  in  one  of 
those  important  institutions,  a  Church  school,  on  the  banks  of  the 
Hudson,  was  transferred  by  me  to  the  Diocese  of  New-York,  on  the 
2d  of  February. 

Having  been  invited  by  the  Bishop  of  Illinois  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Whipple  of  Chicago,  I  was  in  that  city  the  6th  February,  to  opet 
with  appropriate  services,  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion. 
This  was  done  in  the  presence  of  several  of  the  clergy  and  a  large 
congregation.  This  edifice  is  erected  for  the  express  purpose  of  being 
always  free,  a  most  important  and  truly  Christian  measure,  which  I 
trust  will  prevail  in  due  time  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  land.  The  very  thought  of  excluding  the  poor  from  the  privi- 
leges and  consolations  of  the  Gospel,  is  truly  awful.  I  preached  in 
the  morning.  There  were  probably  eighty  communicants.  In  the 
afternoon  I  preached  at  St.  James'.  At  night  I  had  the  gratification 
of  hearing'Mr.  Whipple  detail  in  a  sermon,  the  manner  in  which  fail 
noble  effort  grew  in  two  years  from  the  smallest  beginning,  to  its 
present  useful  and  prosperous  condition. 

At  Madison  on  the  13th,  I  preached  twice,  visited  the  Sunday 
School,  confirmed  nine  persons,  and  united  in  the  administration  of 
the  Lord's  Supper.    The  beautiful  church  was  well  filled. 

I  now  traveled  towards  the  north,  and  my  first  visit  was  to  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Sorensen.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  19th,  we  were  four 
miles  from  Waupacca,  at  Scandinavia.  Here  in  the  midst  of  Norwe- 
gians he  has  occasional  services.  Public  worship  was  held  in  a  school 
house,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed  four  young  persons.  On  the 
following  day  we  had  the  pleasure  of  the  company  of  the  Oneida 
Missionary;  he  united  with  us  in  the  solemn  services  of  the  Sanctuary, 
which  were  celebrated  in  an  upper  room.  I  preached  twice,  confirm- 
ed five  persons  and  consecrated  the  elements  in  the  administration  of 
the  Supper  of  the  Lord.  Two  adults  were  baptized  by  the  Mission- 
ary. The  following  evening  I  again  preached.  Efforts  are  to  be 
made  here  without  delay  towards  the  erection  of  a  church. 

At  Stevens  Point  I  was  met  by  the  Rev.  T.  Greene.  He  and  the 
Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Adderly,  united  with  me  in  the  services  of 
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the  24th ;  I  preached  twice.    Mr.  Adderl y  baptized  two  adults  and 
presented  seven  persons  for  the  holy  rite  of  confirmation. 

I  preached  at  Mosamee  the  evening  of  25th,  Mr.  Greene  reading 
prayers.  The  next  day  we  arrived  at  Wausau,  and  on  Sunday  the 
27th,  I  preached  twice  at  this  frontier  post  and  confirmed  one  person. 
Here,  assisted  by  his  sister  and  neice,  Mr.  Greene  is  doing  much  good. 
Col.  Shuster,  an  Englishman,  has  given  a  bell  and  the  use  of  a  com- 
fortable room,  besides  carpeting  the  temporary  chancel. 

After  traveling  two  days  I  arrived  towards  evening  at  Berlin, 
where  I  found  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tolford,  who  had  made  appointments 
for  me.  I  accordingly  preached  there  the  night  of  the  1st  of  March, 
and  likewise  the  next  morning.  Here,  I  have  learned  since  I  came 
to  Convention,  that  a  congregation  has  been  organized. 

I  had  been  for  some  time  traveling  in  sleighs,  but  now  I  encounter- 
ed rain  and  mire.     The  son  of  my  estimable  friend  Mr.  Kissam,  took 
me  to  his  father's  house,  where  I  spent  a  comfortable  night,  and  the 
next  day  enabled  me  to  reach  the  Green  Lake  Church  in  time  to  ful- 
fill an  appointment.    I  was  met  here  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bartlett,  who 
read  prayers.     I  preached  to  a  small  but  attentive  congregation.    I 
now  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  the  Hon.  John  3 .  Horner,  at  whose 
residence  I  met  several  old  friends.     On  the  5th,  the  Judge  took  Mr. 
Bartlett  and  myself  to  Marquette,  where  1  preached  in  the  evening. 
Sunday  the  6th  was  a  busy  day  with  me.     In  the  morning  after  pub- 
lic worship  I  preached  and  confirmed  three  persons.     We  then  rode 
to  Kingston  where  I  preached  and  confirmed  three  more.     On  our  re- 
torn  to  Marquette  that  night,  I  preached  agnin. 

About  this  time  the  Standing  Committtee  of  the  Diocese  recom- 
mended Albert  Emory  Wells  and  William  M.  Reilly,  heretofore  pre- 
paratory students  at  Nashotah,  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Being  at  home  on  Ash- Wednesday,  I  preached  that  morning  at 
Nashotah  Chapel. 

The  next  day,  as  I  generally  do  when  I  have  an  opportnity,  I  at- 
tended the  exercises  of  the  candidates  under  the  tuition  of  the  Rev. 
Br.  Cole,  in  reading  the  service,  and  delivering  written  and  extempo- 
rary sermons.  They  are  accustomed,  too,  at  this  period  of  the  year, 
to  assemble  once  in  each  week,  at  my  residence,  for  conversation  upon 
topics  connected  with  the  proper  discharge  of  ministerial  duties. 
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On  the  11th,  I  transferred  the  Her.  Lather  Gregory  to  the  Diocese 

of  Western  New  York. 

Sunday  the  18th  was  spent  by  me  with  oar  excellent  and  zealous 
brother,  the  Rev.  L.  R.  Humphrey,  at  Whitewater*  He  presented 
eight  candidates  upon  whom  I  laid  hands  to  confirm  them  in  the  open 
profession  of  Christ.    I  preached  both  morning  and  night. 

Some  days  were  now  spent  in  Milwaukee  in  examining  with  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Keene,  Ingraham,  Henry  M.  Thompson,  and  Pedelupe, 
two  candidates  for  Deacons'  Orders,  and  attending  a  meeting  of  ear 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

At  Milwaukee,  in  St.  James'  Church,  the  20th  of  March,  being  the 
24  Sunday  in  Lent,  and  one  of  the  stated  times  of  ordination,  I  ad- 
mitted George  F.  Dougherty,  A.  M.,  M.  D.,  and  Henry  W.  Spald- 
ing, A.  M.,  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons.  The  sermon  was  by  the 
rector,  the  Rev.  J.  P.  T.  Iugraham,  and  he  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kem- 
per presented  the  candidates.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Keene  and  Henry 
»  

M.  Thompson  were  likewise  present  and  united  in  the  services.  Thai 
afternoon  I  attended  in  the  same  church,  the  French  service  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Pedelupe.  At  the  night  service,  after  a  sermon  by  myself, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham  preseuted  thirteen  persons  for  confirmation. 

The  next  day  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham,  I  went  to 
Waukesha  to  attend  the  funeral  of  Mrs.  Ward,  a  venerable  and  much 
esteemed  member  of  the  Church.  We  united  in  the  solemn  burial 
service.  The  following  evening  I  lectured  at  St.  John's  Church  in 
Delafield. 

The  3d  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  was  at  Oconomowoc,  where  I  preached 
twice,  and  laid  hands  in  confirmation  on  thirteen  persons.  On  this 
occasion  forty-six  communicants  assembled  around  the  Lord's  Table 
to  commemorate  his  dying  love. 

The  Rev.  Franklin  R.  Haff  having  accepted  the  rectorship  of  the 
Church  at  Oshkosh,  was  transferred  from  Iowa  to  this  Diocese. 

Sunday  the  3rd  of  April  was  given  to  Mr.  McNamara  for  his  pariah 
at  Elkhorn,  where  I  preached  twice  and  confirmed  three  persons.  At 
the  morning  service  there  were  twenty  communicants.  An  adult  and 
three  children  were  baptized  by  the  rector.  I  was  to  have  spent  part 
of  the  day  at  Geneva,  but  the  roads  were  impassable.  In  the  pros* 
pect  of  losing  him  to  whom  they  were  so  much  attached,  there  was 
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an  universal  feeling,  on  the  part  of  the  people,  of  regret  and  affec- 
tion. 

I  now  passed  through  Milwaukee  and  Fond  dn  Lac,  and  was 
enabled  to  preach  at  Plymouth  during  the  afternoon,  and  confirm  four 
persons.  That  night  we  held  a  service  at  Sheboygan,  where  I  con- 
firmed one  person  and  preached. 

8anday  the  10th  I  was  in  Milwaukee.  It  was  a  very  rainy  day. 
In  the  morning  I  preached  at  St.  John's  and  baptized  the  infant  of 
the  rector.  In  the  afternoon  I  confirmed  ten  persons  at  the  Church 
of  the  Atonement.  Several  of  the  clergy  were  present  and  the  ser- 
mon was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham.  At  night  I  again 
preached  at  St.  John's,  and  laid  hands  on  eleven  persons  who  were 
presented  to  me  for  confirmation. 

The  next  night  I  was  at  Geneva  where  J  preached  and  confirmed 
three. 

On  my  way  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Extension  Society,  I  passed 
an  hour  or  two  at  Racine  College,  where  I  attended  the  worship  of 
the  chapel  and  some  of  the  examinations. 

I  preached  at  St.  James'  lecture  room  in  Chicago,  the  night  of  the 
13th. 

Palm  Sunday  was  given  to  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Coe  and  Egar.  In 
the  morning  I  was  at  Janesville,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed 
eleven  persons.  At  night  there  were  ten  persons  presented  for  con- 
firmation at  Beloit.    I  laid  my  hands  upon  them,  and  preached. 

On  the  19th,  much  to  the  regret  of  his  flock  and  myself,  the  Rev. 
Josiah  Phelps  was  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan. 

The  20th  was  given  to  Columbus,  where  the  Rev.  Mr.  Etheridge 
has  officiated  with  acceptance  for  some  time  past.  I  preached  twice, 
baptized  an  infant,  confirmed  three  persons  and  administered  the 
Lord's  Supper  to  nine  communicants. 

The  night  before  Good  Friday,  I  united  with  the  clergy  of  Dela- 
field  in  commemorating  the  love  of  the  Redeemer  of  our  souls.  Forty- 
eight  persons  participated  of  the  Holy  Eucharist ;  I  preached. 

Confirmation  was  held  both  at  Nashotah  and  Delafield  on  Good 
Friday.  There  were  five  candidates  at  Nashotah  and  twelve  at  Dela- 
field. I  preached  at  both  services  and  according  to  my  usual  custom 
addressed  those  upon  whom  I  had  laid  hands. 
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The  festival  of  the  Resurrection  of  oar  adorable  Lord  was  spent  at 
Water  to  wo.  Here  I  preached  twice  and  confirmed  fifteen  persons, 
two  of  them  in  private,  one  of  whom  was  immediately  before  bap- 
tized by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Russ. 

On  Easter  Monday,  the  25th  of  April,  I  started  to  visit  and  con- 
firm the  chnrches  in  Minnesota.  Having  remained  there  as  long  as 
circumstances  would  permit,  I  descended  the  Mississippi  River,  and 
arrived  early  last  Sunday  morning  at  La  Crosse.  At  this  important 
station  the  Rev.  Mr.  Durlin  is  doing  a  good  work,  having  persevered 
with  indomitable  energy  through  many  difficulties  and  discourage- 
ments. The  house  which  had  been  rented  for  public  worship  is  alto- 
gether too  small.  Measures  are  therefore  in  contemplation,  even 
during  these  hard  times,  to  erect  a  church  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date all  who  desire  to  unite  with  us  in  the  great  and  edifying  privi- 
leges of  public  worship.  I  preached  twice,  adminstered  the  Lord's 
Supper,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons. 

The  next  day  was  devoted  to  Sparta,  which  has  been  visited  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Durlin  once  in  each  week  since  Easter,  and  by  several  of 
the  clergy  since  our  last  convention.  Much  interest  exists  here  in 
favor  of  the  Church  among  a  few.  Our  service  at  night  was  deeply 
interesting;  Mr.  Durlin  baptized  three  adults  and  two  children;  I 
baptized  one  child,  preached  and  confirmed  seven  persons. 

Within  a  few  days  I  have  transferred  the  Rev.  John  McNamara  to 
Illinois  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Martyn  Thompson  to  Indiana. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-two  persons  have  been  confirmed. 

The  simple  statements  now  made  to  you  afford  sufficient  cause  for 
anxiety.  These  are  indeed  times  to  try  men's  souls.  Business  has 
been  stagnant,  immense  debts  are  resting  upon  our  State,  and  many 
places,  once  thriving,  are  now  dull  if  not  decayiug.  In  the  mean- 
while the  love  of  not  a  few  has  waxed  cold,  while  iniquity  abounds 
more  and  more.  But  we  have  a  fertile  soil,  a  healthy  climate  and 
a  large  body  of  industrious  and  enterprising  people.  Our  efforts  if 
checked  have  not  been  suspended.  In  a  spiritual  point  of  view,  there 
is  much  land  to  be  possessed.  Wherever  the  church  has  been  pre- 
sented in  all  her  truth  and  beauty,  and  with  the  energy  which  her 
hallowed  truths  demand,  an  impression  has  been  made,  which  will  un- 
questionably be  abiding.    We  have  no  cause  to  be  discouraged.     It 
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is  true  our  confirmations  are  fewer  than  they  were  last  year.  Bntsix 
clergymen  have  been  added  to  onr  number,  while  no  less  than  thirteen 
hare  left  ns.  Some  have  gone  to  seek  a  milder  climate  for  the  bene- 
fit of  their  families.  Some  to  obtain  that  support  to  which  they  were 
so  justly  entitled  for  their  faithfnl  labors,  while  others  have  been  called 
to  fields  of  more  extensive  usefulness,  and  to  which  their  merits  en- 
titled them,  than  they  possessed  among  us.  I  have  wished  them  all 
God  speed,  and  I  am  sure  almost  every  one  loves  the  Church  in  Wis- 
consin, and  will  be  happy  to  promote  her  welfare. 

There  are  in  this  Diocese  nine  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  viz:  Ed- 
ward Seymour,  A.  M.,  John  Rogers  Thompson,  N.  Rue  High,  The- 
ophilus  M.  Reilly,  Albert  S.  Nicholson,  William  T.  Rowe,  William 
Dftfter,  Albert  Emory  Wells,  and  William  M.  Reilley. 

The  following  parishes  and  stations  may  be  considered  as  far  as  my 
informations  extends  misapplied  at  the  present  time: — Janesville, 
Mineral  Point,  Manitowoc,  Two  Rivers,  Sheboygan,  Plymouth,  Supe- 
rior, Prairie  du  Chien,  Waukesha,  Lisbon,  Elkhorn,  The  Church  of 
the  Atonement,  in  Milwaukee,  Bloomfield,  Appleton  and  Oconto. 
And  among  other  places  which  deserve  attention  are,  Hudson,  Pres- 
cott,  Ean  Claire,   Platte ville,    Sparta,  Tomah,   Lancaster,  Ripon, 
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1  have  baptized  two  adults  and  eight  children  all  of  which  will  be 
included  in  the  regular  parish  reports,  and  celebrated  one  wedding. 

I  have  authorized  Col.  Wm.  B.  Slaughter  to  act  as  a  lay  reader  at 
Uddleton,  in  Dane  Co. 

Important  parishes  and  promising  missionary  stations  are  now  va- 
cant. The  whole  extent  of  oar  Diocese  from  Ii  lino  is  to  the  frontier 
settlements  in  the  north,  and  from  Lake  Michigan  to  the  mighty 
Father  of  Waters,  should  be  pervaded  by  the  Church.  Her  solemn 
services,  her  soul  inspiring  liturgy,  her  scriptural  principles,  her  apos- 
tolic succession,  and  her  conservative  and  elevated  course,  are  desired 
and  demanded.  Our  duty  is  most  sacred  and  imperative;  our  clergy 
most  be  increased;  our  parishes  mast  be  multiplied.  Feeble  stations 
must  be  aided,  and  so  long  as  means  are  limited,  our  efforts  must  be 
concentrated  at  the  largest  and  most  encouraging  points.  I  say  this 
with  regret.  I  have  felt,  have  felt  for  years,  that  the  privileges  and 
consolations  of  the  Church,  which  is  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the

truth,  should  be  carried  to  all  oaf  members*  however  widely  scatter- 
ed. Bat  if  we  cannot  do  so,  if  we  cannot  with  oar  best  efforts  com- 
mand the  means,  let  as  then  act,  as  the  primitive  church  apparently 
did,  and  direct  all  oar  energies  in  the  first  place  to  those  cities  and 
Tillages,  where,  under  the  blessing  of  God  a  glorious  harrest  of 
soak  can  be  reaped;  and  from  which  centres,  in  due  time— and  may 
Oar  divine  Head  in  infinite  mercy  hasten  the  time — may  be  carried  to 
every  farming  district. 

I  now  call,  not  upon  every  communicant,  not  even  upon  every  con- ' 
filmed  person,  bat  upon  all  who  have  been  baptized  in  the  faith,  to 
exert  their  best  efforts  to  contribute  freely  and  largely  to  oar  Dioce- 
san Missionary  fund.  We  want  several  thousands  of  dollars;  ov 
treasury  is  not  only  empty,  it  has  been  in  debt  for  a  month  past, 
while  not  one  of  oar  small  bat  noble  band  of  self-sacrificing  mission- 
aries has  been  paid  a  cent  of  his  salary,  due  the  1st  of  this  month. 
Brethren  this  ought  net  to  be,  and  I  trust  it  will  never  occur  again. 
Poor  we  may  be,  and  at  present  we  mostly  are,  bat  by  economy,  by 
increased  zeal,  by  soliciting  aid  from  friends  not  only  at  home  bat 
abroad,  we  can  replenish  our  coffers,  keep  those  who  at  present  are 
in  the  field  from  want  and  anxiety,  and  send  forth  more — how  many 
shall  they  be  ?  to  proclaim  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ.  Shall 
we  not  do  so  ?    May  God  in  this  day  of  his  power,  make  as  willing. 

Some  few  places,  especially  Lisbon  and  Waukesha,  besides  Sparta, 
have  been  visited  under  the  provisions  of  the  12th  Canon.  The  pov- 
erty of  distant  stations  and  the  constant  occupation  of  most  of  the 
clergy,  debarred  me  from  adopting  a  general  system. 

We  are  all  as  yet  too  limited  in  our  means,  and  in  most  cases  too 
Car  separated  from  each  other,  to  hold  convocations.  Such  meetings 
can  be  made  delightful  and  edifying;  and  I  trust  in  more  prosperous 
times  they  will  be  frequent. 

As  funds  were  not  raised  in  any  district  as  far  as  I  know  and  be* 
lieve,  to  compensate  an  itinerant  Missionary,  no  such  office  has  been 
created.  The  measure  proposed  by  resolutions  of  the  last  convention, 
is  highly  important,  and  if  carried  into  full  effect  would  prove  to  be 
truly  beneficial  to  several  extensive  vicinities. 

As  perfect  accuracy  if  not  necessary,  is  yet  very  desirable  in  the 
preparation,  printing  and  distribution  of  oar  journals,  I  suggest  that 
the  duty  be  hereafter  devolved  upon  a  committee  of  two  or  more. 
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Perhaps  I  brnve  already  sufficiently  stated  the  changes  which  hare 
taken  place  among  the  clergy.  I  ought,  however,  to  mention  that 
the  Ker.  Joseph  Adderly  is  Missionary  at  Stevens  Point;  the  Rev. 
L.  D.  Brainard  has  added  Beaver  Dam  to  his  other  stations;  the  Rev. 
James  W.  Coe  has  resigned  Trinity  Church,  Janesville;  the  Rev. 
C.  C.  Edmunds  is  now  Missionary  at  Menasha  and  Neenah;  the  Rev. 
Louis  Y.  Jessup  is  officiating  in  Louisiana;  the  Rev.  Joseph  H, 
Nichols,  in  addition  to  his  duties  at  Racine  College,  devotes  every 
Sunday  to  Delavan;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pradt  has  resigned  Sheboygan 
and  Plymouth,  and  is  now  devoting  himself  to  teaching  at  Sheboy- 
gan; the  Rev.  Mr.  Tolford  having  resigned  the  parish  at  Oshkosh, 
officiates  as  a  Missionary  at  Butte  des  Morts  and  Berlin;  the  Rev. 
Hugh  M.  Thompson  is  now  rector  of  St.  Matthews  Church,  Kenosha; 
and  the  Rev.  John  G.  Gasmann  has  just  become  rector  of  the  church 
at  Geneva.  Let  me  add  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Etheridge,  of  Michigan, 
teaches  in  the  parish  school  at  Delafield,  and  officiates  alternate  Sun- 
days, at  Columbus  and  Utica.  The  Rev.  Euguene  C.  Pattison,  of 
Indiana,  has  supplied  Portage  with  as  many  services  as  his  health 
would  permit  him;  the  Rev.  Hugh  M.  Thompson  resigned  that  im- 
portant point. 

I  ought  to  say  that  the  Rev.  George  Co  well,  of  Canada,  often  ex- 
ercises his  sacred  office  with  much  acceptance  at  the  Missionary  Sta- 
tion in  Racine. 

The  Rev.  Aaron  Humphrey,  to  whom  I  alluded  in  my  last  address, 
has  gone  to  the  bosom  of  his  Father  and  his  God,  in  a  good  old  age, 
and  one  of  the  deacons,  who  was  admitted  to  Holy  Order  last  Trinity 
Sunday,  now  sleeps  in  Jesus  and  was  buried  at  Nashotah.  Hoping 
that  the  dry  and  bracing  climate  of  Minnesota  would  be  blessed  to 
his  restoration,  he  went  last  fall  to  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  where  the 
kindest  attentions  were  paid  to  him  by  many  friends,  especially  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Paterson  and  his  estimable  wife.  But  his  constitution  was 
undermined  by  consumption  and  in  mid  winter  departed  his  life,  the 
Rev.  P.  S.  Townsend. 

All  necessary  statements  will  be  made  to  you  by  those  to  whom 
they  are  immediately  committed,  of  our  noble  institutions  at  Ocono- 
mowoc,  Racine  and  Nashotah.  I  could  say  much  concerning  their 
importance,  but  time  will  not  permit.    This  address  is  rapidly  pre- 
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pared  daring  the  intervals  of  long  journeys,  and  will  not  be  properly 
finished  when  it  is  read  to  you. 

In  reference  to  a  preamble  and  resolution  which  were  adopted  it 
our  last  meeting,  permit  me  to  say,  that  it  has  been  my  intention  for 
some  time  past  to  resign  at  the  approaching  General  Convention,  the 
office  of  Missionary  Bishop,  to  which  I  was  most  unexpectedly  called 
in  the  year  1835,  and  to  which  I  have  been  enabled  daring  the  coarse 
of  nearly  twfenty-four  years,  to  give   my  time  and  attention,  with 
scarcely  any  interruption.    After  next  October  therefore,  and  as  long 
as  life  remains,  I  shall  be  entirely  devoted  to  Wisconsin.    And  here 
let  me  say  that  at  any  day  I  will  listen  with  pleasure  to  plans  either 
to  divide  the  Diocese,  or  secure  to  it  an  Assistant  Bishop,  and  will 
cordially  co-operate  in  whatever  can  be  done  to  render  our  beloved 
Church  known,  efficient  and  powerful. 

Brethren!  you  chose  me  your  Diocesan,  when  I  was  almost  unwil- 
ling to  assume  that  office;  and  now  under  your  expressed  conviction, 
that  our  field  of  labor  has  so  increased  as  fully  to  occupy  my  time, 
and  task  my  strength,  you  have  requested  me  to  resign  all  other 
jurisdiction.  I  will  act  as  you  desire.  And  while,  under  the  divine 
guidance  and  protection,  I  give  myself  up  wholly  to  this  work,  I 
shall  look  to  you  in  all  the  confidence,  friendship  and  love  of  many 
years  to  co-operate  with  me;  and  moreover  to  adopt  such  measures 
as  will  relieve  me,  as  I  have  heretofore  been  relieved,  from  all  doubt 
and  anxiety  concerning  temporal  affairs. 

May  the  Lord  God,  the  Holy  Ghost  preside  over  our  deliberations, 
and  enable  us  so  to  act,  that  we  may  promote  peace  and  good  will, 
and  be  the  honored  instruments  of  spreading  far  and  wide,  the  bles- 
sings of  the  everlasting  Gospel,  the  Gospel  of  our  adorable  Head,  who 
at  this  season,  ascended  up  on  high,  led  captivity  captive,  and  gave 
the  most  precious  gifts  to  men. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  David  Keene,  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Pradt  and 
M.  J.  Thomas  were  appointed  a  Committee  on  the  publication  of 
the  Bishop's  Address. 
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The  Rev.  David  Keene,  Chairmafr  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Canons,  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing 

Import: 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Canons  respectfully  report:  That  there 
were  referred  to  them  by  the  last  Convention,  the  Reports  of  former 
Committees,  on  the  following  matters: 

1st.  On  the  Instructions  for  the  Organization  and  Incorporation  of 
Parishes      [See  pp.  15  and  16  of  Journal.] 

2d.  On  the  requirement**  to  the  admission  of  Parishes  to  union  with 
Convention.     [See  pp.  15  and  16  of  Journal.] 

3d.  On  the  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Convention.  [See 
pp.  19  and  20  of  Journal.] 

4th.  On  the  amendments  proposed  to  Canon  VI,  on  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions.    [See  pp.  11,  12  and  15  of  Journal.] 

In  regard  to  the  first  matter  referred  to  them,  the  Committee  find 
upon  examing  the  last  paragraph,  under  the  head  of  "Organization," 
that  a  part  of  the  same  is  unnecessary;  and  another  part  may  proper- 
ly be  transferred  to  the  head  of  the  "Admission  of  Parishes."  They 
therefore  recommend  that  said  paragraph  be  stricken  out.  They  also 
recommend  that  the  preceding  paragraph,  with  the  necessary  altera- 
tions, be  made  the  last  paragraph  under  the  head  of  "  Incorporation 
of  Parishes." 

To  avoid  ambiguity,  they  recommend  that  the  fifth  paragraph  un- 
der the  head  of  "  Incorporation  of  Parishes,"  be  altered  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 

"  1st.  When  a  church  or  congregation  has  been  duly  organized  as 
a  Parish,  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church 
and  of  this  Diocese,  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  will  assem- 
ble", &c. 

In  regard  to  the  admission  of  parishes  to  the  Convention,  the 
Committee  report,  that  it  seems  to  have  been  the  usage  of  the 
Diocese  to  expect  a  Parish  to  have  an  existence  of  twelve  months  be- 
fore such  admission,  but  that  they  find  no  existing  law  or  canon  re- 
quiring such  a  condition.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  this  condition  seems 
to  be  salatary,  they  recommend  the  enactment  of  the  following  Can- 
on, to  be  entitled  Canon  XII  (see  p.  15) : 
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"  Sec  1 .  Parishes  wishing  admission  to  union  with  the  Convention, 
shall  give  evidence  of  permanency  by  a  previous  existence  of  at  least 
twelve  months,  and  shall  likewise  give  at  least  one  month's  notice  to 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  of  their  intention  to  apply 
for  admission." 

Sec.  2.  Canon  XII,  shall  be  entitled  Canon  XI,  and  Canon  XI 
shall  be  Canon  XIV. 

The  Committee  also  recommend,  that  the  instructions  proposed  by 
a  former  committee  in  regard  to  the  Admission  of  Parishes,  be  alter- 
ed to  read  as  follows,  and  permanently  printed  in  the  Journal,  imme- 
diately after  the  Instructions  for  the  Incorporation  of  Parishes.  (See 
pp.  7,  8  and  16.) 

"  Admission. 

"  When  a  Parish,  being  duly  organized  and  incorporated,  desires  to 
be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Wardens 
of  the  same  should  forward  or  present  to  the  President  of  the  Con- 
vention, a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  their  Parish. 

"  This  Constitution  must  expressly  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Can- 
ons, Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese.  They 
should  also  certify  that  the  Constitution  has  been  duly  adopted  by 
the  Parish  making  application,  and  should  subscribe  to  the  same  in 
their  official  capacity  as  Wardens.  They  should  also  forward  or  pre- 
sent to  the  Convention,  through  its  President,  a  certificate  that  the 
Parish  so  applying  is  regularly  organized  by  the  election  of  two  War- 
dens, and  at  least  three  Vestrymen,  and  is  duly  incorporated,  and  has 
had  an  existence  of  at  least  twelve  months,  which  certificate  should 
also  be  signed  by  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  the  Parish,  if  there  should 
be  one.  These  papers  may  properly  be  forwarded  by  one  or  more 
Deputies  elected  to  represent  the  Parish  in  Convention  (provided  it 
be  admitted  into  union). 

"These  steps  being  taken,  it  only  remains  for  the  Convention  to 
act  upon  the  application,  after  referring  it  to  the  proper  Committee 
for  examination.  (See  Art.  X  of  the  Constitution,  and  Canon  XH.)* 
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The  Committee  farther  recommend  that  the  paragraph!  in  the  In- 
structions nnder  the  head  of  "  Organization?  which  relate  to  the 
election  of  Ministers,  be  printed  hereafter  at  the  end  of  all  the  in- 
structions, nnder  the  head  of  "Election  of  Ministers,"  the  first  of 
said  paragraphs  being  altered  to  read  as  follows.  (See  p.  15  of 
Journal) 

"  The  Rector  or  Minister  of  the  Parish  is  to  be  elected  by  the  Ves- 
try. The  following  is  an  extract  from  General  Canon  XIV  of 
1853." 

If  these  several  alterations  are  made,  it  will  be  proper  to  alter  the 
title  of  the  Instructions  to  read  as  follows: 

"Instructions  for  the  Organization,  Incorporation  and  Admission  of 
"Parishes,  and  Election  of  Ministers,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
"Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin.'7 

And  in  place  of  the  first  paragraph  of  the  Instructions  as  hereto- 
fore printed,  it  will  be  better  to  substitute  simply  the  words,  "  Adopt- 
ed in  1855;  amended  in  1859." 

In  regard  to  the  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates,  your  Committee 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Canon,  to  be  entitled  Can- 
on XSI: 

"Canon  XIII. 

"  The  Lay  Deputies  of  each  Parish  to  the  Diocesan  Convention, 
shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Parish  Meeting  on  Easter  Monday;  or 
in  default  of  this,  by  the  Vestry  at  their  first  regular  meeting  after 
the  annual  Parish  Election;  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose. 

"  If  there  be  no  election,  after  the  notice  given,  or  if  the  Deputies 
elected  cannot  attend,  the  Rector  and  Wardens  shall  have  power  to 
fill  the  vacancies." 

The  Committee  judge  it  better  to  regulate  the  matter  by  Canon, 
than  to  simply  add  an  article  to  the  Constitution  proposed  for  Par- 
shea,  as  the  latter  expedient  would  not  entirely  remove  the  existing 
irregularities.     (See  Res.,  p.  11  of  Journal.) 

In  regard  to  the  proposed  amendments  to  Canon  VI,  on  Diocesan 
Missions,  the  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  last  section 
of  said  amendments,  to  be  numbered  as  Sea  4,  and  Sec  4  to  be

Church  of  St.  John  in  the  Wilderness,  Alden;  Rev.  A.  B.  Pba* 
body,  Rector. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  the  un- 
dersigned respectfully  reports : 

The  labors  of  your  missionary  are  as  follows,  to  wit:  at  the  parish 
of  St.  John  in  the  Wilderness,  of  which  he  is  Rector,  he  holds  one 
service  on  every  Lord's  day  —  the  morning  service  on  one,  and  the 
eveuing  service  on  the  following  Sunday.  In  this  parish  there  are  at 
this  time,  ten  communicants,  one  having  very  recently  been  removed 
W  the  hand  of  death.     This  parish  is  in  Polk  County. 

Five  miles  to  the  south-west,  at  Huntingdon,  in  St.  Croix  County, 
he  holds  a  morning  service  once  in  every  two  weeks.  At  this  place 
there  are  ten  communicants,  but  no  organization.  A  small  Snnday- 
Schuul  is  weekly  gathered  and  instructed  in  this  place.  The  children 
<jf  the  before-named  parish  are  also  regularly  instructed.  Both  places 
are  partially  supplied  with  the  Sunday-School  books  of  the  Church. 

Fuur  miles  to  the  westward  of  this  parish,  he  also  holds  an  evening 
°r  afternoon  service.  At  this  point  there  are  no  communing  members 
i}*  the  Church,  but  a  community  desirous  of,  and  except  your  mission- 
ary M'rves  them,  wholly  destitute  of  religious  privileges.  It  is  hoped 
t  w.  !•  mo  or  two,  to  say  no  more,  at  this  place,  will  be  presented  for 
'I'M.'-n.n  into  the  catholic  Church  whensoever  the  Bishop  shall  see 
tit  r>)  visit  us.  At  the  solicitation  of  the  people,  he  has  visited  and 
Mi'v<d  them  regularly  as  above,  since  February  last.

During  the  past  year,  my  time  has  been  mainly  given  to  my  duties 
as  Teacher  at  Nashotah. 

Besides  frequent  services  in  vacant  parishes,  I  have  continued,  as 
Rector  of  St.  Pad's  Parish,  Ashippun,  to  officiate  there,  monthly  do- 
ring  the  winter,  and  semi-monthly  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

The  statistics  are:  families  30;  congregation  100  to  200;  comuni- 
cants — last  reported  29,  added  by  confirmation  5,  by  first  communion 
4,  dropped  2,  present  number  36;  confirmed  5;  baptisms  9;  burials 
2;  Sunday-School — teachers  3,  scholars  25,  library  60  volumes.  Con- 
tributions for  other  than  local  purposes,  $22.50. 

The  parish,  composed  entirely  of  a  scattered  rural  population,  will 
never  probably  by  itself  become  self-supporting;  but  in  connection 
with  the  thriving  villages  a  few  miles  north  of  it  (Neosho,  Hartford, 
&c),  which  I  have  occasionally  visited,  may,  I  trust,  in  a  few  years* 
by  God's  blessing,  offer  an  ample  and  encouraging  field  for  a  resident 
missionary,  and  soon  after  be  able  adequately  to  support  him. 

I  have  not  included  in  this  report  the  ministerial  acts  perform 
among  the  Norwegians  who  still  remain  faithful  to  the  Church  an 
St.  Oloff  's  parish,  as  they  will,  I  presume,  be  reported  with  the  nun^' 
ber  of  communicants,  &c,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gasmann,  who  has  staO 
edly  visited  them.

In  November  last,  when  the  new  Church  building  was  on  the  point 
of  being  sold  to  the  creditors,  I  was  recalled  to  take  charge  of  the 
parish.  After  some  hesitation,  and  prayer  for  guidance  from 
on  High,  I  accepted  the  not  very  enviable  position,  as  Rector.  The 
Church  was  at  that  time,  as  nearly  as  1  could  ascertain,  in  debt 
$975;  and  it  required  $300  more  to  complete  it.  To  attempt  to  clear 
off  such  a  debt  in  these  hard  times,  looked  much  like  attempting  to 
do  a  thing  utterly  impossible. 

But  at  the  earnest  solicitations  of  the  Vestry,  and  their  oft-repeat- 
ed assertions  of  their  belief  in  my  ability,  under  God,  to  save  the 
Church,  I  thought  I  would  not  give  it  up  without  one  effort,  at  least, 
to  save  it.  I  saw  that  if  the  Church  was  abandoned  to  creditors  (as 
some  of  my  brother  clergy  thought  it  must  be),  this  would  virtually 
be  to  to  abandon  the  ground  already  tilled  —  blight  the  prospects  of 
the  Church  here  for  years  to  come,  acknowledge  ourselves  vanquished 
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>ur  own  inertness  —  and  to  suffer  those  who  are  not  Churchmen, 
uild  themselves  np  on  our  ruins.  Immediately,  therefore,  I  set  to 
k,  to  see  what  could  be  done  to  save  the  Church.  By  personal 
ication  to  some  members  of  the  Church  in  Milwaukee,  and  by 
lie  appeals  in  the  Church  Journal  and  Gospel  Messenger,  I  suc- 
led  io  raising  a  little  over  $250;  and  by  a  journey  East,  I  col- 
ed  $100  more.  This  money  has  been  duly  accounted  for  to  my 
try.

The  Prayer  Book  is  used,  as  in  years  past,  both 
in  tbe  daily  worship,  and  in  the  full  service  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays, 
ud  ttip  moral  condition  of  the  College  is  unexceptionable,  with  in- 
crusing  interest  in  religion.  Bat  the  new  College  building  is  not 
jet  completed;  no  Professorship  is  yet  endowed,  and  the  Lake  Shore 
ftads  in  great  need  of  protection.  It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the 
Fsenlty  to  make  Kacine  College  an  efficient  nursery  of  the  Church, 
ud  t  strenuous  appeal  is  once  more  made  in  its  behalf,  for  the  sup- 
pi;  of  both  funds  and  students.

church  edifice  completed,  consecrated,  and  free  from  incnmbrsMe; 
$400,  to  make  it  so,  having  been  paid  over  upon  the  parsonage  pw 
perty,  with  a  comfortable  parsonage,  procured  through  the  lihmlitj 
of  the  friends  of  the  church  abroad,  with  incumbrance  only  as  abo« 
named,  and  a  balance  diie  upon  it  of  between  four  and  file  hunM 
dollars.  Add  to  this  a  small  floating  debt.  The  result  has  beta, 
primarily,  a  valuable  properly,  with  incumbrance  only  upon  thrpir- 
sonagc,  and  that  small,  I  think,  for  such  a  congregation.  My  TepJft 
for  the  ecclesiastical  year,  to  the  time  of  resignation,  stands  w  M" 
lows:  Families,  as  above,  114;  single  persons  11,  total  125;  Com- 
municants, 77;  baptisms,  arlnhs  2,  infants  '23,  total  25;  ennfifs* 
lions  6;  marriages,  8;  borials  19.

Menezer  William, 
MISSIONARY  IN  GRANT   CODNTY. 

For  the  last  seventeen  jean?  I  have  labored  in  the  ministry  of  the 
Lord,  according  to  my  abilities  ami  opportunities,  in  the  State  of 
Wisconsin  In  view  of  the  history  of  thin  period  I  am  urged  to  ex- 
claim "what  hath  God  wrought  1"  Behold,  on  the  rough  ground  of 
oy  first  labor,  Racine,  where  I  was  instrumental  in  erecting  a  beau- 
tiful church  edifice,  are  located  several  able  and  devoted  Presbyters. 
Here  I  could  not  live  on  promises  which  were  never  fulfilled,  and  I 
*erit  further  west,  and  located  at  Mineral  Point,  where  we  had  no 
hotue  of  worship.  I  pat  my  energies  into  action,  and  by  God's  bles- 
*'«y,  was  the  means  of  building  a  commodious  and  neat  Chnrch.  As 
hitherto,  I  could  not  live  without  my  salary,  much  of  which  is  still 
•tnpald. 

Prom  nine  to  ten  years  I  have  toiled  in  several  stations,  extending 
°*er  50  miles,  to  some  people  of  affluence,  who,  unmiudfnl  of  a  min- 
Htfs  wunis,  allowed  me  to  pay  roy  own  ferriage  over  the  Wisconsin 
Rifer.  At  in  e  station,  25  iniles  off,  for  which  my  intercessions  pre- 
'itled  with  u  l..>i.evolenl  lady  of  Germantown,  to  donate  *6O0  for  a 
Church  ImiMmir,  I  had  u  to  pay  my  expenses  at  a  tavern  from 
Bitnrdaf  i  ,_'  ■  •  •  M- !■,■  I-  v  morning.  At  another,  I  had  1o  take  my 
atti  and  friil  my  Imrw  nt  the  fence,  while  I  wu  officiating,  and  re- 
'■■•■:  Ec#(  wit!  .lit  partaking  of  any  refreshment  myself. 

At  these  stations,  1  understand,  clergymen  are  now  placed.  With- 
out either  Missionary  stipend  or  parochial  salary,  I  have  been  nuable 
to  associate  with  my  brethren  in  the  ministry — have  lived  an  isolated 
life,  bat  ever  engaged  in  the  cause  of  Christ.  My  annual  donation 
from  the  generous  family  of  G.  M.  Tibbetts  of  Troy,  is  continued.  I 
pray  God  to  reward  them. 

On  tie  26th  day  of  Sept.  our  good  Bishop  visited  one  of  my  sta- 
tions and  prcEched.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Phelps  read  the  service.  The 
congregation  ns  usual  was  large,  and  deeply  impressed  with  the  good 
Bishop's  sound  doctrine,  and  zealous  administration  of  the  Holy 
Word  of  truth  and  Christianity.  On  the  following  day  our  beloved 
Diocesan  cheered  my  heart  by  subscribing  $100  toward  the  building 
of  a  small  Church  near  my  home,  where  I  promised  to  officiate  gra- 
tuitously the  remainder  of  my  life. 

The  Bishop  wrote  letters  commendatory,  both  for  myself  and  wife, 
to  all  Christian  people  to  aid  us  in  our  work.  My  wife  is  now  in 
Philadelphia,  seeking  aid,  and  lias  been  encouraged  by  some  of  the 
most  influential  of  the  clergy.  But  she  has  over-exerted  herself  and 
is  unwell.  We  must  take  courage  and  proceed.  The  prejudices  of 
the  people  which  have  Deen  kept  up  by  their  ministers  are  giving  way 
to  the  devout  services  of  the  Church  and  her  Apostolic  discipline 
and  doctrine.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH, 

OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  WISCONSIN. 

Adopted  in  Primary  Convention,  in  Milwaukee,  June,  1847. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Acceding  to  the  General  Constitution, 

The  Chnreh  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  desirous  of  entering  into 
federal  union  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  does  accordingly  accede  to,  recognize  and  adopt 
the  General  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  Church,  and  acknowl- 
edge its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Annual    Convention. 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese, to  be  holden  on  the  Second  Wednesday  of  June. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Members  of  Convention. 

Sec.  1 .     The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergy  and  Laity. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Clergyman  canonically  connected  with  this  Dio- 
cese, and  having  charge  of  some  Parish,  (or  officiating  as  a  Mission- 
ary within  its  bounds,  or  having  spiritual  charge,  as  president,  pro- 
fessor, tutor  or  instructor  in  some  college,  academy,  or  seminary  of 
learning  constituted  or  countenanced  by  ecclesiastical  authority,  or 
being  a  chaplain  in  the  navy  or  army  of  the  United  States,)  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention.  In  every  case,  however,  where 
a  Clergyman  is  not  able  to  hold  a  cure  of  souls,  arising  from  bodily 
infirmity,  or  age,  he  shall  not  for  such  cause  be  excluded  from  a  seat 
in  this  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lay  members  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  four 
Deputies  from  each  congregation  in  this  Diocese  in  union  with  this 
Convention,  a  certificate  of  whose  appointment  shall  be*  signed  by 
either  the  Minister  of  the  Parish,  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  or  the 
Clerk  of  the  vestry,  and  laid  before  the  Convention  before  his  or 
their  admission  to  a  seat  or  vote. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 
President  of  Convention. 

The  Bishop,  or  Bishop  in  charge  of  the  Diocese,  shall,  ex-officio, 
preside  in  Convention,  and  be  entitled  to  a  vote  on  all  questions. 
The  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall  also  hare  a  seat  and 
Tote,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  shall  preside.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  and  of 
the  Assistant  Bishop,  or  their  inability  to  act,  then  the  members  shall 
elect  from  the  Presbyters  a  President  pro  tempore. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Transaction  of  Business. 

Sec.  I.  The  Bishop,  with  such  Clergymen  and  Lay  Deputies  is 
shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in  Convention,  shall  constitute  s 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  shall  deliberate  as  one  body 
and  shall  vote  as  such. 

Sec.  3.  On  a  call  of  any  five  members,  the  Convention  shall  rote 
by  orders.  In  such  a  case,  the  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be 
necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure,  and  each  Parish  shall  be  en- 
titled to  only  one  vote. 

Sec.  4.  On  every  question,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  pre- 
sent, or  when  voting  by  orders,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  pre- 
sent of  the  two  orders  respectively,  shall  decide  the  question. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  Convention. 

Sec.  1.     At  each  annual  Convention,  a  Secretary  shall  be  chosen 
from  among  its  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till  a  successor 
be  appointed.     His  duty  shall  be  take  minutes  of  the  proceeding8* 
and  when  approved,  to  enter  them  in  a  proper  book;  to  preserve  ^e 
journals  and  records;  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body,  and  tsS1^ 
fully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  all  originals,  and  to  *** 
successor  all  books  and  papers  relating  to  the  concerns  of  the  C^n" 
vention,  which  may  be  in   his  possession.     An   Assistant  Secret^T^ 
may  also  be  chosen,  if  requested  by  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.     A  Treasurer  of  this  Convention  shall  be  appointed,  vf*° 
shall  continue  in  office  during  its  pleasure.     He  shall  give  satisfac?***! 
ry  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,   ^*\ 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  for  the  use  of  the  Convention,  a*^5^ 
8 hall  present  a  statement  of  his  accounts  at  each   annual  Convention 

Sec  3.    In  case  the  Treasurer  die,  remove  from   the   Diocese, 
be  incapable  of  acting,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power 
appoint  a  Treasurer,  till  the  next  succeeding  Convention,  who  is  a 
thorized  to  receive  all  money,  bonds,  mortgages,  notes,  or  other  p 
perty  and  papers  that  may  be  in  the  Treasury  at  the  time  of  such 
cease,  resignation,  removal  or  incapacity. 


ARTICLE  TH. 
Standing  Committee. 

Sic.  1.  The  Convention  shall  elect  annually  a  Standing  Commit- 
tee, to  consist  of  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen,  who,  when  there 
is  do  Bishop,  or  he  incapable  of  acting,  shall  be  the  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority of  the  Diocese,  for  all  purposes  declared  Id  this  constitution. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Presbyters  mast  be  of  those  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

Sic.  3.  The  Lay  members  of  the  Committee  must  be  communi- 
csdIs  of  some  chnrch  in  the  Diocese  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Sic.  4.  The  Committee,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall  choose  a 
President  from  among  the  Clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary,  either 
Clerical  or  Lay  The  Secretary  shall  record  tbeir  proceedings  in  a 
book  provided  for  this  purpose,  which  book  and  all  papers  in  their 
hands  relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of 
the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention. 

Sic.  5.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  supply  vacancies  which

Sic.  6.  The  whole  being  summoned,  three  of  the  Committee,  both 
orders  being  represented,  shall  be  a  quorum   for  the  transaction  of 


ARTICLE  VIIL 

DepvUet  to  General  Convention.     Amended  in  1857. 

Sic.  1.    At  every  Annual  Convention,  four  Clerical  and  fonr  Lay 

Deputies  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese  to  the 

General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 

States  of  America. 

Sic.  2.  The  Clerical  Deputies  shall  be  Presbyters,  can  on  ically 
connected  with  this  Diocese,  and  having  seats  in  this  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  In  ni.ee  of  a  failure,  or  neglect  of  the  Convention  to  elect 
Deputies,  those  already  in  office  shall  continue  until  successors  are 
chosen. 

Sec.  4.  The  Convention  shall  also  elect,  by  ballot,  a  like  number 
°f  Supplementary  Deputies  of  each  order,  to  serve  as  deputies  con- 
tinjrentlv. 

Sec  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Depnties  elect  to  signify  to 
the  Bishop  in  writing,  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the 
*-*er]criil  Convention,  their  acceptance  of  the  apjioiiiiui.tit,  and  inteu- 
'<on  to  perform  its  duties;  in  default  of  which,  the  Bishop  shall  de-

pal  Church  in  Wisconsin,"  in  any  commercial  business  whatever. 
Sec.  2.  This  article  shall  in  no  case  be  altered  or  amended,  except 
it  is  provided  in  Art.  XII  of  this  Constitution;  and  in  addition 
ereto,  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  order  shall  be  required  to  make 
ch  alteration  or  amendment.

CANON  I. 

List  of  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese. 

<  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  give  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  a  certified  list  of  the  names  of  Clergymen  canonical^ 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  und  entitled  to  seats  and  votes  in  Conven- 
tion. 

CANON  II. 
Opening  of  Convention. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  the  Public  Common  Pray- 
er of  the  Church,  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Sapper,  and  a  Ser- 
mon by  a  Presbyter  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  when  the  Bishop  him- 
self does  not  deliver  a  Sermon  or  Charge. 

CANON  III. 

Standing  Committees  of  Convention.    Adopted  in  1850.    Amend- 
ed in  1855. 

In  order  to  organize  the  Convention,  the  President  shall  appoint  a 
Special  Committee  of  three  Clergymen  to  receive  the  certificates  rf 
appointment  of  the  Lay  Deputies,  and  prepare  a  List  of  the  same  for 
the  use  of  the  Secretary;  and  after  the  Convention  is  fully  organized 
the  President  shall  appoint  Standing  Committees,  consisting  of  three 
members  each,  upon  the  following  subjects:

CANON  IV. 

Parochial  Registers  and  Reports. 

[n  every  congregation,  the  Church  Wardens  shall,  at  the  expense 
the  Parish,  provide  a  proper  hook,  in  which  the  Minister,  or  if  the 
rish  be  vacant,  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  record  the  names  of  all 
•sons  Baptized,  Married,  and  Buried,  together  with  a  list  of  per- 
is confirmed,  and  of  those  who  are  Communicants  of  the  Church, 
h  the  date  of  every  event  recorded,  which  shall  be  under  the  signa- 
e  of  the  person  recording.  From  this  Register  there  shall,  annually, 
presented  to  the  Bishop,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Convention,  a 
1  and  accurate  statement  of  the  Baptisms,  Marriages  and  Burials, 
i  of  persons  Confirmed  and  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion.

Diocesan  Missions.     Amended  in  1849. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Missions  for  this  Diocese,  shall  consist  of 
e  Bishop,  together  with  the  Standing  Committee;  of  which  Board 
e  Bishop  shall  be,  ex-officio,  President. 

8ec.  2.  The  Standing  Committee  may  at  any  time  resolve  itself 
to  the  Board  of  Missions,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop;  and  in  case 
lis  request  be  made  by  letter,  then  the  Board  may  act  upon  such 
ashless  only  as  the  Bishop  may  designate.

Sbc.  3.  No  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  aniesjhf 
shall  first  have  been  nominated  by  the  Bishop. 

Sac.  4.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint,  of.  every  Annual  Convention,

Mode  of  Tryiny  Clergymen. 

Sec.  1.  If  a  clergyman  of  this  Church  ofl'eod  against  any  Canon 
of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church,  or  against  any  Cauou  «( 
this  Diocese,  complaint  may  be  mude  to  the  Standing  Committee, 
which  shall  be  done  in  writing  by  any  two  persons,  who  shall  be 
Communicants,  and  one  of  them  eh:  J I  be  a  Presbyter  or  this  Chnreh. 

Sbc.  2.  The  Standing  Committc,  if  they  deem  the  charges  mil 
founded,  shall  present  s:iid  Clergyman  to  the  Bishop  for  trial. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  thereupon  summon  a  jury  of  three  Prev 
byters,  who  shall  be  the  judges  both  of  th"  law  ami  the  facts.  Tbt 
Standing  Committee  shall  bo  prosecutors  in  (lie  ense,  and  shall  ap- 
point a  Judge  Advocate,  who  shall  be  n  Presbyter  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  and  shall  give  the  accused  a  copy  of  the  charges  pre- 
sented to  the  Bishop,  and  also  sixty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  pine 
of  trial. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  accused  shall  not  appear  st  the  trial,  without-  n»- 
signing  sufficient  cause,  the  judgment  of  the  Court  shall  proceed 
against  him  for  contempt,  and  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the  exer- 
cise of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  space  of  six  months;  and  if  dorine 
that  period  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then  be  degraded 
from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  5.  The  judgment  of  the  Court  shall  in  all  cases  be  made 
known  in  writing  to  the  accused,  and  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen 
of  his  Parish,  together  with  the  charges  and  specifications,  aud  an 
outline  of  the  evidence  produced  on  the  trial,  if  it  shall  be  demanded 
by  the  accused. 

Sac.  6.  If  the  Bishop  approve  the  judgment,  he  shall  within 
thirty  days  proceed  to  administer  the  discipline  prescribed  by  toe 
Court. 

Sec.  7.  Should  the  Bishop  disapprove  the  decision  of  the  Court, 
he  may  summon  a  new  Court,  and  order  a  new  trial,  and  the  judg- 
ment of  the  second  Court  shall  be  final,  and  the  Bishop  shall  then 
proceed  to  execute  it  as  above. 

Sec.  8.  In  case  of  the  suspension  of  any  Clergyman,  such  suspen- 
sion may  be  either  for  a  limited  period,  or  nntil  the  offender  give  the 
Bishop  satisfactory  evidence  of  contrition  aud  reformation. 

Sec  9.  Suspension  trom  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of  the  Min- 
istry shall,  ipso  facto,  sever  the  connection  between  lie  Clergyman  sq 
suspended  and  bis  Parish, 
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Sic.  10.  In  all  cases  where  charges  are  canonically  preferred 
against  a  Clergyman  of  this  Church,  the  accused  shall  have  the  right 
to  demand  a  trial,  which  demand  must  be  made  in  writing,  and  if  not 
granted  within  three  months,  the  charge  shall  be  discontinued. 

CANON  VIII. 

Ritual  Uniformity  in  this  Diocese.     Adopted  in  1650.     Amended  in 

1852. 

Sic.  1.  In  the  performance  of  the  Ritual  and  ceremonies  of  the 
Chnrch,  where  there  is  no  positive  interpretation  of  existing  law,  ei- 
ther by  Canon  or  by  solemn  Declaration,  or  by  opinion  of  the  House 
of  Bishops,  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  bound  to  the  rule  of 
what  is  usually  called  " Common  Law," — that  is  to  say:  they  shall 
not,  for  themselves  and  for  their  congregation  in  their  public  and 
official  ministrations,  act  according  to  private  judgment,  but  accord- 
ing to  the  general  usage  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  these 
United  States. 

Szc.  2.  And  in  case  there  be  in  the  mind  of  any  Clergyman  a  doubt 
as  to  what  that  "General  Usage?'  is,  he  shall  not  decide  it  for  himself  and 
for  his  congregation  by  his  private  opinion,  but  shall  refer  it  to  the 
Interpreters  in  this  Canon  appointed,  who  shall  give  to  him  an  author- 
itative decision  thereupon,  founded  npon  the  same  principle  of  "Gen- 
eral Usage."  Provided,  always,  that  there  be,  as  aforesaid,  no  posi- 
tive interpretation  upon  the  point  in  question,  either  by  Canon,  or  by 
Declaration,  or  by  Opinion  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop,  or  Bishop  in  charge  of  the  Diocese,  in  coun- 
cil with  the  Standing  Committee,  are  hereby  established  as  Interpre- 
ters for  this  Diocese  of  the  Ritual  Usage  of  the  Church.  And  their 
decisions  so  pronounced,  and  given  in  writing,  shall  be  binding  upon 
the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  in  their  performance  of  the  Services  of  the 
Church. 

Sec.  4.  All  decisions  shall,  for  the  informatian  of  the  Clergy,  be 
given  in  writing,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  all 
Clergymen  canonically  connected  with  the  Diocese,  and  shall  also  be 
printed  along  with  the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Annual  Di- 
ocesan Convention,  under  the  head  of  '*  Decisions  of  the  Church 
of  Wisconsin,  in  reference  to  Ritual  Usage,  binding  upon  her 
Clergy,  according  to  Canon  VIII,  of  this  Diocese." 

Seo.  5.  This  Canon  shall  in  no  wise  be  taken  to  refer  to  any  ques- 
tion of  doctrine,  but  solely  and  entirely  to  ritual  interpretation  as  it 
affects  practice.  And  it  shall  be  considered  as  binding  upon  and  re- 
ferring to  those  Clergy  only  who  are  canonically  connected  with  this 
Diocese. 

Sec.  6.  Transgressions  of  this  Canon  are  hereby  declared  offences 
for  which  a  minister  may  be  tried  and  punished. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee,  upon  be- 
ing legally  apprized,  in  the  manner  as  required  by  Canon  VII.,  Sec. 
1,  of  this  Diocese,  of  any  breach  of  Ritual  Uniformity,  to  notify  the 
Bishop  of  such  complaiut.  And  if  the  complaint  is  for  the  violation 
of  a  solemn  interpretation  already  given  and  made  known,  the  Bishop 
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shall  thereupon,  by  letter,  notify  said  Clergyman  that  complaint  has 
been  made  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  a  breach  of  Ritual  Unifor- 
mity npon  his  part.  Bat  in  case  the  complaint  is  upon  a  point  not 
having  been  solemnly  interpreted  and  made  known,  then  the  Bishop 
and  Standing  Committee  shall  meet  and  decide  npon  the  "general 
usage  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these  United  States" 
npon  the  point  in  question;  which  done,  the  Bishop  shall,  by  letter, 
inform  said  Clergyman  of  the  complaint,  and  of  the  decision  of  the 
Interpreters  of  General  Usage.  And  the  Bishop's  notice  in  either 
case,  shall  be  considered  a  warning  to  said  Clergyman  to  conform  to 
the  ritual  practice  of  this  Diocese  as  established  and  declared.  And 
if  a  Clergyman,  so  warned,  does  not,  within  thirty  days  notify  the 
Bishop,  by  letter,  of  his  intention  to  conform,  he  shall  be  proceeded 
against  for  breach  of  this  Canon,  in  the  manner  provided  by  Canon 
VII  of  this  Diocese — of  this  mode  of  trying  Clergymen. 

CANON  IX. 

The  duty  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Annual  Convention- 
Amended  in  1852. 

Sec.  1.    The  Treasurer  appointed  in  accordance  with  Section  2,  of 
Article  YI,  of  the  Constitution,  shall,  before  entering  npon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  give  security  as  prescribed  by  said  Section  2,  in  soch 
sums  as  the  Convention  shall  prescribe,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties,  and  the  due  accounting  for  all  moneys  which  may  come 
to  his  hands  as  such  Treasurer  ;   and  when  at  any  time,  during  the 
recess  of  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  increase  the  amount  of  such  securi- 
ty, the  said  Committee  shall  have  power  to  increase  the  amount  as 
aforesaid ;  and  the  Treasurer  shall,  within  ten  days  after  notice  of 
such  determination  by  said  committee,  give  such  security.     The  Treas- 
urer shall  also  procure  and  keep  a  properly  bound  book,  in  which 
shall  be  entered  accounts  and  statements  in  detail  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived and  disbursed  by  him.     He  shall  keep  accounts  with  the  seve- 
ral parishes,  in  which  he  shall  charge  them  with  the  amounts  assessed 
against  them  respectively,  and  shall  credit  them  with  the  amount  by 
them  paid  respectively. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary's  journals  and  records,  and  the  Treasurer's 
book,  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  the  Convention,  and  any  committee 
thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall,  within  thirty  days  ofter  the  Annual 
Convention  shall  have  adjourned  sine  die,  furnish  the  Treasurer  a 
certified  statement  of  all  accounts  allowed  by  the  Convention,  and 
the  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same,  (and  any  claims  and  accounts  duly 
allowed  and  certified  by  the  Standing  Committee  during  the  recess  of 
the  Convention,)  but  none  other,  ont  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 
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CANON  X. 
The  due  observance  of  Lent.     Adopted  in  1858. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Charch  has  from  the  beginning  provided  for  the 
yearnings  of  the  ham  an  heart  in  every  form,  and  whereas,  many,  for- 
getting, or  ignorant  that  she  has  such  provisions,  do  in  certain  sea- 
sons tarn  from  the  Charch  to  other  religions  bodies,  which  they 
imagine  answer  these  yearnings,  therefore  it  is  Resolved,  That  the 
Clergy  be  requested  to  remind  their  people  that  the  season  of  Lent 
is  intended  to  answer  these  spiritual  wants,  and  that  this  Convention, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charch,  do  hereby  enact 
the  following  Canon: 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  Parochial  Clergy- 
man of  the  Charch  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  to  employ  the  sacred 
season  of  Lent  as  a  solemn  and  stated  season,  wherein  it  is  his  duty 
to  occupy  himself  earnestly  and  peculiarly  in  the  conversion  of  souls 
to  Christ — that  is  to  say,  in  preaching  to  the  unbaptized,  Repent- 
ance, true  and  real  from  sin ;  faith  in  Christ  oar  Lord,  and  baptism 
onto  the  Church  of  Christ;  and  to  those  within  the  charch,  and  who 
are  either  careless,  or  have  fallen  away;  the  same  duty  of  true  con" 
version  to  the  ways  of  God,  and  of  a  restoration  to  the  full  enjoy- 
ment of  the  privileges  of  the  church,  in  her  Holy  Communion. 

Sec.  2.  This  shall  be  done  regularly,  under  the  laws  and  canons 
of  the  church, — and  also  under  the  advice  and  pastoral  direction  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  XI. 

Adopted  in  1858. 

It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Bishop,  according  to  his  judgment, 
to  detail  any  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  four  Sundays  in  each  year, 
at  equal  intervals,  to  officiate  in  any  Station  he  may  think  advanta- 
geous to  be  visited.  The  expense  of  such  visit  to  be  defrayed  by  the 
Parish  or  Station  visited. 

CANON  XII. 
Admission  of  Parishes.     Adopted  in  1859. 

Sec  1.  Parishes  wishing  admission  to  union  with  the  Convention, 
shall  give  evidence  of  permanency  by  a  previous  existence  of  at  least 
twelve  months,  and  shall  likewise  give  at  least  one  months  notice  to 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  of  their  intention  to 
apply  for  admission. 

Sec.  2.  Canon  XII  shall  be  entitled  Canon  XI,  and  Canon  XI, 
Canon  XIV. 

CANON  XIII. 

Lay  Deputies.     Adopted  in  1859. 

The  Lay  Deputies  of  each  Parish  to  the  Diocesan  Convention, 
shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Parish  Meeting  on  Easter  Monday,  or 
in  default  of  this,  by  the  Vestry,  at  their  first  regular  meeting,  after 
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the  Annual  Parish  Election;  or  at  a  Special  Meeting  called  for  the 
purpose.  If  there  b$  no  election  after  the  notice  given,  or  if  the 
dejpnties  elected  cannot  attend,  the  Rector  and  Wardens  shall  hive 
power  to  811  the  vacancies. 

CANON  XIV. 
Alteration  of  Canons. 

No  alterations  in  the  Oanons  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  made,  uulew 
tyqr  be  approved  and  confirmed  by  a  majority  of  both  orders.

ARTICLE  I. 

leading  to  the  General  and  Diocesan  Constitution,  Canons,  die* 

This  Parish,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
brcb  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  expressly  accedes  to,  recognises 
d  adopts  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrines,  Discipline  and  Wor- 
ip  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
tnerica,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
pal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  acknowledges  their  authority 
cordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Use  of  the  Church  Building. 

The  Church  Building  or  House  of  Worship,  belonging  to  this 
rish,  may  be  opened  for  all  services,  rites,  ceremonies,  or  other 
"poses,  either  authorized  or  approved  of  by  the  Protestant  Epis- 
>ul  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  or  the  Protestant 
iscopal  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Rector  and  Minister. 

Sec.  1.    The  Rector  is  ex-officio  President  of  the  Vestry,  and  of 
Congregation,  and  has  the  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie,  on  all 
stious  brought  before  it. 

*ec.  2.  The  Minister  has  the  spiritual  oversight  of  this  Pariah, 
1  the  Church  Building  shall  be  open  to  him  for  Public  Common 
tyer,  Catechetical  or  other  religious  instruction,  for  Marriages, 
ptisms,  Funerals,  and  all  other  rites  and  ceremonies  authorized  by 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  at  such  times  as  he  may  deem 
•per. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  to  enter  in  the  Church 
lister,  all  Baptisms,  Marriages,  Burials,  and  Confirmations,  occur- 
r  within  his  cure;  to  keep  an  accurate  list  of  Communicants,  and 
o  a  register  pf  the  families  and  individuals  belonging  to  the, 
irigh. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Minister  of  this  Parish  shall,  at  the  end  of  every 
civil  year,  present  to  the  Wardens  a  fall,  faithful  and  accurate  writ- 
ten account  of  all  Offerings  received  and  disbursed  by  him  in  his 
official  capacity  as  almoner  of  the  Church,  which  account  the  War- 
dens shall  present  to  the  Vestry,  to  be  by  them  examined  and  entered 
in  the  "Record  Book"  of  the  Church,  and  the  original  shall  be  placed 
upon  file  among  the  Parish  Documents.  The  annual  account  shall 
distinctly  state  the  sources  from  whence  the  offerings  came,  and  the 
persons  or  objects  to  which  they  were  applied.  It  is  left  discretion- 
ary with  the  Minister  to  withhold  names,  where  prudence  or  a 
regard  for  the  feelings  of  individuals  renders  it  expedient. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Wardens. 

Sec.  1.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Wardens,  as  advisers  to  the 
Minister,  be  Communicants  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  Senior  Warden,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act, 
then  the  Jnnior  Warden  shall  have  the  care  of  the  "Record  Book11  of 
the  Parish,  and  shall  cause  to  be  copied  therein  all  Documents  bear- 
ing upon  the  history  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  3.  The  Wardens  shall  have  a  care  that  the  Church  Building 
be  kept  from  all  secular,  or  other  uses  not  authorized  by  Article  II 
of  this  Constitution;  and  that  it  be  kept  in  good  repair  as  becometh 
the  House  of  God. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  there  be  no  Rector,  or  of  absence  or  inability  to 
act  on  his  part,  the  Wardens,  according  to  senority,  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Vestry,  and  of  the  Congregation.  In  case  both 
the  Rector  and  Wardens  be  absent,  a  Vestryman  shall  be  chosen  to 
preside. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  there  be  any  clergyman  of  the  Church,  residing 
within  this  Parish,  who  shall  conduct  himself  in  such  a  way  as  is 
contrary  to  the  Rules  of  the  Church,  and  disgraceful  to  his  office,  the 
Wardens  shall,  in  writing,  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  or  to  the  Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop. 

Sec  6.  In  the  absence  of  the  Wardens,  their  several  duties  shall 
devolve  upon  the  Vestrymen. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Annual  Election. 

The  Congregation  of  this  Parish  shall  meet  annually  on  Monday 
of  Easter  week,  and  elect  two  Church  Wardens,  and  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  eight  Vestrymen,  who  shall  continue  to  dis- 
charge the  functions  of  their  office  during  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
the  Legislature  on  the  subject. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Vestrymen.    Amended  in  1855. 

Ssc.  1.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Vestry  be  chosen  from  the 
Communicants,  in  all  Parishes  where  the  number  is  sufficient 


Sec.  2.  The  Vestrymen,  together  with  the  Wardens,  shall  trans- 
act all  the  temporal  business  of  the  Parish;  shall  collect  and  disburse 
all  money  due  for  Church  purposes,  and  shall  at  the  end  of  every  civil 
year — if  the  Treasury  be  deficient — collect  as  far  as  practicable,  by 
subscriptions  or  otherwise,  a  sum  sufficient  to  liquidate  all  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Church. 

Sac.  3.    The  vestry  shall,  on  or  before  Easter  Monday,  cause  to  be 
written  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Minister,  but  if  there  be  no 
Minister,  then  the  Senior  Warden — a  full,  accurate  and  faithful  state- 
ment of  the  temporal  condition  of  the  Parish,  as  a  body  corporate; 
and  at  the  meeting  of  the  Congregation  on  Easter  Monday,  the  Min- 
ister or  Senior  Warden  shall,  before  balloting  for  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men, present  and  read  the  same  to  the  Congregation,  and  after  deliv- 
er it  to  the  new  Vestry,  to  be  by  them  examined  and  entered  in  the 
Record  Book  of  the  Church,  and  the  original  shall  be  placed  on  file 
among  the  Parish  Documents.    The  said  statement  shall  declare  what 
money,  lands,  or  other  property  have  been  received  during  their  term 
of  office,  and  from  what  source.    It  shall  further  declare  what  money 
has  been  expended,  and  for  what  objects;  what  property  has  been 
purchased,  exchanged,  mortgaged,  sold  or  otherwise  alienated  or  en- 
cumbered, and  for  what  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sac.  1.  A  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  elected  by 
the  Vestry,  who  shall  serve  till  their  successors  in  office  are  chosen. 

Sic.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Vestry ;  to  take  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  when 
approved,  to  enter  and  attest  the  same  in  the  *  'Book  of  Minutes"  of 
the  Vestry;  it  shall  be  his  further  duty  to  enter  in  the  "Record 
Book"  of  the  Church,  the  Minister's  annual  account  of  offerings,  and 
the  Vestry's  annual  account  of  the  temporal  condition  of  the  Parish, 
and  to  preserve  on  file  all  the  originals. 

Sxc.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  mon- 
eys collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Vestry,  the  reception  and 
disbursement  of  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for;  and  in  case 
there  be  no  collector  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  himself  shall  also  col- 
lect the  same. 

Sac.  4.  No  money  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  except  on  an 
order  from  the  Vestry,  signed  by  one  of  the  Wardens.  The  Treasu- 
rer shall  present  to  the  Vestry,  at  least  two  weeks  before  Easter 
Monday,  a  full  and  accurate  statement,  accompanied  by  vouchers,  of 
all  monies  received  and  paid  by  his  department,  since  the  last  annual 
statement. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer,  if  he  be  not  a  member  of  the  Vestry,  shall 
attend  its  meetings  when  requested,  and  be  guided  by  its  advice  in 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  be  ready  to  an- 
swer all  questions  as  to  the  state  of  the  Treasury.

ARTICLE  TIIL 

Vestry  Meeting!. 

Sio.  1.  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  held  on  thi 
first  Monday  of  May,  August,  November,  sod  February. 

Special  Meetings  may  be  beld  at  each  times  as  the  Minister  or  is; 
two  of  the  members  may  desire. 

Sio.  2.  At  every  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  the  minutes  of  the  bit 
meeting  shall  be  read,  and  if  correct,  approved;  if  Incorrect,  wood- 
ed and  approved. 

At  every  quarterly  meeting,  the  minutes  of  the  but  quarterly,  sal 
of  all  subsequent  special  meetings  shall  be  read. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Qvalifcatim*  of  EUctort.    Adopted  i%  1889. 

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of 
this  Parish,  except  he  shall  have  been  an  attendant  on  public  worship 
in  this  Church,  at  least  six  months  before  such  election,  and  sball 
have  contributed  to  the  support  of  thia  Church,  according  to  its 
usages  and  customs. 

ARTICLE  3. 

Altering  of  ComrtittUion. 

Alterations,  amendments  or  additions  may  at  any  time  be  mubto 
this  Constitution  by  the  annual  Diocesan  Convention. 


RULES  OP  ORDER, 

ADOPTED  IN  PRIMARY  CONVENTION,  1847, 


The  Morning  Service  of  the  Church  shall  be  performed  ererj 
during  the  session  of  the  Convention. 

When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
ding,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  op,  except  to  address  the  chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Con- 
ion,  unless  he  have  leave  of  the  chair. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
Convention,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
ident,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
out  leave  of  the  Convention. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
inue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 
.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention,  unless 
►nded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 
.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be 
le,  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or 
tpone  it;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
ii  be  decided  without  debate.  A  question  on  amendment  shall  be 
ided  before  the  original  motion. 

.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  other- 
>  ordered. 

0.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
o  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  chair.

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Adapted  in  1855.    Amended  in  1859. 
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ORGANIZATION. 

No  Parish  or  Church  is  ever  organized  except  with  the  intention, 
sooner  or  later,  of  obtaining  the  services  of  a  Clergyman  to  ttfa&itv 
at  its  Altar.  Care  should  therefore  be  taken,  not  to  interfere  with 
the  Canonical  rights  of  any  other  Clergyman  by  organising  within 
the  bounds  of  his  Parish. 

"Where  Parish  boundaries  are  not  defined  by  law  or  otherwise,* 
the  General  Canon  IX,  of  1853,  provides  that,  1.  "If  a  city,  village, 
town,  township,  or  incorporated  borough,  or  any  ward,  district,  or 
other  subdivision  of  either  of  the  same,  shall  contain  but  one  church 
or  congregation,  the  minister  having  charge  of  such  church  or  con- 
gregation shall  be  deemed  to  have  the  parochial  cure  within  the 
same*  2.  Any  city,  village,  town,  township,  or  incorporated  borough, 
or  the  smallest  sub-division  of  either  of  the  same,  in  which  there  tie 
two  or  more  churches  or  congregations,  shall  be  deemed  the  parochial 
cure  of  the  ministers  of  such  churches  or  congregations,  and  the 
assent  of  a  majority  of  such  ministers  shall  be  necessary." 

The  same  Canon  forbids  any  Clergyman,  belonging  to  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church,  to  officiate,  "either  by  preaching,  reading 
prayers,  or  otherwise,  in  the  Parish  or  within  the  parochial  cure  of 
another  Clergyman,  unless  he  has  received  express  permission  for  that 
purpose  from  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  or  cure,  or  in  his  absence 
from  the  church  wardens  and  vestrymen,  or  trustees  of  the  congrega- 
tion, or  a  majority  thereof. 

The  course,  therefore,  to  be  taken,  when  about  to  organise  a 
Parish,  is 

1st.  Obtain  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  minister,  or  minis- 
ters, within  whose  parochial  bounds  it  is  proposed  to  organise  a  new 
Pariah, 
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This  consent  will  prevent  the  possibility,  on  the  part  of  the  Minis- 
:r  who  may  be  called  to  the  new  Parish,  of  his  being  presented  for 
olating  the  requirements  of  the  General  Canon  above  referred  to. 
Consent  having  been  obtained  to  organize,  or  if  the  proposed 
arish  or  Church  is  not  within  the  Canonical  bounds  of  another 
Irish,  then: 

2d.  Let  those  interested  meet,  decide  upen  the  name  or  title  by 
liich  their  Parish  or  Church  shall  be  known,  and  elect  "two  War- 
ns, and  at  least  three  Vestrymen." 

8d.  Draw  up  a  Constitution  for  the  Parish;  in  which  Constitu- 
m  there  must  be  an  Article  expressly  acceding  "to the  Constitution. 
inons.  Doctrines  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,'' 
Mocesan  Constitution,  Art.  X.)

The  organization  of  the  Parish  is  now  complete  and  Canonical; 
d  the  Parish  or  chnrch  is  in  union  with  the  Protettant  Epitcapal 
Iwren  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

The  Organization  of  a  Parish  is  strictly  and  solely  an  Ecclesiasti- 
1  procedure,  constituting  the  Parish  a  component  part  of  the  Pro- 
itant  Episcopal  Church,  and  as  such,  only  entitling  it  to  Eeclesias- 
ai  rights  and  privileges;  ».  e.  to  the  rights  and  privileges  granted 
'  General  and  Diocesan  Constitutions  and  Canons.  The  Ecclesiaa- 
«1  organization  gives  no  Civil  or  Corporate  powers  to  the  Parish, 
tie  right  to  purchase  and  hold,  or  take  by  gift,  or  to  lease  any  real 
late,  or  to  sue  for  and  to  collect  subscriptions,  &c,  can  only  be 
quired  by  grant  from  the  State;  which  right  the  State  does  grant 
all  Parishes  that  avail  themselves  of  her  Act  providing  for  their' 
corporation.    The  manner  of  effecting  this  is  as  follows: 

INCORPORATION. 
The  only  law  now  in  force  providing  for  the  Incorporation  of 
lurches  or  Congregations,  is  Chap.  47  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
is  State;  the  Act  of  the  late  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  approved 
bruary  8th,  1847,  having  been  repealed  by  Sec.  9  of  Chap.  157  of 
t  Revised  Statutes. 

Sec  23  ot  Chap.  41  of  the  Revised  Statutes  provides,  that  "When- 
er,  by  the  Constitution ,  rules  and  usages  of  any  particular  church  or 
igions  denomination,  the  minister  or  ministers,  elders  and  deacons,  or 
tier  officers  elected  by  any  Church  or  Congregation,  according  to  such 
institution,  rules  or  usages,  are  thereby  constituted  the  Trustees  of 
;h  Church  or  Congregation;  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Bucb  minister  or  min- 
ers, elders  and  deacons,  or  other  officers,  to  assemble  together  and 
scute,  under  their  hand  and  seals,  a  certificate,  stating  therein  the 
me  by  which  they  and  their  successors  in  office  shall  forever  there- 
er  be  called  and  known,  which  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  or 
rred,  and  recorded  as  herein  before  directed;  whereupon  such  per- 
is, tod  their  successors  in  office,  shall  In  a  body  corporate,  by  the 
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name  expressed  in  such  certificate,  with  all  the  rights,  powen  ud 
privileges  of  other  religious  corporations,  constituted  acoordbg  U 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter.'9  |'a 

The  Rector,  Warden  and  Vestrymen  being,  in  virtue  of  their  cfiet,     f 
constituted  the  Trustees  of  the  Church,  within  the  meaning  of  tk 
law,  they  are  the  proper  persons  to  assemble  and  execute  the  cartH- 
cate  required  by  the  Act. 

The  manner  of  proceeding,  in  order  that  a  Church  or  Ooogmste 
may  become  Incorporated  under  the  provisions  above  rectted,iiii 
follows: 

1st.  When  a  Church  or  Congregation  has  been  duly  organised  is 
a  Parish,  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Chuch, 
the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  will  assemble  together,  sad 
execute  under  their  hands  and  seals  a  certificate,  in  the  foDowisf 
form:

with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  by  law  appertaining  thereto.

The  certificate,  thus  duly  acknowledged,  must  then  be  record- 
td  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county  within 
which  the  Chnrch  is  situated,  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  kept  for  that 
purpose,  and  who  is  entitled  to  receive  seventy-five  cents  for  such  re- 
cording. An  Act  entitled  A::  Act  to  Amend  chapter  forty -seven, 
title  thirteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  for  other  purposes,"  ap- 
proved April  2,  1853,  provides  that  the  several  Clerks  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  this  State,  cot  yet  supplied  with  suitable  books  for 
recording  the  certificates  aforesaid,  shall  immediately  procure  such 
book  at  the  expense  of  the  County. 

The  certificate  thus  recorded,  the  act  of  Incorporation  is  complete, 
and  the  Church  by  the  name  expressed  in  the  certificate,  is  a  body 
corporate,  invested  with  oil  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  of  reli- 
gious corporations,  constituted  according  to  the  provisions  of  Chant. 
47  of  the  Revised  Statutes;  which  vests  in  the  Rector,  Wardens  and 
Vestry  power,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  "to  take  into  their  posses- 
sion and  custody  all  the  temporalities  'of  the  Chnrch,  whether  the 
same  shall  consist  of  real  or  personal  estate,  and  whether  the  same 
may  have  been  given,  granted  or  devised,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
such  Church,  or  to  any  other  person  or  persons  for  its  use." 

The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  may  also,  "in  their  corporate 
name,  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  they  may  recover 
and  bold  all  the  debts,  demands,  rights  and  privileges,  all  churches, 
buildings,  burying  places,  and  all  the  estate  and  appurtenances  be- 
longing to  such  chnrch,  in  whatever  manner  the  same  may  have  been 
acquired,  or  in  whose  hands  soever  the  same  may  be  held,  as  fully 
and  amply  as  if  the  right  and  title  thereto  had  been  originally  vested 
in  the  said  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen;  and  they  may  hold 
other  real  and  pergonal  estate,  and  demise,  lease  and  improve  the 
same;  lint  the  whole  of  such  estate,  real  and  personal,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  yearly  value  or  income  of  three  thousand  dollars."  They 
may  also  "alter  or  repair  the  church,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the 
congregation,  erect  churches  and  dwelling  houses  for  their  ministers, 
and  other  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  church  or  congregation. 

They  have  also  "authority  to  make  rales  and  orders  for  managing 
the  temporal  affairs  of  such  Church  or  congregation,  and  to  dispose 
of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  to  order  and  regulate  the  not- 
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ing  of  pews  or  slips  in  their  churches,  and  the  perquisite  for  the 
breaking  of  the  ground  in  the  cemetery  or  church  yard,  tod  in  the 
churches,  for  burying  the  dea<L*' 

The  Organization  and  Incorporation  of  a  Parish  does  not  adnutit 
into  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  Tte 
manner  of  proceeding,  in  order  to  admission  into  Union  with  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention,  is  as  follows: 

ADMISSION. 

When  any  new  Parish,  being  duly  organized  and  incorporated,  de- 
sires to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  the 
Wardens  of  the  same  should  forward  or  present  to  the  President  of 
the  Convention  a  copy   of  the  Constitution  of  their  Parish.   Tha 
Constitution  must  expressly  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doc- 
trines, Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chnfth 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitution  and  Ctnoei 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese.    They  ibodi 
also  certify  that  the  Constitution  has  been  duly  adopted  by  the  Par- 
ish making  application,  and  subscribe  to  the  same  in  their  official  ca- 
pacity as  Wardens.    They  should  also  forward  or  present  to  the 
Convention,  through  its  President,  a  certificate  that  the  Parish  so  ap- 
plying is  duly  incorporated  and  regularly  organized  by  the  election  of 
two  Wardens  and  at  least  three  Vestrymen,  and  has  had  an  exwtesee 
of  at  least  twelve  months,  which  certificate  should  also  be  signed  by 
the  Rector  or  Minister  of  the  Parish,  if  there  be  one.    TTiese  paper* 
may  properly  be  forwarded   by  one  or  more  Deputies,  elected  to  i* 
present  the  Parish  in  Convention,  provided  it  be  admitted  into  onion 
These  steps  being  taken,  it  only  remains  for  the  Convention  to  aC* 
upon  tho  application,  after  referring  it  to  the   proper  Committee  ft> 
examination.    See  Art.  X  of  the  Diocesan  Constitution   and  Cans 
XII. 

ELECTION  OF  MINISTER. 

The  Rector  or  Minister  of  the  Parish  is  to  be  elected  by  the  V« 
try.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  General  Canon  XIV,  < 
1853: 

Sec.  1.  It  is  hereby  required,  that  on  the  election  of  a  Minisfe 
into  any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  I 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standio 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  foro 
or  to  this  effect:

Of  the  mod*  of  ■retiring  an  accurate  rtow  of  the  ntate  of  the  Church  from  time  to  time, 

SnoTiox  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Chuich,  from  time 
to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Mtnister  of 
this  Church,  or  if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  the  Warden*  shall  present  or  cause  to 
be  delivered  on  or  before  the  tint  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bish- 
op of  the  Diocese,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion, a  statement  of  the  number  of  'Haptisnis,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and 
Funerals,  and  the  number  of  Communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church;  also,  the 
state  and  condition  of  the  Sunday  bchools  in  his  Parish;  also,  the  amount  of 
the  Communion  Alms,  the  Contributions  for  Missions,  Diocesan,  Domestic  and 
Foreign,  for  Parochial  Schools,  for  Church  purposes  iu  general,  and  of  all  other 
matters  that  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  clergyman, 
not  regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the  occasional 
service*  he  may  have  performed,  and  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the 
causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such 
parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Convention,  and 
■hall  be  entered  on  the  Journal*  thereof.

CANON  IV. 

Parochial  KetriPten*  »ni  Report*. 

In  every  Congregation,  the  Church  Wardens  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Parish,  provide  a  proper  book,  iu  which  the  Minister,  or  if  the  Paiish  be  va- 
cant, one  of  the  Wardens,  Khali  record  the  names  of  all  persons  Baptised,  Mar- 
ried and  Buried,  together  with  a  list  of  persons  Confirmed,  and  of  those  who 
are  Communicants  of  the  Church,  with  the  date  of  every  event  recorded,  which 
shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  person  recording.

Dkak  RKKrmu.N  : 

Our  last  Convent  inn  was  held  at  Fond  dn  Lac.  and  adjourned 
•Jth  of  June,  IS.V.). 

One  of  my  first  acts  after  the  adjournment  was  to  receive  tin*  R 
John  (i .  Gassinanu  into  this  Diocese  from  Illinois.  He  was  elected  r 
tor  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Geneva,  and  wo*  faithful 
the  performance  of  his  ministerial  duties  while  he  remained  there.  I 
he  soon  resigned  that  interesting  -tat ion,  x\m\  was  transferred  hv  i 
■*  "■  ; *   *  •  c..i;flir„ia. 
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Sunday,  12th  June,  was  devoted  by  me  to  St.  John's  Church,  Milwuti- 
ec.  Here  I  preached  twice  and  baptized  an  infant ;  at  night  I  con- 
irnied  seven  persons  at  St.  Paul's. 

On  the  lfttli  and  the  two  following  days,  I  attended  the  meetings  of 
he  Hoard  of  Trustees,  of  Nashotnh. 

During  the  same  (icriod,  the  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  passed  their 
hn*  canonical  examinations.  On  the  17th,  I  was  present  at  the  meet- 
nj?  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  presided  at  our 
Diocesan  Board  of  Mission*.  While  on  the  18th,  the  Rev.  S.  S. 
Ktheridgc  was  received  into  Wisconsin  from  Michigan,  and  on  the 
Ham?  da v  Simeon  Palmar  became  a  candidate  for  holv  orders. 

Sunday  the   19th  was  a  day  of  peculiar  interest.     Assisted  by  my 
Rt.  liev.  brethren,  tin*  bishops  of  Michigan  and  Indiana,  and  in  the  pres- 
ide of  clergyman  from  our  own  and  other  Dioceses,  and  of  a  large 
body  of  the  laity.   I  admitted,  in  Nashotnh  Chapel,  Nathaniel  Bin* 
High,  T.  M.  Beilly,  Edward  Seymour.  (Jen.  Stewart  and  M.  Leander 
\  HVller,  to  the  holy  ord<T  of  Deacons,  and  the  Kev.  J.  (r.  (iassmann. 
Theodore  I.  Holcomb  and  Samuel  Smith  Ethoridgo,  to  the  Priesthood. 
Of  these  gentlemen,   two   of  them  belonged  to  the  Diocese  of  Mi?- 
ns<ippi,  namely,  Messrs.  Stewart  and  Weller,  and  were  ordained  by  me 
•I  the  request  of  their  beloved  Diocesan. 

A*  missionary  Bishop,  I  left  home  :20th  of  Jr.no  Jr.  visit  Minnesota, 
mid  continued  there  until  the  loth  of  J'lly.  Peril: t  this  jieriod.  1 
Tossed  the  St.  Croix,  and  on  the  tMth  June,  visited  Hudson  and  Pres- 
•titt.  Both  these  places  have  occasionally  b^en  supplied  by  clergy- 
iii*n  from  Minnesota.  On  thi^  occasion  I  was  acconi])anied  by  the 
lli-v.  Ezra  Jones,  who  preached  to  a  largo  congregation  at  Hudson,  in 
!i»»  Court  House.  At  I h"  latter  place  I  preached  and  was  assisted  by 
Iih  i»ev.  Mr.  Williamson  in  tlr  service >. 

A i  Waukesha,  (then  vacant/)  on  Sunday,  17th  July.  I  preached 
[wire,  baptized  two  adulN  :i*icl  a  boy.  administered  the  Holy  Eucharist 
it  ml  <-«iufirnicd  five  p<rs<m>.  Mr.  Ammi  M.  Lewis,  a  student  of  Xa- 
^mtali.  lias  been  of  great  service  to  this  |»::ri-!»  a-  a   lay  read',  r. 

On  the  20th  Julv.  I  Parted  fur  Kansas,   which  was  then  a  part  of 
tin  Missionary  field  and  n-tum-.d  therefrom.  1  Tt h  August. 

The  21«t  Amru*f  was  d-'vi.tod  to  "Nashotah.     Here  1  pivaehed.  n*m 
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sisted  at  the  Holy  Communion,  and  at  Evening  Prayer,  delivered  an 
address  to  the  students  on  Missions. 

The  28th  was  given  to  Milwaukee.  In  the  morning,  I  preached  if 
St.  John's,  and  in  the  evening  I  preached  and  read  Prayers  at  St. 
Paul's. 

I  sj>ent  the  4th  September  at  the  still  vacant  parish  of  Waukerin. 
Here  I  preached  twice  ami  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

On  the  Oth  and  7th.  we  were  favored  with  a  visit  at  Nashotah  from 
Bishop  Payne.  He  addressed  the  students  on  the  important  subject  of 
Foreign  Missions,  and  assisted  us  in  breaking  ground  for  a  new  chapel. 
The  Bishop's  modesty,  sincerity  and  piety  made  a  most  favorable  in- 
pression. 

Part  of  two  days  were  now  spent  at  Racine,  where  arrangement? 
were  made,  in  the  most  delightful  spirit,  by  the  trustees  of  our  variuos 
Seminaries,  which  will  result,  I  fondly  hope,  not  only  in  promoting  the 
welfare  and  increase  of  the  theological  school  at  Nashotah.  but  in  at- 
tracting the  attention  of  those  parents  to  ttacine  College,  who  ow 
anxious  that  their  boys  should  become  thorough  scholars  and  true 
christian  gentlemen.  I  solicit  your  earnest  co-o]>eration  in  building 
up  and  sustaining  this  most  useful  Institution. 

On  the  11th,  I  visited  the  vacant  j>arish  at  Kenosha,  and  was  as- 
sisted in  the  services  of  the  day  by  the  Uev.

•f  four  Churches,  viz.:  St.  Stephen's,  Menashn,  a  new  Church  in  the 
toce  of  the  old  one,  at  Watertown,  the  new  Chapel  at  Nashotah,  and 
irace  Church,  Ripon. 

Not  a  Church  has  been  consecrated,  yet  I  have  opened,  with  appro- 
•riate  services,  the  building  in  Milwaukee  that  was  erected  by  the 
fiends  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Richmond,  and  where  a  large  congregation 
M  been  collected ;  and  I  likewise  opened  the  building  which  has  been 
ected  through  the  exertions  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pedelupe,  in  the  same 
:y.  Both  these  edifices  arc  on  land  not  yet  in  possession  of  the 
urch.  The  comfortable  room,  in  the  town  of  Summit,  in  Waukc- 
1  county,  which  has  been  appropriated  by  Mr.  Edgerton,  for  Public 
>rship,  and  where  a  large  congregation  assembles  for  Divine  Service, 
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was  never  intended  for  a  Church.    I  was  there  at  its  opening  and  used 
appropriate  collects. 

According  to  the  statements  already  made,  yon  will  have  obwrved 
that,  in  anion  with  several  of  my  Right  Rev.  Brethren,  I  consecrate! 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Whipple,  Bishop  for  Minnesota,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  TU» 
bot,  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  North- West. 

I  have  attended  two  funerals,  and  celebrated  one  marriage. 

Among  the  many  places  to  which  our  attention  should  be  directed, 
and  which  ought  to  be  statedly  visited  by  missionaries,  are  Jural, 
Iloricon,  Platteville,  Lancaster,  Mauston,  Oakfield,  Waupun,  Black 
River  Falls,  Hudson,  Sparta  and  Ozaukee.  I  regret  to  state  that  the 
parishes  at  Geneva,  Superior,  Portage  and  Prairie  du  Chien,  with  sw- 
orn! others,  continue  unsupplicd.  Ought  we  not  have  quarterly  instead 
of  annual  contributions  for  our  Diocesan  Missions  ?  There  are  maj 
estimable  members  of  the  Church  scattered  throughout  the  Diocese, 
to  whom,  as  early  as  possible,  we  should  afford  the  privileges  and  c» 
solations  of  our  holy  religion.  Our  missionaries  ought  to  be  mow 
than  double.     Shall  this  be  done  ? 

Hereafter,  I  hope  to  devote  more  time  than  I  have  heretofore  to 
the  interests  of  the  Diocese.  During  the  past  conventional  year,  1 
visited,  for  the  last  time,  Minnesota  and  Kansas,  attendance  upon  the 
General  Convention,  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Talbot,  aud  the 
journey  1  made  for  the  benefit  of  Xashotah,  demanded  a  considerable 
portion  of  my  attention. 

The  changes  in  the  Diocese  have  been  very  frequent.  The  Re*- 
John  G.  Gassmnnn,  as  already  mentioned,  was  received  from  Mintf* 
and  soon  after  transferred  to  California,  where  we  learn  he  is  doing* 
good  work. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  S.  Etheridge  was  received  from  Michigan,  bat 
has  been  transferred  to  California.

When  the  congre- 
gation has  acquired  strength,  then,  and  not  until  then,  and  with  til  the 
aid  which  the  members  thereof  can  obtain  from  their  friend*,  should 
the  permanent  building,  characterized  by  beauty  and  correct  udt 
tectural  taste,  l>e  built  to  the  praise  and  glory  of  Almighty  God. 

Dear  brethren,  let  meekness  and  forbearance,  kindness  and  love 
characterize  our  deliberations.  And  may  we  in  all  our  doings  be 
guided  and  strengthened  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  be  enabled  *)  to  tct, 
as  to  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour  in  all  things.

Zion.

The  settlements  in  that  region  of  the  Diocese  being  so  new,  and  the 
friends  so  scattered,  it  will  be  impossible,  probably,  for  the  little  band 
of  Church  worshippers  there  to  offer  such  inducements  as  any  stranger 
clergyman  will  be  iikely  to  deem  sufficient,  even  with  the  generous  aid 
extended  to  them  for  the  past  two  years,  by  both  the  Domestic  and 
the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  ;  and  hence  they  will,  it  is  most  like- 
ly, remain  without  any  further  gospel  privileges,  except  such  as  lay 
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services  and  the  use  of  such  S.  S.  books,  Prayer  Books  and  Bibles, 
will  derive  to  them.  Of  these  hooks  they  have  a  good  supply,  hiviar 
received  by  donation  over  200  volumes  of  the  first,  and  a  goodly  nn» 
ber  of  Praver  Books  and  Bibles .  Two  of  the  Sunday  schools  I  oniuii* 
ed  are  continued,  and  these  books  used.  Lay  reading  is  regularly  kept 
up  in  the  parish.  If  a  Missionary  should  ever  be  stationed  at  Hudwn, 
where  there  is  still  a  real  need  of  one,  it  would  be  well  worth  while  to 
give  some  attention  to  this  jioiut.

ORGANIZATION. 

No  Parish  or  Church  is  ever  organized  except  with  the  intention, 
sooner  or  later,  of  obtaining  the  services  of  a  ( 'Icrgymaii  to  minister 
at  its  Altar.  Care  should  therefore  lie  taken,  not  lo  interfere  *HI 
the  Canonical  rights  of  anv  other  Clergvmanbv  organizing  within tiw 
bounds  of  hi<  Parish. 

"Where  Parish  boundaries  are  not  defined  by  law  or  otlienri*. " 
the  Digest  of  Caiinns  of  General  Convention,  Title  I,  Canon  XII- 
§  YT,  provide*  that,  "Parochial  boundaries  shall  be  the  limits** 
now  fixed  by  law.  of  any  village,  town,  township,  incorporntetl  boiu 
oiiffli,  citv,  or  the  limits  of  some  division  thereof  which  mav  havebeti 
recognized  by  the  Hishop,  acting  with  th<^  advice  and  consent  of  tK 
Standing  Coinmittee,  as  constituting  the  boundaries  of  a  parish." 

If  there  be  but  one  church  or  congregation  within  the  limits  of  sn(J 
village,  town,  township,  borough,  city,  or  such  division  of  a  city  of 
town  as  herein  provided,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  the  parochial  cure «

edged  or  proved,  and  recorded  as  herein  before  directed;  whereo}*) 
such  persons,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  a  IhhIv  corponti 
by  the  name  expressed  in  such  certificate,  with  all  the  rights,  pnwa 
and  privileges  of  other  religious  corporations,  constituted  atrordingt 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter." 

The  Rector,  Warden  and  Vestrymen  being,  in  virtue  of  their  office 
constituted  Trusters  of  the  Church,  within  the  meaning  of  the  law 
they  are  the  proper  persons  to  assemble  and  execute  the  certificate n 
quired  by  the  Act. 

The  manner  of  proceeding,  in  order  that  a  Church  or  Congregate 
may  become  .Incorporated  under  the  provisions  above  recited,  isasfW 
lows  :

custody  all  the  temporalities  of  the  Church,  whether  the  same 
sist  of  real  or  personal  estate,  and  whether  the  same  may 
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have  been  given,  granted  or  devised,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  rack 
Church,  or  to  any  other  person  or  persons  for  its  use/' 

The  lleetor,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  may  also,  "  in  their  corporate 
name,  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  they  may  recover 
and  hold  all  the  debts,  demands,  rights  and  privileges,  all  churche*. 
buildings,  burying  places,  and  all  the  estate  and  appurtenances  lielonp- 
ing  to  such  church,  in  whatever  manner  the  same  may  have  lieeu  ac- 
quired, or  in  whose  hands  soever  the  same  may  lie  held,  as  fully  and 
amply  as  if  the  right  and  title  thereto  had  been  originally  vested  in 
the  said  Rector.  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  ;  and  thev  mav  hold  other 
real  and  personal  estate,  and  demise,  lease  and  improve  the  same;  but 
the  whole  of  such  estate,  real  and  personal,  shall  not  exceed  the  year- 
ly value  or  income  of  three  thousand  dollars."  Thev  mav  also  "alter 
or  repair  the  church,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  congregation, 
erect,  churches  and  dwelling  houses  for  their  ministers,  and  other  build- 
ings for  the  us"  of  the  church  or  congregation. 

Thev  have  also  "authority  to  make  rules  and  orders  for  maiuijrinjT 
the  temporal  a  flair  of  such  church  or  congregation,  and  to  ilisposv 
of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  to  order  and  regulate  the  rent- 
ing of  pews  or  >lips  in  their  churches,  and  the  perquisites  fur  tin* 
breaking  of  the  ground  in  the  cemeterv  or  church  vartl,  and  in  the 
churches,  fur  burring  the  dead." 

The  Organization  and  Incorporation  of  a  Parish  does  not  admit 
it  into  I'moii  with  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  Tin- 
maimer  of  proceeding,  in  order  to  admission  into  Union  with  the  Pi'»- 
ccsan  Convention,  is  as  follows  : 

ADMISSION. 

When  any  new  Parish,  being  duly  organized  and  incorporated,  di- 
>ires  to  he  admitted  into  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  the 
Wardens  of  thermic  should  forward  or  present  to  the  President  of 
the  Convention  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  their  Parish.  This 
Constituiioii  must  expressly  accede  to  the  Constitution.  Canons.  .Doc- 
trines, Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  dated  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Pi'' »tcst ant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese.  They  should 
also  certify  that  the  Constitution  has  been  duly  adopted  by  the  Par- 
ish making  application,  and  subscribe  to  the  same  in  their  official  ca- 
pacity as  Wardens.  They  should  also  forward  or  present  to  the 
Convention,  through  its  President,  a  certificate  that  the  Parish  soap- 
prying  is  duly  incorporated  and  regularly  organized  by  the  election  of 
two  Wardens,  and  at  least  three  Vestrymen,  and  has  had  an  existence 
of  at  least  twelve  months,  which  certificate  should  also  be  Mgned  hv 
the  IW'tor  or  .Minister  of  the  Parish,  if  there  be  one.  These  p:i|»crs 
may  properly  be  forwarded  by  one  or  more  Deputies,  elected  to  re- 
present the  Parish  in  Convention,  provided  it  be  admitted  into  union. 
These  st»'ps  being  taken,  it  only  remains  for  the  Convention  to  act 
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the  application,  after  referring  it  to  the  proper  Committee  for 
riuation.     See  Art.  X  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  and  Canon  XII.

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RULES  OF  ORDER, 


ADOPTED  IN  PRIMARY  CONVENTION,   1847. 


1.  The  Morning  Service  of  the  Church  shall  be  performed  every  day 
during  the  session  of  the  Convention. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  chair. 

.   3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Conven- 
tion, unless  he  have  leave  of  the  chair. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  Convention,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

iS.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention,  unless 
seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

8.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be 
made,  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or 
postpone  it  ;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  !>e  decided  without  debate.  A  question  on  amendment  shall  be 
decided  before  the  original  motion. 

9.  All  Committees,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

10.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  everv  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  chair.

Bitch  business  only  as  the  Bishop  may  designate. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  every  parish  in 
the  Diocese  to  make  a  special  collection  for  Diocesan  Missions,  in 
time  of  Morning  Service  on  some  Sunday  in  each  of  the  months  of 
March,  June,  September  and  December,  and  to  transmit  the  same 
immediately  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund, 
to  be  subject  to  the  disposition  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  4.  No  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  unless 
lie  shall  first  have  been  nominated  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  5.  The  Missionaries  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  appointed  to 
do  duty  at  stations,  or  as  itinerants  over  specified  districts,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Board. 

Sec  6.  No  itinerant  Missionary  receiving  a  salary  from  the 
Board,  may  receive  any  salary  from  the  missionary  district  to  which 
he  may  be  appointed,  nor  from  any  other  source,  except  from  the 
Domestic  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  T.  At  every  service  at  which  an  itinerant  Missionary  of 
the  Board  officiates,  in  his  station  or  district,  a  collection  shall  be 
made  for  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund,  and  an  account  of  the 
same  shall  be  rendered  quarterly  before  he  receives  his  salary. 

Sec.  8.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  of  the  Diocese  hav- 
ing a  pastoral  charge,  to  preach  frequently  on  behalf  of  Diocesan 
Missions,  and  to  use  every  means  in  his  power  to  interest  his  peo- 
ple in  the  vigorous  support  of  their  missions. 

Rev.  Mr.  Beers  from  Committee  on  the  Bishop's  Address,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was,  on  motion,  accepted  and  the  Com- 
mittee discharged.

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Bishop's  Address, 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  find  attention  directed 
to  two  subjects,  which  your  committee  think  ought  to  receive  some 
action  in  the  Convention.  The  first  of  these  subjects  relates  to 
the  list  of  Parishes,  which  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  thinks

ing of  the  impropriety  of  retaining  on  the  list  Parishes  that  km 
ceased  to  have  any  practical  existence,  assessments  for  Diocma 
purposes  are  made  from  the  list,  and  thus  deficiencies  arise,  becu» 
many  of  the  parishes  have  ceased  to  exist.  The  next  subject  to 
which  the  Bishop  calls  your  attention,  relates  to  the  appointment 
of  an  agent  to  take  charge  of  the  Deeds  of  lands  donated  or  to  be 
donated  for  the  benefit  of  Churches  which  may  hereafter  be  erect- 
ed.     Your  Committee  therefore  beg  leave  to   recommend  the

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Daring  the  whole  of  the  week  beginning  with  Monday  the  95th, 
I  was  at  Nashotah,  assisting  in  the  daily  services  and  atteadhg 
the  annual  examinations  of  the  students.  On  Wednesday  night  I 
attended  the  missionary  meeting  of  the  students,  and  spoke  npoe 
that  sacred  subject,  in  which  they  appeared  deeply  interested.  The 
29th  was  devoted  to  the  joint  commemoration  with  St.  Angustfltfi 
Missionary  College,  Canterbury,  England,  and  the  General  Semi- 
nary of  our  Church  in  New  York.  Many  clerical  and  lay  ftieadi 
were  present.  I  participated  in  the  services  and  consecrated  the 
Eucharist.  The  sermon  was  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clarkson,  of  Chic* 
go.  During  the  same  day  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  StandiBg 
Committee  and  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Sunday  1st  July  was  to  me  a  delightful  and  very  busy  day,  st 
Janesville.  In  the  morning,  I  visited  the  Sunday  School  of  the 
new  parish  that  is  to  be  called  Christ  Church,  and  talked  to  the 
children  ;  then  in  the  school  house  now  occupied  by  the  congrega- 
tion, I  preached  and  confirmed  thirteen  persons,  whom  I  addrca> 
ed,  and  afterwards  I  consecrated  the  elements  and  assisted  ia  the 
administration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  I  preached  again  to  the 
same  congregation  during  the  afternoon,  and  at  night,  after  a  a* 
mon,  I  laid  my  hands  on  eleven  persons  in  Trinity  Church,  aai 
closed  with  exhorting  those  who  had  just  made  a  good  profeeaka 
before  many  witnesses,  to  faithfulness  and  perseverance. 

On  the  8th  I  was  at  Fond  du  Lac,  and  during  the  morning,  h 
the  presence  of  a  large  congregation,  preached,  and  confirmed  f ft 
persons.  In  the  afternoon,  Mr.  Strong  took  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beet- 
man  and  myself  eight  miles  to  Oakfield.  Here  in  a  very  crowded 
room,  and  assisted  by  the  choir  of  Fond  du  Lac,  we  celebrated 
Public  Worship.  I  preached  and  confirmed  four  persons.  Ha 
is  one  of  the  places  at  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman  has  occasion- 
ally officiated  as  his  health  permitted,  and  where  we  hope  in  dae 
time  to  have  a  parish  established. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman  kindly  accompanied  me,  and  we  spenfc 
the  night  of  the  9th  at  Oshkosh,  where  I  was  rejoiced  to  leeroa. 
that  the  parish  was  warmly  rallying  around  their  new  rector, 
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began  to  build  a  parsonage.  The  next  morning  we  were  join- 
y  tbe  Rev.  Mr.  Half,  and  that  evening  was  passed  at  Green 
.  The  11th  was  devoted  to  the  Oneidas.  The  Rev.  Mr.

to  the  13th  I  visited  the  school  of  Miss  Jones  at  Oconomowoc 
addressed  the  pupils.  This  is  an  admirable  Institution,  con- 
bed  by  members  of  the  Church,  and  richly  deserves  the  patron- 
of  all  those  parents  who  send  their  daughters  from  home  to  be 
»ted.  Here,  in  addition  to  all  necessary  branches  of  educa- 
,  special  care  is  taken  to  bring  them  up  in  the  nurture  and  ad- 
ition  of  the  Lord. 

"he  15th  was  given  to  our  self-denying  brother,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
inerd.  In  the  morning  I  preached  at  Beaver  Dam  and  con- 
led  seven  candidates.  The  congregation  here  is  yet  small.  Be- 
i  dark  I  was  at  Columbus,  where  I  celebrated  Divine  Service 
I  preached.  Here  we  have  a  few  well-disposed  members,  but 
re  does  not  appear  to  be  any  one  to  take  the  lead  in  sustaining 
j  parish. 

Accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brainerd,  I  visited  Portage  on 
b  16th,  baptized  two  children  and  preached.  This  once  flourish- 
g  parish,  though  greatly  discouraged  and  surrounded  by  difficul- 
*>  is  too  large  to  be  lost.     I  determined  with  God's  blessing  to 
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secure  for  them  a  clergyman.  The  church  was  well  filled  and  tb 
music  and  responses  were  excellent. 

I  preached  at  Ripon  the  night  of  the  20th,  on  my  way  to  tb 
parishes  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bartlettt,  with  whom  I  spent  Safe? 
the  22nd.  In  the  morning  of  that  day  I  preached  at  Mnqntts 
and  confirmed  three  persons,  and  daring  the  afternoon  I  preached 
at  Kingston. 

I  now  spent  several  days  at  Racine  College,  assisted  fnthschp* 
el  services,  attended  the  examination  and  likewise  a  meeting  of  (to 
Board  of  Trustees.  At  the  afternoon  service  of  the  24th  I  pratt 
ed  and  confirmed  one  person.  On  the  morning  of  the  26th  I  ad- 
dressed the  meritorious  students,  consecrated  the  elements  is  As 
Holy  Communion  and  administered  to  the  clergy.

On  board  the  steamer  Lady  Elgin  I  met  some  trimb, 
and  was  rejoiced  to  find  our  brother  the  Rev.  Mr.  Nichols  smMf 
them.  The  boat  being  detained  the  whole  of  Sunday  morning  tb 
12th  at  Ontonagon,  I  went  ashore  and  preached  and  adnrinistend 
the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  Church  of  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Seymon; 
late  of  Racine  College,  had  just  become  the  minister.  Most  of 
the  passengers  were  present  and  a  few  of  them  received  the  Oo* 
munion.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Nichols  and  Seymour  assisted  in  the 
services.    Ontonagon  is  in  Michigan. 

I  remained  a  few  days  at  Bayfield,  where  I  celebrated  Ditto 
Service  and  preached  on  the  13th  ;  and  the  next  day  admmistanA» 
the  Holy  Communion  to  two  persons,  one  of  which  was

I  vas  landed  at  an  early  hour  on  Sunday  morning  the  26th  at 
and  preached  both  morning  and  evening  at  St.  John's, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Smith. 
On  the  81st,  while  attending  Morning  Prayer  at  the  Nashotah 
Chapel,  I  baptized  an  infant. 

The  2nd  of  August  was  devoted  to  Madison.  Here  I  preached 
twice,  assisted  at  the  Eucharist,  visited  the  Sunday  School  and 
confirmed  six  persons. 

With  several  of  the  clergy  I  visited  Beaver  Dam  and  consecra- 
ted St.  Mark's  Church,  which  has  been  erected  through  the  unti- 
riaj  efforts  of  the  minister,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brainerd,  who  travelled 
Qtendvely  to  accomplish  his  object.  During  the  day  we  had 
ftree  services,  at  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Palmer  of  Boston,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Ashley  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Durlin  preached. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Goodnough  met  me  on  the  9th  at  Oshkosh. — 
Sere  I  preached,  confirmed  six  persons  and  visited  the  Sunday 
fehool. 

At  Oconomowoc  on  the  10  th  September  I  preached  twice  and 
••^firmed  seven  persons. 
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On  the  22nd,  accompanied  by  the  Rey.  Mr.  Sorenson  I  preacfe- 
ed  at  Weyawega  to  a  small  congregation.  Our  prospects  here  tie 
by  no  means  encouraging. 

Sunday  the  23d  was  devoted  to  Waupaca.  We  worshipped  ia 
an  upper  room  which  was  well  filled.  The  responses  were  exeelkat 
and  the  singing  good.  The  missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Soream 
baptized  five  adults  and  presented  eleven  persons,  who  in  confinm- 
tion  took  upon  themselves  their  baptismal  vowb.  Then  im 
about  twenty-five  communicants.    I  preached  twice. 

At  the  opening  of  Nashotah  on  the  29th  I  united  in  the  serried 
in  the  chapel  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper.  Hie  sera* 
was  by  Professor  Kemper. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  G.  Armstrong  has  returned  to  the  Diocese  aid 
resides  at  his  own  house  in  Lisbon,  where,  and  at  other  places,  at 
officiates.  I  was  with  him  at  Lisbon  on  the  30th  where  I  preach- 
ed and  confirmed  five  persons.  There  were  about  twenty-five  conv 
municants. 

St.  Paul's  Church  at  Watertown  was  consecrated  by  me  on  the 
4  th  October.  The  erection  of  this  new  building  does  great  credit 
to  the  congregation.  Several  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  ww 
present,  who  participated  in  the  services.  The  Holy  OommmioB 
was  administered.     I  preached. 

At  South  Side,  within  the  parochial  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Stoy,  I  preached  on  the  7th,  visited  the  Sunday  School,  and  con- 
firmed ten  persons. 

On  the  12th  in  Milwaukee  I  assisted  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ashley  at  St 
Paul's  Church  in  Morning  Prayer. 

The  13th  and  14th  were  appropriated  to  Portage,  where  I  heH 
three  services  and  preached  at  each,  baptized  two  children,  admit- 
istered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  30  persons,  and  visited  most  of  the 
families  belonging  to  the  Church.  My  hopes  of  the  revival  of  Una 
parish  became  very  sanguine. 

On  the  21st  I  was  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spalding  at  Janesvilte, 
who,  with  every  prospect  of  success,  is  establishing  a  second  par- 
ish..   The  room  in  which  the  new  congregation  assemble  was  w^$ 
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Hied.  I  preached,  and  laid  my  hands  in  confirmation  on  seventeen 
candidates,  all  of  whom,  with  about  thirty-three  others,  participa- 
ted of  the  Holy  Communion.  I  preached  at  the  same  place  during 
the  afternoon,  and  ventured  upon  a  third  sermon  at  night  in  Trinity 
Chinch. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Edmunds,  amidst  many  difficulties  and  trials,  is 
mdeavoring  to  erect  a  House  of  Worship  at  Menasha.  There  are  a 
few,  and  but  a  few,  who  cheer  and  aid  him.  By  constant  vigilance 
Mi  his  part  and  the  strictest  economy  a  church  will  be  completed 
for  $1600.  The  building  will  be  in  good  taste.  Here  I  spent  the 
18th  of  October,  when  in  a  room  I  preached  twice,  confirmed  one 
person  and  visited  the  Sunday  School. 

In  Nashotah  Chapel,  on  the  31st  I  baptized  and  confirmed  an 
■dnlt. 

On  the  4th  of  November  I  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eeene  at  St. 
John's  Church  Milwaukee  in  the  Service  and  at  the  Holy  Com- 
munion.   I  preached  both  morning  and  night. 

I  was  at  Delavan  with  several  of  the  clergy  on  the  11th  of  No- 
vember. Here  I  admitted  the  Rev.  Albert  Scott  Nicholson  to 
the  Priesthood  and  confirmed  one  person  in  private.  The  sermon 
was  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beers. 

On  the  15th  I  laid  the  corner  stone  of  Grace  Church  at  Oak- 
field,  and  delivered  an  address.  In  the  evening  I  preached  and 
baptized  two  children.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Keene  and  Eastman 
were  present  and  assisting. 

Green  Bay  being  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Greene,  I  went  there  on  the  17  th  and  at  night  celebrated  Divine 
8ervice,  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons.  The  next  day  being 
8anday,  besides  visiting  and  catechizing  the  children  of  the  Sunday 
8chool  I  had  two  full  services  and  Communion. 

Returning  home  I  stopped  at  Appleton,  and  in  the  evening  held 
Public  Worship,  preached  and  baptized  an  infant.  The  prospect 
of  establishing  a  congregation  here  is  by  no  means  encouraging. 

The  vacant  station  of  Prairie  du  Chien  was  visited  by  me  on  the 
25th,  when  I  preached  twice  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper 
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to  six  persons.  At  the  beginning  of  the  promt  year  the  Bar. 
Mr.  Pradt  kindly  agreed  to  devote  every  other  Sunday  to  tUi 
station;  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  he  is  at  last  encouraged 
concerning  it. 

I  was  again  at  Lisbon  on  the  29th,  when  the  Bar.  Mr.  Ala- 
strong  presented  six  more  candidates  for  confirmation.  Besides 
addressing  the  recipients  of  this  sacred  rite,  I  preached. 

At  La  Crosse  on  the  2nd  December  I  preached  twice,  confined 
five  persons  and  assisted  in  the  Communion.  We  had  fall  congn* 
gations.  The  worship  was  in  a  hired  building.  I  heard  sou* 
thing  of  the  erection  of  a  Church  during  the  present  year. 

On  the  4th  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Nashotah  at 
my  residence.  The  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson  was  "appointed 
agent. 

On  the  9th  I  preached  at  St.  Jamas',  Milwaukee,  and  baptiad 
the  infant  daughter  of  the  Rector. 

That  night  in  the  presence  of  a  crowded  audience  I  contend 
in  St.  Paul's  Church  forty-five  persons,  and  preached.  The  Rector 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Keene  were  present  and  assisted. 

On  the  11th  I  participated  in  the  Morning  Prayer  at  Nashotak 
Chapel. 

The  16th  was  devoted  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Young  to 
Sparta.  I  preached  in  the  morning  and  read  prayers  at  night,— 
and  immediately  afterwards,  in  a  parlor  for  the  accommodation  of 
an  aged  and  infirm  member,  the  Holy  Supper  was  administered  to 
nine  communicants. 

Being  at  Racine  on  the  concerns  of  the  College,  I  partStipatdis 
the  daily  worship,  and  preached  to  the  students  on  St.  Thorns!1 
Day. 

The  23d  was  spent  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond.    I  preached 
in  the  morning.    In  the  afternoon  I  visited  his  large  and  flourish- 
ing Sunday  School  and  talked  to  the  children.    Then  I  went  with 
him  to  the  Church  of  the  Atonement,  of  which  he  had  just  taken 
charge,  and  participated  in  the  services.     At  night  in  his  oro 
Church,  the  Church  of  St.  Paul,  I  addressed  the  candidates,  laid 
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wy  hands  at  the  renewal  of  their  baptismal  vows  on  forty-five  per* 
and  preached 

The  privilege  was  granted  me  of  spending  the  Festival  of  our 
Lord's  Nativity  at  home,  surrounded  by  my  three  children 
my  six  grand-children.  In  the  morning  I  preached  at  Nasho- 
tah  Chapel,  confirmed  six  persons,  and  united  with  the  President 
and  professors  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  At 
light  I  was  at  Delafield  where  gifts  were  distributed  to  the  chil- 
dren.    I  addressed  these  lambs  of  the  fold. 

On  St.  Stephen's  Day,  in  Nashotah  Chapel  I  took  part  in  the 
wrrices  and  talked  to  the  children  who  were  assembled  to  receive 
prizes  for  good  behavior.  I  rejoice  to  record  the  interesting  fact 
that  several  Sunday  Schools  are  taught  by  the  students  through- 
out the  neighborhood  of  Nashotah. 

On  the  30th  I  was  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Engle  at  Manitowoc. — 
Early  in  the  morning  I  was  at  the  Sunday  School.  At  the  usual 
hour  of  worship  I  preached,  confirmed  seven,  and  exhorted  these 
candidates  to  press  forward  after  holiness.  In  the  afternoon  we 
were  at  Two  Rivers,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons. 
And  at  night,  in  private,  two  more  persons  were  confirmed  in 
Manitowoc  who  were  unable  to  attend  the  Morning  Service. 

Returning  home  I  spent  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  this  year 
with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman  at  Fond  du  Lac,  and  went  with  him 
to  his  Sunday  School  celebration  and  Festival. 

I  was  at  Delafield  on  the  6th.  Here  I  preached  twice,  confirm- 
ed five  persons  and  assisted  in  the  celebration  of  the  Eucharist. 

On  the  10th  I  met  several  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  to  con- 
silt  concerning  the  sacred  cause  of  Missions.  We  assembled  in 
St  Paul's  Church,  Milwaukee,  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Nichols  preach- 
ed in  the  morning.  Consultations  were  held  in  the  vestry  at  differ- 
ent times,  and  at  night  there  was  a  public  meeting,  when  several 
nfcresting  addresses  were  delivered.  I  participated  in  all  the  ex- 
ercises of  the  day. 

Sunday  the  13th  was  given  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Staples  at  Wau- 
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kesha.    I  preached  twice  and  baptbed  the  tnfluit  daughter  of  tto 

rector.    This  parish  has  suffered  greatly  by  removals. 

During  this  period  I  visited  occasionally  an  inestimable  and  u> 
ly  pious  neighbor.  On  the  14th  I  commended  her  departing  qW 
into  the  hands  of  our  heavenly  Father,  and  on  the  11th  attended 
her  funeral,  and  at  night  baptized  her  infant. 

The  23d  of  January  was  a  very  gratifying  day  to  our  mkw 
brother  the  Rev.  Mr.  Durlin  and  the  congregation  which  his  w 
nobly  aided  him  in  his  glorious  effort  Grace  Church  does  credk 
to  all  concerned.  It  is  well  and  handsomely  built  and  is  withoii 
the  slightest  debt.  Several  clergymen  assembled  to  participate  it 
the  solemnities  of  the  day.  I  consecrated  the  Church.  The  Pres- 
ident of  Racine  College  preached  in  the  morning  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Beers  in  the  evening. 

On  the  17th  of  February,  in  St.  James'  Church,  Milwaukee,  I 
preached  and  confirmed  thirteen  persons.  That  night  I  preached 
at  St.  Paul's. 

I  ought  to  mention,  perhaps,  that  being  on  my  way  to  visit  the 
Oneidas,  I  met  with  an  accident  on  the  19th  of  January,  near  Ap 
pleton,  by  which  my  right  shoulder  was  dislocated  and  the  am 
considerably  bruised;  my  face  was  likewise  injured.    The  Rev.W. 
Greene  and  wife  were  happily  with  me  in  the  stage  and  most  kind* 
ly  remained  to  take  care  of  me  from  Saturday  till  Monday.   The 
20th  was  the  first  Sunday  that  for  a  long,  long  time  I  had  bees 
detained  from  the  public  worship  of  Almighty  God.    With  a  ft* 
friends  we  had  the  Litany  during  the  morning  in  my  room,    fa 
the  afternoon  the  Rev.  Mr.  Greene  celebrated  Divine  Service  pub- 
licly and  preached  to  a  goodly  collection  of  people,  some  of  whom 
are  members  of  the  Church. 

Believing  that  without  injury  I  could  go  to  Ripon  and  consecrate 
the  church,  I  did  so;  and  on  the  25th,  accompanied  by  some  ofmj 
children  I  reached  home,  and  remained  there  in  great  quietness 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Warner  until  the  16th  of  Febroaijf 
when  I  was  enabled  through  the  loving  kindness  of  the  great  Head 
of  the  Church  to  resume  my  duties.

he  evening.  The  presbyters  Eeene  and  Durlin  as  well  as  myself 
pok*. 

On  the  21st  I  attended  another  missionary  meeting  at  Racine- 
3*  the  afternoon  Public  Worship  was  celebrated  and  an  able  ser* 
•on  preached  by  the  Bey.  Mr.  Staples.  We  assembled  again  at 
tight  in  the  Church  when  I  opened  with  some  collects  and  an  ad- 
and  was  followed  by  addresses  from  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Ingra» 
McNamara  and  DeKoven. 

The  next  morning  at  the  College  I  participated  in  the  services 
md  confirmed  one  person. 

I  had  intended  to  spend  Sunday  the  24th  at  Waupun,  where  I 

tew  there  were  two  or  three  persons  attached  to  the  Church. — 

As  our  Services  had  never  been  celebrated  there,  Mr.  Durlin  kind- 

\f  proposed  if  I  would  take  his  place  he  would  break  ground  at 

tktt  pleasant  village.

On  Sunday  3d  of  March  I  was  at  Whitewater,  where  I  preached 

Wee.    This  is  one  of  those  places  that  has  not  grown  of  late. — 

Ae  rector  though  in  delicate  health  is  laborious  and  faithful  and 

Jtoch  beloved. 

We  had  a  missionary  meeting  in  Nashotah  Chapel  the  evening 
tf  the  4th,  when  several  of  the  clergy  besides  myself  addressed  the 


The  9th  and  10th  were  passed  at  Jefferson  at  which  there  had 
fc*d  been  of  late  occasional  visits  from  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Eastman 
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and  Humphrey.  I  met  here  Mr.  Humphrey  who  wu  unceasing  k 
his  efforts,  and  the  results  were  highly  gratifying.  He  baptised 
ten  adults  and  twenty-six  children  and  presented  fifteen  person  fa 
confirmation.  On  the  9th  I  visited  an  ancient  couple  and  prayed 
with  them,  and  that  night  I  preached.  On  the  10th  we  had  tb 
Communion,  when  I  preached,  and  afterwards  visited  the  Soukf 
School.  At  night  there  was  the  confirmation  when  Mr.  Hnmptap 
preached  and  I  read  Prayers. 

Sunday  the  17  th  was  given  to  Fond  da  Lac.    I  preached  twi» 
and  confirmed  six  candidates. 

On  the  20th  1  was  again  among  the  Oneidas,  when  I  pretctod 
and  confirmed  twelve  persons.  I  had  a  gratifying  interview  wA 
Mr.  Bread  the  chief  who  expressed  great  solicitude  for  the  spot 
ual  improvement  of  his  people.  1  met  too  among  the  most  inh* 
ential  men  of  the  nation  more  than  one  person  who  had  been  edfr 
cated  at  an  early  day  at  Nashotah  Preparatory  School  I  la 
now  trying  to  obtain  from  the  Government  part  of  thatappiopm 
tion  that  is  yearly  made  by  Congress  for  the  education  of  India 
children.  All  the  denominations  around  us  have  enjoyed  the  be* 
efit  of  that  fund,  but  we  have  never  .received  the  slightest  aid  froa 
that  source  for  any  of  our  missions  among  the  aborigines.  Thai 
people  now  require  a  new  edition  of  the  Mohawk  Prayer  Boot- 
Churchmen,  1  trust,  throughout  the  United  States,  will  gladfy 
assist  in  its  publication. 

In  company  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Haff  of  Oshkosh,  I  virite& 
Butte  des  Morts  on  the  21st.  Here,  during  a  ministry  of  neatly 
two  years,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tolford  officiated  and  a  handsome  chuitl* 
was  erected.  1  found  this  building  unfinished  and  with  a  bar? 
debt  resting  upon  it.  The  congregation  is  quite  small  and  thiaB* 
unless  speedily  aided  they  will  be  compelled  to  sell  their  church.—— 
Bntte  des  Morts  would  make  the  centre  of  an  interesting 
promising  mission,  for  from  it  several  places  can  easily  be 
by  water. 

I  spent  Sunday  the  24th  of  March  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ashley 
He  presented  thirteen  candidates  for  confirmation.     I  pmeberf 
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twiee  to  fall  congregations.  I  had  the  privilege  both  on  Saturday 
•ad  Monday  of  attending  and  assisting  at  Daily  Prayers  in  St. 
Paul's. 

On  Monday  and  Tuesday  in  Passion  Week  I  was  at  Racine 
College,  where  I  preached  twice,  united  in  Morning  and  Evening 
Frayer  at  the  Chapel,  and  confirmed  three  of  the  students.  On 
Wednesday  at  Nashotah  I  baptized  an  adult  and  preached.  On 
Thursday  in  St.  Paul's,  Milwaukee,  I  took  part  in  the  Evening 
Aervice.  Oood  Friday  was  devoted  to  the  Church  of  St.  Paul. — 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond  presented  at  the  second  service  twenty- 
two  persons  for  the  laying  on  of  hands ;  thus  I  confirmed  in  his 
dnreh  i*  the  course  of  twelve  months  one  hundred  and  eighteen 
I^hiihii     I  preached  twice  and  addressed  the  candidates. 

The  glorious  festival  of  Easter  was  spent  with  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Keeoe.  I  preached  twice,  consecrated  the  elements  in  the  Eucha- 
rist and  assisted  in  the  distribution  thereof  as  is  my  usual  custom, 
tad  confirmed  eleven  persons.  On  Easter  Monday  I  united  with 
4m  rector  in  the  Morning  Prayer,  and  then  returned  home  to  rest 
for  a  few  days. 

On  the  next  Sunday  the  7th  of  April  I  was  at  Kenosha.  Here 
I  preached  twice,  visited  the  Sunday  School  and  Bible  Class,  and 
confirmed  six,  whom  I  met  and  conversed  with  the  evening  before. 
Ton  are  all  dear  brethren  I  trust  fully  aware  that  the  hopes  of 
the  Church  depend  in  a  great  measure  under  God  upon  the  sys- 
tematic training  of  the  lambs  of  the  flock  in  the  nurture  and  admo- 
■ftion  of  the  Lord,  under  the  superintendence,  and  frequently  the 
Uwrious  exertions  of  the  pastor.    Such  efforts  tcill  be  blessed. 

I  was  again  at  Janesville,  where  on  the  14th  of  April  in  Trinity 
Church  I  preached,  confirmed  seventeen  persons  and  assisted  at 
tk  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  was  with  the  congre- 
gation of  Christ  Church  where  I  preached,  assisted  at  the  Eucha- 
rirt  and  confirmed  sixteen  persons.  At  night  I  attended  the  wor- 
•tip  at  Trinity  Church  and  participated  in  the  Evening  Prayer. 

He  next  morning  in  private  a  confirmation  was  held.  I  dis- 
^tofted  concerning  the  sacred  rite  and  laid  my  hands  on  three  per- 
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•one,  two  of  whom  belonged  to  Christ  Church  and  the  ate  ti 
Trinity  parish. 

In  this  case  the  organization  of  a  new  congregation  appeal  ti 
have  given  additional  life  and  strength  to  the  old  one. 

I  was  at  Madison  the  21st  of  April,  when  I  preackedtfk* 
confirmed  two  persons,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  rector  UptM 
four  children. 

At  Portage  I  found  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hudson  doing  a  good  lA 
and  reviving  with  the  blessing  of  God  this  once  flourishing  paA 
Here  on  the  23d  I  preached  and  confirmed  nine  persons. 

Accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hudson  I  went  to  LtOo0 
and  spent  there  the  24th.    In  the  evening  there 
vice  at  which  I  assisted. 

At  Racine  on  the  28th  I  had  a  delightful  day,  for  here  I  pw* 
ed  twice  and  confirmed  forty-nine  persons  who  were  duly  pnMfci 
by  our  estimable  brother  the  Rev.  Dr.  Park.  At  night  I  ndti 
the  College,  spoke  at  a  missionary  meeting  and  prayed.  Stajif 
there  over  night,  I  was  enabled  to  participate  in  the  Daily  Mflfr 
ing  Service. 

I  then  went  to  Geneva,  which  has  never  been  forgotten  ty  fe 
former  rector  the  Rev.  Mr.  McNamara.  I  found  him  then,  • 
much  beloved  as  ever,  and  with  seven  candidates  whom  he  toi 
prepared  for  confirmation.  I  preached  in  the  evening  of  the  W* 
and  laid  my  hands  on  those  who  were  ready  to  renew  their  bifti* 
mal  vows. 

On  the  night  of  the  2d  of  May  I  preached  at  Plymouth,  tfi 
confirmed  five  young  persons. 

It  was  my  intention  to  have  officiated  the  next  day  at  ShefyT 
gan,  but  on  arriving  there,  my  friends  advised  me,  as  an  eartetty 
storm  was  rising  and  I  was  under  pledge  to  be  at  Milwaukee** 
the  5th,  to  take  the  regular  packet,  which  I  accordingly  did.*-* 
Sheboygan  I  regret  to  say  is  vacant,  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Coehtf* 
cepted  a  parish  in  Illinois. 

I  was  all  Sunday  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham  in  St.  Jaw** 
Church,  Milwaukee.  Here  I  confirmed  six  persons,  assisted  ** 
the  Holy  Communion  and  preached  twice. 
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On  the  next  day,  the  6th  of  April,  I  visited  the  Hotise  of  Re» 
cm  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Staples  of  Waukesha. 
The  festival  of  oar  Lord's  Ascension  was  devoted  to  Green 
lay,  where  I  met  many  warm  friends  with  whom  I  have  been  long 
Bfttinted.  The  Rer.  Mr.  Hickox  has  commenced  a  successful 
dristry  here.  Although  nearly  prostrated  by  chills,  brought  from 
•other  State,  he  was  indefatigable  in  his  exertions.  In  the  morn-

On  the  14th  I  was  at  Ripon.  Here  I  preached  and  confirmed 
Ight  persons,  one  of  them  in  private.  We  assembled  on  a  week- 
ly afternoon.  The  Service  was  so  conducted  by  the  whole  con- 
regation  that  I  was  enabled  to  realize  how  the  Lord  could  be 

wshipped  in  the  beauty  of  holiness.

After  a  long  and  unpleasant  journey  I  reached  Mineral  Point 
fc  18th.  On  Whitsunday  in  the  midst  of  rain  my  old  friend  the 
ton.

"d  likewise  at  Eau  Claire,  Black  River  Falls,  Stevens  Point, 
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Wausau  and  at  Lancaster  and  other  places  In  Chant  Coarty— 
There  fe  indeed,  dear  brethren,  in  every  point  of  view,  waA  kai 
to  be  possessed.    What  could  we  not  do  for  the  Church  of  Hi 
living  God  in  Wisconsin  were  onr  people  ready  to  sasttia  ft* 
work  in  which  the  glory  of  our  Divine  Master  and  the  wdfine  of 
precious  sonls  are  involved  ?    In  consequence  of  my  being  codpdk 
ed  to  limit  my  jonrnies  of  late,  I  have  readily  complied  with  tfc 
wish  of  some  of  my  clerical  brethren  to  be  with  them  two  orttaf 
times  daring  the  year.    The  desire  was  gratifying  as  a  proof  tf 
the  growth  of  their  parishes ;  yet  perhaps  it  will  be  expedW 
hereafter,  excepting  under  very  peculiar  circumstances,  to  codhi 
my  visits  to  once  in  a  year.    And  hereafter  I  think  I  most  foDof 
the  example  of  my  brother  Bishops  who  appoint  two  or  more  » 
nual  visitations,  at  each  of  which  a  large  proportion  of  the  parkfcel 
and  missionary  stations  are  visited  in  succession.    While  oar  cot 
gregations  were  small  and  scattered  I  well  knew  they  could  orirb 
collected  on  a  Sunday ;   and  1  have  heretofore  taken  great  detigfc 
in  giving  a  Sunday  whenever  I  possibly  could.    This  however  not 
requires  very  extensive  travelling  and  a  great  amount  of  tint— 
You  will  therefore  I  am  sure  highly  approve  of  the  plan  I  prop* 
for  the  future. 

I  have  thus  during  our  Conventional  year  been  permitted  to 
confirm  five  hundred  and  forty-four  persons,  to  baptize  two  adriH 
and  twenty-six  children.  All  of  these  baptisms  except  those  flf 
four  infants  have  been  recorded  in  parochial  Registers.  A* 
churches  have  been  consecrated :  St  Mark's  at  Beaver  Dan,  8t 
Paul's  at  Watertown,  Grace  Church  at  Ripon,  and  CshiTJ 
Church  at  Mont  ford  (Highland  township,  Iowa  County.)  Wift 
the  last  named  Church  I  consecrated  a  cemetery.

once  enjoyed  her  rich  consolations ;  and  to  preserve  our 
missionaries  from  degradation  and  want 

Do  not  our  lists  both  of  clergy  and  parishes  demand  an 
(nation!  There  are  some  ministers  who  neither  appear  at  thaaaan 
anal  meetings  nor  send  in  reports,  and  in  nrveral  eaeee  paxufcai 
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ham  been  organised  in  baste  without  any  real  hope  of  future  exis- 
tence. Let  us  work  diligently,  but  let  us  work  modestly  and  with 
orach  prudence. 

With  respect  to  oar  Schools  they  hare  arisen,  we  scarcely  know 
how,  sorely  not  by  human  means.  They  are  in  no  respect  Dioce* 
ML  Vaehotah  has  sent  forth  able  ministers  of  the  New  Testa- 
and  will  continue  to  do  so  as  long  as  she  is  sustained.  With* 
as  yet  the  slightest  endowment  she  lives  by  the  alms,  the  lore 
lad  the  prayers  of  the  faithful. 

1  Bacine  College  as  a  true  Christian  School  has  taken  a  noble 
Stand.  That  Institution  richly  deserves  the  patronage  of  every 
Mhhlml  who  is  interested  in  the  true  welfare  of  his  fellow  beings. 
b  has  no  superior  in  our  country. 

The  academy  at  Oconomowoc  does  not  flourish  as  it  ought  to 
lo.  The  parent  can  commit  his  daughter  in  perfect  confidence  to 
tfca  thorough,  literary  and  religious  training  of  Miss  Jones  and  her 
fc^wiplislnnl  associates.  I  cherish  the  hope  that  that  school  will 
aaam  be  fuH  to  overflowing. 

We  have  often  received  generous  donations  from  the  New  York 
Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  Society  and  likewise  from  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Tract  Society,  and  I  trust  that  those  among 
m  who  have  the  means  will  gladly  contribute  to  their  funds. 

I  am  gratified  in  being  able  to  state  that  Mr.  George  C.  Stevens 
tf  Milwaukee  has  consented  to  establish  in  connection  with  his 
■■sic  store  a  Church  Book  Depository,  where  every  publication 
required  by  our  Sunday  Schools,  and  all  those  books  which  the 
Jsfgy  may  recommend,  will  be  kept  and  sold  at  a  moderate  price. 
Mr.  Stevens  is  at  present  in  Watertown  and  will  be  happy  to  meet 
tfce  members  of  Convention  and  show  them  some  of  the  volumes  he 
tan  for  sale. 

There  are  occasionally  donations  of  land  made  by  individuals  for 
the  benefit  of  Churches  which  may  hereafter  be  erected.  I  suggest 
the  propriety  of  appointing  an  agent  or  a  permanent  Committee  to 
charge  of  the  deeds  of  said  UumJ. 

,  and  net  infrequently  myself,  baptize  infants  where 
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the  Church  is  not  organised.  Ought  we  not  to  have  an  officer  du- 
ly appointed  to  record  in  a  book  prepared  for  the  purpose,  the  baptism 
which  are  administered  under  such  circumstances  ? 

I  have  deep  anxiety  upon  one  subject,  an  anxiety  which  is  almost 
daily  increasing,  and  which  perhaps  many  of  you  may  attribute  to 
old  age,  but  which  I  helieve  is  strictly  right  and  of  vast  importance 
to  the  healthy  growth  of  the  Church,  and  that  is — debt.  Vestries 
have  been  paralyzed,  congregations  scattered  and  church  building* 
all  but  lost  through  this  tremendous  evil.  I  beseech  most  earnest- 
ly all  our  parishes  and  all  other  incorporated  Institutions  connect- 
ed with  us  to  use  their  immediate  and  untiring  efforts,  until  they 
can  say  before  the  world  and  in  the  sight  of  our  heavenly  Father 
they  have  obeyed  the  apostolic  injunction  "  Owe  no  man  anything/' 
Our  honour,  our  prosperity,  our  future  success  depend  upon  taking 
such  a  stand.  Let  us  live  and  build  according  to  our  means,  and 
let  us  never  go  beyond  those  resources  which  are  on  hand  We  can- 
not, we  do  not  adorn  the  docrine  of  God  our  Saviour  in  all  things 
if  we  withhold  from  a  fellow  mortal  what  is  justly  bis  due.  Dear 
Brethren !  self-sacrificing,  strenuous  exertions  and  faith  will  soon 
enable  us  to  stand  in  uprightness  before  the  world,  and  more  espe- 
cially will  secure  to  us  the  favour  and  blessing  of  our  adorable  LonL 

We  are  assembled  from  various  parts  of  the  Diocese  for  high 
and  holy  purposes ;  and  especially  to  exert  ourselves  to  spread  far 
and  wide  the  consolations  and  blessings  of  the  Gospel  of  peace.— 
Let  us,  during  this  short  period,  withdraw  from  the  world  and  its 
transactions,  and  deliberate  with  calmness  and  brotherly  love  upon 
those  concerns  which  are  so  intimately  connected  with  an  eternity 
of  bliss.  You  are  all  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our  conn- 
try.  Now  prove  that  the  patriot  can  be  a  christian,  and  that 
while  faithful  to  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  our  Country,  yon 
can  with  your  whole  souls  serve,  honour  and  obey  that  adorable 
Redeemer,  who  has  called  us  out  of  darkness  to  the  marveSoflS 
light  and  liberty  of  the  Gospel.

Our  Church  being  at  last  cleared  of  debt,  our  beloved  Bishop  oo 
the  5th  of  September  consecrated  it  it  to  the  service  of  Almighty 
God.  The  consecration  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Palmer,  of  Boston.  Bishop  Kemper  has  kindly  given  this  pant 
$100  for  a  parsonage  lot.  The  vestry  of  St.  John's  Church,  vbfa 
W.  N.  Y.,  after  having  been  informed  of  oar  necessity,  generoufy 
presented  as  with  seven  very  fine  lamps.  Offerings  of  the  parafc: 
stove,  $27;  melodeon,  per  two  ladies,  $60;  sufferers  in  Kaasn, 
$3,25;  to  help  clear  the  church  of  debt,  $50,75;  freight  on  bop, 
$1,31;  rector's  salary,  $22,75;  offerings  of  the  Sunday  school  for 
library,  $2,50. 

On  the  28th  of  April  last,  at  the  reauest  of  the  vestry,  I  com- 
menced to  receive  my  salary  per  the  weekly  offertory.

Our  statistics  show  an  increase  of  seven  communicants,  IbJ 
number  of  baptisms  also  is  larger  than  usual.  Hie  Parish  School 
has  been  in  operation  during  one  half  of  the  year  just  past;  it  b** 
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not  however  met  with  that  success  which,  under  God,  we  had  hop- 
ad  for.  We  are  obliged  by  circumstances  to  make  it  a  pay  school, 
•ad  although  our  terms  are  low  yet  we  are  unable  to  compete  with 
the  District  schools  in  the  neighborhood.  In  the  continuance  of 
tins  school  rery  much  is  due  to  the  self-sacrifice  and  devotion  of 
Mr  faithful  teacher.  Her  reward  is  surely  not  the  meagre  income 
wtfflii  she  receives. 

An  unusual  amount  of  sickness  and  bad  weather  during  the  lat- 
ter half  of  the  past  year  affected  very  much  our  attendance  at 
Church  and  Sunday  school,  but  with  the  return  of  health  and  fine 
weather  our  congregation  and  Sunday  school  have  reached  their 
wual  fullness. 

In  connection  with  the  above  I  have  to  report  that  I  have  offi- 
ciated regularly  during  the  year,  on  alternate  Sundays,  in  the  mis- 
ajonary  chapel  at  Mr.  Edgerton's  farm.  Attendance  upon  Divine 
8ervke  at  this  place  has  been  usually  very  good,  and  the  Sunday 
school,  under  the  charge  of  two  of  the  students  from  Nashotah, 
has  lost  nothing  of  its  former  fullness  and  vigor.  No  move  has 
keen  made  as  yet  to  organize  a  parish  at  this  point,  though  we 
have  numbers  sufficient  both  in  communicants  and  in  regularly  at- 
tendant families  to  warrant  it.  We  trust  ere  long  to  be  able  to 
?K>rt  of  such  organization,  since  it  would  undoubtedly  be  the  cause 
much  more  concentration  of  effort  and  of  much  greater  vitality 
in  the  congregation.  I  append  the  following  as  the  statistics  of 
this  missionary  station:

The  Rector  would  state,  that,  under  God,  the  success  of  Ul 
work  whatever  it  has  been  is  owing  no  more  to  his  individual  labon 
than  to  the  interest  and  zeal  displayed  by  the  vestry  and  congng* 
tion  who  have  indeed  made  the  work  of  God  their  own,  and  uk> 
played  in  many  instances  genuine  self-denial. 

We  have  been  blessed  the  past  year  with  that  blessing  most » 
oessary  to  all  success — unity.

He  shall  also  call  the  names  of  all  Parishes  entitled  to  rep- 
resentation at  the  last  Convention,  the  present  lay  delegates  of 
which  shall  thereupon  lay  the  certificates  of  their  election  to  this 
Convention  upon  the  Secretary's  table.  And  the  Convention  shall 
then  proceed  to  declare,  in  such  manner  as  it  thinks  proper,  who  are 
entitled  to  seats.  + 

V.  The  President  with  such  clergymen  and  lay  delegates  as 
shall  ut  the  time  appointed  be  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a 
qnorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

VI.  The  Convention  having  been  thus  organized,  the  first  bus- 
iness thereafter  shall  be  the  election  of  a  Secretary.  The  Secre- 
tary may  appoint  an  assistant  Secretary. 

VII.  The  President  shall  then  appoint  the  following  commit- 
tees of  three  members  each. 

1.  Ox  tue  Admihsion  of  Parishes  iiito  union  with  this  Convention. 

2.  On  Diocesan  Missions. 

3.  On  Fi .nances  ;  to  whom  shall  In?  referred  the  accounts  of  the  various 
fund*. 

4.  On  Canons  ;  to  whom  shall  lie  referred  all  proposed  new  Canons  or 
amendments  of  the  Canons  or  Constitution. 

6.     On  tue  Hiuiits  of  Clergymen  to  skats  in  this  Convention.  This  Com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  Clergymen. 
6.     On  Unfinished  Business  of  the  previous  Convention. 

The  President  shall  also  appoint  all  other  committees  for  which 
no  provision  is  made,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ORDER  IS   DKBATK. 

1.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the 
President. 

2.  No  ineml>er  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Service  of  the 
Convention,  unless  he  have  leave  of  the  President,  or  the  Conven- 
tion. 
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3.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  Convention,  he  shall  with  due  respect  address  himself  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  Conventiou. 

5.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  piivate  discourse. 

6.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention  qu- 
less  seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

7.  When  a  motion  is  under  cousideration,  no  motion  shall  be 
made,  except  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  indefinitely  postpone,  to  post- 
pone to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to  amend  ;  and  these  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  here  stated.  A  motion 
to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  decided  without  debate. 

8.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 

9.  The  Convention  shall  close  with  the  reading  of  the  minutes 
of  the  entire  session,  and  such  devotional  exercises  as  the  President 
may  direct. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  Proceedings  be  dispensed 
with,  and  that  the  Convention  adjourn  sine  die. 

After  Prayers  and  the  Apostolic  Benediction  by  the  Bishop,  the 
Convention  adjourned  nine  die.

BISHOFS  ADDRESS.

Deab  Brethren  : 

I  am  happy  to  meet  you  again  in  Convention,  and  I  pray  that 
the  result  of  our  deliberations  may  be  an  increase  of  brotherly  love 
of  zeal  for  the  growth  of  the  Church  and  of  devotion  to  the  cause 
of  Christ  Jesus  and  Him  crucified, 

The  confirmations  have  been  as  follows  :  at  Beaver  Dam,  8 ;  at 
Pox  Lake,  5  at  two  visitations;  at  Oconomowoc,  11  at  two  visit- 
ations (  at  Menasha,  3;  in  Pierce  County,  7,  one  of  which  was  at 
Prescott,  two  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Addison,  two  at  Wagon 
Landing,  and  two  at  Cedar  Valley;  at  Stevens  Point,  4;  at  Wau* 
paca,  1;  at  South  Side  in  the  neighborhood  of  Nashotah,  6;  at 
Green  Bay,  6;  at  Delafield,  the  result  of  two  visitations,  18;  at 
Hermann,  15  Germans  at  two  visitations;  at  Nashotah,  1,  and  af- 
terjpards  ?;  at  Manitowoc,  4;  at  Christ  Church,  Janesville,  12  at 
Habitations;  at  Sheboygan,  1$  at  Plymouth,  4  at  one  time  and 
lit  another;  at  Marquette,  1;  at  Kingston,  3;  at  Geneva,  6;  at 
Delavan,  4  ;  at  Lisbon,  9  ;  at  Oakfield,  5  ;  at  Appleton,  1 ; 
at  Duck  Creek,  8  Oneidas ;  at  Oshkosh,  15  ;  at  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Milwaukee,  10  ;  at  Fond  du  Lac,  6  ;  at  the  Church 
of  the  Atonement  in  Milwaukee,  1;  at  Racine  College,  t;  at  St. 
James'  Church,  Milwaukee,  5;  at  St.  John's  Church,  Milwaukee, 
9;  at  Ripon,  15;  at  Rosendale,  11;  at  Portage,  22;  at  Theresa, 
11  Germans;    at  Racine,  19;   at  Juneau,  2;   at  Horicon,  1;    at 
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Sparta,  7;  at  La  Crosse,  6;  and  at  Trinity  Church,  JanesviDe,  1. 
The  number,  therefore,  this  year  only  amounts  to  299.  I  ought  to 
state,  however,  that  I  have  lately  been  requested  to  visit  for  the 
express  purpose  of  laying  on  of  hands  upon  classes  of  Catechumem, 
Mineral  Point,  Green  Bay,  Stevens  Point,  Prairie  du  Chien,  Bekit 
and  Waupaca;  but  every  day  was  pledged  to  some  important  duty, 
and  I  was  therefore  compelled  to  postpone  these  confirmations  m> 
til  after  the  meeting  of  this  Convention. 

The  mission  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Barton,  as  you  will  learn  from  ha 
report,  has  been  highly  gratifying.  By  proper  efforts  on  our  part, 
the  Church  can  now  be  established  at  Juneau,  Horicon,  Kilboun 
City,  Wellsville,  Sparta  and  La  Crosse,  and  I  believe  likewise  at 
Mauston  and  New  Lisbon.  Thus  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  # 
the  La  Crosse  Rail  Road,  in  addition  to  Portage,  which  has  been 
well  supplied  during  the  past  year,  will  afford  ample  employment 
to  three  clergymen.  Convinced  that  no  cause  but  a  deep  sense  of 
duty  will  compel  our  reverend  brother  to  leave  a  field  where  he 
has  successfully  labored  day  and  night,  he  will  carry  with  him,  I 
am  sure,  your  esteem  and  gratitude. 

You  are  aware  that  two  well  educated  Germans  have  sought 
admission  into  the  Ministry  of  the  Church.  I  trust  we  shall  ill 
unite  to  encourage  and  sustain  them  in  their  laudable  and  self-sac- 
rificing efforts.  If  truly  devoted  to  the  sacred  cause,  as  I  have 
much  reason  to  believe  they  arc,  we  may  confidently  expect  that 
the  great  Head  of  the  Church  will  deign  to  bless  then:  labors. 

In  addition  to  the  places  at  which  I  have  held  confirmations,  1 
have  visited  and  preached  at  Black  River  Falls,  Eau  Claire,  Rfor 
Falls,  Hudson,  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Amerman  in  Pierce  County, 
and  likewise  at  Huntingdon  and  Musgraves  in  the  same  County, 
at  Wausau,  at  Butte  des  Morts,  at  Waukesha,  at  Whitewater,  at 
Kenosha,  Two  Rivers,  Clarke's  Mills,  Madison,  Prairie  du  Chien, 
at  Kilbourn  City  and  Dunnville. 

And  there  are  some  places  which  I  have  not  visited  :  Ashippun, 
Beloit,  Elkhorn,  Mineral  Point,  Superior,  Watertown,  and  I  may 
add  Wellsville,  where  I  lately  had  an  appointment  for  confirm*- 
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tion,  bat  the  weather  interfered  with  the  promised  ^arrangements. 
This  perhaps  will  be  a  proper  time  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
list  of  Parishes  which  for  a  few  years  past  has  appeared  at  the 
beginning  of  our  Journals.  Several  names,  I  fear,  were  inadver- 
tently inserted  there.      At  all  events  I  hope  a  Committee  will  be 

■  appointed  to  ascertain  whether  there  are  such  parishes  as  Christ 
Church,  Green  Lake;  Christ  Church,  New  California;  St.  John's, 
Oshkosh;  Emanuel,  Ozaukee;  St.  Paul's,  Two  Rivers;  and  St. 
John's,  Wausau.  We  once  had  a  small  building  at  Green  Lake, 
and  it  was  used  for  Public  Worship,  but  I  fear  that  every  family 
that  belonged  to  us  has  removed.  A  worthy  clergyman  officiated 
at  Ozaukee,  then  called  Port  Washington;    his  place  has  never 

#  been  supplied.  Some  persons  erected  on  a  lot  which  belongs  to 
me  in  trust,  a  Church  building  at  Two  Rivers.  The  place,  always 
small,  has  not  flourished  of  late,  and  has  been  very  seldom  visited 
by  onr  Clergy.  Under  the  deep  impression  that  whatever  sum  is 
contributed  towards  the  erection  of  a  House  of  Public  Worship 
was  designed  to  promote  the  glory  of  God  and  the  spiritual  wel- 
fare of  His  people,  I  have  been  exceedingly  anxious  to  save  from 
desecration  or  destruction  those  Churches  which  are  nearly  or  en- 
tirely finished, — which  are  in  a  measure  encumbered  with  debts, — 
and  in  or  near  which  our  solemn  and  most  edifying  worship  is  not 
now  heard.  At  Wausau  a  small  building  was  commenced  when 
the  Rev.  T.  Greene  officiated  there  ;  since  his  departure,  the  place 
has  been  but  seldom  visited.  Being  in  the  midst  of  a  lumber 
country,  it  may  yet  become  important. 

The  list  of  our  Clergy  likewise  requires  examination.  Several 
of  them  did  not  report  to  the  last  Convention,  although  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  is  very  express,  not 
only  with  respect  to  those  who  have  parishes,  but  all  others.  "  Ev- 
ery clergyman,  (see  Canon  XV,  Title  1.)  not  regularly  settled  in 
any  parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the  occasional  services  he 
may  have  performed  ;  and  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services, 
the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same."  Some  of 
the  brethren  to  whom  I  allude  only  require,  I  am  convinced,  to  be 
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reminded  of  tjjeir  duty.  Two  or  more  who  have  been  long  absent 
from  the  Diocese  ought  to  ask  for  transfers.  And  there  is  one  tt 
least  to  whom  I  would  respectfully  and  affectionately  say:  The 
rows  of  God  are  upon  you;  it  is  a  delightful  privilege  to  be  folly 
authorized  to  preach  the  Gospel,  and  therefore  opportunities  should 
be  early  sought  for,  to  proclaim  salvation  to  the  guilty  sons  of 
men. 

Having  transferred  the  Rev.  Joseph  Adderly  to  Indiana,  I  was 
informed  immediately  after  the  close  of  our  last  Convention  that 
he  was  received  as  a  Presbyter  into  that  Diocese. 

On  the  25th,  26th  and  27th  days  of  last  June  1  attended  the 
examinations  of  the  students  of  Nashotah,  and  porticipated  with 
several  of  the  clergy  in  the  daily  services  of  Public  Worship  tt 
that  Institution. 

On  the  Ilth  of  July,  at  Black  River  Falls,  I  baptized  Emms 
Augusta,  born  Aug.  25th,  1856,  of  John  E.  and  Emma  H.  Quafl. 

On  the  14th  of  July,  at  Eau  Claire,  I  baptized  James  Henry, 
born  Jan.  11th,  1859  ;  and  Emma  Cora,  born  March  20th,  1861, 
of  James  and  Anna  Bonnell. 

The  Rev.  D.  W.  Tolford  having  been  transferred  by  me  to  Iowa, 
I  received  information  on  the  29th  of  July  that  he  had  been'  re- 
ceived into  that  Diocese. 

At  this  time  I  received  information  from  the  Diocese  of  New 
York  that  Charles  W.  Bradley  L.L.D.  and  George  N.  Monro  hid 
been  deposed  from  the  Ministry. 

On  the  6th  of  August,  at  Stevens  Point,  I  admitted  Mr.  George 
Turner  to  Deacons'  Orders.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Sorenson  and  the  Candidate  was  presented  by  the  Ber. 
Mr.  Millctt. 

On  the  18th,  at  Waukesha,  I  visited  and  prayed  with  a  sick 
member  of  the  Church. 

On  the  19th  I  received  the  Rev.  J.  B.  M.  Pedelupe  into  this 
Diocese  from  Alabama. 

The  next  day  I  had  official  notice  from  the  Bishop  of  Illinois 
that  he  had  accepted  the  transfer  of  the  Rev.  James  W.  Coe. 
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On  the  23d  of  August  I  licensed  J.  W.  Ledenhafi,  a  student  at 
Nashotah,  to  officiate  as.  a  lay  reader  and  catechist. 

In  St.  Matthias'  Church,  Waukesha,  on  the  27th  of  August,  I 
married  Andrew  Jackson  Thompson  to  Catherine  Noble  Elder. 

The  Rev.  L.  A.  Kemper  having  resigned  as  a  member  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Diocese,  I  appointed  the  Rev.  W.  Greene  to 
supply  the  place  thus  vacant. 

On  the  14th  of  September,  at  Green  Bay,  I  prayed  with  a  sick 
member  of  the  Church,  whom  I  had  known  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Frederick  Von  Schmidt  became  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Or- 
ders the  1st  of  October.  On  the  3d  I  appointed  him  a  catechist 
and  lay  reader. 

The  marriage  of  Jonathan  Ridgeway  Jones  to  Helen  Elizabeth 
Prentiss  was  celebrated  by  me  the  8th  of  October,  in  St.  PauPs 
Church,  Milwaukee. 

An  ordination  was  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Milwaukee,  on  the 
19th  of  October,  when  I  admitted  F.  A.  Beckel  to  Deacon's  Or- 
ders. 

At  a  Service  held  at  Sheboygan  with  my  brethren  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Engle  and  Peabody,  I  had  an  opportunity  of  addressing 
the  soldiers. 

At  Janesville,  the  evening  of  the  30th  of  October,  I  united  with 
several  of  the  brethren  in  speaking  upon  the  all  important  subject 
of  Missions. 

The  31st  was  a  most  gratifying  day,  for  I  had  the  happiness  of 
consecrating  on  that  day  a  second  Church  in  Janesville.  Nobly 
aided  by  many  of  the  laity,  the  indefatigable  Rector,  although  oc- 
cupied with  a  Church  School,  accomplished  in  a  comparatively 
short  space  of  time  the  great  desire  of  his  soul,  and  Christ  Church 
now  ranks  among  our  most  flourishing  parishes.  Its  establish- 
ment, far  from  impeding  the  growth  of  the  old  parish,  has  actually 
improved  it;  and  the  utmost  cordiality  exists  among  the  members 
of  both  congregations.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham  preached  on  this 
occasion. 

At  Theresa  on  the  11th  of  November,  I  celebrated  Public  Wor-

ship  at  an  early  hour,  and  preached.  There  were  present  some 
Episcopalians  and  others  from  Mayville,  who  not  only  understood 
me  but  united  in  the  Services,  although  the  majority  of  those  per- 
sons who  attended  were  Germans.  Immediately  afterwards  I  went 
to  a  place  some  miles  off,  where  Mr.  Von  Schmidt  acted  as  lay 
reader.  Here  I  administered  the  Lord's  Snppcr  to  twelve  persona 
and  baptized  four  children.  In  the  afternoon  I  was  at  a  third 
place  where  I  baptized  a  child  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, of  which  30  persons  participated.  All  the  important  parts  of 
these  Services  were  repeated  by  the  lay  reader  in  German. 

At  Madison,  on  the  8th  of  December,  besides  preaching  twice 
and  administering  the  Holy  Communion,  I  baptized  and  infant 
At  this  vacant  parish  I  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pradt. 

On  the  21st  of  December  I  deposed  from  the  Ministry  the  Rev. 
John  Rogers  Thompson,  Deacon. 

Officiating  at  Prairie  du  Chien  on  the  29th  of  December,  I 
crossed  the  Mississippi  and  preached  at  night  at  Mc  Gregor  ii 
Iowa. 

The  Rev.  Albert  E.  Wells,  Deacon,  was  transferred  by  me  to  the 
Diocese  of  Illinois  on  the  27th  of  January. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  mentioning  that  during  my  visit  to  the 
Oneidas  on  the  9th  of  February,  there  were  115  communicants,  all 
of  whom  belonged  to  the  nation  excepting  8  whites  from  Appleton 
and  two  from  Green  Bay.     The  Parish  School,  of  such  essential 
importance  to  these  people,  is  not  yet  established.      The  General 
Government  will  apparently  listen  to  every  denomination  in  the 
conntry  and  afford  them  aid  to  carry  on  their  Indian  Missions,  but 
has  thus  far  refused  to  make  the  necessary  appropriation  for  the 
proper  education  of  the  children  of  the  First  or  Christian  Party  of 
the  Oneidas.     Is  it  because  they  rank  with  us  as  Episcopalians  f 
Our  wish  is  so  to  train  these  descendents  of  a  once  brave  and  noble 
Nation,  that  the  females  may  possess  sufficient  knowledge  and  prin- 
ciples to  be  faithful  and  industrious  wives  and  exemplary  and  devo- 
ted mothers. 

Information  was  received  by  me  on  the  22d  of  February  that 
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William  A.  Leach  had  been  deposed  from  the  Ministry  by  Bishop 
Eastburn. 

The  25th  of  the  same  month  was  spent  by  me  at  Oakfield,  a  ru- 
ral district  in  Fond  du  Lac  County.  Here,  through  the  untiring 
efforts  of  Mr.  Filby,  who  made  earnest  and  successful  appeals  to 
friends  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  a  small  church  had  been  built; 
and  being  out  of  debt,  I  consecrated  it  by  the  name  of  Grace 
Church;  the  sermon  being  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Durlin.  The 
parish  is  much  indebted  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman  and  the  candi- 
date S.  Palmer  for  services.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Turner  is  now  its 
minister. 

At  St.  Paul's  Church,  Milwaukee,  on  the  9th  of  March,  after  a 
sermon  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ashley,  I  admitted  the  Deacon  the  Rev. 
Frederick  Beckel  to  Priests'  Orders,  and  Mr.  Frederick  W.  C.  K. 
Yon  Schmidt  to  the  Diaconate. 

On  the  16th  of  March,  in  his  own  Church  at  Geneva,  I  admit- 
ted the  Deacon  William  Dafter  to  Priests'  Orders.  The  sermon 
was  by  the  Rev.  L.  A.  Kemper. 

The  Deacon  W.  M.  Reilly  was  advanced  by  me  to  the  Priest- 
hood on  the  23d  of  March  in  his  own  Church  at  Lisbon.  The  ser- 
mon was  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stoy. 

At  the  Church  of  the  Atonement  in  Milwaukee  on  the  13th  of 
April,  during  Evening  Prayer,  I  baptized  one  adult  and  two  chil- 
dren. 

Mr.  Joseph  Anderson,  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  was  trans- 
ferred to  me  from  the  Bishop  of  Missouri  on  the  24th  of  April. 

I  have  licensed  Mr.  J.  Soule  to  act  as  a  lay  reader  in  Janesville. 

With  the  Professors  at  Nashotah  and  several  other  clergymen, 
I  attended  during  the  last  week,  the  canonical  examinations  of  the 
Senior  Class,  consisting  of  nine  young  gentlemen,  for  Holy  Orders. 
Five  of  the  nine  belong  to  this  Diocese,  two  to  Michigan,  one  to 
Connecticut  and  one  to  Minnesota.  They  will  all,  I  trust,  be  or- 
dained on  Trinity  Sunday.  I  have  much  reason  to  expect  on  that 
occasion  the  presence  and  co-operation  of  Bishops  McCoskry  and 
Whipple. 
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I  have,  as  70a  will  perceive  from  the  statements  I  hare  already 
given,  been  enabled,  through  Divine  mercy,  to  devote  the  most  of 
my  time  to  the  Diocese;  and  with  respect  to  visitations,  I  have 
complied  with  every  wish  of  my  brethren  except  within  a  week  or 
two,  during  which  their  requests  multiplied  upon  me  when  every 
day  was  pledged.  The  candidates  for  Confirmation  have  not  been 
as  numerous  as  they  were  last  year.  While  the  whole  community 
has  been  deeply  and  daily  interested  in  the  war,  a  vast  number  of 
our  young  men  have  entered  the  army;  besides,  five  of  the  Clergy 
became  chaplains,  and  others,  1  have  reason  to  beliovje,  were  ready 
in  this  way  to  proclaim  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  tojth**e  who  were 
exposing  their  lives  in  defence  of  our  common  country,  and  especial- 
ly to  carry  to  them  when  wounded,  sick  or  dying,  the  consolations 
of  our  holy  religion.  Yet  there  is  much  to  cheer  us:  while  the  op- 
portunities of  usefulness  which  are  constantly  opening  before  us  an 
becoming  wider  and  more  attractive.  Fields  upon  fields  within 
the  vicinities  of  each  one  of  us  are  becoming  more  and  more  ripe  to 
the  harvest.  There  arc  several  large  districts  of  tfiq  State  to 
which  we  have  given  very  little  if  any  attention,  and  which  contain, 
besides  members  of  the  Church,  many  persons  iffyo  desire  or  are 
attached  to  our  services.  We  want  men, — devoted,  self-sacrificing 
men,  who,  to  promote  their  Masters  glory  and  the  salvation  of 
those  who  have  been  purchased  by  the  precious  blood  of  the  Re- 
deemer, are  ready  to  become  missionaries,  and  to  persevere  in  the 
great  and  good  Cause,  although  exposed  to  neglect,  mortification 
aud  suffering.  And  wo  want  the  prayers  and  the  pecuniary  aid  of 
the  laity,  who,  realizing  the  value  of  immortal  souls,  are  ready,  for 
the  honor  of  God,  to  be  self-denying  and  liberal. 

The  whole  subject  of  Church  building  requires  early  attention 
and  a  most  thorough  information.  We  have  all  been  greatly  to 
blame.  Our  friends  at  the  East  have  been  called  upon  again  and 
again  to  contribute  towards  the  erection  of  edifices  altogether  too 
large  and  costly  for  our  present  exigencies.  Aud  not  unfrequently 
a  mode  has  been  adopted  of  pledging  a  fee  simple  right  in  pews  to 
those  persons  in  the  neighborhood  who  contributed  towards  the 
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erection  of  the  contemplated  Church.  And  occasionally  a  mission- 
ary has  left  his  station  with  an  unfinished  Church  in  debt.  The 
consequence  has  been  in  several  cases  that  the  building  is  going  to 
ruin,  or  is  liable  to  be  sold  for  unpaid  bills.  In  one  case,  where  a 
Church  was  thus  abandoned,  erected  too  most  wrongfully,  on  leased 
land,  an  individttal  made  known  his  intention  of  buying  it  for  a 
dance  and  beer  house.  Now  we  have  reason  to  consider  that  every 
dollar  contributed  towards  the  erection  of  these  houses  Was  to  pro* 
mote  the  glory  of  God  and  the  edification  of  his  people.  I  cannot 
therefore  but  helieve  that  as  a  Diocese  we  should  have  been  guilty 
of  sacrilege,4*4  we  permitted  these  buildings  to  be  desecrated — 
to  go  tctytnin — or  be  sold.  I  therefore  took  the  liberty  of  appeal* 
tag  to  a  few  warm-hdpfed  Churchmen  and  to  three  or  four  parish- 
es with  which  I  had  been  connected  during  the  early  part  of  my 
ministry,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  response  has  been  such 
that  I  hope  in  the  course  of  a  few  months  every  Church  that  was 
in  peril  will  be  saved  for  the  sacred  object  for  which  it  was  design- 
ed. AfaMfty  something  has  been  done;  but  the  absence  of  persons 
interested,  and  the  hope  that  the  funds  in  my  hands  (deposited  in 
Mr.  Mitchell's  Bank,  Milwaukee,)  may  yet  be  increased,  compel 
me  to  postpone  for  the  present  a  report  of  receipts  and  expendi* 
tares.  At  the  earliest  day  possible,  a  full  statement  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  Church  papers. 

And  now  with  respect  to  the  future.  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  if 
the  Church  in  the  older  Dioceses  will  continue  to  aid  in  the  support 
of  our  missions,  (and  Oh!  what  gratitude  and  love  should  be  chef* 
ished  in  our  hearts  for  the  yearly  contributions  of  the  Domestic 
Committee,)  each  parish  must  build  according  to  its  means.  Let 
the  first  step  be  the  securing  of  land,  eligibly  situated  ;  and  if 
enough  can  be  obtained  not  only  for  a  Church  but  for  a  Parsonage, 
a  Parish  School  House  and  a  Cemetery,  so  much  the  better.  And 
in  many  cases  a  glebe  would  be  highly  desirable.  Hereafter,  let 
os  build  according  to  our  means,  and  never  again  disgrace  our- 
selves by  debt.  It  is  well  known  that  we  have  a  plan  for  a  Church  !t 
that  will  hold  a  goodly  number  of  persons,  and  which  can  be  com-  '* 
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pieted  for  $  650.  Ro  clergymen  hereafter,  should  lay  the  corner 
stone  of  a  Church  until  the  whole  sum  necessary  for  its  erection  is 
amply  secured.  And  I  will  certainly  refuse  to  consecrate  any 
Church  until  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  it  is  out  of  debt. 

In  addition  to  what  I  have  said  concerning  the  changes  among 
the  clergy,  I  state  that  the  Rector  of  the  ChurcJi  jn  which  we  are 
now  assembled  is  expected  to  return  from  the  army  at  an  early  day. 
At  his  earnest  request,  Professor  Kemper  has  officiated  for  him, 
and  still  continues  to  do  so.  The  Rev.  James  B.  Britton  resigned 
Grace  Church,  Madison,  and  became  a  chaplain.  The  Rev.  L.  W. 
Davis  Ls  now  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Beloit*' '  The  Rev.  C. 
C.  Edmunds  has  left  Menasha  and  gene  to  the  East.  The  Rev. 
L.  R.  Humphrey  has-been  compelled,  in  consequence  of  a  rail-road 
accident,  to  resign  the  rectorship  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  White* 
water.  The  Rev.  J.  McXamara  became  a  chaplain,  and  resignedd| 
St.  Matthew's  Church,  Kenosha.  The  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Nicholr^ 
retired  from  Racine  College  and  the  parish  at  Elkhorn,  and  accept- 
ed a  chaplaincy  in  the  army.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Nicholrarh 'endeav- 
oring to  establish  at  Delavan  a  Church  school.  TWfUeT.  Mr. 
Pedelupe  is  now  missionary  at  Stevens  Point.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Richmond  has  been  absent  for  some  time  from  Milwaukee,  and  ■ 
said  to  be  a  chaplain  in  the  army.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Staples  has  re- 
signed the  parish  at  Wankesha.  The  Rev.  Professor  Thompson 
has  taken  charge  of  the  Church  at  Kenosha.  The  Deacon  the 
Rev.  George  Turner  has  been  appointed  missionary  to  Oakfield, 
Mayvillc  and  Brandon.  The  Rev.  John  Williamson  has  been  officia- 
ting at  Superior  since  last  October.  The  Rev.  Japes  Young  now 
resides  at  Atkinson. 

The  Church  at  Ashippun  has  been  steadily  supplied  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Adams  since  the  time  that  Professor  Kemper  agreed  to  supply 
Trinity  Church,  Janesville.  Elkhorn,  Oconomowoc,  Waukesha, 
Menasha  and  Whitewater,  as  far  as  I  know,  remain  vacant.  Mad- 
son  is  supplied  by  the  Rev.  James  L.  Maxwell,  who  was  received 
by  me  this  morning  from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey.  The  mission 
in  Pierce  County  should  not  rcmaiu  any  longer  without  the  servi- 
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of  the  Church.  The  stations  so  successfully  visited  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Barton,  aud  which  are  now  so  promising,  ought  to  receive  the 
earliest  attention.  At  Menasha  in  conjunction  with  Neenah,  Ap- 
pleton  aud  Butte  des  Morts,  I  hope  to  establistei^Iission  without 
delay.  And  I  trust  that  at  least  for  the  present  year,  Jefferson 
and  Atkinson  may  be  united  in  a  mission  with  Whitewater.  Grant 
County  should  have  received  attention  from  us  long  since,  while 
the  valley  of  the  Chippewa  should  not  be  neglected.  Shall  1  pro- 
ceed ?  for  I  could  mention  many  places  mordEDbre  duty  calls  us, 
had  we  the  men  and  the  means.  Under  favorable  prospects,  we 
have  just  established  a  mission  at  Oakfield,  including  Mayville  and 
Brandon.  Christ  Church  in  Milwaukee,  erected  for  German  wor- 
ship, is  still  unoccupied.  Its  preservation,  thus  far,  has  been  a 
source  of  anxiety  and  expense  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ashley  and  myself. 
^^rethren  !  I  could  name  twenty  villages  where,  in  all  probability, 
PJfce  services  of  the  Church  would  be  welcomed.  Are  we  doing  our 
duty  ?  Are  we  even  endeavoring  to  fulfil  the  most  sacred  injunc- 
tion of  our  blessed  Lord?  Give  largely,  I  beseech  you,  to  both 
oar  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund  and  to  the  Domestic  Committee. 
God  loves  a  cheerful  giver.  You  will  perceive  that  our  Diocesan 
3(reasurer  reports  some  money  on  hand ;  this  is  the  result  of  great 
care,  so  that  we  may  be  enabled  to  send  out  the  young  men  who 
are  to  be  ordained  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  others,  into  the  mission- 
ary field.  Heretofore  we  have  often  been  unable  for  want  of 
means  to  retain  in  the  Diocese  those  who  have  been  educated  and 
ordaine4&t  Nashotah. 

I  can  again  with  perfect  confidence  commend  the  Female  School 
of  Miss  Jones  at  Oconomowoc  to  parents.  They  may  rest  assured 
that  every  effort  is  there  used,  under  true  Gospel  principles,  to  give 
their  daughters  a  moral  and  intellectual  education. 

Racine  College  is  flourishing.  Most  richly  does  it  deserve  the 
encouragement  of  every  person  who  anxiously  desires  the  future 
prosperity  of  our  country.  The  teachings  of  that  Institution,  the 
untiring  energy  of  its  President  aud  Professors,  and  their  christian 
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walk  and  conversation,  must  make  the  deepest  impression  for  good 
upon  the  affections  and  study  of  the  pupils. 

To  our  friends,  and  especially  those  at  a  distance,  I  would  say 
that  this  is  a  dajp  iff  great  trial  for  Naahotah.  Surely  it  will  not 
be  suffered  to  close  its  doors  even  for  a  month.  A  plain  statement 
of  its  past  usefulness  and  present  condition  will,  doubtless,  soon  be 
laid  before  the  Church.  I  can  confidently  assure  every  member  of 
our  Communion  that  these  young  men  are  trained  for  the  ministry 
according  to  the  principles  of  the  Prayer  Book,  while  all  the  pre- 
cious truths  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  are  inculcated,  line  upon  line, 
and  especially  those  which  appear  so  prominent  in  our  daily  servi- 
ces— salvation  through  the  atoning  blood  of  the  Redeemer,  and 
the  absolute  necessity  of  the  enlightening,  strengthening,  and  sanc- 
tifying influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  eternal  Comforter,  to  be- 
gin, to  carry  on  and  to  perfect  the  work  of  holiness.  .m 

Experience  and  reflection  have  deeply  convinced  me  of  the  vast' 
importance  to  our  present  welfare  and  future  growth,  of  a  strict 
and  delightful  conformity,  in  our  Public  Worship,  to  all  the  pre- 
scribed rubrics.  When  the  minister  proves  by  Ins  earnestness,  ref- 
erence and  delighted  obedience  that  he  is  thoroughly  convinced  he 
is  worshipping  the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holiness,  his  spirit  wiD 
soon  be  caught  by  the  congregation,  and  they  will  learn  more  and 
more  to  admire  the  evangelical  and  edifying  spirit  of  oar  admirable 
Liturgy. 

I  can  assure  my  brethren  of  the  laity  that  the  greater  number 
of  the  clergy  are  faithful, — that  they  are  full  of  zeal  and  good 
works.  At  the  termination  of  some  of  our  most  solemn  seasons, 
I  have  known  them  to  be  almost  worn  out  with  excess  of  labor. 

During  the  coming  year  I  hope  to  find  every  parish  out  of  debt; 
and  the  churches,  and  likewise  the  parsonages  and  school  houses, 
where  we  have  any,  neatly  repaired  and  in  perfect  order. 

Our  Sunday  Schools  can  be  made  instrumental  of  great  good  to 
the  rising  generation,  and  I  trust  many  experienced  members  of  the 
Church  will  cheerfully  unite  with  their  pastor  in  conducting  these 
important  nurseries  of  religion  and  knowledge.      Let  the  Church 
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Catechism  be  the  guide  in  all  your  teachings  until  it  is  thoroughly 
committed  to  memory,  and  the  sacred  truths  of  this  admirable 
summary  of  christian  principles  are  understood  and,  if  possible,  felt 
by  every  pupil.  The  crying  sins  of  our  age  art  want  of  reverence 
and  inordinate  self-sufficiency.  Against  these  and  other  evils  the 
Sunday  School  teachers  can  guard,  not  only  by  setting  an  example 
of  humility,  meekness,  and  love  for  everything  sacred,  but  especial" 
ly  by  instilling  into  the  minds  of  their  pupils  their  duty  towards 
God  and  their  duty  towards  their  neighbor.    nor 

I  have  heard  with  deep  regret  that  some  parishes  have  so  far 
reduced  the  salaries  of  the  Clergy  that  they  will  be  compelled  to 
resign.  To  the  members  of  such  churches  I  would  say,  in  love: — 
Is  not  the  cause  of  Christ  Jesus  and  Him  crucified  worthy  your 
best  efforts  and  of  real  sacrifices  ?  Is  not  the  laborer  worthy  of 
.,  his  hire  ?  Should  not  the  faithful  pastor  be  relieved  from  all  anx- 
*~  lety  concerning  temporal  matters  ?  And  how  can  you,  dearly  be- 
loved,  nay,  I  would  say,  how  dare  you  deprive  yourselves  and  fam- 
ilies of  the  inestimable  privileges  so  intimately  connected  with  the 
Sanctuary  of  the  Lord,  with  your  own  growth  in  grace,  and  with 
the  eternal  welfare  of  your  children  ?  Are  there  not  many 
who  could  double  their  subscriptions  to  Church  objects  without 
depriving  themselves  of  the  slightest  comfort  ? 

Dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  !  The  times  call  upon 
on  for  a  great  increase  of  prayer,  watchfulness,  zeal  and  holiness. 
The  responsibility  of  each  one  of  us  is  exceedingly  great.  Let  us 
be  solemnly  faithful  to  the  duties  incumbent  upon  us.  Let  us  be 
prepared  for  whatever  may  happen.  Let  us  earnestly  strive,  and 
that  without  delay,  for  heavenly-mindedness,  so  that  we  may  be 
found,  upon  every  occasion,  adorning  the  doctrine  of  God  our 
Saviour  in  all  things.

Services  have  been 
held  regularly  on  Sundays,  twice  on  week  days  during  Lent,  and 
even  now,  though  no  longer  officially  connected  with  the  parish, 
lectures  are  given  ouce  a  week,  especially  to  the  class  preparing 
for  confirmation.  At  no  time,  however,  have  the  Services  been 
omitted  since  the  vacancy  of  the  parish,  nor  arc  they  now.  We 
are  under  obligations  to  Nashotah  for  many  services  rende^A  gra- 
tuitously.    Efforts  are  now  made  to  procure  a  Rector.       ^ 

The  Sunday  school  is  in  a  good,  working  condition.  A  good 
library,  a  sufficient  number  of  suitable  text  book  and  forty  copies 
of  the  Children's  Gued,  besides  an  efficient  corps  of  teachers,  are 
oar  telliug  auxilliaries,  not  only  in  the  Sunday  school,  but  also  in 
the  general  work  of  the  parish.

The  College  under  ray  care  has  continued,  by  God's  blessing,  to 
prosper  during  the  past  year. 

By  an  amendment  to  its  charter,  it  is  now  provided  that  the 
Bishop  of  tiie  Diocese,  the  President  of  Nashotah  House  and  the 
Rector  of  the  College  shall  be  ex  officio  Trustees,  and  that  all 
future  Trustees  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Church. 

The  College  is  conducted  on  the  principle  that  the  Church  of 
God  is  the  proper  educator  of  her  children.  To  this  end  the  Dai- 
ly Service  is  said  in  the  Chapel  and  the  Uoly  Communion  celebra- 
ted every  Sunday  and  on  the  greater  festivals. 

In  addition  to  the  Sunday  sermon,  the  students  hare  weekly 
lessons  in  the  Catechism  and  in  various  sacred  studies,  which  are 
heard  by  their  Professors  and  Masters. 

The  scholars  of  the  Grammar  School  are  catechized  every  Fri- 
day.  Two  persons  have  been  baptized  as  adults,  and  seven  coo- 
finned.

CLERICAL  REPORTS, 


REV.  WILLIAM  ADAMS,  D.D. 

I  have  to  report  that  during  the  p:ist  year  I  have  been  occupk 
with  the  Professorship  at  Nashotah,  which  I  have  the  honour  to 
hold.  I  have  every  Sunday  officiated  in  the  services  of  the  Church 
during  the  past  year,  and  I  am  novftfillmg  the  place  of  the  Rev. 
L.  A.  Kemper,  at  Ashippun,  during  his  engagement  at  Janesvflle. 
My  services  will  be  found  recorded  in  the  books  of  those  parishes 
wherein  I  have  performed  them. 

REV.  J.  0.  BARTON. 

On  the  first  of  October  last,  1  began  my  duties  as  an  itinerant 
missionary  of  the  Diocese,  under  appointment  of  the  Bishop  and 
the  Missionary  Board.  The  field  assigned  me  was  the  important 
and  unoccupied  towns  along  the  La  Crosse  Rail  Road.  I  have, 
held  services  at  Iloricon,  Juneau,  Wellsville  Chapel,  Kilboarn 
City,  Sparta  and  La  Crosse, — covering  a  distance  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  miles,  and  stretching  nearly  across  the  State.  I  have 
been  engaged  in  the  work  about  eight  and  a  half  months.  I  would 
respectfully  present  the  following  report  for  that  time  and  the 
above  mentioned  places: 

Families,"  143;  Baptisms:  adults,  9;  infants,  42;  total,  51;  con- 
firmed, 16;  communicants,  13G;  Holy  Communion  administered 
11  times;  Sunday  schools,  3  (at  La  Crosse,  Sparta  and  WellsvuTe 
Chapel);  teachers  in  all,  22;  scholars,  100.  I  have  preached  168 
times  and  traveled  55G1  miles  in  fulfilling  my  appointments.  Offer- 
ings for  Diocesan  missions  have  amounted  to  $  286,13.  I  would 
also  report  the  following  items  in  reference  to  each  place: 
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Christ  Church,  La  Crosse,  La  Crosse  County.  Families,  45; 
baptisms:  adults,  2;  infants,  11;  total,  13;  communicants:  added, 
16;  present  number,  55;  marriages,  5;  confirmed,  6;  Holy  Com* 
manion  administered  6  times;  Sunday  school:  teachers,  8;  scholars, 
40;  offerings:  for  Diocesan  missions,  $93,75;  Bishop's  salary, 
$30;  parish  expenses  and  back  indebtedness,  about  $325;  total 
contributions,  $  448,75.  I  hare  preached  here  45  times.  I  found 
the  parish  here  very  much  discouraged  and  weakened;  but  now 
there  is  faith,  trust  and  zeal.  The  "  hired  room"  has  again  become 
too  small.  The  means  for  a  comfortable  Cnurch  have  been  sub- 
scribed and  a  plan  for  the  building  obtained.  By  active  exertions 
the  parish  is  free  from  all  debt.  They  are  most  anxious  for  an 
active  and  earnest  pastor.  There  is,  there,  the  opening  for  a  no* 
ble  work  for  the  Church.  With  a  new  Church,  and  an  active  rec- 
tor, the  parish  will  at  once,  almost,  afford  a  comfortable  support 
for  a  zealous  pastor.  Whom  can  they  obtain  ?  I  pray  that  God 
may  grant  them  His  richest  blessings.    v 

Sparta,  Monroe  County.  (No  organization.)  Families,  23; 
baptisms:  adults,  2;  infant,!;  total,  8;  confirmed,  7;  communi- 
cants: added,  12;  present  number,  26;  Holy  Communion  adminis- 
tered twice;  offerings:  for  Diocesan  missions,  $  69,72;  for  Church 
building,  (subscriptions  paid  to  date)  about  $  257 ;  incidental  ex- 

Kjes,  about  $20;  total  contributions  and  offerings,  $346,72. 
day  school:  teachers,  ^scholars,  40.  I  have  preached  here 
82  times. 

The  prospects  here  for  the  Church  are  very  encouraging.  Ser- 
vices have  been  held  in  a  hall,  which,  though  very  unpleasant,  was 
always  crowded.  A  fine  lot  for  a  Church  has  been  purchased  by 
the  Bishop,  who  holds  it  in  trust  for  the  future  parish  organiza- 
tion. The  lumber  for  a  neat,  plank  Church  has  been  delivered  on 
the  ground,  and  paid  for.  The  glass  for  the  windows  is  also  on 
hand,  and  paid  for.  On  the  1st  of  July  the  erection  of  the  build- 
ing will  be  commenced.  This  place,  with  Tpmah.  New  Lisbon, 
Maustou,  Kilbourn  City  and  Wellsvillc  Chapel,  should  be  nnited, 
at  once,  under  the  charge  of  an  active  missionary.  A  fine  and  no- 
ble work  is  to  be  done  in  all  these  places.  God  grant  that  it  may 
be  carried  on. 

Kilbourn  City,  Columbia  County.  (Xo  organization.  V  Fam- 
ilies, 15;  baptisms:  infants,  9;  communicants,  12;  Holy  Commun- 
ion administered  once;  offerings:  for  Diocesan  missions,  $  42,80. 
I  have  preached  here  2i)  times.  Two  fine  lots  were  given  for  a 
Church  here,  and  are  deeded,  in  trust,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio* 
cesc.  At  one  time,  a  communicant  of  the  Church  here  expressed 
his  willingness  to  give  at  once,  in  cash  down,  two-thirds  of  the 
cost  of  building  a  Church,  .but  circumstances  connected  with  the 
troubles  of  the  country  have  delayed  the  1>eginniug  of  tne  work . 
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There  are  here  a  few  families  of  earnest  Church  people,  who  have 
beeu  rejoiced  to  have  even  occasional  services. 

Wellsville  Chapel,  Sauk  County.  (Xo  organization.)  Fam- 
ilies, say  8;  communicants,  say  7;  baptisms:  adults  5;  infants,  11; 
total,  10;  Sunday  school:  teachers,  2;  scholars,  20;  offerings:  for 
Diocesan  missions,  %  7.     I  have  preached  here  10  times. 

This  is  a  chapel  built  by  II.  D.  Wells  Esq.  at  his  own  expense, 
at  a  cost  of  about  $  700.  It  is  the  only  place  in  all  Sauk  County 
where  our  Services  are  held.  Every  Sunday  \  he  C Impel  has  been 
opened,  and  the  Morning  Service  of  the  Church  and  a  sermon  read 
by  Mr.  Wells.  For  about  two  years,  quietly  and  almost  alone, 
Mr.  Wells  has  carried  on  this  noble  work,  and  as  a  result,  witness 
the  baptisms  which  I  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting.  Several 
persons  were  ready  for  confirmation,  but  the  visit  of  the  Bishop 
was  prevented  by  a  storm.  I  have  been  able  to  give  to  this  place 
only  a  Sunday  night  service  once  a  month,  except  some  Lenten 
services.  Always  the  Chapel  has  been  full,  peoplr*  coming  in  ox 
and  horse  sleds  two  and  five  miles,  almost  despite  the  weather  and 
darkness.     It  is  a  good  work,  and  the  reward  must  follow. 

Horicon,  Dodge  County.  (No  organization.)  Families,  say 
20;  communicants,  say  14;  confirmed,  1;  Holy  Communion  admin- 
istered twice;  baptisms:  infants,  11;  offerings:  for  Diocesan  mis* 
sions,  $54,36.  I  have  preached  here  33  times.  I  have  given  one 
Sunday  a  month  to  this  place,  preaewng  morning  and  evening, 
giving  a  service,  usually,  in  the  afternoon  at  Juneau.  There  are  a 
few  earnest  Chnrch  people  here,  who  long  to  have  the  services  of 
the  Church.  In  some  respects  it  is  a  difficult  field,  and  yet  all 
things  seem  ripe  for  the  Church.  The  denominations  have  failed, 
and  an  active,  acceptable  clergyman  could  soon  establish  the 
Church. 

St.  Mark's  Church,  Juneau,  Dodge  County.  Families,  say 
28;  confirmed,  2;  communicants,  about  22;  offerings:  for  Diocesan 
missions,  $  18,50.  1  have  preached  here  14  times,  usually  once  a 
month  in  the  afternoon  of  the  Sunday  I  have  been  at  Horicon. 

This  place,  with  Horicon,  presents  a  most  inviting  and  promising 
field  of  usefulness.  They  are  very  anxious  to  have  a  clergyman  of 
the  Church  settle  among  them,  and  will,  at  once,  almost  entirely 
snpport  him.  It  is  in  the  heart  of  a  splendid  farming  country,  in 
the  center  of  Dodge  County,  the  second  in  the  State  in  reference 
to  population,  and  yet  is  almost  entirely  unoccupied  by  the  Church. 
Whom  can  we  get  to  take  these  places,  and  strive  to  bnild  np  the 
Church  ? 

I  have  thus  presented  my  report  for  a  short  period  of  labor. — 
Much  to  my  regret,  I  must  soon  give  it  up.  It  is  a  work  which  I 
lore,  and  if  my  circumstances  were  different,  I  would  gladly  devote 
my  life  to  it.    With  a  clergyman  suited  to  the  work,  I  believe  the 
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itineracy  under  the  new  Canon,  is  the  best  way  of  planting  the 
Church.  The  success  of  the  work  in  my  hands  has  been  beyond 
my  expectations.  Three  clergymen  should  at  once  be  in  the  field 
I  have  been  striving  to  till. 

REV.  JAMES  B.  BRITTON. 

Reports  that  on  the  first  of  October  last  he  accepted  the  Chap- 
laincy of  the  11th  Regiment  Wis.  Vol.,  and  left  Madison  for  Mis- 
souri. The  parish  in  this  city  was  resigned  at  that  time,  and  hav- 
ing been  supplied  for  some  time  by  Rev.  Mr.  Pradt,  has  chosen  a 
Rector,  now  in  charge.  After  a  six  months  service  in  the  army,  I 
returned  home,  and  now  stand  ready  for  missionary  duty. 

REV.  A.  D.  COLE. 

During  the  past  year,  thirty-nine  young  men  have  been  prepar- 
ing for  the  Iloly  Ministry,  under  the  care  of  Nashotah  Mission. 
Twenty  of  these  are  preparing  for  Ordination,  and  nineteen  are 
preparing  to  become  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Those  preparing  for  Ordination  are  under  the  immediate  care 
and  instruction  of  the  President  and  Professors  resident  at  the 
Mission.     The  Preparatory  Students  are  in  Racine  College. 

Nashotah  may  be  properly  called  a  Mission,  for  the  Students 
have  under  catechetical  instruction  more  than  two  hundred  chil- 
dren. The  Professors  keep  up  the  regular  services  of  four  congre- 
gations. These  labors  arc  attended  with  no  small  amount  of  trav- 
eling and  the  expenditure  of  not  a  little  time. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  difficulty,  but,  by  the 
Lord's  blessing,  the  alms  and  offerings  of  the  Lord's  people  havo 
enabled  the  Mission  to  continue  from  day  to  day.  The  offerings 
from  within  the  Diocese  have  not  decreased  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion. Their  receipt  is  most  gratefully  acknowledged.  May  the 
Lord  recompense  the  donors  with  the  riches  of  His  everlasting 
Kingdom. 

REV.  JOSEPH  H.  NICHOLS. 

During  the  past  Conventional  year,  until  March,  I  have  been  reg- 
ularly engaged  in  my  duties  as  Professor  of  English  Literature  in 
Racine  College.  My  intercourse  with  my  brother  Professors  and 
with  the  students  of  this  Institution  has  beeu  very  pleasant,  and  to 
me,  at  least,  has  been  profitable.  Most  happy  shall  1  be  if  I  can 
contribute  in  the  slightest  measure  to  the  increasing  usefulness  and 
the  rising  fame  of  this  new  seat  of  letters  and  religion  in  the  North- 
West. 

On  Sundays,  I  have  officiated  as  formerly  in  the  small  parish  of 
St.  John's,  Elkhorn.     Not  having  the  statistics  for  the  past  year 
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With  me,  I  am  obliged  to  omit  them.  I  wilt  only  add  that  the 
little  hand  which  compose  the  Church  in  this  Tillage  are  as  kind 
and  liberal,  and  as  zealous  as  ever. 

On  the  17th  of  March  I  was  elected  the  Chaplain  of  the  19th 
Regiment  Wis.  Vol.,  then  in  their  barracks  at  Racine.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  month  the  regiment  was  removed  to  Camp  Randall 
Madison,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  charge  of  1200  rebel  prisoners 
who  were  captured  at  Island  No.  10  on  the  Mississippi  river.  Of 
this  number,  200  were  sick  on  their  arrival  at  Madison.  The  mor- 
tality among  them  had  been  fearful.  1  have  read  the  Burial  Ser- 
vice over  90  of  these  poor  captives;  often  have  I  stood  by  the 
wagon  as  coffins  lay  piled  upon  coffins,  and  recited  the  solemn  rit- 
ual of  the  Church  over  their  remains.  I  felt  it  a  christian  duty  to 
give  them  a  decent  burial,  at  least  for  the  sake  of  their  distant 
friends. 

I  have  also  officiated  at  the  funerals  of  seven  soldien  of  the  19th 
Regiment,  at  Racine  and  Madison. 

On  Monday,  June  2d,  our  Regiment,  by  the  order  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  left  Madison  for  Washington,  where  wo  arrived  on 
Thursday  evening  following.  On  Friday,  we  were  ordered  to 
Fortress  Monroe,  Virginia;  passed  over  the  Potomac  and  Chesa- 
peake Bay  in  two  steamers,  and  reached  our  destination  on  hit 
Sunday  afternoon.  Yesterday  morning  we  landed  and  are  now 
pitching  our  tents  north  of  the  ruins  of  the  late  village  of  Hamp- 
den. Here  we  exj>ect  to  remain  until  we  are  ordered  to  join  the 
great  army  of  Gen.  McClellan  before  Richmond.  I  have  reason 
to  believe  the  men  of  the  1 9th  Regimeut  will  not  lower  the  renown 
of  the  Wisconsin  troops. 

RET.  J.  B.  PRADT. 

1  continued  my  visits  to  Prairie  dn  Cliien  until  September  lost, 
when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clinton,  from  Minnesota,  took  charge  of  ttM 
parish.  After  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Britton  as  Rectnr 
of  Grace  Church,  Madison,  in  October,  I  supplied  that  parish  until 
a  few  days  since,  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Maxwell,  the  present  Rector, 
entered  upon  his  duties.  T  have  baptized  wie  child  near  I'rairw 
du  Chicn,  and  two  children  and  one  adult  in  Madison.  In  the 
latter  parish  T  have  also  solemnized  one  marriage  and  attended 
nine  funerals.  My  time  has  been  otherwise  occupied  as  Editor  of 
the  Wisconsin  Journal  of  Education. 

REV.  J.  C.  RICHMOND. 

In  April,  ISlil,  the  Governor  of  Wisconsin  appointed  me  Chap- 
lain of  the  2d  Regiment  Wis.  Vol.,  and  gave  me  the  written  com- 
mission June  20th,  when  1  joined  the  Regiment  at  Chicago.      I 
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have  baptised  nine  soldiers  in  two  other  regiments,  administered 
the  Holy  Communion  to  some  hundred  soldiers  in  a  third,  preach* 
ed  and  otherwise  officiated  often  in  Washington  and  other  cities, 
and  on  most  Sundays  in  my  own  regiment,  when  not  hindered  by 
the  weather  or  the  officers. 

In  May,  I  procured  a  written,  honorable  discharge  from  the 
War  Office,  and  after  an  interview  with  President  Lincoln  on  Mon- 
day last,  he  appointed  me  Chaplain  in  the  hospitals  at  Washington, 
and  on  the  3d  of  June  I  received  my  commission,  signed  by  the 
President  and  counter-signed  by  the  Secretary  of  War, 

I  hare  resigned  the  rector-ship  of  the  Free  Church  of  the  Atone- 
ment, the  correspondence  showing  the  utmost  harmony  and  affec- 
tion between  the  pastor  and  the  people.  I  visited  my  own  Church 
of  St.  Paul  at  Christmas,  and  during  my  absence  it  has  been  al- 
most constantly  opened  by  the  liberal  exertions  of  the  congrega- 
tion, assisted  by  several  of  the  clergy,  more  especially  by  the  valu- 
able services  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kelly,  of  Chicago. 

I  had  expected  to  return  to  the  Church  this  Spring;  and  should 
my  new  appointment  lead  to  a  prolouged  absence,  shall  endeavor 
to  pursue  such  a  course  as  will  best  unite  the  interests  of  people 
and  pastor  in  a  church  which  was  built  expressly  for  the  Rector, 
and  in  defence  of  clerical  rights. 

REV.  H.  C.  SnAW. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  engaged  in  my  duties  as  teach- 
er in  Racine  College.  Sundays,  my  time  has  been  mainly  devoted 
to  the  religious  instruction  of  the  students  under  my  charge,  tlio' 
I  have  occasionally  officiated  in  some  of  the  neighboring  parishes. 

REV.   HUGH  M.  THOMPSON. 

Begs  leave  to  report,  that  during  the  past  year  he  has  been 
mainly  occupied  with  the  duties  of  his  Professorship  at  Nashotah 
Theological  Seminary.  In  addition,  he  has  performed  services  on 
every  Sunday  in  the  year  since  October,  twice,  and  preached,  be- 
sides Lent  services  and  lectures.  These  services  have  been  mostly 
rendered  in  Zion  Church,  Oconomowoc,  and  he  refers  to  the  re- 
port of  that  parish.  Since  Easter,  he  has  been  in  charge  of  St. 
Matthew's  Church,  Kenosha,  and  has  rendered  services  fully  there 
on  each  Sunday.  He  makes  no  report  from  this  parish  at  the 
present  Convention,  owing  to  the  shortness  of  the  time  he  has  hnd 
charge,  and  the  somewhat  disorganized  condition  of  the  parish. 

REV.  HOMER  WHEELER. 

I  would  respectfully  report  to  the  Bishop  and  Convention,  that 
the  past  year  has  been  devoted  to  the  ordinary  duties  of  my  Pro- 
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fessorship  in  Racine  College.      In  clerical  labors,  I  hare 
daily  in  the  celebration  of  Divine  Service,  taught  sacred  studies  on 
Sundays,  and  preached  whenever  occasion  required.

4.  The  Northern  Convocation  shall  consist  of  the  Clergy  residing  in  the 
remaining  counties  of  the  State. 

5.  These  Convocations  shall  bo  governed  by  such  Rules  as  they  shall  re- 
gpectiveiy  adopt,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  be,  when 
present,  ex  officio  presiding  officer.

BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


The  Bishop's  Address. 


Dear  Brethren  !  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  or  this  Con- 
vention': 

I  am  happy  to  meet  yon  once  more,  and  to  state  that  notwith- 
standing increasing  infirmities,  I  hare  been  enabled  to  devote  the 
most  of  my  time  to  the  interests  of  our  beloved  Chnrch.  Perhaps 
the  more  satisfactory  plan  will  be  to  state  at  once  my  several  vis- 
itations and  acts,  and  then  conclude  this  Address  with  such  reflec- 
tions as  occur  to  me. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  our  last  Convention,  during  which 
I  confirmed  one  person  in  Christ  Chnrch,  Janesville,  where  we  held 
our  sessions  and  worship,  I  went  to  Nashotah  to  attend  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Trustees  of  that  important  and  useful  Institution;  and 
on  Trinity  Sunday  the  16th  of  June,  I  admitted  to  Deacons'  Or- 
ders nine  Candidates,  viz:  Robert  Waller  Blow  for  Minnesota, 
Densmore  D.  Chapin,  Mosely  Morris  A.B.  for  Michigan,  Simeon 
Palmer,  John  Thomas  Pearce  for  Connecticut,  Lyman  Phelps  for 
Michigan,  Charles  H.  Rice,  William  Pray  Ten  Broeck,  and  Joseph 
Wood  Jr.  These  gentlemen  had  passed  through  the  canonical 
course  of  studies,  and  after  due  examinations,  had  been  recom- 
mended to  me  by  the  Faculty.  Although  disappointed  in  not 
having  with  me  on  that  day  Bishops  McCoskry  and  Whipple,  yet 
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there  were  present  several  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  besides  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Clarkson,  the  Rev.  Anthony  Ten  Broeck  and  others. 

The  next  day,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Racine 
College,  and  during  the  following  morning,  in  the  Chapel  thereof, 
I  confirmed  six  of  the  students.  On  this  occasion,  Bishop  Whip- 
ple favored  us  with  a  sermon.  He  left  home  with  the  intention  of 
being  with  me  on  Trinity  Sunday,  but  was  detained  on  his  passage 
down  the  Mississippi  by  the  boat  cunning  aground. 

On  the  19th,  at  Janesville,  I  met  the  members  of  tbe  Standing 
Committee  as  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee.  We  made 
several  appointments. 

I  went,  on  the  20th,  to  Beloit,  to  secure  the  services  of  our  esti- 
mable brother  the  Rev.  Stephen  C.  Millett,  as  Missionary  to  Grant 
County. 

The  22d  was  devoted  to  Mineral  Point,  where  I  preached  once 
and  confirmed  thirteen  persons.  The  Rev.  E.  Williams  was  pres- 
ent; he  assisted  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Skinner,  in  the  services, 
and  preached  at  night. 

Sunday  the  29th  was  spent  at  Stevens  Point,  where  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Pedelupe  was  Rector.  Hero  I  preached  twice  and  laid  my 
hands  on  nine  persons. 

The  examinations  of  Miss  Jones'  School  at  Oconomowoc  took 
place  during  the  afternoon  of  the  2d  of  July.  I  was  present,— 
opened  the  exercises  with  prayers,  and  addressed  the  pupils. 

Having  received  an  interesting  letter  from  Grant  County,  the 
purport  of  which  was,  that,  annoyed  by  constant  succession  of  po- 
litical sermons,  the  writer,  with  several  of  his  friends,  was  anxious 
to  become  acquainted  with  the  Church,  I  determined  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  to  spend  a  day  at  Shullsburg  in  that  County.  I  d* 
voted  to  it  Sunday  the  6th  of  July.  Mr.  Sweet,  a  Candidate  for 
Holy  Orders,  kindly  met  me  there,  and,  unable  to  obtain  a  place  in 
which  I  could  officiate  during  the  morning,  we  assembled  with  a 
few  persons  in  a  parlor,  and  explained  the  doctrines,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Church.  During  the  afternoon,  the  place  of  wor- 
ship of  the  Congregationalists  was  loaned  to  us.    Here  I  preached, 
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and  our  edifying  and  scriptural  Common  Prayer  was  beard  for  the 
first  time  in  that  town.  To  this  County  the  Rev.  Mr.  Millett  soon 
went  as  an  itinerant;  and  before  we  separate  yon  will  learn  with 
pleasure  how  greatly  our  Divine  Master  has  blessed  his  labors. 

On  the  8  th,  I  had  the  pleasure  -of  baptizing  my  seventh  grand- 
child in  Nashotah  Chapel. 

I  had  spent  the  evening  of  the  4th,  on  my  way  to  ShuUsburg,  at 
Racine  College  I  now  returned  to  it  and  united  in  its  daily  Ser- 
vices, attended  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  and  on  the  10th  was 
present  at  its  first  Commencement,  which  I  opened  with  pray* 
ere,  and  addressed  those  pupils  to  whom  prises  were  awarded.  At 
this  time  I  will  mention  but  one  fact  in  relation  to  this  admirable 
College.  The  graduating  class  consisted  of  six.  All  these  young 
gentlemen  are  looking  towards  the  Ministry. 

On  the  13th  I  was  at  Prairie  du  Chien,  where  I  preached,  con- 
firmed six,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  probably  eleven 
persons.  The  officiating  minister  is  the  Rev.  Charles  W.  Clinton, 
who  is  in  Deacon's  Orders,  and  appropriates  part  of  his  time  to 
McGregor,  Iowa. 

The  20th  of  July  was  spent  by  me  at  Waupaca.  Here  I  preach- 
ed twice,  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sorenson  in  the  administration  of 
the  Eucharist  and  laid  hands  on  eight  persons  at  the  renewal  of 
their  baptismal  vows.  On  my  way  to  this  place  I  spent  a  night 
at  Oshkosh,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Haff  being  absent,  celebrated  a 
marriage. 

On  the  27th  of  July  I  was  at  Beloit.  Here  there  were  eight 
candidates  for  Confirmation  on  whom  I  laid  hands,  and  afterwards 
addressed  them,  according  to  my  invariable  custom.  1  likewise 
preached  twice  and  united  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

I  now  spent  some  time  at  Janesville,  where  I  met  the  Missionary 
Committee  and  visited  some  of  the  sick  members  of  Mr.  Spalding's 
parish.  On  the  1st  of  August,  in  Christ  Church,  I  admitted  the 
Rev.  P.  Von  Schmidt  to  the  holy  Order  of  Priests.  The  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Greene.     The  Rev.  Messrs.  Peters, 
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Davis,  Dafter,  Rice,  Spalding  and  Wells  were  present  and  assist- 
ing. At  night,  Mr.  Von  Schmidt  preached  and  baptized  two  chil- 
dren.   He  appears  to  have  interested  several  of  the  Germans  in 

this  city. 

Sunday  the  3d  of  August  was  spent  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Keene. 
I  preached  twice  in  his  Church,  St.  John's,  Milwaukee,  and  assist- 
ed him  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

On  the  6th,  I  started  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Keene  on  board  the 
Sea  Bird  for  Lake  Superior.  During  Sunday  the  10th  we  were 
enabled  to  celebrate  Divine  Worship,  when  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Keene 
and  Gilbert  read  prayers  and  I  preached.  The  Sea  Bird  landed 
us  at  Ontonagon,  which  was  the  extent  of  her  trip,  and  we  had  to 
wait  for  another  boat,  enjoying  the  hospitality  of  Mr.  Berbashaw 
and  family,  and  the  kind  attentions  of  the  clergyman,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Seymour.  Bishop  McCoskry  arrived,  and  officiated  and  preached 
on  the  13th  and  14  th.  I  took  part  in  the  Services.  Detained 
over  Sunday  the  17  th,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  visited  and  ad- 
dressed the  Sunday  School,  and  participated  in  the  Service  at  night, 
when  Mr.  Keene  preached.  At  last,  on  the  20th,  the  Planet  ar- 
rived from  Detroit;  we  went  on  board  of  her,  and  when  within  two 
miles  of  Superior,  on  the  21st,  a  few  of  us  who  were  bound  to  the 
place  were  sent  ashore  in  the  yawl,  while  the  wind  was  blowing, 
the  waves  dashing  over  us  and  the  rain  was  falling.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Williamson  and  Mr.  Relf  were  on  the  wharf,  expecting  me.  They 
assisted  me  to  land,  and  I  was  soon  in  most  comfortable  quarters. 
I  visited  the  families  of  the  Church,  with  the  Rector,  during  my 
stay,  and  on  Sunday,  the  24th  of  August,  I  preached  twice  and 
confirmed  eight  persons  in  the  morning  and  two  at  night  At  the 
latter  service,  the  Rector,  Mr.  Williamson,  baptized  an  adult.  The 
Church  is  a  comfortable  building,  and  has  no  debt  resting  upon  it. 
The  parish  owns  some  lots  for  a  parsonage. 

I  started  the  next  morning  in  the  stage,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
fourth  day  arrived  at  St.  Paul  in  Minnesota.  Although  improv- 
ing every  opportunity  I  was  unable  to  get  nearer  home  this  week 
than  to  La  Crosse. 
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Sunday  the  31st  of  August  was  spent  at  La  Crosse,  in  company 
with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dorset,  who  preached  in  the  morning,  and  I  du- 
ring the  afternoon.  We  administered  the  Lord's  Supper.  At 
night  I  met  the  Vestry,  and  pledged  them  missionary  aid  for  a 
short  time,  provided  they  received  Mr.  Dorset  as  their  minister, 
and  took  immediate  measures  to  build  a  Church. 

The  8th  of  September  was  given  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Engle.  I  ar- 
rived by  boat  at  a  very  early  hour  at  Manitowoc,  where  I  preach- 
ed and  confirmed  three  persons.  We  then  rode,  accompanied  by 
some  friends,  to  Clark's  Mills,  where,  in  a  school  room,  I  preached 
and  laid  hands  on  five  candidates  for  Confirmation.  The  next  day 
Mr.  Engle  took  me  through  the  country  to  Sheboygan,  then  va- 
cant.   Here,  in  the  evening,  he  preached  and  I  read  prayers. 

On  the  12th,  in  his  own  Church,  I  baptized  the  child  of  the  Rec- 
tor of  St  John's,  Delafield. 

I  was  at  Waukesha  on  the  14th.  Here  I  preached,  and  visited 
and  addressedVe  Sunday  School.  I  was  assisted  in  the  Services 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stoy.  With  the  Vestry  I  had  a  consultation 
concerning  the  debt  then  yet  resting  on  their  large  and  beautiful 
Church. 

On  the  18th  I  was  at  Janesville,  to  consult  with  the  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee  concerning  the  Diocesan  Missions;  and 
the  next  day,  in  Christ  Church,  assisted  the  Rector  in  the  Morning 
Prayer. 

The  2l8t  was  spent  at  Nashotah,  where  I  participated  in  the 
two  Services  and  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and 
preached. 

In  fulfilment  of  a  promise  which  I  made  when  last  at  Janesville, 
I  returned  there,  and  On  the  24th,  in  Christ  Church,  preached  and 
confirmed  four  persons. 

During  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  which  assembled 
in  the  city  of  New  York  on  the  1st  of  October,  I  was  enabled  to 
attend  every  session  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  to  participate 
in  the  deliberations  of  the  various  Societies  and  Institutions  which 
meet  during  that  interesting  period. 
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I  find  from  my  Diary  that  I  preached  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
at  the  Church  of  the  Annunciation,  at  St.  Paul's*  (the  place  of 
worship  which  I  attended  in  my  youth)  and  at  the  Church  of  the 
Resurrection.  I  likewise  preached  at  Norwalk,  (the  parish  from 
which  I  was  called  to  the  West)  and  in  its  immediate  neighbor- 
hood; baptized  the  child  of  a  relative  when  passing  through  Pml» 

delphia;  and  on  a  very  rainy  Sunday  in  Pittsburgh,  as  I  was  re- 
turning home,  delivered  a  discourse  in  St.  Peter's  Church. 

I  was  graciously  enabled  to  resume  my  diocesan  duties  on  the  id 
of  November,  when,  at  Madison,  I  preached  twice,  confirmed  elev- 
en persons,  and  assisted  the  present  and  the  former  Rector  in  the 
administration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

Passing  through  Milwaukee,  I  confirmed  a  sick  member  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham's  parish,  on  the  4th. 

Being  at  home  on  the  5th,  I  took  part  in  the  celebration  of  the 
daily  Evening  Prayer  at  Nashotah* 

I  now  passed  some  days  at  Racine  and  the  Col40b,  and  united 
in  various  services.  I  preached  for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Park  the  morang 
of  the  9th,  and  that  evening  delivered  an  address  to  the  students. 

The  German  Mission  and  other  diocesan  affairs  led  me  to  Mil- 
waukee, where  I  remained  during  the  16th,  and  preached  at  St. 
John's  in  the  morning  and  at  St.  Paul's  in  the  afternoon. 

Tlaving  consented  to  marry  a  couple  at  Waukesha  on  the  20th, 
I  preached  there  the  night  before,  being  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr 
Stoy.     The  wedding  was  celebrated  in  the  Church. 

I  now  travelled  towards  the  North,  and  spent  Sunday  the  2M 
of  November  at  Fond  du  Lac,  where  I  preached  and  assisted  in 
the  two  Services. 

On  the  25th,  I  consecrated  St  Stephen's  Church,  Menasha. 
This  building  does  great  credit  to  the  former  missionary,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Eduiuuds,  who  persevered  amidst  many  discourgements  in  ac- 
complishing an  object  very  dear  to  his  soul.  The  Church  is  with- 
out debt  and  is  now  supplied  by  the  young  and  laborious  deaeon, 
the  Rev.  S.  Palmer.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Eastman.    The  Rev.  Messrs.  Haff,  Hickox,  Duriin,  Palmer  and 
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Tomer  were  present,  and  assisted  in  Divine  Service  and  the  cele* 
bration  of  the  Eucharist. 

I  spent  part  of  two  or  three  days  at  Appleton,  and  on  the  27th 
preached  and  administered  the  Lord's  Snpper  to  a  few.  I  was 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Palmer,  who  now  resides  here. 

I  was  alone  at  Horicon  on  the  30th,  where  I  read  prayers  and 
preached. 

Having  promised  to  give  a  Sunday  to  Elkhorn,  which  was  then 
vacant,  I  stopped  on  my  way  some  hours  at  Racine  College  and 
participated  in  the  Evening  Service,  and,  after  midnight,  reached 
the  place  of  my  destination.    Here, 

On  Snnday  the  7th  of  December,  I  read  prayers,  preached,  and 
administered  the  Lord's  Snpper  to  fourteen  communicants.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Nicholson  came  in  the  afternoon,  and  officiated.  I  as- 
sisted him  in  the  reading  of  prayers,  and  I  baptised  a  child.  I  was 
gratified  to  find  that  the  Snnday  School  was  kept  up,  and  that  the 
ladies  had  an  association  to  collect  funds  to  pay  the  debt  of  the 
Church  and  to  support  a  minister.  In  consequence  of  misinforma- 
tion concerning  the  cars,  I  passed  Monday  night  and  the  following 
morning  at  Racine  College,  and  participated  there  in  both  the 
public  services. 

Having  a  leisure  Sunday,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Keene  being  indis- 
posed, I  devoted  the  14th  to  Milwaukee.  In  the  morning  I  preach- 
ed at  St.  John's,  and  in  the  afternoon  I  preached  at  St.  Paul's, 
spoke  to  the  Sunday  School  children,  and  afterwards,  in  private,  at 
the  request  of  Rev.  Dr.  Ashley,  confirmed  two  persons. 

On  the  17th  I  was  at  Nashotah,  where  I  united  in  the  Morning 
Service  and  addressed  the  students. 

On  the  18th  I  was  at  Janesville  to  consult  with  the  Standing 
Committee  as  a  council  of  advice  and  as  a  Missionary  Committee; 
and  the  next  morning  I  made  some  parochial  visits  with  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Spalding. 

Having  been  invited,  under  interesting  and  encouraging  circum- 
stances, to  visit  Husti8ford,  I  spent  Sunday  the  21st  there.  We 
worshipped  in  an  upper  room,  where  I  celebrated  Divine  Service 
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and  preached.    Here,  as  in  other  places,  our  beloved  Church  could 
be  established  by  proper  attention. 

On  the  24th  I  rode  to  Oconomowoc,  visited  the  Sunday  School, 
and  addressed  the  children. 

The  Festival  of  oar  blessed  Lord's  Nativity  was  spent  by  me  io 
my  own  neighborhood.  In  the  morning  I  preached  at  Delafield, 
and  was  assisted  in  the  Services  and  the  administration  of  the  Holy 
Communion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Adams.  At  Nashotah,  after  Even- 
ing Prayer,  I  talked  to  the  children  of  the  Snnday  Schools,  who 
were  assembled  to  receive  prizes  from  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Cole. 

I  arrived  at  an  early  honr  at  La  Crosse,  Snnday  the  29th,  and 
having  slept  in  the  cars,  was  enabled  to  devote  the  whole  day  to  its 
solemn  dnties.  I  preached  twice,  confirmed  twelve  persons,  assist- 
ed in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Snpper,  and  visited  and  ad- 
dressed the  Sunday-School  children.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Dorset,  daring 
the  Morning  Service,  baptized  an  adult. 

My  first  Sunday  in  this  year  was  given  to  Sheboygan,  where  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Blow,  then  in  Deacon's  Orders,  had  settled.  I  preached 
twice  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  about  twelve  persons, 
and  visited  and  administered  that  solemn  Sacrament  to  a  sick  per- 
son during  the  afternoon,  and  to  another  during  the  next  morning. 

The  evening  of  the  5th  was  given  to  Plymouth,  where  I  preach- 
ed to  a  full  congregation,  confirmed  one  person,  and  administered 
the  Lord's  Supper  to  twenty-five.  I  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Blow,  who  statedly  visited  this  parish  at  this  time,  as  it  was  va- 
cant. 

Sunday  the  11th  was  a  very  gratifying  day  to  me,  for  I  was  at 
Nashotah,  where  I  preached,  and  confirmed,  in  the  presence  of  8 
large  congregation,  eleven  persons,  who  had  been  brought  to  the 
Church  by  the  students,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  various 
Sunday  Schools  which  they  teach  in  the  neighborhood.  I  was  as- 
sisted in  the  Services  and  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Common- 
ion  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Cole  and  Adams. 

Stevens  Point  being  vacant,  and  anxious  for  the  welfare  of  the 
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parish,  I  spent  the  18th  of  January  there,  and  was  enabled  to  cel- 
ebrate Divine  Service  twice,  preach  two  sermon*,  confirm  three 
persons,  and  administer  the  Lord's  Snpper,  of  which  twenty-five 
communicants  participated.    The  next  day  I  baptized  two  infants. 

Without  going  home,  stopping  from  necessity  one  night  at  Ber- 
lin, one  at  Appleton  and  another  at  Green  Bay,  I  finally  succeeded 
in  reaching  the  Oneida  settlement.  Here  the  Rev.  Mr.  Goodnongh 
has  the  spiritual  charge  of  six  hundred  and  fifty-eight  souls,  of 
whom  one  hundred  and  forty-six  are  communicants.  The  Service 
on  Sunday  morning,  the  25th  of  January,  was  exceedingly  interest- 
ing. If  I  was  animated,  and  spoke  with  fluency,  so  did  the  inter- 
preter. Riveted  attention  and  reverence  prevailed.  The  Church 
was  crowded  and  many  could  not  get  into  it.  When  the  call  was 
made  for  the  candidates  for  Confirmation,  there  was  a  pause,  and 
then,  sponsors  might  be  seen  passing  through  the  crowd  to  bring 
up  to  the  altar  those  young  persons  for  whom  they  were  responsi- 
ble. I  laid  hands  on  sixteen,  and  addressed  them.  Then  the  Lord's 
Supper  was  administered.  Nor  did  I  leave  the  Church  until  I  had 
shaken  hands  with  eve'ry  person  present.  The  Government  appro- 
priation  for  a  school,  to  which  I  alluded  in  my  last,  has  not  yet 
been  made,  though  I  still  cherish  hopes.  The  Missionary  is  anx- 
ious to  obtain  a  collection  of  books  fit  for  the  reading  of  those 
among  his  flock  who  have  been  instructed  in  English.  I  trust  I 
may  appeal  in  confidence  to  the  members  of  the  Church  for  dona- 
tions of  this  nature,  and  especially  to  those  of  New  Tork,  for  the 
devoted  Bishop  Hobart  was  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
these  people,  from  whose  diocese  they  came  to  this. 

Notwithstanding  the  bad  state  of  the  roads  in  consequence  of 
the  mild  weather,  Mr.  Goodnongh  succeeded  in  taking  me  to  Green 
Bay  in  time  for  the  night  Service,  where  I  preached  in  the  presence 
of  a  crowded  congregation,  and  confirmed  twenty-nine  persons. — 
Our  brother,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hickox,  has  commenced  a  glorious  work 
in  this  parish, 

On  the  27th,  at  Chicago,  I  assisted  at  the  solemnization  of  a 
marriage. 
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The  1st  of  February  was  given  by  me  to  Oconomowoc,  where  I 
preached,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  thirty-one  persons. 

About  this  time,  I  was  present  at  the  delivery  of  an  admirable 
lecture  by  Rev.  Dr.  Olarkson  to  the  students  of  Racine  College, 
and  participated  in  the  celebration  of  the  Daily  Service. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stoy  gives  half  of  his  time  to  Waukesha.  I  was 
there  with  him  on  the  8th,  when  I  preached,  confirmed  four  per- 
sons,  and  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

On  the  15th,  I  was  at  Platteville  in  Grant  County,  where  our 
excellent  brother  the  Rev.  S.  C.  Millett,  with  all  his  infirmities 
has  collected  a  very  promising  congregation.  I  preached  twice, 
and  confirmed  eighteen  persons.  A  Church  is  to  be  erected  here 
without  delay.  The  Candidate,  Mr.  Sweet,  kindly  accompanied  an- 
on this  journey  and  was  often  of  great  service.  We  were  sever*, 
times  in  considerable  danger. 

On  the  22d  I  preached  at  Nashotah,  and  assisted  at  the  adminfe* 
tration  of  the  Eucharist;  and  several  times  during  that  week  per 
ticipated  in  the  Daily  Common  Prayer.        • 

On  the  26th  I  read  the  Service,  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cole,  at  the 
funeral  of  the  Rev.  J.  LeOrand  Finney,  a  clergyman  of  great 
promise,  who  fell  a  victim  to  consumption  at  an  early  age.  He 
was  theologically  educated  at  Nashotah,  and  soon  after  returned 
to  his  own  Diocese  of  Connecticut.  Last  Fall  he  was  transferred 
to  my  jurisdiction,  and  came  to  Wisconsin  expecting  to  officiate  at 
Rosendale  ;  but  almost  immediately  after  his  arrival  there,  he  was 
confined  to  his  room.  Believing  a  journey  to  Nashotah  would  do 
him  good,  he  came  to  us,  and  after  a  very  few  days,  suddenly  and 
unexpectedly,  calmly  fell  asleep  in  Jesus. 

On  the  1st  of  March,  in  Nashotah  Chapel,  I  preached,  and  ad* 
mitted  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Blow  to  the  Priesthood.  Several  of  the 
Clergy  were  present  and  assisting.  Mr.  Blow  is  now  the  settled 
minister  at  Sheboygan. 

The  8th  of  March  was  given  by  me  to  the  young  and  ardent 
Deacon,  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Rice,  who  has  been  officiating  every 
Sunday  at  three  places.    In  the  morning  I  preached  at  White** 
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ter  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  twenty-three  persons. 
In  the  afternoon  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons  at  Fort 
Atkinson;  and  at  night  I  delivered  a  short  address  at  Jefferson. 

On  the  10th,  in  Milwaukee,  I  confirmed  in  private  a  sick  person 
for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ashley. 

I  now  travelled  to  Waupaca,'  and  had  the  gratification  of  conse- 
crating St.  Mark's  Church  on  the  19th  of  March.  The  building  is 
neat  and  comfortable,  and  has  been  erected  through  the  exertions 
and  generous  contributions  of  its  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sorenson. 
In  consequence  of  the  weather  and  the  Lent  Services,  not  one  of 
the  Clergy  was  able  to  be  with  us.  I  preached  both  morning  and 
afternoon,  and  consecrated  the  Elements  in  the  Lord's  Supper.  At 
night  Mr.  Sorenson  baptized  two  children,  and  was  assisted  in  the 
Services  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Turner,  who  had  just  arrived. 

Immediately  afterwards,  I  was  at  the  flourishing  parish  at  Osh- 
kosh,  of  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Haff  is  Rector.  Here,  on  Sunday 
the  15th,  I  preached,  visited  the  Sunday  School  and  talked  to  the 
children  and  catechized  them.  Nine  persons  were  confirmed,  one 
of  them  in  private.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Callahan  assisted  in  the  Morn- 
ing Service. 

The  next  Sunday,  I  assisted  in  the  Service  and  Communion  at 
Nashotah;  during  that  period,  attended,  when  I  could,  the  Daily 
Common  Prayer,  and  took  part  therein;  and  on  Sunday,  the  29th, 
was  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stoy  at  Delafield,  where  ten  candidates  for 
Confirmation  were  presented  for  the  laying  on  of  hands.  I  preach- 
ed, and  assisted  in  the  Service  and  the  administration  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist. 

At  Fond  du  Lac,  April  1st,  I  preached,  united  in  the  Services, 
and  laid  hands  on  twelve  persons  at  the  renewal  of  their  baptismal 
vows. 

At  night,  in  Milwaukee,  in  the  Church  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kelly,  on 
the  2d  inst.,  I  preached,  and  assisted  him  in  the  administration  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  to  forty  commumicants. 

I  preached,  Good  Friday  morning,  at  St.  John's  Church  in 
Milwaukee. 


/ 
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At  Racine  College,  on  Easter  Even,  I  participated  in  the  Pubic 
Worship  of  the  day,  and  confirmed  five  of  the  students. 

I  spent  the  glorious  festival  of  Easter  with  the  Her.  Mr.  Ingrt- 
ham.  At  his  Church  in  Milwaukee,  I  preached,  and  laid  hands  in 
Confirmation  on  twelve  of  his  candidates,  besides  one  presented  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Yon  Sehmidt.  All  those  who  thus  renewed  their 
baptismal  vows  partook  of  the  Sacrament  of  our  Lord's  Supper.— 
At  night,  I  took  part  in  the  Evening  Prayer. 

On  the  8th,  I  celebrated  a  marriage  at  Nashotah  ChapeL 

The  next  night  I  was  at  Watertown,  where  I  preached,  and  con- 
firmed seventeen  candidates,  prepared  and  presented  by  the  Rec- 
tor, the  Rev.  W.  Greene,  for  that  holy  rite. 

In  Milwaukee,  on  the  10th,  I  baptized  an  infant  in  private.  The 
Rev.  David  Keene  was  present. 

My  excellent  and  zealous  friend,  Mr.  Whitney,  having  returned 
to  the  State  after  some  years  absence,  and  resumed  the  office  of 
lay  reader,  in  the  Chapel  which  he  had  erected  at  Bloom  Prairie, 
I  visited  him  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dafter,  and  on  the  12th  of  April, 
administered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  nineteen  recipients,  confirmed 
two  young  persons,  and  preached.  That  night,  I  preached  at 
Geneva.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Dafter  and  Phelps  were  present  and 
assisted. 

On  the  night  of  the  15th,  I  held  a  Confirmation  in  Trinity 
Church,  Janesville.  Thirteen  candidates  were  presented  by  the 
Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beers.  Several  of  the  Clergy  and  a  large 
congregation  were  present.     I  preached. 

On  Sunday  the  19th  of  April,  in  Milwaukee,  I  preached  in  the 
morning  for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kelly,  who  presented  sixteen  candidates 
for  Confirmation.  That  night,  I  confirmed  twenty-three  for  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Ashley.   On  that  occasion,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Keene  preached. 

I  was  at  La  Crosse  the  22d,  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  die 
Church.  After  the  solemn  Service  thereof,  I  addressed  the  assem- 
bled people.  Likewise,  on  that  day,  I  confirmed  thirteen  jiersons, 
and  preached  to  the  congregation  in  the  old  building,  where  they 
yet  hold  Public  Worship. 
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At  Ripon,  on  the  24th,  there  were  eight  candidates  presented 
for  the  laying  on  of  hands,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Durlin.  I  preached  in 
the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children  after  the  Second  Lesson 
of  Evening  Prayer.   The  Rev.  Mr.  Dorset  was  present  and  assisting. 

At  Kenosha,  on  the  26th,  I  preached,  confirmed  thirteeen  per- 
sons, and  united  in  the  Services  of  the  day  with  the  Rector,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Thompson,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wood.  At  night  the  Rec- 
tor baptized  an  adult,  and  at  Evening  Prayer  the  night  before,  he 
baptized  two  adults  and  seven  children. 

The  28th  I  devoted  to  the  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Janesville. 
I  preached,  confirmed  nine  persons,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Rector  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beers,  administered  the  Lord's  Supper 
to  ninety  persons.  Mr.  Spalding  baptized  two  adults.  I  visited, 
with  him,  some  of  his  sick  parishioners,  and  prayed  with  them. 

On  the  29th,  I  was  at  Racine.  The  Service  was  at  night.  Af- 
ter preaching  a  sermon,  I  had  presented  to  me  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Park, 
thirty-six  who  renewed  their  baptismal  vows  by  being  confirmed. 
After  Church  was  over,  I  went  with  Dr.  Park  and  confirmed  a  sick 

lady. 

Passing  through  Milwaukee,  I  attended  Divine  Service  at  St. 
Paul's  Church  on  the  Fast  Day  appointed  by  the  President,  and 
assisted  Dr.  Ashley  by  reading  the  Ante-Communion. 

At  Sussex,  (formerly  Lisbon)  on  the  morning  of  the  3d  of  May, 
I  confirmed  eight  persons,  assisted  the  Rector  the  Rev.  Mr.  Reilly, 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Armstrong,  in  the  Communion,  and  preached. 

The  Clergy  of  the  North-eastern  portion  of  the  Diocese  had  held 
a  Convocation  in  February  at  Green  Bay,  and  considered  the  meet- 
ing so  beneficial,  that  they  determined  to  meet  again  after  three 
months,  at  Fond  du  Lac.  Decided  symptoms  of  approaching  ill- 
ness kept  me  from  the  first  meeting,  but  I  embraced  with  pleasure 
the  opportunity  of  attending  the  second.  While  there,  1  partici- 
pated in  the  Services,  took  part  in  the  consultations,  confirmed 
two  persons,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  7th,  consecrated  the  Lord's 
Supper,  of  which  the  Clergy  and  many  friends  partook,  immediate- 
ly before  the  adjournment  of  the  Convocation. 
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Sunday  morning  the  10th  of  May,  I  preached  at  Madison,  tilt- 
ed the  Sunday  School  daring  the  afternoon,  when  I  addressed  tie 
children  and  heard  them  recite  the  Catechism,  and  at  night  confirm- 
ed nine  persons.  Ton  will  learn  from  the  parochial  report,  that 
this  parish  is  flourishing  and  increasing. 

On  the  festival  of  the  Ascension  I  preached  at  Beloit,  and  had 
two  persons  presented  to  me  for  Confirmation. 

Some  days  were  now  devoted  to  the  mission  of  the  Rer.  S. 
Palmer.  On  the  17  th,  at  Appleton,  I  administered  the  Lord's 
Supper,  of  which  thirteen  persons  participated,  confirmed  two,  and 
preached.  At  Menasha,  on  the  19th,  there  were  nineteen  commu- 
nicants. Here  I  preached,  and  confirmed  three.  At  Butte  des 
Morts,  four  persons  were  confirmed,  and  twelve  participated  of 
the  Holy  Eucharist.     Here  I  likewise  preached. 

At  Prairie  du  Chien,  the  night  of  the  22d,  I  baptized  two 
adults  and  two  children,  preached,  and  laid  my  hands  on  four  who 
assumed  their  baptismal  vows. 

At  Portage,  on  the  24th,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  confirmed 
five  persons,  and  assisted  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hudson,  in  dift. 
tributing  the  Holy  Communion  to  sixty  participants.  During  the 
afternoon  I  visited  the  Sunday  School,  and  afterwards  assisted  in 
the  Evening  Service. 

The  examinations  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry  began  at  Na- 
shotah  on  the  26th.  With  those  examinations,  the  meetings  of 
the  Trustees,  and  the  Daily  Prayers,  all  my  time  was  occupied  until 
Trinity  Sunday,  on  which  sacred  day  I  admitted  to  the  Diaconate: 
George  Norman  James,  who  had  been  transferred  to  me  from  Ten- 
nessee by  the  Bishop  thereof,  John  Wesley  Ledenham  and  Elias 
Weil  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Maryland,  and  Sidney  Corbett 
of  this  Diocese ;  and  I  advanced  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Dea- 
cons Joseph  Wood  and  Charles  H.  Rice.  The  sermon  was  by  the 
President  of  Racine  College.  Notwithstanding  the  weather  was 
very  unpropitious,  the  new  and  as  yet  unfinished  Chapel  was  great- 
ly crowded,  and  it  is  believed  there  were  two  hundred  communi- 
cants. 

The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Trustees  of  Racine  College  was  held 
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the  next  day,  the  let  of  June,  which  I  attended.  That  Iaetitntioo 
Is  full  of  promise  to  the  rising  generation,  and  most  richly  deserves 
the  aid  and  patronage  of  every  Churchman. 

Last  Sunday,  the  7th  inst.,  I  was  at  Oconomowoc  The  parish 
is  yet  small,  but  it  is  growing  under  the  very  faithful  labors  of  the 
Rev.  Lyman  Phelps.  The  Female  School  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Jones  I  most  cordially  recommend  to  the  attention  of  parents. 
The  means  of  accommodation  are  now  limited,  and  pupils  have  to 
be  refused  admittance.  Could  we  enlarge  its  borders,  the  result,  I 
fully  believe,  would  be  highly  beneficial  to  many  Christian  families. 
The  candidates  for  Confirmation  were  fourteen,  all  of  whom  receiv* 
ed  the  Holy  Communion;  the  full  number  was  forty-three.  I 
preached  in  the  morning,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weil  in  the  afternoon. 

I  have  thus,  since  I  met  you  last  in  Convention,  baptised  nine 
children  and  four  adults,  and  celebrated  four  marriages.    Most  of 

* 

these  ministerial  acts,  I  presume,  are  recorded  in  parish  registers. 
I  have  confirmed  four  hundred  and  thirty-seven  persons,  laid  the 
corner  stone  of  one  Church,  consecrated  two  edifices  to  the  worship 
of  Almighty  God,  and  have  received  information  of  the  organisa- 
tion of  St.  Paul's  Parish  at  Horicon  on  the  28th  of  April.  I  have 
ordained  thirteen  Deacons  and  four  Priests.  The  following  persons 
have  become  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders:  George  A.  Whitney, 
Stephen  W.  Frisbie,  William  Cox  Pope,  Sidney  Corbett  (since 
ordained),  Walter  Delafield,  William  Charles,  George  N.  James 
(since  ordained),  and  William  W.  Rafter.  Of  the  above,  I  have 
licensed  to  act  as  lay  readers,  Messrs.  Whitney,  Frisbie,  Pope  and 
Charles;  and  likewise  Messrs.  Oberiy,  Burton,  Van  Dusen,  John 
Burnet  and  Allen  Dorset. 

The  following  Clergymen  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese: — 
the  Rev.  James  L.  Maxwell  from  New  Jersey,  the  Rev.  Robert 
W.  Blow,  Deacon,  from  Minnesota,  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  C.  Passmore 
from  Maryland,  the  Rev.  Charles  P.  Dorset  from  Minnesota,  the 
Rev.  J.  Le Grand  Finney  from  Connecticut,  the  Rev.  Asher  P. 
Crouch  from  Illinois,  the  Rev.  Charles  V.  Kelly,  M.D.,  from  Illi- 
nois, the  Rev.  Lyman  Phelps,  Deacon,  from  Michigan,  and  the 
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Rev.  Mosely  Morris,  A.B.,  Deacon,  from  Michigan.  I  hare  trans' 
ferred  to  Pennsylvania  the  Rev.  Charles  C.  Edmunds  and  the  Rev. 
Deacon  William  P.  Ten  Broeck,  to  California  the  Rev.  D.  Chagrin, 
Deacon,  and  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Nicholson,  to  Illinois  the  Rev.  J*  B. 
M.  Pedelupe,  and  to  Ohio  the  Rev.  James  B.  Britton. 

Besides  the  Rev.  Mr.  Einney,  we  have  lost  by  death  the  Ref . 
Joseph  H.  Nichols.  You  most  all  remember  his  intelligence  and 
gentlemanly  deportment.  He  had  been  for  some  years  Rector  of 
the  Church  at  Ellkhorn  and  one  of  the  Professors  at  Racine  Col* 
lege.  His  patriotic  sentiments  induced  him  to  become  a  Chaplain 
in  our  army,  and  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  in  that  situ- 
ation, he  was  attacked  by  a  disease  which  prostrated  both  body 
and  mind.  He  died  at  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  11th  of  De- 
cember, 1869. 

I  hate  received  official  information  that  there  hate  been  deposed 
from  the  Ministry:  Henry  O.  6.  Smeathman  in  California,  James 
L.  Orover  in  Ohio,  William  C.  Robinson  in  Pennsylvania,  George 
T.Dougherty,  M.D.,  in  Indiana,  Ebenezer  R.  N.  Allen  in  Iowa,  and 
Matthew  L.  Forbes  in  Indiana. 

Finding  that  we  were  indebted  to  the  General  Convention,  and 
ascertaining  that  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  were  not 
sufficient  to  meet  that  just  demand  and  likewise  print  the  Journal 
of  our  last  Convention,  it  Was  the  opinion  of  all  with  whom  I  could 
consult,  that  we  should  pay  our  debts  and  postpone  printing  the 
Journal  I  have  of  late,  however,  had  that  Journal  pat  to  press, 
and  copies,  though  in  a  measure  imperfect,  but  containing  all  your 
transactions  at  Janes ville,  are  now  at  your  disposal.  Ton  will 
adopt,  I  trust,  before  you  adjourn,  measures  for  the  completion  of 
the  Journal  of  1862  and  the  publication  of  that  of  this  year. 

Referring  to  my  Address  of  last  year,  which  is  now  fof  the  first 
time  presented  to  you  in  print,  and  which  must  be  as  new  to  most 
of  you,  I  beg  to  say.  that 

In  reference  to  the  mission  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Barton,  it  has  been 
but  partially  supplied.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ten  Broeck,  and  afterwards 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Morris,  made  Sparta,  for  a  short  time,   his  abode, 
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and  officiated  there  and  in  the  neighborhood.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Arm- 
strong has  of  late  been  at  New  Lisbon  and  Manston.  A  mission 
has  been  formed  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Staples  now  has  charge  of  Ju- 
neau and  Horicon.  The  parish  at  Sparta  is  bnilding  a  Church,  and 
I  am  happy  to  say,  that  the  Rev.  Charles  B.  Stout,  formerly  of 
this  Diocese,  and  who  has  relatives  there,  has  kindly  solicited  and 
obtained  fnnds  towards  the  completion  of  the  building.  At  La 
Crosse,  yon  will  observe,  from  what  I  have  already  said,  that  our 
prospects  are  highly  encouraging.  But  up  to  this  hour,  as  far  as 
I  know,  Sparta,  Kilbourn  City,  and  some  other  places  in  their  vi- 
cinity, are  destitute  of  the  Services  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Beckel  has  been  for  nearly  a  year  a  Chaplain  in 
the  army.  The  Rev.  F.  Von  Schmidt  officiates  at  several  places, 
and  resides  in  Milwaukee.  The  expectations  of  the  brethren,  as 
well  as  of  ourselves,  have  by  no  means  been  realized,  thus  far. — 
They  have  met  with  much  silent,  and  occasionally  open  and  unex- 
pected opposition.  The  experiment,  however,  was  worth  making, 
as  infidelity  and  rationalism  prevail  to  a  great  extent  among  the 
Germans. 

The  Rev.  George  Turner  officiated  for  nearly  a  year  at  Oakfield. 
He  now  proposes  to  make  Mayville  and  Neosho  the  fields  of  his 
future  labor. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Pedelupe  was  for  some  time  at  Stevens  Point, 
but  has  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Illinois.  He  is  succeeded  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Crouch. 

The  Rev.  Hiram  Beers,  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  his  parish, 
returned  to  Jancsville,  after  having  acted  with  great  efficiency  and 
usefulness  as  Chaplain  in  the  army  hospitals  at  St.  Louis. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Nicholson  has  left  us  for  California.  His  parish 
and  school  are  now  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Skinner,  formerly 
Rector  of  the  Church  at  Mineral  Point. 

The  present  position  of  the  other  Clergy  you  will  learn  from 
their  reports. 

Concerning  the  building  of  Churches  according  to  the  means  on 
hand,  and  the  importance  of  securing,  at  an  early  a  day  as  possible, 
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land  for  our  sacred  edifices  and  for  parish  schools,  cemeteries,  par- 
sonages and  glebes,  I  intended  to  say  much,  bat  I  mast  refer  joa 
to  my  last  Address. 

Amidst  some  discouragements,  sach  as  the  decay  of  several  Til- 
lages, and  the  too  frequent  removal  of  not  a  few  of  our  best  mem- 
bers to  the  North  or  the  far  West,  we  have  abundant  cause  for 
increased  hope  and  renewed  energy  with  respect  to  our  beloved 
Church.  It  is,  dear  brethren,  oar  sacred  dnty,  and  we  can  if  we 
will,  relying  on  Him  whose  cause  we  espouse, — we  can  establish 
oar  Scriptural  Services  and  our  apostolic  Ministry  in  every  portion 
of  this  State.  When  ignorance,  error  and  opposition  are  so  rife, 
dare  we  relax  our  exertions  ?  We  have  infinite  cause  to  mourn  the 
want  of  self-sacrificing  spirit,  the  want  of  liberality  and  the  want 
of  interest  in  spreading  the  Gospel.  Some  Clergymen,  forgetting 
their  most  solemn  vows,  are  discouraged,  and  relax  their  energies, 
or  almost  cease  from  officiation.  Even  if  neglect  and  insults  are 
to  be  endured,  the  consecration  of  soul  and  body  to  the  work  of 
the  Ministry  —  the  love  of  Christ  —  and  the  precious  privilege  of 
saving  immortal  beings  —  must  never  be  forgotten.  Faithfulness 
unto  death  —  unto  death  !  Is  not  the  eternal  happiness  of  every 
commissioned  servant  of  the  Lord  Jesus  involved  therein  ?  And 
oh  !  how  solemn,  how  weighty  the  responsibility  of  the  Laity  to 
encourage  and  sustain  those  who  labor  for  them  in  the  Lord. — 
Dear  brethren  !  it  is  not  merely  kindness,  generosity  and  affection 
that  should  characterize  your  conduct.  Thousands  and  tens  of 
thousands  of  those  who  are  now  in  joy  and  felicity,  cheerfully  en- 
dured the  loss  of  all  things  that  they  migJU  win  Christ.  And 
ought  we  not,  as  His  professed  followers,  especially  in  these  trying 
times,  be  characterized  by  frequent  contributions,  often  of  a  liberal 
nature, — by  a  deep  personal  interest  in  the  sacred  cause  of  Him 
who  has  called  us  out  of  darkness  to  the  marvellous  light  and  lib- 
erty of  the  Gospel — and  by  a  daily,  earnest  desire  to  adorn  by  our 
prayers  and  efforts  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Savior  in  all  things? 
The  example  and  the  energy  of  others  should  rouse  us  to  a  sense 
of  our  most  important  duty. 
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At  the  ordination  lately  held  at  Nashotah,  I  expected,  among 
other  Mends,  Bishops  Otey,  McCoskry  and  Upfold.  The  two 
latter  were  detained  by  their  Conventions,  while  the  inestimable 
Bishop  of  Tennessee  was  called  away  to  the  bosom  of  his  Father 
and  his  God  from  a  bed  of  suffering,  a  few  weeks  before  Trinity 
Sunday.  He  is  a  great  loss  to  his  Diocese  and  the  Church  at 
large.  Frfthful  and  untiring,  he  exemplified  in  his  character  and 
conversation  the  true  model  of  a  primitive  Bishop. 

It  was  my  intention  to  submit  a  form  of  parochial  report,  and  to 
add  to  it  a  few  remarks.  I  have  not  had  time  to  prepare  it  as  I 
wished,  and  will  therefore  send  it  forth  accompanied  with  a  circu- 
lar. Convinced  from  long  experience  and  reflection  that  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Church  as  recorded  in  the  various  offices  of  the  Pray- 
er Book  is  peculiarly  correct,  edifying  and  Scriptural,  and  that  the 
Rubrics  and  Canons,  prepared  by  wiBe  and  judicious  men,  are  ad- 
mirably adapted  to  enable  us  to  worship  the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of 
holiness,  1  trust  you  will  all  endeavor  to  prove  that  by  following 
our  acknowledged  rules  and  practices,  the  welfare  of  souls  and  the 
honor  of  the  Church  are  essentially  promoted. 

I  have  at  least  once  intimated  my  intention  of  following  the  plan 
of  my  brother  Bishops  in  publishing  a  list  of  visitations;  but  here- 
tofore, the  Diocese,  in  reality,  has  been  so  young  and  feeble,  that 
I  have  considered  it  a  duty  to  go  wherever  and  whenever  I  was 
called.  This,  as  you  are  aware,  has  occupied  a  vast  deal  of  my 
time;  and  if  the  result  has  been  beneficial,  I  rejoice —  and  am  glad. 
I  now  propose,  ut  all  events,  to  give  a  portion  of  my  time  from 
this  period  until  Advent  Sunday  to  some  necessary  attention  to  my 
books  and  papers,  which  have,  in  a  great  measure,  been  overlooked 
and  neglected  for  the  last  twenty-five  years.  To  calls  requiring 
immediate  attention  I  will  cheerfully  comply,  as  heretofore;  and 
near  the  close  of  our  present  ecclesiastical  year,  after  consulting 
with  the  brethren,  I  will  issue  such  plans  of  visitation  as  may  be 
considered  advisable. 

I  alluded,  last  year,  to  the  insecurity  of  several  of  our  Church 
buildings,  owiug  to  debts  which  had  been  improperly  if  not  immor-

ally  incurred,  and  to  the  efforts  I  had  made  to  save  them  by  an 
earnest  appeal  to  Eastern  friends.  I  promised  to  give  a  statement 
at  this  time  of  my  success;  bnt  not  haying  yet  closed  my  negotia- 
tions with  respect  to  two  of  the  edifices,  I  deem  it  advisable  to 
wait  until  the  next  Convention. 

Brethren  1  Let  your  contributions  for  our  Diocesan  Missions  be 
frequent  and  liberal.  We  want  more  money  than  heretofore. — 
Some  few  of  our  old  parishes,  if  we  would  preserve  them,  must  be 
helped  for  a  time  to  sustain  their  Clergymen,  because  many  of  their 
members  have  lately  moved  away.  I  want  a  Missionary  for  Oak- 
field,  for  Jefferson  and  Fort  Atkinson,  for  Butte  des  Morts,  for  the 
Chippewa  Valley,  for  Hustisford,  for  several  villages  on  the  La 
Crosse  Railroad,  —  while  Manitowoc  and  Whitewater  must  in  all 
probability  be  aided  this  year. 

Hereafter,  I  will  not  be  so  minute  in  my  statements,  for  I  am 
sure  I  have  wearied  your  patience.  I  will  therefore  close,  although 
there  is  much  more  that  I  could  say.  Of  my  deep  personal  inter- 
est in  your  welfare,  you  cannot  doubt.  In  my  present  work  I  de- 
light, and  always  shall  while  my  health  and  strength  remain.  May 
the  Holy  Spirit,  our  eternal  Guide  and  Comforter,  be  with  us  du- 
ring our  present  deliberations!  and  may  our  actions  prove  our 
deep  and  abiding  interest  in  the  Church  of  the  living  God  I

By  the  blessing  of  God,  this  parish  continues  to  gain  steadily  in 
numbers.  Unity  is  still  vouchsafed  to  us  in  a  special  degree.  The 
relations  between  pastor  and  people  are  exceedingly  pleasant.  A 
most  harmonious  state  of  feeling  is  still  existing,  as  indeed  it  ever 
has,  between  the  two  parishes  and  their  rectors,  in  this  place.    To 
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this,  in  a  great  degree,  is  attributable,  I  think,  the  success  and 
prosperity  of  both.

A  fine  field  for  the  Church  is  here,  and  many  stand  ready  to  em*

The  parish  has,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  manifested  a  gradual- 
ly increasing  life  during  the  past  year.  It  has  but  6  male  commu- 
nicants at  present;  these,  with  the  earnest  Church  women  who  com- 
pose the  parish  seem  disposed  to  act  earnestly  and  zealously  with 
their  Rector  in  all  things  which  tend  to  the  well-being  of  the 
Church.  The  debt  on  the  Church,  through  the  liberal  aid  of  our 
Bishop  and  the  sincere  endeavors  of  our  people,  has  been  paid. — 
The  Sunday  School  has  been  re-organized,  its  library  enlarged,  and 
the  attendance  is  slowly  but  steadily  increasing;  the  congregations 
have  also  improved  during  the  year.

REV.  WILLIAM   ADAMS. 

I  beg  leave  to  report,  that  during  the  past  year  I  have  been  fully 
occupied  in  the  duties  of  my  Professorship  at  Naahotah.     I  have 
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also  done  various  services,  the  records  of  which  will  be  foud  in 
the  parishes  wherein  they  were  performed. 

REV.  A.  D.  COLE,  D.D. 

At  Nashotah  Mission,  Rev.  A.  D.  Cole,  D.D.,  President,  daring 
the  year  ending  Jane  1st,  1863,  thirteen  persons  have  been  ordain- 
ed Deacons.  There  are  now  connected  with  the  Institution,  and 
sustained  by  the  daily  mail,  four  Professors,  seventeen  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders,  and  eleven  preparing  to  become  Candidates. 

The  Candidates  devote  the  Sunday  afternoons  to  Sunday  Schools 
in  the  vicinity.  Besides  the  one  in  the  Chapel,  they  have  six  San- 
day  Schools, — three  in  the  township  of  Delafield  and  three  in  the 
township  of  Summit.  The  three  in  Delafield  are  within  the  paro- 
chial limits  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stoy,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  St. 
John  Chrysostom:  the  three  in  Summit  are,  1st,  the  South  SkU 
Sunday  School,  seven  miles  south  and  west  of  the  Mission;  2d,  tht 
Summit  Sunday  School,  2J  miles  west,  and  3d,  the  Okauchee  Sun- 
day School  in  the  Okauchee  district  school  house,  two  miles  north- 
west from  the  Mission.  Evening  Prayer  is  said  and  a  sermon  read 
at  each  of  these  places  by  the  students.  The  Holy  Communion  k 
administered  at  South  Side  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  in  each 
month. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  add,  that  within  a  circle  twelve  miles  in 
diameter,  Morning  Prayer  is  said  in  three  Churches  and  Evening 
Prayer  in  eight  places,  including  the  three  Churches,  on  the  Lord's 
Day.  The  three  Churches  are  St.  John  Chrysostom,  Delafield, 
Zion  Church,  Oconomowoc,  and  the  Nashotah  Chapel.  The 
Churches  in  Delafield  and  Oconomowoc  are  under  the  care  of  grad- 
uates of  Nashotah. 

REV.  S.   C.  MILLETT. 

Immediately  after  the  last  Convention,  I  entered  upon  the  duties 
of  itinerant  missionary  in  La  Fayette  and  Grant  counties  of  this 
state.  I  visited  at  once  Shullsburg  and  New  Digging,  at  which 
places  I  found  a  few  communicants  of  the  Church,  and  held  Servi- 
ces at  the  two  places  alternately  for  six  weeks,  visiting  from  house 
to  house  and  calling  upon  every  one  who  had  the  least  attachment 
to  the  Church,  and  baptizing  several  children  in  both  places.  I 
visited  Darlington,  also,  where  are  a  few  communicants  of  the 
Church,  and  baptized,  at  an  Evening  Service  held  in  a  private 
honse,  six  children.  At  Shullsburg  and  New  Digging,  (which  are 
eight  miles  apart)  something  could  be  raised  to  help  support  a 
missionary;  and  with  nursing  care  for  a  few  years,  I  think  between 
the  two  towns  a  respectable  congregation  could  be  gathered. 

When  I  visited  these  towns,  such  was  the  intense  excitement  ki 
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regard  to  the  war,  that  scarcely  any  other  subject  could  be  listen- 
ed to.  The  hearts  and  the  purses  of  all  were  being  appealed  to 
with  such  earnestness,  that  it  was  thought  best  by  myself  and  oth- 
ers that  a  future  attempt  to  establish  the  Church  in  this  virility 
would  be  more  judicious  than  any  further  effort  for  the  present.  I 
trust  the  seed  sown  from  house  to  house,  and  by  holding  public 
Services,  will  not  be  lost. 

From  this  point  I  went  into  Grant  County,  taking  in  my  way 
the  town  of  Hazel  Green,  where  I  baptized  one  child  in  private, 
and  buried  the  child  of  Dr.  Jencks,  holding  public  Service  on  the 
occasion.  I  visited  here,  a  few  who  were  attached  to  our  Services, 
but  it  was  thought  that  nothing  effectual  could  be  accomplished 
towards  establishing  our  Services  in  the  town.  Platteville,  one  of 
the  largest  and  most  important  towns  in  Grant  County,  was  then 
visited  by  me,  and  Services  were  held  in  the  Methodist  House  of 
worship  on  the  first  Sunday,  with  a  very  good  attendance.  Here  I 
found  two  communicants,  a  gentleman  and  a  lady.  Such  were  the 
representations  made  to  me  as  to  induce  me  to  appoint  Services  for 
the  next  Sunday  in  the  Academy  building,  which  we  immediately 
secured,  as  we  thought,  for  one  year;  but,  after  a  few  Sundays,  it 
was  considered  best  (on  account  of  feeling  which  was  manifested 
in  regard  to  the  occupation  of  the  building  for  our  Services)  to 
remove  to  a  large  and  commodious  school  house,  where  we  nave 
since  held  Service  every  Sunday.  This  building  was  rented  for  one 
year,  and  we  are  pretty  well  assured  that  at  the  expiration  of  that 
time  we  shall  have  to  relinquish  it,  and  go,  we  know  not  at  present 
where.  Such  has  been  the  growing  interest  manifested  here,  that 
we  feel  confident,  if  a  Church  building  can  be  erected  here,  a  good 
congregation  can,  in  a  very  few  years,  be  secured  to  the  Church. — 
A  melodeon  has  been  purchased  and  paid  for,  and  a  good  choir  or- 
ganized, and  all  the  chants  sung  on  every  occasion  of  Divine  Ser- 
vice. The  parish  has  been  duly  organized  by  the  name  of  Trinity 
Church,  Platteville,  and  incorporated,  a  lot  purchased  and  paid  for, 
and  $  900  raised  for  the  erection  of  a  Church.  Seventeen  were 
confirmed  by  the  Bishop  during  the  last  Winter,  and  others  are 
ready,  we  trust,  to  receive  the  laying  on  of  hands  when  the  Bishop 
shall  again  visit  that  section.  The  average  attendance  is,  as  near- 
ly as  we  can  judge,  from  70  to  100;  families,  from  18  to  20;  com- 
municants, 20. 

At  Lancaster,  16  miles  from  Platteville,  a  small  Church  was 
bnilt  several  years  since,  and  if  the  Services  of  the  Church  could  be 
occasionally  held  there,  in  time,  it  would  be  hoped  that  a  small  con- 
gregation might  be  gathered.  There  are  at  this  place  a  few  com- 
municants of  the  Church.  Here  I  held  Services  several  Sunday 
mornings,  and  baptized  a  number  of  children. 

During  the  year,  the  statistics  for  the  several  places  visited  by 
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your  missionary,  would  sum  up  as  follows:  baptisms:  adults,  4; 
infants,  40;  confirmed,  17;  marriages,  1;  burials:  adults,  2;  infants, 
1 ;   one  Sunday  School  has  been  established. 

I  visited  also,  Belmont,  six  miles  from  Platteville,  at  which  place 
I  held  Services  several  times  and  baptized  several  children.  This 
is  an  interesting  and  important  fit  Id,  and  I  rejoice  that  one  has 
here  been  found  who  will  take  this  mission  under  his  charge;  and  I 
would  earnestly  commend  the  parish  of  Platteville  (now  struggling 
to  build  a  suitable  house  of  worship,)  to  the  benevolence  of  every 
Churchman  in  Wisconsin. 

REV.  SIMEON  PALMER. 

Your  missionary  at  A ppleton,  Menasha  and  Butte  des  Morta, 
reports,  that  since  the  3d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  1862,  he  has  been 
on  duty  at  the  above  mentioned  places.  At  Appleton  he  has  held 
Services  three  and  four  times  each  month, — sometimes  more;  Ser- 
vices are  held  in  a  hall;  the  debt  on  the  Church  lot  has  been  re- 
moved. Communicants,  15;  families,  12;  individuals,  50;  baptisms: 
adults,  1;  infants,  8;  total,  9;  confirmed,  1;  Sunday  School:  teach- 
ers, 6;  scholars,  30;  library,  60  volumes;  Holy  Communion  admin- 
istered: by  the  Bishop,  twice;  by  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman,  once.  Offer- 
ings: Domestic  missions,  $  2,50;  Diocesan  missions,  $4,20;  support 
of  missionary,  $  30 ;  parish  purposes,  $  60. 

Menasha.  In  St.  Stephen's  Church  your  missionary  has  held 
three  Sunday  Services  each  month,  besides  Services  on  most  Saints' 
Days  and  on  Fridays  in  Lent.  The  Church  has  been  completed, 
and  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop.  Communicants,  16;  families, 
16;  individuals,  100;  confirmed,  3;  baptisms:  adults,  2;  infants,  4; 
total,  6;  burials,  1;  Sunday  School:  teachers,  9;  scholars,  40.  Of- 
ferings: Dioeesau  missions,  $2,20;  Domestic  missions,  $2,50;  Bish- 
op's salary,  $  10,00;  support  of  missionary,  $35,00;  parish  purpo- 
ses, $  200.      Holy  Communion  administered  by  the  Bishop,  twice. 

Butte  des  Morts.  At  this  place  your  missionary  has  always 
held  three  Services  each  month.  During  the  two  years  previous 
to  his  arrival,  there  had  been  only  an  occasional  Service  here;  the 
people  were  as  sheep  without  a  shepherd.  Scattered  through  the 
surrounding  country  were  ten  or  twelve  persons  who  had  been  com- 
municants in  former  years.  The  Bishop  administered  the  Lord's 
Supper  here  for  the  first  time  in  May  last;  four  were  confirmed.— 
Baptisms:  adults,  2;  infants,  13;  total,  15;  burials,  1;  marriages, 
1.  Offerings:  Diocesan  missions,  $3,90;  parish  purposes,  $24; 
support  of  missionary,  $  70. 

REV.  A.  B.  PEABODY. 
The  missionary  at  Prescott,  Hudson,  Ac.  reports  the  following 
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statistics  and  statement  of  ministerial  acts  since  entering  upon  the 
work  of  his  mission  in  July  last:

REV.  J.  B.  PRADT. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  officiated  on  three  Sundays  at  Prai* 
rie  du  Chien  in  the  absence  of  the  missionary,  four  Sundays  at  Rip* 
on  for  Mr.  Durlin,  with  third  Services  at  Rosendale,  twice  at  Sun 
Prairie,  one  Sunday  at  Sparta,  once  at  Mineral  Point,  once  at  Fort 
Atkinson,  and  have  on  a  few  occasions  assisted  or  officiated  for  the 
Rector  at  Madison.  I  have  celebrated  two  marriages  and  attend- 
ed one  funeral.  My  time  has  been  otherwise  occupied  with  my 
duties  as  editor  of  the  Wisconsin  Journal  of  Education,  and  in 
other  services  conuected  with  the  public  schools. 

REV.  F.  C.  VON  SCHMIDT. 

I  left  my  station  at  Theresa,  Dodge  Co.,  on  the  18th  of  Octo- 
ber, 1862,  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Beckel  taking  my  place.  He  found 
there  yet  15  families  of  the  old  congregation;  the  most  of  them  ' 
have  left  since  the  time  he  took  charge  of  the  parish,  and  removed  ' 
to  Minnesota  and  Nebraska,  whereby  the  once  flourishing  mission 
has  been  destroyed  entirely.  I  immediately  after  took  charge  of 
Christ  Church  in  Milwaukee.  I  found  here  a  very  hard  work  to 
do.  The  few  families  who  constituted  the  congregation  of  Mr* 
Pedelupe  had  partly  left  the  city  and  partly  joined  sectarian  con- 
gregations. The  Church  edifice  had  been  occupied  for  seven  months 
by  the  Moravian  sect,  which  has  done  everything  in  their  power 
against  us  since  the  time  I  took  the  place.  They  spread  calumnies 
against  our  doctrines  and  customs,  and  so  provoked  a  dislike  to- 
ward us  amongst  the  people  in  the  neighborhood.  In  the  beginning 
of  January  they  set  up  a  meeting  house  in  opposition  to  us.    That 
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my  influence  on  the  people  could  only  be  a  very  small  one,  radar 
the  circumstances,  every  one  will  perceive  at  the  first  glance.  AM 
I  was  able  to  dp  was  to  visit  the  people  in  their  houses  and  talk 
to  tham  about  the  Church,  and  to  give  them  (if  there  was  a  traV 
cient  number  assembled),  explanations  of  the  Scriptures.  I  wis 
able  to  perform  only  a  very  few  Services,  because  I  could  not  get  a 
sufficient  attendance.  After  Christmas,  1  was  obliged  to  give  ap 
my  Services  entirely,  because  they  were  attended  by  no  one.  After 
Easter,  I  performed  three  Services  at  St.  James'  Church,  which 
were  atteuded  somewhat  better,  but  for  an  announced  fourth  Ser- 
vice I  did  not  find  any  attendance  at  all. 

Till  E:wter  Sunday  I  kept  up  an  English  Sunday  School,  which 
was  attended  by  15  children;  but  after  Easter  my  only  teacher 
went  away,  and  1  was  requested  to  join  some  other  station  with 
Milwaukee,  and  could  not  be  present  every  Sunday,  and  so  I  wm 
Obliged  to  give  it  up;  because  there  was  not  so  much  interest 
among  the  American  Church  people  that  any  of  them  was  willing 
to  take  the  place  of  the  former  teacher.  On  Easter  Sunday  I  pre- 
sented one  young  lady  for  Confirmation;  and  this  is  the  only  holy 
action  I  have  to  report  of  Milwaukee. 

From  Milwaukee  I  went  sometimes  to  Janesville,  and  there  1 
founded  a  little  congregation,  consisting  of  about  15  families.  1 
baptized  there  10  children,  and  have  3  young  persons  who  are  pre- 
paring for  Confirmation.  Till  now,  the  people  have  paid  the  great* 
est  part  of  my  travelling  expenses.  The  number  of  communicants 
is  25. 

Another  station  I  joined  with  Milwaukee,  is  Delafield.  This  is 
a  very  good  and  promising  field,  where  other  clergymen  have  done 
a  great  deal.  Especially  I  am  indebted  to  the  successful  labors  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  De  Koven,  who  has  laid  a  good  foundation,  and  to 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Stoy,  who  has  built  further  on  it.  At  present  there 
are  perhaps  30  families  who  join  in  the  Services;  the  number  of 
communicants  may  amount  to  30.  I  intend  to  go  there,  for  a  time, 
every  fourth,  and  afterwards  every  second  week.  I  may  say,  that 
I  have  there  a  regular  missionary  congregation,  which  adheres  to 
the  doctrines  and  worship  of  the  Church,  and  responds  as  good  as 
any  American  congregation;  they  have  kindly  offered  to  pay  all  my 
travelling  expenses.  Delafield  is  my  best  station;  and  the  reason 
is  that  the  seed  has  been  disseminated  years  ago;  no  trouble,  ne 
diligence,  no  self-denial  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  has  been  spared. 
I  have,  also,  confidence  in  the  Lord  that  I  will  succeed,  by  His  aid, 
in  Miwaukee,  if  I  am  permitted  to  persevere,  as  it  is  my  intention 
to  do.  The  work  is  difficult,  but  not  impossible;  I  have  to  get 
friends  and  make  acquaintances,  and  that  needs  time.  Milwaukee 
4s  the  metropolis  of  the  Germans  in  this  country,  and  therefore  I 
think  it  is  to  be  an  important  thing  for  our  Church  to  have  a  eon* 
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gregation  here.  I  may  conclude  this  report  with  the  words  of  St 
Paul,  which  ought  to  be  the  comfort  of  every  missionary  who  does 
not  see  at  present  the  success  of  his  work:  "  Be  rejoicing  in  hopef 
patient  in  tribulation;  continuing  instant  in  prayer."  I  pray  to 
the  Lord  to  grant  me  that  spirit  of  hope,  of  patience  and  of  fervent 
prayer,  and  that  I  may  do  the  difficult  work  among  the  Germans, 
and  be  the  means  of  regenerating  at  least  a  part  of  that  people,  bo 
much  deceived  and  degenerated  in  this  country,  to  the  love  of  the 
true  Church  of  God. 

REV.  HENRY  C.  SHAW. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  engaged  in  my  duties  as  teach* 
er  in  Racine  College.  With  two  exceptions,  I  have  officiated  every 
Sunday,  and  preached  in  the  Canada  mission.  Here  we  have  a 
flourishing  Sunday  School,  and  an  increasing  congregation/  There 
are  thirteen  communicants  connected  with  the  mission,  I  am  now 
preparing  a  class  of  six  for  baptism,  and  hope  to  present  a  class 
for  confirmation  during  the  Summer. 

REV.  HUGH  MILLER  THOMPSON 

Would  respectfully  report  to  the  Bishop,  that  he  has  been  en- 
gaged, as  usual,  in  the  duties  of  his  Professorship  at  Nashotah,  and 
has  also  performed,  with  the  assistance,  part  of  the  year,  of  Rev. 
Joseph  Wood,  Deacon,  the  duties  of  his  Rectorship  in  St.  Mat* 
thew's  Church,  Kenosha. 

REV.  JOSEPH  WOOD. 

Since  my  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  on  Trinity  Sunday  last,  I 
have  been  engaged  as  Assistant  Minister  in  St.  Matthew's  parish, 
Kenosha,  under  the  direction  of  its  Rector,  the  Rev*  Prof.  Hugh 
Miller  Thompson.  I  have  taken  part  in  most  of  the  Services  du- 
ring the  year,  and  have  preached  a  number  of  times,  besides  officia- 
ting occasionally  in  other  parishes.  I  have  also  superintended  th* 
Sunday  School,  which  has  been  in  a  very  flourishing  condition. 

The  baptisms,  burials  and  marriages,  in  which  1  have  been  called 
to  officiate,  will  appear  in  the  aggregate  report  of  the  Rector. 

REV.  HOMER  WHEELER. 

The  past  year,  with  me,  has  been  mainly  devoted  to  the  duties 
of  my  position  in  the  College, — filling  not  only  my  own  particular 
Professorship,  but  largely  that  of  Greek  and  Latin.  In  my  clerical 
capacity,  I  have  .assisted  daily  in  the  celebration  of  Divine  Service, 
taught  sacred  studies  Sundays,  preached  generally  once  a  month 
in  the  College  Chapel,  once  at  Nashotah,  twice  at  Geneva,  four 
times  in  St.  James'  Church,  Milwaukee,  and  performed  such  occa- 
sional Services  as  came  in  my  way  when  from  home,  which  include 
officiating  with  preaching,  twice  in  the  city  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  and

eight  times  in  different  places  in  Indiana.  And  besides,  from  the 
time  that  the  Government  camp  in  Racine  was  occupied,  earl?  is 
the  Fall,  till  the  last  regiment  left,  in  the  Spring,  I  visited  the  hos- 
pitals always  two  or  three  times  a  week, — often  daily;  buried  one 
soldier  (preaching  a  funeral  sermon),  and  extended  the  comforts  of 
the  Church,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  a  large  number  of  sick 
and  dying,  and  am  still  visiting  one  poor  fellow,  who  has  been  lying 
here  ever  since  Christmas,  unable  to  be  moved;  and  in  conclusion, 
allow  me  to  say,  that  in  these  visits,  witnesssing  the  general  docili- 
ty of  the  men,  and  their  appreciation  of  our  simple  prayers,  in  the 
time  of  their  greatest  need,  I  have  been  exceedingly  mortified  at 
the  little  interest  which,  from  all  accounts,  the  Church,  as  a  body, 
seems  to  have  taken  in  this  very  important  part  of  her  duty.

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Eighteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jackson  Kemper,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in 
Trinity  Church  at  10  J  o'clock  A.  M. 

Morning  prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  A.  D.  Benedict,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  L.  P.  Tschiffely  and  Rev.  A.  D.  Cole,  D.  D. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  Rev.  Jas.  DeKo- 
ven,  D.  D. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  W.  B.  Ashley,

8  of  such  church,  and  elections  or  appointments  of  such  officers  heretofore 
ade  in  conformity  to  such  rules  and  usages,  are  declared  to  be  valid. 

Ssc.  2.  Each  Protestant  Episcopal  church  heretofore  or  hereafter  incor- 
» rated  within  this  state,  may  take  by  purchase,  devise,  gift  or  otherwise,  and 
ay  forever  hold,  any  lands  intended  to  be  used  for  cemetery  grounds  or 
irial  purposes ;  and  all  grants,  gifts,  conveyances,  or  devises  of  lands  here- 
fore  made  to  any  incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  shall  be  valid 
id  effectual,  according  to  the  intent  of  the  parties. 

Sxc.  3.  Sections  14,  15,  and  16  of  chapter  sixty-seven  of  the  revised 
atutea  shall  apply  to  all  lands  so  heretofore  or  hereafter  acquired  or  held 
r  burial  purposes. 

Ssc.  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
ige  and  publication.

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BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


Dkar  Brethren!  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Member*  of 
this  ^Convention  : 

Our  great  and  most  sacred  object,  whiph  should  be  un- 
ceasing, is  to  make  known  the  Church  of  God  in  all  its  pu- 
rity, strength  and  vitality  throughout  this  Diocese  of  Wis- 
consin. We  are  to  do  good  unto  all  men,  and  especially 
unto  those  who  are  of  the  household  of  faith.  The  Gospel 
of  our  adorable  Lord  is  to  be  preached  to  every  person 
within  our  influence ;  each  one  of  us  is  to  win  souls  to 
Christ ;  and  for  those  who  once  named  that  adorable  name 
in  sincerity  and  truth,  but  who  are  now  debarred  from  the 
privileges  and  consolations  which  they  once  enjoyed  as 
members  of  the  household  of  faith,  our  most  strenuous  ef- 
forts should  be  put  forth  to  enable  them  to  unite  in  the  hal- 
lowed services  of  the  sanctuary,  to  participate  of  its  sacred 
ordinances  and  to  listen  to  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus  from 
the  lips  of  the  commissioned  servants  of  the  most  high  God. 

Since  we  last  met  but  little  has  been  done  to  enlarge  our 
borders  and  strengthen  our  stakes.  And  yet  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  my  clerical  brethren  have  been  indefatigable  in 
their  appointed  spheres.  The  war  has  occupied  our  prime 
attention.  Many  individuals  and  whole  families  have  re- 
movejl,  so  that  some  of  our  parishes,  once  flourishing,  are 
all  but  destroyed,  while  the  want  of  laborers  is  becoming 
more  and  more  painfully  evident  in  a  harvest  that  is  ripe 
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•  

and  plenteous.  I  have  transferred  six  clergymen  and  have 
received  but  live,  and  yet  I  ought  to  be  enabled  on  this  very 
day  to  send  out  from  fifteen  to  twenty  missionaries.  There 
are  now  several  vacant  Church  buildings,  three  cf  which 
have  parsonages.  Where  are  the  men,  and  where  are  the 
means  ?  It  is  a  mortifying  fact  that  our  Diocesan  Mission- 
ary Committee  had  to  borrow  $200  on  the  fir6t  of  January 
to  pay  the  small  stipends  then  due  to  those  to  whom  they 
were  pledged.  Brethren  beloved !  this  ought  not  to  be. 
Many  churchmen  in  our  state  are  thriving  in  business, 
many  are  growing  rich,  while  every  one  of  us  for  the  cause 
of  Christ  Jesus  and  llini  crucified,  could  and  should  make 
some  sacrifices,  and  greatly  increase  our  contributions.  The 
Domestic  Committee  of  the  General  Church  continue  their 
kindness  to  our  Diocese,  but  thev  can  not,  nor  should  we 
expect  them  to,  do  all  that  is  needed.  They  are  ready  to 
give  our  new  missions  a  start,  and  to  afford  them  assistance 
for  several  years.  But  they  will  not,  nor  could  we  rightly 
ask  them  to  aid  those  parishes  which  had  once  become  in- 
dependent, but  now  by  the  removal  of  members  or  the  de- 
cay of  the  place,  are  feeble.  That  duty  must  devolve  upon 
us.  And  as  in  some  cases  there  is  considerable  property,  I 
trust  you  will  be  most  ready  to  unite  in  saving,  for  instance 
the  parishes  of  Beaver  Dam  and  Whitewater,  each  of  which 
in  all  probability  under  a  devoted,  active  clergyman,  might 
become  flourishing  and  self-supporting  in  less  than  two  years. 
But  where  are  the  clergy  ?  Parents  !  christian  parents,  we 
must  look  to  you.  Oh,  train  up  your  sons  in  the  nurture 
and  admonition  of  the  Lord.  Mark  every  word — train  up 
— in  the  nurture — and  in  the  admonition  of  the  Lord  /— 
teach  them  line  upon  line,  and  precept  upon  precept,  the 
hallowed  truths  of  the  gospel ;  and  surely  there  will  be 
found  among  them  those  who  will  hereafter  glory  in  pro- 
claiming the  faith  of  Christ  crucified,  and  for  the  love  of 
souls,  will  persevere  therein  unto  the  end,  notwithstanding 
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the  neglect,  contempt  and  poverty  to  which  they  may  be 
exposed ! 

Referring  to  the  list  of  Clergy  inserted  in  the  last  Jour- 
nal, I  would  state  that  the  Rev.  F.  Beckel  has  resigned  his 
chaplaincy  in  the  army,  and  is  now  teaching  at  West  Bend, 
and  officiating,  I  am  informed,  both  in  English  and  Ger- 
man. 

The  Rev.  R.  W.  Blow  has  become  rector  of  Grace  Church, 
Sheboygan,  which  is  now  quite  flourishing.  Here  upon 
tico  occasions  I  have  confirmed.  An  effort  is  to  be  made  to 
erect  a  stone  church  in  place  of  the  small  wooden  one. 

The  Rev.  L.  D.Brainard  has  retired  from  Beaver  Dam 
and  devotes  himself  to  Fox  Lake  and  Markesan,  at  both  of 
which  places  he  is  encouraged.  I  lately  found  a  church  so 
far  finished  at  Fox  Lake  that  I  was  enabled  to  preach  in  it 
to  a  crowded  congregation.  That  the  parish  may  complete 
it  without  debt,  Mr.  Brainard  has  supported  himself  of  late 
by  teaching  the  public  school. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Clinton  having  renounced  the  ministryr 
I  officially  removed  him  therefrom.  The  Rev.  Walton  F. 
Lloyd  of  Iowa  has  supplied  his  place  at  Prairie  du  Chien  for 
several  months.  I  spent  Easter  with  him,  and  confirmed 
eight  of  his  parishioners.  Everything  appeared  promising, 
and  I  trust  that  Mr.  Lloyd  will  continue  his  useful  labors  in 
that  ancient  place. 

The  Rev.  Sidney  Corbett,  Deacon,  has  retired  from  Ken- 
osha, where  he  officiated  as  assistant  to  the  Rector,  and  has 
taken  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement  in  Milwau- 
kee. 

The  Rev.  Asher  P.  Crouch  has  resigned  the  Church  of 
the  Intercession  at  Stevens  Point,  and  has  become  Rector 
of  St.  Matthias',  Waukesha. 

The  Rev.  J.  P.  T.  Ingraham  spent  the  greater  part  of  the 
winter  in  the  service  of  the  Sanitary  Commission;  and  con- 
jiiderinir  it  his  dutv  to  devote  himself  to  the  sick  and  wound- 
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ed  of  our  army,  has  resigned  St  James'  Church,  Milwaukee. 

The  Rev.  George  N.  James  has  been  admitted  to  Priests- 
orders,  and  is  now  Rector  of  St.  Alban's  Church,  Sussex. 
This  parish  intends  to  build  a  new  stone  church. 

The  Rev.  John  McNamara  continues  in  the  army  a* 
chaplain  to  the  1st  Wisconsin  Regiment.  In  that  situation, 
he  is  beloved  and  useful. 

The  Rev.  Moseley  Morris  has  also  been  admitted  to  Priest'* 
orders,  and  continues  his  labors  at  Plymouth,  where  he  i* 
very  successful. 

The  Rev.  Simeon  Palmer  has  likewise  been  admitted  ti» 
the  Priesthood.  His  labors  as  missionary  are  now  confined 
to  Menasha  and  Appleton.  At  the  latter  place  he  hopes  to 
have  a  church  erected  during  this  year.  At  both  stations, 
his  ministry  has  been  blest. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Park  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of 
Illinois.  The  large  and  flourishing  parish  at  Racine  was 
vacant  for  a  long  time,  but  has  just  been  supplied,  I  am  hap- 
py to  say,  by  the  Rev.  Andrew  D.  Benedict,  from  the  Du»- 
cese  of  New  York. 

The  Rev.  William  M.  Reilly  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Stoy 
have  been  transferred  by  me  to  Bishop  Talbot. 

The  Rev.  II.  W.  Spalding  resigned  the  Rectorship  of 
Christ  Church,  Janesville,  and  has  been  devoting  his  time 
for  several  months  past  to  the  interests  of  Racine  College, 
tor  which  he  has  travelled  extensively  as  agent. 

Of  the  Rev.  Henry  P.  Powers  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  II. 
Studley  I  know  nothing.  Neither  resides  in  the  Diocese, 
and  neither  lias  reported  to  me  for  some  years  past. 

The  Rev.  George  Turner,  Deacon,  has  been  transferred  t<» 
the  Diocese  of  Missouri. 

The  Rev.  F.  Von  Schmidt  has  gone  to  Germany  fi»r  hi^ 
lieal  th. 
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The  Rev.  Peter  B.  Morrison  has  come  to  us  from  West- 
ern New  York,  and  is  now  missionary  at  Columbus,  where 
he  hopes  to  have  a  church  erected. 

The  Rev.  Louis  P.  Tschiffely  from  Indiana,  has  become 
rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Mineral  Point,  a  parish  that  was 
long  vacant,  but  which  I  believe  will  again  flourish,  under 
the  earnest  pastoral  care  of  its  new  Rector. 

After  all  I  have  seen  and  heard  since  I  last  met  you,  I 
believe  that,  (besides  the  parishes  already  alluded  to,)  those 
under  the  charge  of  the  following  clergymen  are  doing  well 
and  improving :  The  Rev.  Wm,  C.  Armstrong ;  The  Rev. 
Wm.  B.  Ashley,  D.  D.;  the  Rev.  George  R.  Bartlett ;  the 
Rev.  Hiram  W.  Beers;  the  Rev.  Wm.  Dafter;  the  Rev.  L. 
Wilson  Davis ;  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Dorset ;  the  Rev.  Fayette 
Durlin ;  the  Rev.  Geo.  B.  Eastman,  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Good- 
nough,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Greene;  the  Rev.  F.  R.  Haft';  the 
Rev.  W.  W.  Hickox ;  the  Rev.  A.  J.  M.  Hudson  ;  the  Rev. 
David  Keene ;  the  Rev.  Charles  V.  Kelley,  M.  D. ;  the 
Rev.  James  L.  Maxwell;  the  Rev.  Lewis  A.  Kemper;  the 
Rev.  Charles  M.  Rice ;  the  Rev.  M.  F.  Sorenson,  and  the 
Rev.  Hugh  M.  Thompson. 

We  have  in  our  midst  three  incorporated  institutions,  ad- 
mirably fitted  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  our  fellow  be- 
ings, and  the  prosperity  of  the  Church  of  the  Living  God. 
They  richly  deserve  your  interest,  your  prayers,  your  cor- 
dial and  generous  support. 

Nashotah  still  continues,  an  act  of  faith.  It  has  able  pro- 
fessors, and  the  President  assures  me  he  has  never  refused 
to  admit  a  student  who  came  with  proper  recommendations. 
In  addition  to  his  duties  as  head  of  the  Institution,  the  Rev.  . 
Dr.  Cole  officiates  as  Rector  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Sylvanus, 
and  consequently  has  pastoral  charge  not  only  of  the  stu- 
dents, but  of  those  neighbors  who  flock  to  the  chapel  for  the 
privileges  of  public  worship.     It  is  an  interesting  and  do 
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lightful  fact,  which  I  state  with  much  pleasure,  that  the 
students  devote  their  Sunday  afternoons  to  sunday-school 
teaching  and  lay  reading ;  and  that,  as  the  fruit  of  their 
exertions,  thirty-nine  persons  were  lately  presented  for  con- 
firmation. The  eldest  professor,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  con- 
tinues his  faithful  labors,  and  there  is  never  a  Sunday  in 
which  he  is  not  engaged  in  ministerial  labors  at  the  chapel, 
or  in  the  neighborhood.  The  two  other  resident  professors 
are  graduates  of  Nashotah.  The  Rev.  Lewis  ^.  Kemper 
is  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature.  He  has  likewise  charge 
of  the  rural  parish  of  St.  Paul's.  Ashippun,  which  is  a  very 
considerable  distance  from  his  home,  and  he  has  lately 
promised  to  assist  me  in  keeping  open  the  church  at  Dela- 
field.  The  Rev.  Hugh  M.  Thompson  is  Professor  of  Eccle- 
siastical History,  and  Rector  of  St.  Mathew's  Church,  Keno- 
sha. It  is  evident  to  you  all  that  he  holds  the  pen  not  only 
of  a  ready,  but  of  an  able  and  useful  writer ;  and  with  the 
rest  of  his  brethren  at  Nashotah,  is  unceasing  in  his  efforts 
to  do  good.  I  must  not  forget  to  state  that  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Ashley,  notwithstanding  the  care  of  a  large  parish,  is  often 
at  Nashotah  as  Professor  of  Pulpit  Eloquence. 

I  know  not  a  better  school  for  the  thorough  education  of 
our  youth  than  Racine  College.  While  all  proper  attention 
is  paid  to  every  branch  of  literature,  and  thus  the  pupils  are 
prepared  for  the  various  duties  of  life,  they  are  treated  as 
immortal  beings  who  have  souls  to  save,  and  who  are  bound 
by  the  most  solemn  obligations  to  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God, 
our  Saviour,  in  all  things.  You  are  aware,  dear  brethren, 
of  the  fire  which  prevailed  a  few  months  since,  and  of  the 
destruction  which  it  caused.  You  will  all  be  ready,  I  trust, 
to  the  extent  of  your  ability,  to  aid  in  restoring  the  library, 
and  in  the  erection  of  a  suitable  chapel.  Of  the  clergy  con- 
nected with  the  college,  I  have  much  gratification  in  stating 
that  the  Rev.  Dr.  DeKoven,  in  the  estimation  of  all  who 
know  him,  possesses  peculiar  qualifications  for  his  important 
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station,  and  devotes  all  his  energies  to  the  fulfillment  of  his 
various  duties  as  Rector.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Passmore,  in  ad- 
dition to  his  professorship,  is  rector  of  the  Church  at  Elk- 
horn,  which  is  growing  finely  under  his  ministrations.  Pro- 
fessor Wheeler  has  not  only  supplied  vacancies  on  the  Lord's 
day,  but  has  devoted  much  of  his  time  as  voluntary  chap- 
lam  to  the  sick  soldiers  who  have  been  encamped  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  College.  Professor  Shaw  adds  to  his  other 
duties  that  of  missionary  in  the  suburbs  of  Racine. 

The  school  for  girls  at  Oconomowoc  has,  under  the  devo- 
ted attention  and  excellent  government  of  Miss  Grace  Jones, 
become  a  highly  useful  institution.  She  is  not  only  ably 
assisted  by  well  qualified  teachers,  but  the  rector  of  the  par- 
iah, the  Rev.  Lyman  Phelps,  in  his  capacity  aq  minister  of 
the  everlasting  Gospel,  as  well  as  an  earnest  instructor,  has 
been  of  great  and  essential  service.  Parents  can  send  their 
daughters  in  full  confidence  to  this  school. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Engle  continues  his  faithful  labors  to  Man- 
itowoc, but  is  not  properly  sustained. 

My  earnest  application  for  aid  from  the  General  Govern- 
ment to  establish  a  proper  school  for  the  education  of  the 
girls  of  our  Oneida  Mission  has  been  refused.  Under  the 
hope  that  I  have  been  misunderstood,  I  will  persevere  and 
renew  my  efforts.  In  the  meanwhile  let  me  say  that  in  the 
faithfulness,  integrity,  and  devotion  of  the  missionary,  the 
Rev.  E.  A.  Goodnough,  I  have  the  utmost  confidence.  I 
have  been  with  him  twice  since  I  saw  you,  and  am  more  and 
more  convinced  that  he  deserves  the  patronage  of  all  good 
men4  and  the  warm  approbation  and  support  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Indian  affairs. 

Continued  disease  debars  our  excellent  and  able  brother, 
the  Rev.  S.  C.  Millett,  from  officiating. 

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Peabody,  amidst  difficulties,  and,  I  fear, 
almost  suffering,  has  continued  his  missionary  work  in 
Pierce  and  St.  Croix  counties. 
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The  Rev.  J.  6.  Pradt,  still  residing  at  Madison,  has  offici- 
ated mady  Sundays  in  vacant  parishes. 

The  Rev.  C.  H.  Rice  considers  his  present  mission  vwy 
promising.  Money  has  been  secured  to  erect  a  church  ii 
Platteville. 

The  Rev.  G.  M.  Skinner,  besides  his  parish  duties,  super 
intends  a  school.     I  have  been  with  him  twice. 

The  Rev.  Ebenezer  Williams  contemplates  entering  the 
army  as  chaplain. 

The  Rev.  O.  H.  Staples  now  confines,  I  believe,  his  la- 
bors as  missionary  to  Juneau. 

But  I  need  not  go  farther,  for  every  clergyman,  I  presume, 
in  obedience  to  the  Canons,  will  present  or  6endus  a  report. 

My  confirmations  have  been  as  follows:  at  Delavan,8; 
in  Rev.  Mr.  Peabody's  Mission,  8 ;  at  Jefferson,  7 ;  at  B*  \ 
cine  College,  12;  at  Juneau,  6;  at  Rev.  Mr.  Shaw's  Mission  1 
in  the  suburbs  of  Racine,  8;  at  Green  Bay,  12;  atOneidi,  I 
16;  at  Manitowoc,  10;  at  Sheboygan,  10;  atPlymouth,13; 
at  Elkhorn,  23  ;  at  Prairie  du  Chien,  8;  at  Ashippun,  15; 
at  Platteville,  3  ;  at  Nashotah,  39  ;  in  Milwunkee,  at  St 
John's,  18 ;  at  St.  Paul's,  22;  and  at  Trinity,  20 ;  at  Bloom 
Prairie,  3;  at  Geneva,  20;  at  Madison,  11 ;  at  Kenosha,  17; 
at  Rosendale,  5,  and  at  Ripon,  12 ;  atOshkosh,  10 ;  at  Fond 
du  Lac,  9  ;  at  Oconomowoc,  12;  at  Marquette,  7;  at  Pi* 
tage,  12 ;  at  La  Crosse,  29  ;  at  Stevens  Point,  1 ;  at  Colum- 
bus, 3 ;  at  Oakfield,  7 ;  at  Appleton,  4 ;  at  Menasha,  7;  * 
Janesville,  Trinity  Church,  22;   at  Beloit,  13;   at  Wai* 

town,  7 ;  in  all,  469.

I  have  baptized  one  adult  and  twenty-four  children ;  elev- 
en of  these  baptisms  are  duly  recorded  in  Parish  registers; 
of  the  other  14  I  have  a  proper  minute.  I  have  likewi» 
celebrated  four  marriages,  and  occasionally  attended  to  ptf 
echial  duties. 

I  have  been  enabled,  I  believe,  to  comply  with  every  i* 
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quest  in  reference  to  confirmation,  and  have  frequently  ad- 
ministered that  most  edifying  ordinance  more  than  once  in 
the  same"  place. 

On  the  10th  of  September  I  laid  the  corner-stone  of  the 
church  at  Rosendale,  and  on  the  12th  of  April  I  consecrated 
it  by  the  name  of  St.  Mark  to  the  worship  of  Almighty 
God.  It  is  a  neat  and  comfortable  building,  entirely  out  of 
debt.  The  Church  and  congregation  have  been  built  up  by 
the  Rev.  F.  Durlin,  at  extra  hours. 

Two  candidates  have  been  added  to  our  list.  The  follow- 
ing seven  persons  are  now  looking  to  the  ministry  in  this 
diocese :  George  A.  Whitney,  Stephen  W.  Frisbie,  William 
Cox  Pope,  Walter  Delafield,  William  W.  Rafter,  George 
Burton,  and  Charles  I.  Machin.  Five  of  these  are  students 
at  Nashotah. 

At  an  ordination  held  at  Oconomowoc  on  the  28th  of 
June,  1863,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  Lyman  Phelps  to  the 
Priesthood.  At  Menasha,  August  5th,  the  Rev.  Simeon 
Palmer  was  ordained  Priest.  At  Plymouth,  on  the  26th  of 
August,  the  Rev.  Moseley  Morris  was  ordained  Priest.  On 
;he  21st  of  February,  1864,  I  held  an  ordination  at  .Nasho- 
&h,  when  I  admitted  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  George 
Norman  James.  On  last  Trinity  Sunday,  the  22d  of  May, 
he  candidates,  Joseph  Randolph  Anderson,  William 
Dharles,  Richard  Foster  Sweet,  and  Charles  Wallace  Kelly, 
were  ordained  deacons.  Mr.  Kelly  belonged  to  Minnesota 
Hid  was  ordained  by  me  at  the  request  of  his  Bishop.  He 
md  the  other  candidates  had  just  graduated  at  Nashotah. 

I  have  traiwfemed  to  Illinois  the  Rev.  Roswell  Park,  D. 
D.;  to  Bishop  Talbot  the  Rev.  Wra.  H.  Stoy,  and  the  Rev. 
Wm.  M.  Reilly ;  to  Missouri,  the  deacon,  Rev.  George  Tur- 
ner, and  to  Michigan  the  Rev.  Joseph  Wood,  jr.,  and  the 
leacon,  the  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Anderson. 

I  have  recewed  into  the  Diocese  by  canonical  transfer  the 
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Rev.  P.  Brown  Morrison,  from  Western  New  York ;  the 
Rev.  Louis  P.  Tschiffely,  from  Indiana,  and  the  Kev.  A.D. 
Benedict  from  New  York.  These,  with  the  two  deacons 
lately  ordained,  of  whom  the  Rev.  Mr.  Charles  is  going  to 
Stevens  Point,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sweet  to  Beaver  Dam, 
make  the  number  of  our  clergy  no  larger  than  it  was  last 
year.  And  can  we  expect  to  retain  even  that  number! 
The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire.  The  pastor  can  not  be 
at  ease  or  give  himself  heartily  to  his  Master's  work  when 
convinced  that  even  with  the  strictest  economy  he  will  not 
be  able  to  support  those  dependent'  on  him  and  remain  out 
of  debt.  Remember  that  the  6ame  salary  will  now  go  little 
more  than  half  as  far  as  it  did  a  few  years  since.  Most  ear- 
nestly, in  my  Master's  name,  as  a  matter  of  right  and  duty, 
rather  than  of  charity,  do  I  beg  the  members  of  every  par- 
ish and  station  in  the  Diocese  to  increase,  and,  if  possible 
double,  their  minister's  support  "  Do  ye  not  know  that 
they  who  minister  about  holy  things,  live  of  the  sacrifice; 
and  they  who  wait  at  the  altar  are  partakers  of  the  altar! 
Even  so  hath  the  Lord  also  ordained,  that  they  who  preach 
the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel."  (1  Cor.,  ix,  13, 14.) 
One  of  the  clergy,  a  truly  faithful  man,  whose  labors  hare  - 
been  greatly  blessed,  was  drafted,  and  though  aided  to  some  J 
extent  by  friends,  was  obliged  to  pay  a  part  of  his  scanty 
salary  to  be  released  from  the  draft.  Another  was  com- 
pelled, in  the  depth  of  winter,  to  take  a  long  and  expense  | 
journey,  (a  grievous  tax  upon  his  very  limited  income,)  to 
prove  that  he  had  been  wrongly  drafted.  I  shall  be  happy 
to  receive  any  contributions  towards  the  pecuniary  relief  d 
these  estimable  brethren. 

We  are  living,  brethren,  in  fearful  and  most  trying  time* 
Although  we  have  thus  far  been  mercifully  spared  from 
many  of  the  horrors  of  war,  yet  there  are  few  of  us  who 
have  not  relatives  or  dear  friends  in  our  country's  service. 
One  clerical  Brother  I  know  has  two  sons  in  the  army,  and 
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others  have  one.  Several  have  officiated  as  chaplains,  and 
others  have  been  anxious  to  preach  the  gospel  on  the  tented 
field  and  to  administer  the  consolations  of  our  holy  religion 
to  the  sick,  the  wounded  and  dying.  The  ambassadors  of 
Jesus  Christ  are  necessarily  and  most  solemnly  devoted  to 
the  spiritual  weltare  of  their  fellow  beings.  As  members 
of  civil  society,  they  have  their  rights,  and  are  most  fully 
authorized  to  exercise  them.  But  as  messengers  of  peace 
and  good  will ;  as  those  who  are  commissioned  by  the  Most 
High  to  declare  the  terms  of  salvation  to  a  guilty  world, 
they  are  peculiarily  pledged,  upon  all  proper  occasions,  and 
especially  in  the  house  of  God  on  the  Lord's  day,  to  draw 
off  the  minds  of  their  hearers  from  worldly  subjects,  and 
especially  from  whatever  may  be  rightly  called  mere  politics, 
and  to  prepare  them  not  only  by  the  solemnities  of  public 
worship,  but  by  urging  upon  them  with  the  utmost  fervor 
the  immediate  exercise  of  repentance  and  faith,  of  obedi- 
ence and  love,  that  they  may  be  ready  for  the  coming  of 
their  Lord  at  any  moment. 

I  trust  and  pray  that  every  member  of  the  Diocese  will 
learn  lessons,  not  only  of  perseverance,  zeal  and  devotion, 
but  of  caution,  prudence  and  sound  wisdom  from  the  expe- 
rience of  the  past  few  years.  Let  not  the  first  effort  of  a 
newly  organized  parish  and  of  a  sanguine  missionary  be 
the  building  of  a  handsome  church.  Lots  should  be  secured 
not  merely  for  the  wished-for  sacred  edifice,  but  for  a  par- 
sonage, a  parish  school  house,  and  even  a  cemetery,  if  not 
also  for  a  glebe.  If  buildings  in  any  way  convenient  can 
not  be  rented  and  means  are  decidedly  limited,  let  a  plain 
church  without  ornament  be  erected  on  land  legally  secured 
and  paid  for,  and  let  not  a  cent  of  debt,  in  any  form  or  to 
any  person,  rest  upon  the  house  when  it  ijs  first  used  for  cel- 
ebrating the  worship  of  Jehovah,  our  Lord  and  Savior. 
When  you  have  done  all  that  you  could,  you  can  then,  and 
only  then,  with  confidence  solicit  the  aid  of  christian  friends. 
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When  our  place  of  worship,  however  small,  however  hum- 
ble, is  the  result  of  our  own  exertions,  our  prayers  and  our 
sacrifices  for  Christ,  we  can  then  most  hopefully  look  tor- 
ward  to  growth,  improvement  and  strength.  We  have  now 
a  sad  warning  in  several  churches  which  are  almost  neglect- 
ed. It  is  true  that  in  some  cases  the  former  members  have 
removed,  but  all  those  to  which  T  now  refer  were  erected 
from  funds  mainly  obtained  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the 
parish.  Having  contributed  little,  if  anything,  the  interest  of 
those  for  whom  the  church  was  built,  apparently  withered. 

Perhaps  at  my  advanced  age  and  with  the  long  experi- 
ence I  have  had,  I  may  without  hesitation  or  blame  state  to 
you  a  few  of  my  convictions.  While  I  can  truly  and  from 
the  heart  say  with  the  late  Bishop  of  Calcutta,  the  excellent 
Daniel  Wilson,  "As  I  grow  older  my  religion  is  much 
more  simple.  None  but  Christ,  none  but  Christ.  Nothing 
but  the  atonement  of  Christ  for  our  justification ;  nothing 
but  Christ's  sanctifying  spirit  of  grace  for  obedience  to  the 
will  of  God  ;  nothing  but  the  blessed  example  of  Christ  for 
the  pattern  of  meek  and  lowly  holiness ;  nothing  but  the 
mercy  of  Christ  for  the  hope  of  everlasting  life  at  the  last'' 
While  I  utter  these  words,  I  yet  recognize,  perhaps  more 
firmly  than  ever  the  vast  importance  of  adhering  most  ear- 
nestly and  faithfully  to  all  the  doctrines  inculcated  by  the 
Church,  and  to  the  edifying  and  most  scriptural  worship  she 
prescribes.  Let  us  ever  with  gratitude  and  delight  seek  the 
Lord  in  His  own  appointed  ways.  Our  mother  Church  was 
not  enabled  to  remove  the  vain  and  idolatrous  practices  and 
the  unauthorized  opinions  which  had  been  gradually  im- 
posed upon  her  by  the  usurping  prelate  of  Rome,  without 
the  blood  of  glorious  martyrs.  The  doctrines  of  those  Re- 
formers can  not  be  improved,  for  they  derived  them  from 
the  highest  sources — the  inspired  pages  of  scripture  as  in- 
terpreted by  the  primitive  Church.  The  result  of  the  study, 
the  prayers,  the  deep  researches  and  the  intense  sufferings 
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of  those  learned  and  holy  men  is  embodied  in  our  Book  of 
Common  Prayer.  And  it  is  of  as  much  importance  to  our 
soundness  in  the  faith,  and  to  our  spiritual  welfare,  that  we 
at  this  day  adhere  to  the  sacred  teachings  of  that  Book  as  it 
was  in  those  days  which  tried  men's  souls.  More  needful 
even,  perhaps.  For  now  there  are  some  who,  calling  them- 
selves by  the  name  of  Christ  dare  impiously  to  assert  that 
our  Blessed  Lord  did  not  cause  all  Holy  Scriptures  to  be 
written  for  our  learning,  and  that  therefore  we  may  question 
some  of  the  truths  of  that  inspired  volume,  and  deny  some 
of  its  clearest  statements.  Oh,  my  brethren,  let  us  shun  as 
a  deadly  pestilence  the  pride  and  arrogance,  the  inordinate 
self-conceit  and  total  want  of  reverence,  so  characteristic  ot 
our  times,  so  sadly  prevalent.  The  scriptures  do  indeed 
testify  of  the  Lord  Jesus  ;  and  the  voice  of  inspiration  has 
assured  us  'that  there  is  none  other  name  given  under  heav- 
en among  men  whereby  we  must  be  saved  but  the  name  of 
our  Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus  Christ.'  Let  us  seek  Him  in 
His  own  appointed  ways,  under  the  guidance  of  His  Holy 
Spirit,  in  His  Church.  And  let  us  ever  receive  with  meek- 
ness the  engrafted  word  which  is  able  to  save  our  souls,  and 
which  has  been  handed  down  to  us  by  His  body,  the  Cath- 
olic Church. 

The  Prayer  Book,  then,  I  consider  as  a  beautiful  whole, 
and  that  our  spiritual  interest  is  promoted  by  conforming  in 
all  respects  to  its  minutest  injunctions.  It  not  only  serves 
as  an  important  bulwark  to  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  but 
teaches  us  to  worship  Almighty  God  with  reverence  and 
love — in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

Among  other  innovations  which  alarm  me,  and  which 
are  becoming  very  prevalent  throughout  our  country,  and 
even  among  the  members  of  the  Church,  is  the  neglect  of 
truly  sanctifying  the  Lord's  day.  Is  there  not  danger  that, 
even  among  i^?,  the  reaction  from  puritanic  prejudices  on 
this  subject  go  too  far  ?     Surely,  one  seventh  of  our  time  is 
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not  too  much  to  be  devoted  to  the  worship  of  our  Heavenly 
Father;  to  the  acquiring  and  imparting  of  religious  knowl- 
edge, and  to  visiting  the  sick  and  poor  and  sorrowing.  It 
should  be  emphatically  the  day  for  every  Churchman  to 
receive  good,  and  to  imitate  his  Lord  in  doing  it.  Secular 
occupatipns  and  thought,  as  far  as  possible,  should  l>e  laid 
aside.  Our  Bible;  our  religious  books ;  the  greatly  neglected 
duties  of  our  closets ;  (I  particularly  refer  to  self-examination 
and  fervent  prayer ;)  the  promoting  of  peace  and  kindne96 
among  our  neighbors ;  visiting  and  helping  the  afficted  ;— 
such  occupations  would  refresh  us,  and  greatly  strengthen 
us  to  encounter  the  toils  and  difficulties  and  sorrows  of  the 
the  coming  week.  Let  us  not  forget  that  we  are  as  much 
bound  as  were  the  christians  of  old  to  adorn  the  doctrine  of 
God  our  Saviour  in  all  things!  There  are  many  laymen 
now  separated  by  the  events  of  life  from  the  privileges  of 
the  Sanctuary,  who,  by  acting  as  lay-readers  and  Sunday- 
school  teachers,  could  greatly  edify  their  neighbors,  benefit 
their  own  souls,  and  win  perhaps  not  a  few  to  the  cause  of 
of  Christ.  In  these  times,  especially,  so  trying,  so  perilous. 
Oh  brethren,  let  us  all  be  up  and  doing. 

There  are  several  towns  where  the  Church  could  soon  be 
established,  and  where  a  missionary  would  at  once  be  wel- 
comed. And  there  are,  scattered  all  over  the  state,  in  little 
villages  and  in  the  country,  hundreds,  nay,  tfiousands  who 
were  baptised  in  the  Church,  and  who  yet  retain  an  affection 
and  respect  for  her.  "We  need  and  ought  to  have  at  least 
two  itenerant  missionaries  in  the  Diocese,  whose  chief  work 
it  should  be  to  seek  for  these  sheep  who  are  scattered  abroad; 
to  administer  the  consolations  of  our  holy  religion ;  to  ena- 
ble them  to  bring  their  children  to  Christ  in  holy  baptism; 
to  exhort  them  to  hold  fast  the  profession  of  their  faith,  and 
hope  and  pray  and  labor  for  better  days,  when  full  spiritual 
blessings  may  be  granted  them. 

Our  excellent  Secretary  has  kindly  prepared  and  furnish- 
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ed  a  fall  form  of  parochial  report.  I  trust  that  ycu  will  all 
use  it,  so  that  the  secretary  may  be  able  to  place  in  this 
year's  journal  what  always,  heretofore,  has  been  sadly  lack- 
ing—^m#  mid  trustworthy  statistics  of  the  Diocese.  I  would 
express  the  hope,  too,  that  by  our  next  convention,  you  will 
all  be  able  voluntarily  to  add  one  item  to  the  list,  and  that 

each  parish  and  station  may  report  itself  entirely/^  c/>ww 
debt. 

The  Bishop  White  Parish  Library  Association,  of  Phila- 
delphia has  for  many  years  been  most  ready,  when  request- 
ed, to  send  a  collection  of  choice  theological  books  to  newly 
organized  parishes  in  this,  as  in  every  other  western  Dio- 
cese. These  libraries,  I  fear,  in  some  cases,  have  been 
neglected,  and  even  lost. 

These  volumes  are  given  to  the  parish  for  the  use  of  its 
minister  for  the  time  being.  The  books  are  never  to  be  re- 
moved, or  loaned ;  and  when  the  parish  is  vacant  they  are 
to  be  carefully  protected  by  the  vestry.  I  hope  that  at  our 
next  Convention  I  shall  have  a  statement  of  the  condition 
of  these  libraries.  The  books  have  been,  and  may  still  con- 
tinue to  be  of  invaluable  service  to  poor  clergymen.  Such 
a  gift,  8$  kindly  given,  should  be  received  with  thankful- 
ness, and  guarded  with  the  greatest  care. 

I  have  been,  since  I  met  you  in  Convention,  almost  as 
much  occupied  as  usual,  and  therefore  some  of  the  good 
plans  stated  in  my  last  address  have  not  been  carried  out. 
Perhaps  I  am  still  fond  of  the  missionary  life,  which,  I  con- 
fess, I  left  with  reluctance.  At  all  events,  (and  I  thank 
God  for  his  infinite  mercy),  I  have  been  enabled  to  accept 
every  invitation  and  leave  home  with  cheerfulness  whenever 
duty  called.  My  old  age  is  never  forgotten  by  my  friends. 
I  receive  from  them  every  kindness,  and  I  almost  agree 
with  them  that  I  am  still  fond  of  preaching  and  that  trav- 
eling even  during  the  hardest  weather  and  over  the  rough- 
est roads  is  beneficial  to  my  health.    Brethren,  pray 'that  1 
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may  finish  my  course  with  joy.  And  remember  that  my 
time  is  short,  and  that  you  ought  to  prepare  without  delay 
to  provide  for  a  future  Bishop. 

I  am  still  unable  fully  to  report  to  you  the  manner  in 
which  I  spent  the  money  which  some  kind  friends  gave  me 
to  save  some  of  our  church  buildings.  One  case  still  re- 
mains which  is  sadly  involved,  and  the  history  of  which,  if 
it  ever  need  be  published,  will  prove  not  only  the  folly  bat 
the  iniquity  of  building  a  church  where  one  was  not  wanted, 
on  land  which  was  not  free  from  claims,  and  with  money 
that  was  obtained  indiscreetly  and  on  almost  false  promises. 

The  church  at  Two  Rivers  I  have  sold  because  it  was  go- 
ing to  ruin  and  every  family  belonging  to  us  had  moved 
away.  I  have  deposited  the  money  with  Mr.  Ferguson  to 
be  appropriated,  wnth  the  approbation  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, towards  the  building  of  a  church  in  some  promising 
locality. 

Some  of  the  students  of  Nashotah  have  occasionally  pass- 
ed their  vacation,  which  lasts  three  months,  in  acting  as  lay 
readers  and  catechists  in  vacant  parishes  or  vicinities  where 
their  services  are  desired.  Application  can  be  made  to  me 
for  such  services  during  the  session  of  this  Convention. 

Besides  the  places  already  mentioned  I  have  preached  at 
Wagon  Landing,  Hudson,  Whitewater,  Fort  Atkinson, 
Horicon,  Spring  Green,  Mineral  Point,  Two  Rivers,  Oconto, 
Avoca,  Durand,  Eau  Galla,  Waukesha,  Salem,  Sparta,  Del- 
atield,  Edgerton,  Racine,  Cambria,  and  Beaver  Dam.  Thir- 
teen of  the  baptisms  which  I  have  reported  I  celebrated  on 
Sunday  afternoon  at  Edgerton.  They  were  children  of  va- 
rious ages,  whose  parents  once  knew  and  loved  the  Church, 
but  from  which  they  had  been  separated  for  many  years, 
If  clergymen  of  energy  and  devotion  will  come  to  us,  and 
none  others  should  come  to  the  West,  their  self-sacrificing 
spirit,  their  activity  and  zeal  will  be  blessed. 

Convocations  of  the  clergy  have  not  been  attended  to  as 
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I  wished.  Reports  from  the  Eastern  Dioceses  are  highly  in 
their  favor.  I  hope,  unless  poverly  utterly  interferes,  they 
may  be  more  fully  tried. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  I  bow  my  knees  unto  the  Father 
of  our  Lord  J  esus  Christ,  that  He  would  grant  you  accord- 
ing to  the  riches  of  His  glory,  to  be  strengthened  with 
might  by  His  spirit  in  the  inner  man,  that  Christ  may  dwell 
in  your  hearts  by  faith,  and  that  ye,  being  rooted  and 
grounded  in  love,  may  be  enabled  to  think  and  act  as  those 
who  are  solemnly  bound  to  promote  the  glory  of  God,  and 
the  best  interests  of  their  fellow  beings.

A  Sunday  School, 
having  a  fine  library  and  a  zealous  band  of  teachers,  is  doing  a  good 
work  among  the  children.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  Oak 
Creek  cannot  have  more  frequent  church  ministrations.

The  report  of  this  school  for  the  sons  of  the  prophets  of  neces- 
sity follows  that  of  St.  Sylvanus  parish.  During  the  past  year  32 
young  men  have  been  sustained  by  the  alms  and  offerings  of  the 
Church.  Twenty-two  of  these  were  candidates  for  Holy  Order* 
and  ten  preparing  for  candidateship.  These  latter  are  in  Bad* 
College.  Five  have  graduated  and  are  now  Deacons  in  the  Church, 
increasing  the  number  of  alumni  to  81.  The  candidates  have  con- 
tinued their  Sunday  schools  in  the  vicinity.

The  present  Rector  took  charge  of  this  parish  Feb.  1,  1861. 
During  the  first  year  the  parish  received  $300  from  the  Diocesan 
Mission  Fund.  Since  then  it  has  been  self-supporting.  When  the 
present  Rector  came,  the  parish  had  been  about  two  years  without 
a  rector ;  the  church  had  been  sold  for  debt,  and  the  claims  against 
the  parish  amounted  to  about  $3,000.  The  first  question  was, 
shall  we  repudiate,  re-organize,  and  build  anew?  or  shall  we  re- 
tain our  organization,  recover  the  church,  and  satisfy  all  claims? 
Trie  latter  was  resolved  upon,  and  the  whole  matter  entrusted  to 
Mr.  8.  S.  Case,  then  Junior  Warden,  but  now  Senior  Warden.  Mr. 
Case  soon  made  a  beginning,  and  has  patiently  struggled  on  throtlgft 
very  many  tough  difficulties.  He  has  redeemed  the  church,  at  M 
eost  of  $1,300,  of  which  the  ladies  of  the  parish  have  raised  $800, 
during  the  past  tear;  and  the  remainder,  ($1,000,)  Mr.  Case  hat 
recently  obtained  by  subscription.     Other  claimants,  througH  tft# 
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agency  of  Mr.  Case,  have  released  their  claims.  Id  a  few  days, 
Mr.  Case  will  he  ready  to  give  the  parish  a  clear  deed  and  title  to 
their  church ;  and  then  we  shall  be  entirely  clear  from  debt.  At  this 
result,  so  long  desired  and  labored  for,  no  one.  not  acquainted  with 
the  circumstances,  can  appreciate  our  joy  and  our  thankfulness.

The  present  Rector  took  charge  of  the  Parish  October  30,  1863. 
The  above  report  refers  to  the  whole  conventional  year,  as  far  as 
baptisms  and  marriages  are  concerned,  but  as  to  all  other  items  on- 
ly from  October  30th,  1863,  to  June  1st,  1864,  a  period  of  seven 
months. 

I  found  no  register  in  the  Parish,  or  memoranda  from  which  to 
gather  the  previous  state  of  parish  matters.  The  16  communicants 
reported  above  as  received,  are  those  previously  in  the  parish,  and 
received  by  me  as  such.  I  notice  that  in  the  last  year's  report  43 
communicants  are  returned,  which  is  a  wrong  statement,  as  there 
has  never  been  that  number.  It  is  also  stated  that  17  were  added 
to  the  number  of  communicants.  That  is  another  wrong  state- 
ment— none  were  added.  The  former  minister  (since  deposed) 
was  only  in  deacon's  orders,  and  could  neither  admit  to  commun- 
ion, or  celebrate  that  holy  sacrament.  I  mention  these  matters  to 
account  for  the  great  dissimilarity  between  last  year's  report  and 
Ais  year's. 
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There  is  a  debt  of  some  four  hundred  dollars  on  the  church 
building ;  with  this  exception  the  parish  is  presenting  a  future  of 
promise ;  and  we  are  much  encouraged  to  hope  that  better  things 
are  in  store  for  Trinity  Church,  and  that  she  will  soon  emerge 
from  her  depressed  condition,  and  take  her  place  among  the  self- 
supporting  parishes  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Sunday  School,  organized  last  July,  under  the  charge  of 
Mr.  Superintendent  Kemp,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.

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I  found  this  Parish  in  a  very  sad  state,  indeed,  the  people  divi- 
ded— some  leaving  the  church,*  and  others  almost  ready  to  give  up 
the  faith.  But,  blessed  be  God,  they  are  revived,  and  many  are 
returning  to  the  church  again.  Instead  of  the  number  of  families 
being  20,  as  last  reported,  it  is  70.  And  the  church  building,  al- 
though large  for  the  place,  soon  became  too  small  for  the  congre- 
gation. We  were,  therefore,  compelled  to  enlarge  it — adding  19 
new  pews,  a  recess  chancel  and  a  large  vestry  room.  We  have, 
also,  a  parish  school,  and  during  a  part  of  last  year  we  employed 
two  teachers,  one  male  and  one  female. 

In  addition  to  my  labors  in  this  place,  I  have  preached  at  three 
o'clock  in  Plover,  which  is  five  miles  from  here.  In  this  place  we 
have  five  communicants,  and  a  good  building  has  been  rented  for 
service.  I  may  say  here  that  the  congregation  has  sometimes  been 
so  large,  that  we  had  to  go  to  some  other  building,  where  the  peo- 
ple could  be  accommodated. 

I  have  also  visited  Grand  Rapids.  This  is  an  important  and 
growing  place ;  and  the  people  assured  me  that  if  I  would  come 
and  preach  to  them,  at  the  end  of  one  year  I  should  have  a  good 
church  building  and  a  self-supporting  congregation.  Whenever  I 
go  I  find  the  same  cry  for  the  church.  Shall  we  answer  this  call, 
or  shall  we  leave  it  for  others  to  do  ?  Oh  !  may  the  good  God  send 
us  earnest  and  faithful  men,  who  may  go  forth  with  heart  and  soul 
to  gather  in  the  scattering  sheep.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

PROTRSTANT    BPIS60PAL   CHURCH, 

OP    THE 

DIOCESE  OF  WISCONSIN. 

Adopted  in  Primary  Convention,  in  Milwaukee,  June,  1847. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Acceding  to  the  General  Constitution. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  desirous  of  entering 
into  federal  union  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  does  accordingly  accede  to,  recognize 
and  adopt  the  General  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  Church, 
and  acknowledge  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  H. 

Annual  Convention. 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  to  be  holden  on  the  Second  Wednesday  of  June. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Members  of  Convention. 

810.  1.    The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergy  and  Laity. 
Sxo.  2.    Every  Clergyman  canonioally  connected  with  this  Dio- 
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cese,  and  having  charge  of  some  parish,  (or  officiating  as  a  Mi* 
sionary  within  its  bounds,  or  having  spiritual  charge,  as  president, 
professor,  tutor  or  instructor  in  some  college,  academy,  or  seminary 
of  learning  constituted  or  countenanced  by  ecclesiastical  authority, 
or  being  a  chaplain  in  the  navy  or  army  of  the  United  States.) 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention.  In  every  case,  how- 
ever, where  a  Clergyman  is  not  able  to  hold  a  cure  of  souls,  aris- 
ing from  bodily  infirmity,  or  age,  he  shall  not  for  such  cause  be 
excluded  from  a  seat  in  this  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lay  members  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  four 
deputies  from  each  congregation  in  this  Diocese  in  union  with  this 
Convention,  a  certificate  of  whose  appointment  shall  be  signed  by 
either  the  Minister  of  the  Parish,  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  or  the 
Clerk  of  the  vestry,  and  laid  before  the  Convention,  before  his  or 
their  admission  to  a  seat  or  vote. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

President  of  Convention. 

The  Bishop,  or  Bishop  in  charge  of  the  Diocese,  shall,  ex-officio, 
preside  in  Convention,  and  be  entitled  to  a  vote  on  all  questions. 
The  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall  also  have  a  seat  and 
vote,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  shall  preside.  In  case  of 
a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  and 
of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  or  their  inability  to  act,  then  the  mettban 
shall  elect  from  the  Presbyters  a  President  pro-tempone. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Transaction  of  Business. 

Sec.  1.  The  Bishop,  with  such  Clergymen  and  Lay  Deputies 
as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in  Convention,  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  shall  deliberate  as  one 
body,  and  shall  vote  as  such. 

Sec.  3.  On  a  call  of  any  five  members,  the  Convention  shall 
vote  by  orders.  In  such  a  case,  the  concurrence  of  both  orders 
shall  be  neoessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure,  and  each  Parish 
shall  be  entitled  to  only  one  vote. 
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Sec.  4.  On  every  question,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those 
present,  or  when  voting  by  orders,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those 
present  of  the  two  orders  respectively,  shall  decide  the  question. 

ARTICE  VI. 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  1.  At  each  annual  Convention,  .a  Secretary  shall  be  chos- 
en from  among  its  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till  a  suc- 
cessor be  appointed.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  the 
proceedings,  and  when  approved,  to  enter  them  in  a  proper  book ; 
to  preserve  the  journals  and  records;  to  attest  the  public  acts  of 
the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  all 
originals,  and  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relating  to  the 
concerns  of  the  Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  possession.  An 
Assistant  Secretary  may  also  be  chosen,  if  requested  by  the  Sec- 
retary. 

Sec.  2.  A  Treasurer  of  this  Convention  shall  be  appointed, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  during  its  pleasure.  He  shall  give  sat- 
isfactory security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  for  the  use  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  shall  present  a  statement  of  his  accounts  at  each  annual 
Convention. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  the  Treasurer  dies,  removes  from  the  Diocese, 
or  be  incapable  of  aoting,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  row- 
er to  appoint  a  Treasurer,  till  the  next  succeeding  Convention,  who 
is  authorized  to  receive  all  money,  bonds,  mortgages,  notes,  or  other 
property  and  papers  that  may  be  in  the  Treasury  at  the  time  of 
such  decease,  resignation,  removal  or  incapacity. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  1.  The  Convention  shall  elect  annually  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee, to  consist  of  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen,  who,  when 
there  is  no  Bishop,  or  he  incapable  of  acting,  shall  be  the  ecclesi- 
astical authority  of  the  Diocese,  for  all  purposes  declared  in  this 
G&nstattttion.

Sec.  2.  The  said  Presbyters  must  be  of  those  entitled  to  auto 
in  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lay  members  of  the  Committee  most  be  cobb* 
nicants  of  some  church  in  the  Diocese  in  anion  with  the  Codto- 
tion. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall  choose  t 
President  from  among  the  Clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary,  eith- 
er Clerical  or  Lay.  The  Secretary  shall  record  their  proceedings 
in  a  book  provided  for  this  purpose,  which  book  and  all  papers  in 
their  hands  relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  exami* 
ation  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  5.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  supply  vacancies 
which  may  occur  in  this  body  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  6.  The  whole  being  summoned,  three  of  the  Committee, 
both  orders  being  represented,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Deputies  to  General  Convention.     Amended  in  1857. 

Sec.  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention,  four  Clerical  and  four 
Lay  Deputies  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese 
to  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clerical  Deputies  shall  be  Presbyters,  canonicallj 
connected  with  this  Diocese,  and  having  seats  in  this  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a  failure,  or  neglect  of  the  Convention  to 
elect  Deputies,  those  already  in  office  shall  continue  until  success- 
ors are  chosen. 

Sec.  4.  The  Convention  shall  also  elect,  by  ballot,  a  like  num- 
ber of  Spplementary  Deputies  of  each  order,  to  serve  as  Deputies 
contingently. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Deputies  elect,  to  signify  to  the 
Bishop  in  writing,  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  in- 
tention to  perform  its  duties;  in  default  of  which,  the  Bishop  shall 
designate  so  many  of  the  Supplementary  Deputies  as  shall  be  ne- 
cessary to  ensure  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese ;  and  the 
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persons  so  designated  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  of 
Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Special  Convention*. 

Sec.  1.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  tno  less  than  six  weeks  notice,  previous 
to  the  day  appointed,  given  to  the  several  Churches  by  a  circular 
letter. 

Sec.  3.  Such  special  Convention  shall  be  holden  at  a  plaoe 
designated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  calling  it ;  and  at  such 
special  Convention  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that 
stated  in  the  notice  calling  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Admission  of  Parishes. 

New  Parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes ;  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  a  Constitution,  subscribed  by  the  Wardens, 
wherein  they  expressly  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doc- 
trines, Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitution  and* 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and 
are  duly  incorporated,  and  regularly  organized  by  the  election  of 
two  Wardens  and  at  least  three  vestrymen. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Election  of  a  Bishop. 

Sic.  1.  After  the  first,  no  other  election  of  a  Bishop  for  this 
Diocese  shall  be  made,  unless  in  an  annual  Convention,  or  in  a 
special  Convention  called  for  the  purpose  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  time  appointed,  the  objeot  being  stated  by  notice  in  writing, 
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and  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  every 
Clergyman  and  vestry  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  shall  be  made  in  the  following  manner  ?— 
The  order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate  and  appoint,  by  ballot, 
some  fit  and  qualified  Clergyman  for  that  office,  and  if  this  appoint- 
ment be  approved  by  the  Lay  order,  he  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected.  If  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote  be  pres- 
ent, and  two-thirds  of  all  the  congregations  entitled  to  vote  be  rep- 
resented, then  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  determine  a  choice. 
Should  there  not  be  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy  and  congregations  pres- 
ent, then  two-thirds  of  the  vote  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to 
determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Alteration  of  Constitution. 

This  Constitution,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  altered  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner :  The  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Annual  Convention,  and  if  approved  of  by  a  ma- 
jority of  both  orders,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  annual  Convention, 
and  if  then  approved  by  a  majority  of  each  order,  shall  become 
valid  and  obligatory. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

JThe  Funds  and  Property  of  the    Protestant   Episcopal  Ckureh  in 

Wisconsin. 

Sec.  1.  All  real  estate  granted,  personal  property  or  monies 
given  or  bequeathed  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Wifr 
consin,  for  any  special  object,  shall  forever  be  and  remain  invio- 
lably appropriated  to  such  specified  object,  and  shall  not  by  au- 
thority of  the  Convention,  or  any  other  power,  be  diverted  from 
such  specified  object,  or  employed  by  the  "  Trustees  of  the  Funds 
and  Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin," 
in  any  commercial  business  whatever. 

Sle.  2.  This  article  shall  in  no  case  be  altered  or  amended^ 
except  as  it  is  provided  is  Art.  XII  of  this  Constitution  )  tatd  hi 
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addition  thereto,  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  order  shall  be  requir- 
ed to  make  such  alteration  or  amendment. 

Done  in  Primary  Convention  of  the  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Laity 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin, 
the  2±th  day  of  June,  1847.

For  the  Government  of  the  Annual   Convention*  of  the  Protestant  Fpucopal 
Okurehintke  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  adopted  186s. 


I.  The  daily  Morning  Prayer  of  the  Church  shall  be  perform- 
ed on  every  day  during  the  session  of  the  Convention ;  and  at  the 
opening  of  the  Convention  the  Lord's  Supper  shall  also  be  cele- 
brated, and  a  sermon  preached  by  a  Presbyter  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  when  the  Bishop  himself  does  not  deliver  a  sermon  or 
stage. 

II.  On  the  first  day  of  the  session,  Divine  Service  being  ended, 
the  Convention  shall  then  be  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop ;  or  in 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bish- 
op, or  his  inability  to  aot,  then  the  members  shall  elect  from  among 
the  Presbyters  present  a  President  pro  tempore. 

III.  The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  shall  be  Secretary 
pro  tempore  i  or  in  his  absenee  some  ether  person  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Bishop. 

IV.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call  the  names  of  the  clergymen 
Witt  are  dwrfawdhy  theBissky  mtiimt  to  ■— *  m  this  ConYan- 
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tion.  He  shall  also  call  the  names  of  all  Parishes  entitled  to  rep- 
resentation at  the  last  Convention,  the  present  lay  delegates  of 
which  shall  thereupon  lay  the  certificates  of  their  election  to  this 
Convention  upon  the  Secretary's  table.  And  the  Convention  shall 
then  proceed  to  declare,  in  such  manner  as  it  thinks  proper,  who 
are  entitled  to  seats. 

V.  The  President,  with  such  clergymen  and  lay  delegates  as 
shall  at  the  time  appointed  be  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

VI.  The  Convention  having  been  thus  organised,  the  first  busi- 
ness thereafter  shall  be  the  election  of  a  Secretary.  The  Secre- 
tary may  appoint  an  assistant  Secretary. 

VII.  The  President  shall  then  appoint  the  following  commit- 
tees, of  three  members  each : 

1.  On  the  Admission  of  Parishes  into  union  with  this 
Convention. 

2.  On  Diocesan  Missions. 

3.  On  Finances  ;  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  accounts  of 
the  various  funds. 

4.  On  Canons  ;  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  proposed  new 
Canons  or  amendments  of  the  Canons  or  Constitution. 

5.  On  the  Rights  of  Clergyman  to  seats  in  this  Con- 
vention.    This  Committee  shall  consist  of  Clergymen. 

6.  On  Unfinished  Business  of  the  previous  Convention. 

The  President  shall  also  appoint  all  other  committees  for  which 
no  provision  is  made,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conven- 
tion. 

ORDER  IN  DEBATE. 

1.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the 
President 

2.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Service  of  the 
Convention,  unless  he  have  leave  of  the  President,  or  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

8.    When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter 
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to  the  Convention,  lie  shall  with  due  respect  address  himself  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

5.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

6.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention  un- 
less seconded,  and  when  required,  in  writing. 

7.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be 
made,  except  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  indefinitely  postpone,  to  post- 
pone to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to  amend ;  and  these  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  here  stated.  A  mo- 
tion to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  decided  without  de- 
bate. 

8.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  Chair. 

9.  The  Convention  shall  close  with  the  reading  of  the  minutes 
of  the  entire  session,  and  suoh  devotional  exercises  as  the  Presi- 
dent may  direct.

Adopted  in  Primary  Convention,  in  Milwaukee,  June  24,  1847. 

CANON  I. 

List  of  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese. 

On  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  give  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  a  certified  list  of  the  names  of  Clergymen  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  entitled  to  seats  and  votes  in  Conven- 
tion. 

CANON  II. 

Opening  of  Convention. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  the  Public  Common 
Prayer  of  the  Church,  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  a 
Sermon  by  a  Presbyter  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  when  the  Bishop 
himself  does  not  deliver  a  Sermon  or  Charge. 

CANON  III. 

Standing  Committee  of  Convention.     Adopted  in  1860.     Amended 

in  1855. 

In  order  to  organize  the  Convention,  the  President  shall  appoint 
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a  Special  Committee  of  three  Clergymen  to  receive  the  certificates 
of  appointment  of  the  Lay  Deputies,  and  prepare  a  list  of  the  same 
for  the  use  of  the  Secretary ;  and  after  the  Convention  is  folly  or- 
ganized the  President  shall  appoint  Standing  Committees,  consist- 
ing of  three  members  each,  upon  the  following. subjects : 

1st.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  Parishes  into  union  with 
the  Convention. 

2d.     A  Committee  on  Diocesan  Missions. 

3d.  A  Committee  on  finance,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the 
accounts  of  the  various  Funds. 

4th.  A  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all 
proposed  new  Canons,  or  amendment  of  the  Canons,  or  Constitu- 
tion. 

CANON  IV. 

Parochial  Registers  and  Reports. 

In  every  congregation  the  Church  Wardens  shall,  at  the  expense 
of  the  Parish,  provide  a  proper  book,  in  which  the  Minister,  or  if 
the  Parish  be  vacant,  one  of  the  Wardens,  shall  record  the  names 
of  all  persons  baptized,  married,  and  buried,  together  with  a  list  of 
persons  confirmed,  and  of  those  who  are  Communicants  of  the 
Church,  with  the  date  of  every  event  recorded,  which  shall  be  un- 
der the  signature  of  the  person  recording.  From  this  Register 
there  shall,  annually,  be  presented  to  the  Bishop,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  June,  a  full  and  accurate  statement  of  the  baptisms, 
marriages,  and  burials,  and  of  persons  confirmed  and  admitted  to 
the  Holy  Communion. 

CANON  V. 
Persons  repelled  the  Holy  Communion.     Amended  in  1857. 

When  a  person  who  has  been  repelled  the  Holy  Communion  ap- 
peals to  the  Bishop,  and  is  not  restored  by  him,  the  Bishop  may, 
and  if  the  person  demands,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  three 
Presbyters,  who  shall  make  inquiries  into  the  truth  of  the  charges 
alleged,  and  shall  make  a  report  thereof,  with  their  opinion  there- 
on, to  the  Bishop. 

All  Rectors,  or  Ministers  of  Parishes,  in  the  Diocese,  shall  here- 
after, before  receiving  into  the  Parish  under  their  charge  any  per- 
son as  a  regular  Communicant  from  any  other  Parish,  require  of 
him  or  her  a  certificate  from  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  the  Parish 
of  their  last  residence,  or,  if  there  be  no  Minister,  from  one  of  the 
Wardens,  stating  that  said  applicant  is  of  good  standing  as  a  Com- 
municant of  the  Church. 

Any  person  absenting  himself  or  herself  from  the  Holy  Com- 
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munion  for  one  year,  shall  be  called  upon  by  the  Rector  or  Minis- 
ter in  charge  of  the  Parish,  to  give  a  reason  for  such  absence ;  and 
if  a  reason  satisfactory  to  the  Rector  or  Minister  be  not  given,  or 
assurance  of  repentance  and  amendment,  such  person  shall  be  for- 
mally repelled  from  the  Communion,  and  an  account  of  the  saint 
be  given  to  the  Ordinary. 

CANON  VI. 
Of  Diocesan  Missions.     Adopted  in  1862. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  shall  consist 
of  the  Bishop,  together  with  the  Standing  Committee ;  of  which 
Board  the  Bishop  shall  be  ex-officio  President. 

Sec.  2.  The  Standing  Committee  may  at  any  time  resolve  it- 
self into  the  Board  of  Missions,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop;  and 
.in  case  this  request  be  made  by  letter,  then  the  Board  may  act 
upoi  such  business  only  as  the  Bishop  may  designate. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  every  Parish  in 
the  Diocese  to  make  a  special  collection  for  Diocesan  Missions,  in 
time  of  morning  service,  on  some  Sunday  in  each  of  the  months  of 
February,  May,  August  and  November,  and  to  transmit  the  same 
immediately  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund,  to 
be  subject  to  the  disposition  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  4.  No  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  un- 
less he  shall  first  have  been  nominated  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  5.  The  Missionaries  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  appointed  to 
do  duty  at  stations,  or  as  itinerants  over  specified  districts,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  6.  No  Itinerant  Missionary  receiving  a  salary  from  the 
Board,  may  receive  any  salary  from  the  Missionary  district  to 
which  he  may  be  appointed,  nor  from  any  source  except  from  the 
Domestic  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  7.  At  every  service  at  which  an  Itinerant  Missionary  of 
the  Board  officiates,  in  his  station  or  district,  a  collection  shall  be 
taken  for  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund,  and  an  account  of  the 
same  shall  be  rendered  quarterly,  before  he  receives  his  salary. 

Sec.  8.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  of  the  Diocese,  hav- 
ing a  pastoral  charge,  to  preach  frequently  on  behalf  of  Diocesan 
Missions,  and  to  use  every  means  in  his  power  to  interest  his  peo- 
ple in  the  vigorous  support  of  their  Missions. 

CANON  VII. 
Mode  of  Trying  Clergymen. 

Sec.  1.  If  a  clergyman  of  this  Church  offend  against  any  Can- 
on of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church,  or  against  any  Can- 
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on  of  this  Diocese,  complaint  may  be  made  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, which  shall  be  done  in  writing  by  any  two  persons,  who 
shall  be  Communicants,  and  one  of  them  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of 
this  Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  Standing  Committee,  if  they  deem  the  charges 
well  founded,  shall  present  said  clergyman  to  the  Bishop  for  trial. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  thereupon  summon  a  jury  of  three 
Presbyters,  who  shall  be  the  judges  both  of  the  law  and  the  facts. 
The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  prosecutors  in  the  case,  and  shall 
appoint  a  Judge  Advocate,  who  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  and  shall  give  the  accused  a  copy  of  the  charges 
presented  to  the  Bishop,  and  also  sixty  days'  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  trial. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  accused  shall  not  appear  at  the  trial,  without 
assigning  sufficient  cause,  the  judgment  of  the  court  shall  proceed 
against  him  for  contempt,  and  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the  ex- 
ercise of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  space  of  six  months ;  and  if 
during  that  period  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then  be 
degraded  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  5.  The  judgment  of  the  court  shall  in  all  cases  be  made 
known  in  writing  to  the  accused,  and  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men of  his  parish,  together  with  the  charges  and  specifications,  and 
an  outline  of  the  evidence  produced  on  the  trial,  if  it  shall  be  de- 
manded by  the  accused. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  Bishop  approve  the  judgment,  he  shall  within 
thirty  days  proceed  to  administer  the  discipline  prescribed  by 
the  court. 

Sec.  7.  Should  the  Bishop  disapprove  the  decision  of  the 
court,  he  may  summon  a  new  court  and  order  a  new  trial,  and  the 
judgment  of  the  second  court  shall  be  final,  and  the  Bishop  shall 
then  proceed  to  execute  it  as  above. 

Sec.  8.  In  case  of  the  suspension  of  any  clergyman,  such  sus- 
pension may  be  either  for  a  limited  period  or  until  the  offender 
give  the  Bishop  satisfactory  evidence  of  contrition  and  reforma- 
tion. 

Sec.  9.  Suspension  from  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of  the 
ministry  shall,  ipso  facto,  sever  the  connection  between  the  clergy- 
man so  suspended  and  his  parish. 

Skc.  10.  In  all  cases  where  charges  are  canon ically  preferred 
against  a  clergyman  of  this  church,  the  accused  shall  have  the 
right  to  demand  a  trial,  which  demand  must  be  made  in  writing, 
and  if  not  granted  within  three  months  the  charge  shall  be  dis  • 
continued. 
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canon  vm. 

Ritual  Uniformity  in  Ms  Diocese.     Adopted  in  i860.     Amended 

in  1852. 

Section  1.  In  the  performance  of  the  Ritual  and  ceremonies 
of  the  church,  where  there  is  no  positive  interpretation  of  existing 
law,  either  by  canon  or  by  solemn  declaration,  or  by  opinion  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  bound  to  the 
rule  of  what  is  usually  called  "  Common  Law/' — that  is  to  say : 
they  shall  not,  for  themselves  and  for  their  congregation,  in  their 
public  and  official  ministrations,  act  according  to  private  judgment, 
but  according  to  the  general  usage  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  these  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  in  case  there  be  in  the  mind  of  any  clergyman  a 
doubt  as  to  what  that  "  General  Usage"  is,  he  shall  not  decide  it 
for  himself  and  for  his  congregation  by  his  private  opinion,  bat 
shall  refer  it  to  the  Interpreters  in  this  canon  appointed,  who  shall 
give  to  him  an  authoritative  decision  thereupon,  founded  upon  the 
same  principle  of  "  General  Usage"  Provided,  always,  that  there 
be,  as  aforesaid,  no  positive  interpretation  upon  the  point  in  ques- 
tion,, either  by  canon,  or  by  declaration,  or  by  opinion  of  the 
House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop,  or  Bishop  in  charge  of  the  Diocese,  in 
council  with  the  standing  committee,  are  hereby  established  as 
Interpreters  for  this  Diocese  of  the  Ritual  Usage  of  the  Church. 
And  their  decisions  so  pronounced,  and  given  in  writing,  shall  be 
binding  upon  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  in  their  performance  of  the 
services  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  4.  All  decisions  shall,  for  the  information  of  the  clergy, 
be  given  in  writing,  by  the  secretary  of  the  standing  committee, 
to  all  clergymen  canonically  connected  with  the  Diocese,  and 
shall  also  be  printed  along  with  the  Journal  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  annual  Diocesan  convention,  under  the  head  of  "  Decis- 
ions of  the  church  of  Wisconsin,  in  reference  to  Ritual  Usagt, 
binding  upon  her  clergy,  according  to  CANON  VIII,  of  this  Di- 
ocese." 

Sec.  5.  This  Canon  shall  in  no  wise  be  taken  to  refer  to  any 
question  of  doctrine,  but  solely  and  entirely  to  ritual  interpretation 
as  it  affects  practice.  And  it  shall  be  considered  as  binding  upon 
and  referring  to  those  Clergy  only  who  are  canonically  connected 
with  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  6.  Transgressions  of  this  Canon  are  hereby  declared  of- 
fences for  which  a  minister  may  be  tried  and  punished. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  standing  committee,  upon 
being  legally  apprized,  in  the  manner  as  required  by  Canon  VII, 
Sec.  1 ,  of  this  Diocese,  of  any  breach  of  Ritual  Uniformity,  to  no- 
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tify  the  Bishop  of  such  complaint  And  if  the  complaint  is  for  the 
violation  of  a  solemn  interpretation  already  given  and  made  known, 
the  Bishop  shall  thereupon,  by  letter,  notify  said  clergyman  that 
complaint  has  been  made  to  the  standing  committee  of  a  breach  of 
Kitual  Uniformity  upon  his  part.  But  in  case  the  complaint  is 
upon  a  point  not  haying  been  solemnly  interpreted  and  made  known, 
then  the  Bishop  and  standing  committee  shall  meet  and  decide  up- 
on the  "  general  usage  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these 
United  States"  upon  the  point  in  question ;  which  done,  the  Bish- 
op shall,  by  letter,  inform  said  clergyman  of  the  complaint,  and  of 
the  decision  of  the  Interpreters  of  General  Usage.  And  the  Bish- 
op's notice,  in  either  case,  shall  be  considered  a  warning  to  said 
clergyman  to  conform  to  the  ritual  practice  of  this  Diocese  as  es- 
tablished and  declared.  And  if  a  clergyman,  so  warned,  does  not, 
within  thirty  days,  notify  the  Bishop,  by  letter,  of  his  intention  to 
conform,  he  shall  be  proceeded  against  for  breach  of  this  canon,  in 
the  manner  provided  by  Canon  VII  of  this  Diocese— of  the  mode 
of  trying  clergymen. 

CANON  IX. 

The  duty  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  ike  Annual  Convention. 

Amended  in  1852. 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  appointed  in  accordance  with  Sec- 
tion 2,  of  Article  VI,  of  the  Constitution,  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  security  as  prescribed  by  said  See. 
2,  in  such  sums  as  the  convention  shall  prescribe,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties,  and  the  due  accounting  for  all  moneys 
which  may  come  to  his  hands  as  such  Treasurer ;  and  when  at 
any  time  during  the  recess  of  the  convention,  it  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  standing  committee  of  the  Diocese  to  increase  the 
amount  of  such  security,  the  said  committee  shall  have  power 
to  increase  the  amount  as  aforesaid  ;  and  the  treasurer  shall,  with- 
in ten  days  after  notice  of  such  determination  by  said  committee, 
give  such  security.  The  treasurer  shall  also  procure  and  keep  a 
properly  bound  book,  in  which  shall  be  entered  accounts  and  state- 
ments in  detail  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  bv  him.  He 
shall  keep  accounts  with  the  several  parishes,  in  which  he  shall 
charge  them  with  the  amounts  assessed  against  them  respectively, 
and  shall  credit  them  with  the  amount  by  them  paid  respectively. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary's  journals  and  records,  and  the  Treas- 
urer's book,  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  stand- 
ing committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  the  convention,  and  any  com- 
mittee thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  an- 
nual convention  shall  have  adjourned  sine  die,  furnish  the  Treas- 
urer a  certified  statement  of  all  accounts  allowed  by  the  conven- 
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tion,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same,  (and  any  claims  and 
accounts  duly  allowed  and  certified  by  the  standing  committee  dur- 
ing the  recess  of  the  convention  J  but  none  other,  out  of  any  mon- 
eys in  his  hands  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

CANON  X. 
The  due  observance  of  Lent.     Adopted  in  1858. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Church  has  from  the  beginning  provided  for 
the  yearnings  of  the  human  heart  in  every  form ;  and  whereas, 
many,  forgetting  or  ignorant  that  she  has  such  provisions,  do  in 
certain  seasons  turn  from  the  church  to  other  religious  bodies, 
which  they  imagine  answer  these  yearnings,  therefore  it  is  Resoh- 
ed,  That  the  clergy  be  requested  to  remind  their  people  that  the 
season  of  Lent  is  intended  to  answer  these  spiritual  wants,  and  that 
this  convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  church, 
do  hereby  enact  the  following  canon  : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  parochial 
clergyman  of  the  Church  in  the  Diooese  of  Wisconsin,  to  employ 
the  sacred  season  of  Lent  as  a  solemn  and  stated  season,  wherein 
it  is  his  duty  to  occupy  himself  earnestly  and  peculiarly  in  the  con- 
version of  souls  to  Christ — that  is  to  say,  in  preaching  to  the  «*- 
biptized,  repentance,  true  and  real,  from  sin ;  faith  in  Christ  our 
Lord,  and  baptism  unto  the  Church  of  Christ;  and  to  those  within 
the  Church,  and  who  are  either  careless  or  have  fallen  away ;  the 
same  duty  of  true  conversion  to  the  ways  of  God,  and  of  a  restora- 
tion to  the  full  enjoyment  of  the  privileges  of  the  Church,  in  her 
Holy  Communion. 

Sec.  2.  This  shall  be  done  regularly,  under  the  laws  and  can- 
ons of  the  Church,  and  also  under  the  advice  and  pastoral  direction 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  XI. 

Clergymen  visiting  Vacant  Stations.     Adopted  in  1858. 

It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Bishop,  according  to  his  judg- 
ment, to  detail  any  clergyman  of  the  Church,  four  Sundays  in  each 
year,  at  equal  iutervals,  to  officiate  in  any  station  he  may  think  ad- 
vantageous to  be  visited.  The  expense  of  such  visit  to  be  defrayed 
by  the  parish  or  station  visited. 

CANON  XII. 

Admission  of  Parishes.      Adopted  in  1859. 

Skction  1.  Parishes  wishing  admission  to  union  with  the  Con- 
vention, shall  give  evidence  of  permanency  by  a  previous  existence 
ui*  at  least  twelve  months,  and  shall  likewise  give   at  least  one 
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th's  notice  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  of 
intention  to  apply  for  admission. 

CANON  XIII. 

;  Lay  Deputies.      Adopted  in  1859. 

e  The  Lay  Deputies  of  each  Parish  to  the  Diocesan  Convention, 
i  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  parish  meeting  on  Easter  Monday, 
pi  «r  in  default  of  this,  by  the  Vestry,  at  their  first  regular  meeting 
l  after  the  annual  parish  election ;  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for 
t  the  purpose.  If  there  be  no  election  after  the  notice  given,  or  if 
i  tke  deputies  elected  cannot  attend,  the  Rector  and  Wardens  shall 
c  liave  power  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

CANON  XIV. 
Of  Parishes  neglecting  to  Report.     Adopted  in  1863. 

When  any  parish  neglects  authoritatively  to  report  the  state  and 
condition  thereof  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  for  three  successive 
years,  said  Parish  shall  be  considered  as  not  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention, and  shall  be  omitted  in  the  List  of  Parishes  in  the  pub- 
lished Journal  of  the  same,  until  otherwise  ordered. 

CANON  XV. 
Of  the  Diocesan  Fund.     Adopted  in  1863. 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committee  shall,  annually,  on  the 
first  day  of  the  sitting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  report  an  assess- 
ment upon  every  Parish  for  Diocesan  purposes.  The  fund  raised 
under  this  assessment  shall  constitute  and  be  called  "  The  Dioce- 
san Fund  of  Wisconsin." 

Sec.  2.  When  any  assessment  for  the  Diocesan  Fund  has  been 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  binding  upon  every  Parish; 
and  the  amount  thereof  chargeable  to  each  Parish  shall  be  due  and 
payable,  one-half  by  the  first  day  of  December,  and  one-half  by 
the  first  day  of  June,  next  ensuing. 

Sec.  3.  On  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  parishes,  specifying  the 
amounts  and  dates  of  the  payment  by  each  into  such  Fund  during 
the  current  year,  and  every  parish  reported  delinquent  shall  be 
subject  to  exclusion  from  the  Convention  for  that  cause,  by  a  vote 
of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  The  Diocesan  Fund  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  Standing  Committee. 
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CANON  XVI. 
0/  Convocations.     Adopted  in  1863. 

Section  1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  the  following 
Missionary  Convocations;  to  be  named  respectively  the  Eastern, 
Western,  and  Northern  Convocations. 

Sec.  2.  The  Eastern  Convocation  shall  consist  of  the  Clergy 
residingin  the  counties  of  Kenosha,  Racine,  Milwaukee,  Wal- 
worth, Waukesha,  Ozaukee,  and  Washington. 

Sec.  3.  The  Western  Convocation  shall  consist  of  the  Clergy 
residing  in  the  counties  of  Rook,  Lafayette,  Grant,  Jefferson,  Dane, 
Crawford,  Vernon,  Sauk,  Iowa,  Green  and  Dodge. 

Sec.  4.  The  Northern  Convocation  shall  consist  of  the  Clergy 
residing  in  the  remaining  counties  of  the  state. 

Sec.  5.  These  Convocations  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules 
as  they  shall  respectively  adopt,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop,  who  shall  be,  when  present,  ex-officio  presiding  officer. 

Sec.  6.  All  missionaries  shall  be  appointed,  and  all  moneys 
disbursed,  by  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  XVII. 
Alteration  of  Canons. 

No  alterations  in  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  made,  un- 
less they  be  approved  and  confirmed  by  a  majority  of  both  orders. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  PARISHES

ARTICLE  I. 
Acceding  to  the  General  and  Diocesan  Constitution,  Canons,  Ac. 

This  Parish,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  expressly  accedes  to,  recog- 
nizes and  adopts  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrines,  Discipline 
and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  acknowledges  their 
authority  accordingly. 

1  ARTICLE  II. 

Use  of  the  Church  Building. 

The  Church  Building  or  House  of  Worship  belonging  to  this 
Parish,  may  be  opened  for  all  services,  rites,  ceremonies,  or  other 
purposes,  either  authorized  or  approved  of  by  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  or  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  m. 
Rector  and  Minister. 
8l0.  1.    The  Rtotor  is  ex-offioio  President  of  the  Vestry  and 


! 
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of  the  congregation,  and  has  the  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  lie,  on 
all  questions  brought  before  it. 

Sec.  2.  The  Minister  has  the  spiritual  oversight  of  this  Par- 
ish, and  the  church  building  shall  be  open  to  him  for  public  com- 
mon prayer,  catechetical  or  other  religious  instruction^  for  marriag- 
es baptisms,  funerals,  and  all  other  rites  and  ceremonies  authoriied 
by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  at  such  times  as  be  may  deem 
proper. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  to  enter  in  the 
church  register  all  baptisms,  marriages,  burials,  and  confirmations 
occuring  within  his  cure ;  to  keep  an  accurate  list  of  communi- 
cants, and  also  a  register  of  the  families  and  individuals  belonging 
to  the  Parish. 

Sec.  4.  The  Minister  of  this  Parish,  shall,  at  the  end  of  every 
civil  year,  present  to  the  Wardens  a  full,  faithful  and  accurate 
written  account  of  all  offerings  received  and  disbursed  by  him  in 
his  official  capacity  as  almoner  of  the  Church,  which  account  the 
Wardens  shall  present  to  the  Vestry,  to  be  by  them  examined  and 
entered  in  the  "  Record  Book "  of  the  church,  and  the  original 
shall  be  placed  upon  file  among  the  parish  documents.  The  annual 
account  shall  distinctly  state  the  sources  from  whence  the  offerings 
came,  and  the  persons  or  objects  to  which  they  were  applied.  It 
is  left  discretionary  with  the  Minister  to  withhold  names,  where 
prudence  or  a  regard  for  the  feelings  of  individuals  renders  it  ex- 
pedient. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Wardens. 

Sec.  1.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Wardens,  as  advisers  to 
the  Minister,  be  communicants  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  Senior  Warden,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act. 
then  the  Junior  Warden  shall  have  the  care  of  the  u  Record 
Book  "  of  the  Parish,  and  shall  cause  to  be  copied  therein  all  doc- 
uments bearing  upon  the  history  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  3.  The  Wardens  shall  have  a  care  that  the  church  build- 
ing be  kept  from  all  secular,  or  other  uses  not  authorized  by  Arti- 
cle II  of  this  Constitution  ;  and  that  it  be  kept  in  good  repair,  as 
becometh  the  House  of  God. 

Sec.  4.    In  case  there  be  no  Rector,  or  of  absence  or  inability

to  act  on  his  part,  the  Wardens,  according  to  seniority,  shall  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  the  Vestry,  and  of  the  congregation.  In 
case  both  the  Rector  and  Wardens  be  absent,  a  Vestryman  shall 
be  chosen  to  preside. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  there  be  any  clergyman  of  the  Church,  resid- 
ing within  this  Parish,  who  shall  conduot  himself  in  such  a  way 
as  is  contrary  to  the  Rules  of  the  Church  and  disgraceful  to  his 
office,  the  Wardens  shall,  *in  writing,  give  notice  thereof  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  to  the  Standing  Committee,  if  there  be 
•  no  Bishop. 

Sec.  6.  In  the  absence  of  the  Wardens,  their  several  duties 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Vestrymen. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Annual  Election. 
The  congregation  of  this  Parish  shall  meet  annually  on  Monday 
of  Easter  week,  and  elect  two  Church  Wardens,  and  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  eight  Vestrymen,  who  shall  continue  to  dis- 
charge the  functions  of  their  office  during  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  the  Legislature  on  the  subject. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Vestrymen.     Amended  in  1855. 

Sec.  1.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Vestry  be  chosen  from 
the  communicants,  in  all  parishes  where  the  number  is  sufficient. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vestrymen,  together  with  the  Wardens,  shall 
transact  all  the  temporal  business  of  the  Parish;  shall  collect  and 
disburse  all  money  due  for  church  purposes,  and  shall  at  the  end 
of  every  civil  year — if  the  Treasury  be  deficient — collect  as  far  as 
practicable,  by  subscriptions  or  otherwise,  a  sum  sufficient  to  liqui- 
date all  the  current  expenses  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  3.  The  Vestry  shall,  on  or  before  Easter  Monday,  cause 
to  be  written  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Minister — but  if  there 
be  no  Minister,  then  the  Senior  Warden — a  full,  accurate  and 
faithful  statement  of  the  temporal  condition  of  the  Parish,  as  a 
body  corporate ;  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  congregation  on  Easter 
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Monday,  the  Minister  or  Senior  Warden  shall,  before  balloting  for 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  present  and  read  the  same  to  the  con- 
gregation, and  after  deliver  it  to  the  new  Vestry,  to  be  by  them 
examined  and  entered  in  the  Record  Book  of  the  Church,  and  the 
original  shall  be  placed  on  file  among  the  parish  documents.  The 
said  statement  shall  declare  what  money,  lands,  or  other  property 
have  been  received  during  their  term  of  office,  and  from  what 
source.  It  shall  further  declare  what  money  has  been  expended, 
and  for  what  objects ;  what  property  has  been  purchased,  exchang- 
ed, mortgaged,  sold,  or  otherwise  alienated  or  encumbered,  and  for  ' 
what  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  1.  A  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  elected 
by  the  Vestry,  who  shall  serve  till  their  successors  in  office  are 
chosen. 

Sec.  2.  •  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  attend  aU 
meetings  of  the  Vestry ;  to  take  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and 
when  approved,  to  enter  and  attest  the  same  in  the  "  Book  of  Min- 
utes "  of  the  Vestry ;  it  shall  be  his  further  duty  to  enter  in  the 
"  Record  Book  "  of  the  Church  the  Minister's  annual  account  of 
offerings,  and  the  Vestry's  annual  account  of  the  temporal  condi- 
tion of  the  Parish,  and  to  preserve  on  file  all  the  originals. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  mon- 
eys collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Vestry,  the  reception  and 
disbursement  of  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  and  in  case 
there  be  no  collector  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  himself  shall  also 
oollect  the  same. 

Sec  4.  No  money  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  except  on  an 
order  from  the  Vestry,  signed  by  one  of  the  Wardens.  The  Treas- 
urer shall  present  to  the  Vestry,  at  least  two  weeks  before  Easter 
Monday,  a  full  and  accurate  statement,  aocompanied  by  vouchers, 
of  all  monies  received  and  paid  by  his  department,  since  the  last 
annual  statement. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer,  if  he  be  not  a  member  of  the  Vestry, 
shall  attend  its  meetings  when  requested,  and  be  guided  by  its  ad- 
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vice  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  be 
ready  to  answer  all  questions  as  to  the  state  of  the  treasury. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Vestry  Meetings. 

Sec.  I.  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  of  May,  August,  November  and  February. 

Special  Meetings  may  be  held  at  such  times  as  the  Minister  or 
any  two  of  the  members  may  desire. 

Sec.  2.  At  every  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  shall  be  read,  and  if  correct,  approved ;  if  incorrect, 
amended  and  approved. 

At  every  quarterly  meeting,  the  minutes  of  the  last  quarterly, 
and  of  all  subsequent  special  meetings  shall  be  read. 

■ 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Qualifications  of  Electors.     Adopted  in  1859. 

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen 
of  this  Parish,  except  he  shall  have  been  an  attendant  on  public 
worship  in  this  church  at  least  six  months  before  such  election, 
and  shall  have  contributed  to  the  support  of  this  church,  accord- 
ing to  its  usages  and  customs. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Altering  of  Constitution. 

Alterations,  amendments  or  additions  may  at  any  time  be  made 
to  this  Constitution,  by  the  annual  Diocesan  Convention.

ORGANIZATION. 

No  Parish  or  Church  is  ever  organized  except  with  the  inten- 
tion, sooner  or  later,  of  obtaining  the  services  of  a  clergyman  to 
minister  at  its  Altar.  Care  should  therefore  be  taken  not  to  inter- 
fere with  the  canonical  rights  of  any  other  clergyman,  by  organiz- 
ing within  the  bounds  of  his  Parish. 

"  Where  Parish  boundaries  are  not  defined  by  law  or  other- 
wise," the  General  Canon  IX  of  1853  provides  that,  1,  "If  a 
city,  village,  town,  township,  or  incorporated  borough,  or  any  ward, 
district,  or  other  subdivision  of  either  of  the  same,  shall  contain 
but  one  church  or  congregation,  the  minister  having  charge  of  such 
church  or  congregation  shall  be  deemed  to  have  the  parochial  cure 
within  the  same.  2.  Any  city,  village,  town,  township,  or  incor- 
porated borough,  or  the  smallest  sub-division  of  either  of  the  same, 
in  which  there  are  two  or  more  churches  or  congregations,  shall  be 
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deemed  the  parochial  core  of  the  ministers  of  such  churches  or 
congregations,  and  the  assent  of  a  majority  of  such  ministers  shall 
be  necessary." 

The  same  canon  forbids  any  clergyman  belonging  to  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church,  to  officiate,  "  either  by  preaching,  reading 
prayers,  or  otherwise,  in  the  Parish  or  within  the  parochial  cure  of 
another  clergyman,  unless  he  has  received  express  permission  for 
that  purpose  from  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  or  cure,  or  in  his 
absence,  from  the  church  wardens  and  vestrymen,  or  trustees  of 
the  congregation,  or  a  majority  thereof. 

The  course,  therefore,  to  be  taken,  when  about  to  organize  a 
Parish,  is 

1st.  Obtain  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  minister,  or  minis- 
ters, within  whose  parochial  bounds  it  is  proposed  to  organize  a 
new  Parish. 

This  consent  will  prevent  the  possibility,  on  the  part  of  the  Min- 
ister who  may  be  called  to  the  new  Parish,  of  his  being  presented 
for  violating  the  requirements  of  the  General  Canon  above  refer- 
red to. 

Consent  having  been  obtained  to  organize,  or  if  the  proposed 
Parish  or  Church  is  not  within  the  canonical  bounds  of  another 
Parish,  then: 

2d.  Let  those  interested  meet,  decide  upon  the  name  or  title 
by  which  their  Parish  or  Church  shall  be  known,  and  elect  "  two 
Wardens  and  at  least  three  Vestrymen/' 

3d.  Draw  up  a  Constitution  for  the  Parish ;  in  which  Constitu- 
tion there  must  be  an  article  expressly  acceding  "  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, Canons,  Doctrines  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Wisconsin,"  (Diocesan  Constitution,  Art.  X.) 

4th.  Give  notice  of  your  organization  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese, asking  him  to  take  the  Parish  under  his  Episcopal  charge. 

The  organization  of  the  Parish  is  now  complete  and  canonical ; 
and  the  Parish  or  Church  is  in  union  with  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

The  organization  of  a  Parish  is  strictly  and  solely  an  ecclesiasti- 
cal proceed uro.  constituting  the  Parish  a  component  part  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  as  such,  only  entitling  it  to 
Ecclesiastical  rights  and  privileges ;  i.  e.  to  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges granted  by  General  and  Dioceasan  Constitutions  and  Canons. 
The  Ecclesiastical  organization  gives  no  civil  or  corporate  powers 
to  the  Parish.  The  right  to  purchase  and  hold,  or  take  by  gift,  or 
to  lease  any  real  estate,  or  to  sue  for  and  to  collect  subscriptions, 
<&c,  can  only  be  acquired  by  grant  from   the   State  ;  which  right 
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the  State  does  grant  to  all  Parishes  that  avail  themselves  of  to 
act  providing  for  their  incorporation.  The  manner  of  effecting  ttii 

is  as  follows : 

INCORPORATION. 

The  only  laws  now  in  force  providing  for  the  incorporation  of 
Churches  or  Congregations,  are  Chap.  47  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
this  State,  and  Chap.  60,  Session  Laws  of  1864 ;  the  Act  of  the  late 
Territory  of  Wisconsin,  approved  February  8,  1847,  having  been 
repealed  by  Sec.  9  of  Chap.  157  ofthe  Revised  Statutes. 

Sec.  23  of  Chap.  47  of  the  Revised  Statutes  provides  that, 
"  Whenever,  by  the  Constitution,  rules  and  usages  of  any  particu- 
lar church  or  religious  denomination,  the  minister  or  ministers, 
elders  and  deacons,  or  other  officers  elected  by  any  church  or  con- 
gregation, according  to  such  constitution,  rules  or  usages,  are  there- 
by constituted  the  trustees  of  such  church  or  congregation ;  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  such  minister  or  ministers,  elders  and  deacons,  « 
other  officers,  to  assemble  together  and  execute,  under  their  hand 
and  seals,  a  certificate,  stating  therein  the  name  by  which  they  and 
their  successors  in  office  shall  forever  thereafter  be  called  and 
known,  which  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  or  proved,  and  re- 
corded as  herein  before  directed ;  whereupon  such  persons,  and 
their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name 
expressed  in  such  certificate,  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privi- 
leges of  other  religious  corporations,  constituted  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter/' 

The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  being,  in  virtue  of  their 
office,  constituted  the  Trustees  of  the  Church,  within  the  meaning 
of  the  law,  they  are  the  proper  persons  to  assemble  and  execute 
•the  certificate  required  by  the  Act. 

The  manner  of  proceeding,  in  order  that  a  Church  or  Congre- 
gation may  become  incorporated,  under  the  provisions  above  recit- 
ed, is  as  follows : 

1st.  When  a  Church  or  Congregation  has  been  duly  organized 
as  a  Parish,  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church,  and  of  this  Diocese,  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men will  assemble  together,  and  execute  under  their  hands  and 
seals  a  certificate,  in  the  following  form  : 

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come :  Enow  ye,  that  we, 
the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  [name  of  the  Church,]

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2d.  The  certificate,  thus  duly  acknowledged,  most  then  be  re- 
corded by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county 
within  which  the  church  is  situated,  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  kept 
for  that  purpose,  and  who  is  entitled  to  receive  seventy-five  cento 
for  such  recording.  An  Act  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  chapter 
forty-seven,  title  thirteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  approved  April  2d,  1853,  provides  that  the  several 
Clerks  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  this  state,  not  yet  supplied 
with  suitable  books  for  recording  the  certificates  aforesaid,  shall 
immediately  procure  such  book  at  the  expense  of  the  county. 

The  certificate  thus  recorded,  the  act  of  Incorporation  is  com- 
plete, and  the  church  by  the  name  expressed  in  the  certificate,  is 
a  body  corporate,  invested  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privi- 
leges of  religious  corporations,  constituted  according  to  the  provis- 
ions of  chap.  47,  K.  S.,  and  of  chap.  60,  Seas.  Laws  of  1864,  which  vest 
in  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  power,  in  their  corporate  capac- 
ity, "to  take  into  their  possession  and  custody  all  the  temporalities  of 
the  Church,  whether  the  same  shall  consist  of  real  or  personal  estate, 
and  whether  the  same  may  have  been  given,  granted  or  devised, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  such  Church,  or  to  any  other  person  or 
persons  for  its  use." 

The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  may  also  "  in  their  cor- 
porate name,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  they 
may  recover  and  hold  all  the  debts,  demands,  rights  and  privileg- 
es, all  churches,  buildings,  burying  places,  and  all  the  estate  and 
appurtenances  belonging  to  such  church,  in  whatever  manner  the 
same  may  have  been  acquired,  or  in  whose  hands  soever  the  same 
may  be  held,  as  fully  and  amply  as  if  the  right  and  title  thereto 
had  been  originally  vested  in  the  said  Rector,  Wardens  and  Ves- 
trymen ;  and  they  may  hold  other  real  and  personal  estate,  and 
demise,  lease  and  improve  the  same ;  but  the  whole  of  such  estate, 
real  and  personal,  shall  not  exceed  the  yearly  value  or  income  of 
three  thousand  dollars.'1  They  may  also  "alter  or  repair  the 
church,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  congregation,  erect  church- 
es and  dwelling  houses  for  their  ministers,  and  other  buildings  for 
the  use  of  the  church  and  congregation. 

They  have  also  u  authority  to  make  rules  and  orders  for  manag- 
ing the  temporal  affairs  of  such  church  or  congregation,  and  to 
dispose  of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  to  order  and  regulate 
the  renting  of  pews  or  slips  in  their  churches,  and  the  perquisites 
for  the  breaking  of  the  ground  in  the  cemetery  or  church  yard, 
and  in  tbe  churches,  for  burying  the  dead. 

The  organization  and  incorporation  of  a  Parish  does  not  admit 
it  into  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 
The  manner  of  proceeding,  in  order  to  admission  into  union  with 
the  Diocesan  Convention,  is  as  follows  : 
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ADMISSION. 

When  any  new  Parish,  being  duly  organized  and  incorporated, 
desires  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention, 
the  Wardens  of  the  same  should  forward  or  present  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  C  onvention  a  copy  of  the  constitution  of  their  Parish. 
This  constitution  must  expressly  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Can- 
ons, Doctrines,  Discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese. 
They  should  also  certify  that  the  Constitution  has  been  duly  adop- 
ted by  the  Parish  making  application,  and  subscribe  to  the  same 
in  their  official  capacity  as  Wardens.  They  should  also  forward 
or  present  to  the  Convention,  through  its  President,  a  certificate 
that  the  Parish  so  applying  is  duly  incorporated  and  regularly  or- 
ganised by  the  election  of  two  Wardens  and  at  least  three  Vestry- 
men, and  has  had  an  existence  of  at  least  twelve  months,  which 
certificate  should  also  be  signed  by  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  the 
Parish,  if  there  be  one.  These  papers  may  properly  be  forwarded 
by  one  or  more  Deputies,  elected  to  represent  the  Parish  in  Con- 
vention, provided  it  be  admitted  into  union.  These  steps  being 
taken,  it  only  remains  for  the  Convention  to  act  upon  the  applica- 
tion, after  referring  it  to  the  proper  committee  for  examination. 
See  Art.  X,  of  the  Diocesan  Constitution,  and  Canon  XII. 

ELECTION  OF  MINISTER. 

The  Rector  or  Minister  of  the  Parish  is  to  be  elected  by  the  Ves- 

SThe  following  is  an  extract  from  General  Canon  XIV,  of 
>3: 

Sec.  1.  It  is  hereby  required  that  on  the  election  of  a  Minister 
into  any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Yestry  shall  deliver,  or  causa  to  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following 
form,  or  to  this  effect : 

"  We,  the  Churchwardens,  [or  in  case  of  an  assistant  Minister, 
We,  the  Rector  and  the  Churchwardens,]  do  certify  to  the  Right 
Rev.  [naming  the  Bishop,]  or  to  the  Rev.  [naming  the  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee,]  that  [naming  the  person,]  has  been 
duly  chosen  Rector  [or  Assistant  Minister,  as  the  case  may  be,]  of 
[naming  the  Parish,  or  Church,  or  Churches]. " 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  with  the  names  of  those  who

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AN  ACT 


TO  INCORPORATE  THE  TRUSTEES  FOR  THR  MANAGEMENT  AND  CARS  Of  TBI 
FUNDS  AND  PROPERTY  BELONGING  TO  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CBUBOH 
IN  WISCONSIN. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  and  House  of  Representative*  of  the 
Territory  of  Wisconsin  : 

Sec.  1.  That  Paraclete  Potter,  John  Catlin,  J.  A.  Hetfensteia, 
A.  H.  Smith,  and  John  R.  Phelps,  of  Wisconsin,  and  their  suc- 
cessors duly  elected  and  appointed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  tat 
"Trustees  of  the  Funds  and  Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  Wisconsin/'  and  by  tnat  name  shall  have  perpetual  tot- 
cession,  and  be  competent  to  contract  and  to  be  contracted  with,  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  answer  and  to  be  answered  unto,  in  all  courts 
of  law  and  equity,  and  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  by  gh\ 
grant  and  devise,  and  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  real 
estate  and  personal  properly ;  Provided,  the  yearly  income  of 
properly  both  real  and  personal,  shall  not  ezeeed  fifteen 
dollars. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  said  corporation  shall  be  the  manage- 
ment and  care  of  any  funds  which  are  now  provided,  or  which  may 
be  hereafter  contributed  or  acquired  for  the  use  of  the  Protectant 
Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,  the  income  whereof  to  be  appro* 
priated  by  the  said  Trustees  according  to  the  directions  to  he  frosi 
time  to  time  given  by  the  Convention  of  said  Church  in  Wiscoaria. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  Trustees  shall  be  five  in  number,  to  be  hen- 
after  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  said 
Church,  and  hold  their  offices  for  the  period  of  one  year  fipm  and 
after  such  elections,  and  until  other  Trustees  shall  have  been  electee1 
and  entered  upon  their  duties. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  Trustees  shall  make  a  report  at  each  annua) 
Convention,  exhibiting  the  amount  and  condition  of  the  said  fundi 
and  property  under  their  charge. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Treas- 
urer, to  hold  his  appointment  during  their  pleasure,  and  to  be  sub- 
ject at  all  times  to  their  control  and  direction,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  under  the  direction  of  said  Trustees,  to  receive  and  pay  out  all 
money,  and  take  charge  of  and  manage  all  the  property,  real  and 
personal,  which  may  be  intrusted  to  the  care  of  said  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Church  aforesaid,  and  to 
keep  their  books,  aocounts  and  records ;  and  who  shall  give  such 
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security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  assigned  to  him, 
as  may  from  time  to  time  he  deemed  sufficient  by  said  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  Trustees,  hereby  incorporated,  shall  be  bound 
to  conform  to  any  instructions  that  may  be  given  to  them  by  the 
said  Convention,  touching  the  management  of  said  funds  and  prop- 
erty, and  the  disposition  of  the  income  thereof;  Provided,  such 
instructions  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Jour- 
nals of  the  Convention.

CHAPTER  LX. 

AN  ACT  In  relation  to  Protectant  Episcopal  Chnrchei  in  Wlsoonaln. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  The  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  being  the  Trus- 
tees of  each  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  incorporated  within  this 
8tate,  may  be  chosen  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
in  conformity  to  the  rules  and  usages  of  such  Church,  and  elections 
or  appointments  of  such  officers  heretofore  made  in  conformity  to 
•uch  rules  and  usages,  are  declared  to  be  valid. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  heretofore  or  here- 
after incorporated  within  this  State,  may  take  by  purchase,  devise, 
gift  or  otherwise,  and  may  forever  hold,  any  lands  intended  to  be 
used  for  cemetery  grounds,  or  burial  purposes ;  and  all  grants, 
gifts,  conveyances,  or  devises  of  lands  heretofore  made  to  any  in- 
corporated Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  shall  be  valid  and  effec- 
tual, according  to  the  intent  of  the  parties. 

Ssc.  3.  Sections  14,  15  and  16  of  Chapter  sixty-seven  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  shall  apply  to  all  lands  so  heretofore  or  hereafter 
acquired  or  held  for  burial  purposes. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication.
